The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  fiscal  year 
1981  is  hereby  submitted. 

Included  in  this  report  is  a  summary  of  the  major  activities  that  tran¬ 
spired  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  during  fiscal  1981 . 

TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant 
events  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  facet  of  this  department  during  FY  1981: 
Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  the  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office 
resulted  in  a  collection  of  $36,000  in  fees  in  1981,  an  increase  of  11% 
from  the  $32,000  collected  in  1980. 

Elections: 

A  new  computerized  electronic  voting  system  was  put  into  effect  for 
three  elections  during  FY  1981.  This  new  system  has  resulted  in  reporting 
of  final  election  results  on  a  much  more  timely  basis.  In  addition, 
substantial  cost  savings  are  realized  by  the  town  due  to  the  elimination  of 
wages  for  election  counters  and  police  and  custodial  overtime  pay. 
Factory  Mutual  Engineering  Company  of  Norwood  has  also  helped  the 
town  realize  savings  in  this  area  by  donating  the  use  of  their  computer 
and  personnel  to  assist  in  tabulating  the  election  results. 

A  complete  reporting  on  the  results  of  the  three  elections  held  in  FY 
1981  is  included  hereunder. 

Census  and  voter  registration: 

Our  census  workers  are  now  obtaining  the  required  legal  inform¬ 
ation  on  all  Norwood  residents  for  the  purpose  of  having  more  complete 
census  data  available  on  an  annual  basis.  Complete  computerized  listings 
of  all  Norwood  residents  and  registered  voters  are  now  available  and  are 
updated  throughout  the  year. 

The  results  of  the  1981  census  revealed  that  there  are  currently 
30,032  residents  of  the  town. 

Updated  voter  registration  information  reveals  a  total  of  16,993 
registered  voters  in  the  town. 

Town  Meetings: 

There  were  three  Special  Town  Meetings  held  in  addition  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  during  FY  1981 .  A  complete  record  of  the  actions 
taken  at  these  town  meetings  is  recorded  hereunder. 

Vital  Statistics: 

A  detailed  chronological  listing  of  the  births,  deaths  and  marriages 
recorded  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  is  filed  with  this  report.

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant 
financial  events  that  transpired  in  Norwood  during  FY  1981  as  recorded 
through  the  Town  Accountant’s  office: 

Cash  and  investments: 

The  town’s  financial  position  improved  substantially  from  FY  1980 
to  FY  1981 .  The  total  cash  and  investments  on  hand  at  June  30,  1981  was 
$15,600,000,  up  4,000,000  from  the  1980  level  of  $1 1,600, 000. An  ex¬ 
planation  of  all  of  the  material  changes  in  financial  position  is  provided 
in  Schedule  1  of  the  report  of  the  town  accountant  filed  hereunder. 

Edison  litigation  proceeds 

In  July  of  1980,  the  town  of  Norwood  received  $5,385,000  from 
Boston  Edison  in  settlement  of  litigation  in  the  S-5  light  rate  case. 

Civic  Sale  —  additional  proceeds 

In  FY  1981,  the  town  received  the  sum  of  $400,000  from  the 
Norwood  Hospital  as  an  incentive  payment  for  vacating  the  Civic  Center 
prior  to  the  date  originally  agreed  upon.  This  $400,000  was  in  addition  to 
the  original  proceeds  received  in  FY  1980  from  the  sale  of  the  Civic  to  the 
Hospital  of  $2,075,000. 

Excise  tax  revenues 

Due  to  the  impact  of  Proposition  2Vi  legislation,  excise  tax  revenues 
received  by  the  town  in  FY  1981  declined  by  $1,000,000  (from  $2,100,000 
in  1980  to  $1,100,000  in  1981). 
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Cherry  Sheet  Aid 

Net  Cherry  Sheet  aid  from  the  State  also  declined  in  FY  1981.  The 
net  state  aid  dropped  from  $2,697,000  in  1980  to  $2,464,000  in  1981 

Chapter  90  Highway  Aid 

The  town  was  reimbursed  $367,000  by  the  State  in  FY  1981  for 
Chapter  90-related  highway  construction  work  done  by  the  town. 

Interest  earned  on  Surplus  Revenue 

Total  interest  earnings  in  surplus  revenue  rose  dramatically  during 
FY  1981 .  Total  interest  earned  rose  from  $660,000  in  1980  to  $985,000  in 
FY  1981  (a  49%  increase). 

A  more  complete  listing  of  financial  schedules  is  included  in  the 
town  accountant’s  report  filed  hereunder. 


I  would  like  to  publicly  acknowledge  and  thank  the  staff  of  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  their  dedication,  courtesy 
and  patience  in  efficiently  responding  to  the  many  calls,  letters  and  per¬ 
sonal  requests  for  public  documents,  licenses  and  financial  information 
received  during  the  past  year.  Special  thanks  is  also  extended  to  the  other 
town  departments  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  1981.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail,  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Of¬ 
ficial  Ballots  September  16,  1980“  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  station¬ 
ed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in 
public  meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found 
to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  8:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  five  (1275)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the

Summary 

The  proposed  law  would  limit  certain  taxes,  and  change  laws  relating  to 
school  budgets  and  compulsory  binding  arbitration.  It  would  impose  a 
limit  on  state  and  local  taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal  property  equal 
to  2!/2%  of  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  the  property  being  taxed.  If  a 
locality  currently  imposes  a  tax  greater  than  2'/2%  of  that  cash  value,  the 
tax  would  have  to  be  decreased  by  15%  each  year  until  the  2'/2%  level  is 
reached.  If  a  locality  currently  imposes  a  tax  of  less  that  2'/2%,  it  would 
not  be  allowed  to  increase  the  tax  rate.  In  either  situation,  a  city  or  town 
could  raise  its  limit  by  a  2A  local  vote  at  a  general  election. 

The  proposed  law  would  provide  that  the  total  taxes  on  real  estate  and 
personal  property  imposed  by  the  state  or  by  localities  could  never  be  in¬ 
creased  by  more  than  2*/2%  of  the  total  taxes  imposed  for  the  preceding 
year,  unless  two  thirds  of  the  voters  agreed  to  the  increase  at  a  general 
election. 

It  would  further  provide  that  no  law  or  regulation  which  imposed  addi¬ 
tional  costs  on  a  city  or  town,  or  a  law  granting  or  increasing  tax  exemp¬ 
tions,  would  be  effective  unless  the  state  agrees  to  assume  the  added  cost. 
A  division  of  the  State  Auditor’s  Department  would  determine  the  finan¬ 
cial  effect  of  laws  and  regulations  on  the  various  localities. 

The  proposal  would  limit  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  ap¬ 
propriated  for  public  schools  to  that  amount  voted  upon  by  the  local  ap¬ 
propriating  authority.  It  would  also  repeal  the  law  which  provides  for 
compulsory  binding  arbitration  when  labor  negotiations  concerning 
police  and  fire  personnel  come  to  an  impasse.  In  addition,  the  petition 
would  provide  that  no  county,  district,  or  authority  could  impose  any  an¬ 
nual  increase  in  costs  on  a  locality  of  greater  than  4%  of  the  total  of  the 
year  before. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  reduce  the  maximum  excise  tax  rate  on 
motor  vehicles  from  $66  per  thousand  to  $25  per  thousand,  and  it  would 
allow  a  state  income  tax  deduction  equal  to  one  half  of  the  rent  paid  for 
the  taxpayer’s  principal  place  of  residence.

Summary 

The  proposed  law  would  limit  local  property  taxes  and  state  taxes  and 
would  provide  for  increased  state  aid  for  local  educational  purposes. 

The  act  would  limit  local  property  taxes  in  the  years  1981  through 
1984  to  the  amount  levied  in  the  previous  year  increased  by  the  percen¬ 
tage  increase  in  personal  income  of  the  residents  of  the  Commonwealth 
during  the  previous  year.  The  local  property  tax  limit  could  be  exceeded 
to  offset  decreases  in  local  aid,  to  cover  shortages  for  prior  years  and  to 
pay  court  judgments.  Pension  and  retirement  allowances,  payments  to 
other  governmental  units,  principal  and  interest  on  any  indebtedness, 
unemployment  compensation,  amounts  required  to  be  raised  as  a 
condition  of  a  state  or  federal  grant,  and  costs  for  special  education 
programs  would  be  excluded  from  the  property  tax  limit. 

These  local  limits  would  be  reduced  by  any  excess  taxes  actually  col¬ 
lected  over  the  tax  limit  for  the  preceeding  year.  The  limit  would  not 
apply  to  any  municipality  having  a  general  tax  rate  of  less  than  $35  per 
thousand  of  equalized  valuation.  The  tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  local  appropriating  body. 

The  cost  of  regional  and  independent  vocational  schools  would  be 
subject  to  the  same  limitations. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  limit  state  taxes  imposed  in  the  years 
1981  through  1984  to  an  amount  no  greater  than  that  imposed  the 
previous  year,  increased  by  the  percentage  increase  in  the  personal  in¬ 
come  of  Massachusetts  residents  in  the  previous  year.  This  state  tax  limit 
could  be  exceeded  only  to  increase  local  aid  or  to  assume  other  costs  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  state  legislature.  The  amounts 
necessary  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  state  indebtedness,  pensions, 
retirement  allowances,  unemployment  compensation,  and  court 
judgments,  and  money  required  to  be  raised  as  a  condition  of  a  federal 
grant  would  not  be  subject  to  the  state  tax  limit.  The  total  amount  of 
local  aid  for  any  year  which  could  be  subject  to  legislative  appropriation 
could  not  be  less  than  the  total  amount  of  aid  for  the  preceding  year  in¬ 
creased  by  half  the  increase  in  collected  state  taxes  during  that  preceding 
year.  The  state  tax  limit  would  be  reduced  by  any  excess  taxes  actually 
collected  over  the  tax  limit  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  require,  subject  to  legislative  approp¬ 
riation,  a  gradual  increase  in  the  percentage  of  local  educational  costs 
paid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  a  level  of  50%  in  1984.  The  proposal 
would  also  require,  again  subject  to  legislative  appropriation,  that  school 
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aid  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  in  any  year  between  1981  through  1984 
must  be  at  least  15%  greater  than  that  provided  in  1980.

Summary 

The  law  provides  for  increases  in  the  salaries  of  members  of  the 
legislature  and  the  constitutional  officers  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
law  increases  salaries  of  members  of  the  legislature  by  an  annual  amount 
varying  from  $1,853  to  $17,923.  The  size  of  the  raise  conferred  on  a  par¬ 
ticular  individual  depends  upon  his  position  within  the  legislature.  The 
law  has  the  effect  of  setting  the  base  salary  for  a  legislator  at  $20,335,  but 
under  the  law  legislative  salaries  range  as  high  as  the  approximately 
$55,920  paid  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

The  salaries  of  the  constitutional  officers  are  increased  either  by 
$20,000  in  the  case  of  the  Governor,  or  $10,000  in  all  other  cases.  The 
law  raises  the  annual  salary  of  the  Governor  to  $60,000,  that  of  the  At¬ 
torney  General  to  $47,500,  and  the  salaries  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Treasurer  and  Receiver  General,  and 
the  Auditor  to  $40,000. 

The  law  also  amends  the  statutes  pertaining  to  the  organization  of 
the  offices  of  the  Secretaries  of  Administration  and  Finance  and  of 
Human  Services  and  to  the  compensation  of  senior  officials  within  those 
offices.  It  gives  the  Secretaries  of  Administration  and  Finance  and  of 
Human  Services  greater  flexibility  in  establishing  positions  and  setting 
salaries  for  those  under  their  supervision.

The  proposed  amendment  would  limit  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
impose  certain  costs  on  cities  and  towns.

The  proposed  amendment  would  change  the  procedure  by  which  the 
Legislature  declares  a  measure  to  be  an  emergency  law,  making  it  effec¬ 
tive  when  it  is  signed  by  the  Governor.  The  amendment  would  allow  the 
Legislature  to  make  such  a  declaration  by  a  voice  vote,  rather  than  by  a 
recorded  vote,  as  now  required.  The  amendment  would  maintain  the  ex¬ 
isting  option  allowing  for  a  formal  roll  call  vote.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Of¬ 
ficial  Ballots  November  4,  1980’’  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from -the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed 
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by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in 
public  meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found 
to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  8:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  fifteen 
thousand  and  ninety  one  (15,091)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the

The  superintendents  of  depart¬ 
ments  shall  not  be  removed  by  the  general  manager,  except  on 
five  days’  notice  in  writing,  which  shall  state  the  cause  of  such 
removal; 

and  to  further  vote  to  completely  delete  paragraph  (i)  of  Section  9  in  its 
entirety.  (On  petition  of  John  F.  Kinnaly,  Selectman.) 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  amend  Chapter  197 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  “Town  Charter’’  as 
amended  by  Chapter  384  of  the  Acts  of  1976,  as  follows: 

By  adding  the  following  section: 

7A.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  the  selectmen 
elected  as  provided  in  section  two  shall  establish  a  police  depart¬ 
ment  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  who  shall  appoint  a 
chief  of  police  and  such  other  police  officers  as  they  deem 
necessary,  and  fix  their  compensation  in  an  amount  not  in  the 
aggregate  exceeding  the  annual  appropriation  therefor.  The 
appointment  or  removal  of  the  chief  or  head  of  said  police 
department  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  but  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act. 

The  chief  of  police  shall  from  time  to  time  make  suitable  regulations 
governing  the  police  department,  and  the  officers  thereof,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen;  provided  that  such  regulations  shall  become 
effective  without  such  approval  upon  the  failure  of  the  selectmen  to  take 
action  thereon  within  thirty  days  after  they  have  been  submitted  to  them 
by  the  chief  of  police.

3.  By  adding  the  following  sentence  to  Section  8  of  said  act:  Any  town 
meeting  member,  who  is  a  candidate  for  reelection,  may  have  the  words 
“Candidate  for  re-election”  annoted  on  the  candidate’s  nomination 
papers. 

4.  By  adding  the  following  as  “Section  9A”  immediately  after  Section  9: 

Section  9A.  The  town  meeting  members  of  a  represented 
district,  by  a  majority  vote,  can  remove  a  town  meeting  member 
from  said  district  by  filing  a  written  statement  to  the  Town  Clerk 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  specific  reasons  for  said  removal,  a 
copy  of  which  statement  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  to  said 
town  meeting  member.  Such  removal  shall  not  take  effect, 
however,  until  the  expiration  of  five  (5)  days  from  the  filing  of 
said  statement  with  the  town  clerk;  but  if  so  recited  in  said 
statement  the  town  meeting  member  shall  be  removed  forthwith 
from  said  position  of  town  meeting  member. 

If  the  town  meeting  member  so  requests  within  said  five  (5) 
day  period  in  writing  to  the  town  clerk,  a  hearing  shall  be  given 
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to  the  town  meeting  member  by  the  town  meeting  members  of 
the  represented  district;  and  in  such  event  the  removal  of  the 
town  meeting  member  shall  not  take  effect  until  a  written 
decision  following  said  hearing  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
town  clerk.  Such  decision  by  a  majority  of  the  town  meeting 
members  of  the  represented  district  shall  be  final. 

And  further  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  these  amendments  effec¬ 
tive  at  the  first  town  election  in  which  it  is  feasible  to  do  so  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  acts  of  the  legislature,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter.

1.  Each  and  every  solicitor,  door-to-door  salesman,  hawker  and  ped¬ 
dler  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  shall  be  bound  by  these  regulations  ex¬ 
cept  insofar  as  they  may  be  in  conflict  with  any  specific  statute  or 
constitutional  provisions  of  said  statute  or  constitutional  provision 
shall  control. 

2.  Each  and  every  solicitor,  door-to-door  salesman,  hawker,  and  ped¬ 
dler  shall  register  with  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  Chief  of  Police. 

3.  Each  and  Every  registration  shall  be  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  shall  include  the  following  information: 

(a)  Person’s  name  and  permanent  residence  and  telephone 
number. 

(b)  Name  of  organizatin  the  person  is  representing. 

(c)  The  telephone  number  and  person  to  contact  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  they  represent. 

(d)  The  purpose  of  the  solicitation  or  business  to  be  conducted  by 
said  person  or  persons,  including  a  list  of  the  items  to  be  sold 
or  distributed. 

(e)  The  estimated  period  during  which  each  person  will  be  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

4.  Applications  for  permits  shall  be  made  at  least  48  hours  in  advance 
except  for  reasonable  cause,  the  determination  of  which  shall  be  at 
the  exclusive  discretion  of  the  permit  granting  authority. 

5.  The  hours  of  sale  shall  be  limited  between  9:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P.M. 
daily. 

6.  Solicitors,  door-to-door  salesemen,  hawkers  and  peddlers  shall  not 
enter  private  property  where  specifically  prohibited  by  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  thereof. 
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7.  Solicitors,  door-to-door  salesmen,  hawkers  and  peddlers  shall  carry 
proper  identification  signifying  their  relationship  to  the  organization 
they  represent. 

8.  Violations  of  this  by-law  may  be  imposed  by  a  fine  of  $200  for  each 
occurrence  except  for  those  fines  which  are  less  in  relation  to 
hawkers  and  peddlers  as  provided  in  Chapter  101  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  statutory  fines  shall  take  precedence. 

9.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  severable  and,  if  any  provision 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  the  decision  of  said  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

(d)  The  purpose  of  the  solicitation  or  business  to  be  conducted  by 
said  person  or  persons,  including  a  list  of  the  items  to  be  sold 
or  distributed. 

(e)  The  estimated  period  during  which  each  person  will  be  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

4.  Applications  for  permits  shall  be  made  at  least  48  hours  in  advance 
except  for  reasonable  cause,  the  determination  of  which  shall  be  at 
the  exclusive  discretion  of  the  permit  granting  authority. 

5.  The  hours  of  sale  shall  be  limited  between  9:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P.M.

6.  Solicitors,  door-to-door  salesemen,  hawkers  and  peddlers  shall  not 
enter  private  property  where  specifically  prohibited  by  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  thereof.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official 
Ballots  April  6,  1981”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  station¬ 
ed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
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deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in 
public  meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found 
to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  p.m.  At  the 
close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  fifty  one 
hundred  and  ninety  seven  (5197)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the 
total  number  of  names  so  checked  was  fifty  one  hundred  and  ninety

c)  If  the  town  meeting  member  so  requests  within  said 
fourteen  days  in  writing  to  the  Town  Clerk,  a  hearing  shall 
be  given  to  the  town  meeting  member  by  the  town  meeting 
members  of  the  represented  district  at  which  hearing  a 
majority  of  the  elected  town  meeting  representatives  in 
said  district  shall  be  present;  and  in  such  event  the  removal 
of  the  town  meeting  member  shall  not  take  effect  until  a 
written  decision  following  said  hearing  shall  have  been 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

d)  The  decision  of  a  majority  of  town  meeting  members 
present  and  voting  at  said  hearing  shall  be  final.

Alarm  System  By-Law 

Sec.  1  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms,  phrases, 
words  and  their  derivations  shall  have  the  meanings  given  herein.  When 
not  inconsistent  with  the  context,  words  used  in  the  present  tense  include 
the  future;  words  used  in  the  plural  number  include  the  singular  number, 
and  words  in  the  singular  number  include  the  plural  number.  The  word 
“shall”  is  always  mandatory  and  not  merely  directory. 

(1)  The  term  “Alarm  System”  means  an  assembly  of  equipment  and 
devices  or  a  single  device  such  as  a  solid  state  unit  which  plugs  directly  in¬ 
to  a  110  volt  AC  line,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard  requir¬ 
ing  urgent  attention  and  to  which  police  are  expected  to  respond.  Fire 
Alarm  systems  and  alarm  systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke, 
humidity  or  any  other  condition  not  directly  related  to  the  detection  of 
an  unauthorized  intrusion  into  a  premises  or  an  attempted  robbery  at  a 
premises  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  The 
provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  by-law  shall  apply  to  all  users. 

(2)  The  term  “False  Alarm”  means  (a)  the  activation  of  an  alarm 
system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction,  improper  installation 
or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  system  or  of  his  employees  or 
agents;  (b)  any  signal  or  oral  communication  transmitted  to  the  Police 
Department  requesting  or  requiring  or  resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part 
of  the  Police  Department  when  in  fact  there  has  been  no  unauthorized  in¬ 
trusion,  robbery  or  burglary,  or  attempted  threat.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  definition,  activation  of  alarm  systems  by  acts  of  God,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  power  outages,  hurricanes,  tornadoes,  earthquakes,  and 
similar  weather  or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
false  alarm. 

Sec.  2  CONTROL  AND  CURTAILMENT  OF  SIGNALS  EMITTED 
BY  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

(a)  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit  to  the  Police  Chief  the  names  and 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  other  persons  who  are  authorized  to 
respond  to  an  emergency  signal  transmiteed  by  an  alarm  system  and  who 
can  open  the  premises  wherein  the  alarm  system  is  installed. 

(b)  All  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  which  use  an  audible  horn  or  bell  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device 
that  will  shut  off  such  horn  or  bell  within  ten  (10)  minutes  after  activa¬ 
tion  of  the  alavm  system. 

(c)  Any  alarm  system  emitting  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted 
signal  for  more  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes  between  7  p.m.  and  6  a.m. 
which  cannot  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed  due  to  the  absence  or 
unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those  persons  designated  by  him  under 
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paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  and  which  disturbs  the  peace,  comfort  or 
repose  of  a  community,  a  neighborhood  or  a  considerable  number  of 
inhabitants  of  the  area  where  the  alarm  system  is  located,  shall  constitute 
a  public  nuisance.  Upon  receiving  complaints  regarding  such  a  con¬ 
tinuous  and  uninterrupted  signal,  the  Police  Chief  shall  endeavor  to  con¬ 
tact  the  alarm  user,  or  members  of  the  alarm  user’s  family,  or  those  per¬ 
sons  designated  by  the  alarm  user  under  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section  in 
an  effort  to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  Police  Chief  shall  cause  to  be  record¬ 
ed  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  complaintants  and  the  time  each  com¬ 
plaint  was  made. 

Sec.  3  PENALTIES

Fire 
Alarm  systems  and  alarm  systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke, 
humidity  or  any  other  condition  not  directly  related  to  the  detection  of 
an  unauthorized  intrusion  into  a  premises  or  an  attempted  robbery  at  a 
premises  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  The 
provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  by-law  shall  apply  to  all  users. 
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(2)  The  term  “False  Alarm”  means  (a)  the  activation  of  an  alarm 
system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction,  improper  installation 
or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  system  or  of  his  employees  or 
agents;  (b)  any  signal  or  oral  communication  transmitted  to  the  Police 
Department  requesting  or  requiring  or  resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part 
of  the  Police  Department  when  in  fact  there  has  been  no  unauthorized 
intrusion,  robbery  or  burglary,  or  attempted  threat.

(1)  Cash  and  Investments  —  increase  of  $4,013,159 

The  main  reasons  for  this  improved  condition  are: 

(a)  Edison  litigation  proceeds  invested  at  year-end  increased 
$2,200,000  mainly  due  to  receipt  of  S-3,  4,  5  settlement: 

(b)  Civic  proceeds  invested  increased  by  $300,000  mainly  due  to  in¬ 
creased  interest; 

(c)  Stabilization  Fund  invested  was  $900,000; 

(d)  General  cash  and  Investments  increased  $300,000  primarily  due  to 
improved  interest  earnings  performance  on  Surplus  Revenue 
invested. 

(2)  Taxes  Receivable:  $281,156  decrease 

There  are  two  reasons  for  this  decrease: 

(a)  Improved  collections  on  outstanding  Real  Estate  Taxes  from  FY 
1980  (R.E.  taxes  outstanding  declared  by  $100,000); 

(b)  Auto  excise  taxes  declined  due  to  Proposition  2Vi. 

(3)  Departmental  Receivables:  $174,847  increase 

The  main  reasons  are  as  follows: 

(a)  School  receivables  (  +  $35,000)  due  to  increased  facility  rental 
volume  and  fees; 

(b)  Light  dept,  recivables  ( +  430,000)  due  to  increased  rates  and  fuel 
charges; 

(c)  State  Aid  to  Highways  (-$314,000)  due  to  completion  of  highway 
projects  and  reimbursement  from  the  State. 

(4)  Revenue:  $982,253  increase 

This  is  a  budgetary  account  only.  Main  reason  for  increase  is  due  to  in¬ 
creased  FY  ’82  Light  Department  budget. 

(5)  and  (6)  Reserves  for  Uncollected  Receivables 

These  changes  are  due  to  the  changes  in  accounts  receivable  balances 
for  taxes  and  departmental  revenue. 

(7)  Revolving  Funds:  $99,559  increase 

This  is  due  primarily  to  timing  of  purchase  made  from  the  revolving 
funds.  The  main  increases  were  noted  in  school  revolver  accounts 
(lunch  and  music  programs). 

(8)  Receipts  Reserved  for  Appropriation:  $68,092  increase 

(a)  Receipt  of  $52,000  Highway  Reconstruction  Aid; 

(b)  Increase  of  $15,000  in  cemetary  lot  sale  receipts. 
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(9)  Edison  Litigation  Proceeds:  $1,841,058  increase 

This  increase  is  due  to  the  receipt  of  the  S-3,  4,  5  settlement  on  July  1, 
1980,  and  also  increased  investment  interest.  These  increases  were  off¬ 
set  by  refund  payments  to  electric  customers. 

(10)  Overlay  Surplus:  $132,398  increase 

This  represents  prior  year’s  unused  tax  abatement  reserves  which  will 
not  be  needed  by  the  Assessors. 

(11)  Surplus  Revenue:  $299,921  increase 

This  was  primarily  due  to  the  fact  that  $1,170,000  of  the  FY  1981 
“Free  Cash’’  (which  is  a  component  of  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account) 
was  not  spent  during  the  year. 

(12)  Miscellaneous  Fund  Balance:  $1,012,234  decrease 

(a)  The  $2,200,000  fund  balance  from  the  Civic  proceeds  was  trans¬ 
ferred  out  to  the  appropriation  account  due  to  the  June  Special 
Town  Meeting  action; 

(b)  The  Stabilization  Fund  balance  of  $900,000  was  transferred  in 
from  the  Trust  Fund. 

(13) ,  (14)  Appropriation  accounts: 

These  are  budgetary  accounts  only.  The  reason  for  the  carry  forward 
increase  is  due  to  timing  of  payment  for  construction-type  projects. 
The  increase  in  appropriations  control  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
gross  appropriations  (disregarding  receipts  and  offsets)  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.

(The  Selectmen’s  Staff  consists  of  two  regular  employees) 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  held  in  the 
Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers  of  the  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal 
Building  on  Tuesday  evenings  and  at  other  times  as  required.  The  1981 
Annual  Municipal  Election  was  held  on  Monday,  April  6,  1981. 

In  addition  to  innumerable  conferences  and  public  hearings  on 
specific  subjects,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  a  total  of  forty-five 
regular  meetings  and  eleven  special  meetings  during  calendar  year  1981. 

On  Student  Government  Day  the  following  Norwood  Senior  High 
School  students,  having  been  duly  elected  by  their  peers,  served  as 
honorary  Selectmen:  Tim  McDonough,  Chairman,  Bill  Callahan,  John 
Carroll,  Paul  Castonia,  Joni  Magee.  Rich  Lind  served  as  honorary 
General  Manager  for  the  day. 

Special  public  presentations  were  made,  including  the  following:  to 
commend  James  Granskie  and  Robert  Tierney,  both  of  Norwood,  and 
David  Salzberg  of  Walpole,  for  rescuing  a  man  from  his  burning  vehicle; 
to  members  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  all  who  rendered  ser¬ 
vices  beyond  the  requirements  of  their  normal  duties  in  their  handling  of 
the  Talbot  Block  fire  on  December  9th;  to  honor  retired  Lieutenant 
James  Lyden  for  his  thirty-six  years  of  service  in  the  Norwood  police 
Department;  to  Rhodes  Scholar  Mary  Elizabeth  Cleary  in  recognition  of 
her  scholastic  achievements  and  social  awareness;  to  John  Shalby  and  the 
South  Norwood  Study  Committee  for  their  leadership  and  ac¬ 
complishments  in  community  improvement. 

On  January  28th  the  Selectmen  planted  an  oak  tree  on  the  Common 

to  be  known  as  “The  Hostage  Tree”  in  celebration  of  Hostage  Day  as

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Meetings  were  held  quarterly  with  the  management  of  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  to  study  delinquent  accounts  and  monthly  with  the 
heads  of  the  Police,  Fire,  Public  Works  and  Recreation  Departments,  to 
receive  detailed  reports  on  each  and  to  discuss  pertinent  problems  and 
recommendations . 

A  great  deal  of  attention  is  being  focused  on  continuing  to  work 
within  the  parameters  of  Proposition  2Vi  and  to  proceeding  with  the 
revaluation  program  for  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Accepted  the  bid  of  the  Winslow  Avenue  Trust  to  purchase  the 
Winslow  School  and  continued  negotiations  to  culminate  in  the  final 
passing  of  papers. 

The  Selectmen  instituted  and  completed  procedures  for  acceptance 
by  the  Town  of  the  following  streets:  Deerfield  Road,  Longmeadow 
Road,  Norton  Drive,  Robinwood  Road  and  Wedgewood  Drive. 

Cable  Television  being  a  current  topic  of  general  interest  to  the 
populace,  after  required  public  hearings  and  with  recommendations  by 
the  Norwood  Cable  Antenna  Television  Committee  chaired  by  Edward 
F.  McKenna,  the  Selectmen  voted  that  Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc.  be 
granted  a  license  to  operate  cable  television  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Norwood  Cable  Communications  Commission  was  created 
with  the  following  appointments  by  the  Selectmen:  Reverend  William 
Lucey,  Albert  E.  Fiske,  William  A.  Balfour,  Michael  Rockett,  Gordon 
Smith,  Jerome  Glickman  and  Joan  Jacobs,  with  two  primary  func¬ 
tions — developing  and  managing  of  local  programming  and  the  day-to- 
day  operation.

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  elected

the  resignation  of  Thomas  A.  Riolo  upon  his  election  as  a  Selectman.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  anti-poverty  agency  dedicated 
to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority  needs. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1981,  Self-Help, 
Inc.,  received  a  total  funding  of  $9,273,787  and  provided  289,149  direct 
services  to  the  area’s  limited-income  individuals  and  families.  Norwood 
residents  received  540  direct  services  totaling  $301,080  during  our  pro¬ 
gram  year. 

The  total  funding  of  9  million  dollars  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of 
human  services  delivered  to  the  areas  as  a  whole.  Self  Help’s  funding 
enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $1,426,213  of  other  community 
resources  such  as  CETA,  Commonwealth  Service  Corps,  and  local  City 
and  Town  contributions  as  well  as  volunteers.  The  gross  volume  of  Self 
Help,  Inc.,  during  the  past  program  year  was  10.7  Million. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  189  individuals,  many  of  whom  are 
limited-income  or  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/80  to  9/30/81  was  a  successful 
one  for  Self  Help,  Inc.,  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  popula¬ 
tion.  We  thank  the  area’s  Board  of  Selectmen  and  town  volunteers  for 
helping  to  make  our  program  a  success.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Building  Department  for  the  calendar 
period  1981  is  presented  to  the  people  of  Norwood,  as  follows: 

Following  action  taken  by  the  General  Manager  and  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Building  Department  staff  increased  this  year  through  the 
addition  of  a  part-time  Wiring  Inspector.  Mr.  James  McMaster 
joined  us  August  24,  1981.  This  action  has  given  the  citizens  of  theTown 
of  Norwood  a  more  comprehensive  inspection  unit.  The  Department 
staff  is  comprised  of  seven  people: 

One  full-time  Inspector  of  Buildings 
One  part-time  Inspector  of  Buildings 
One  part-time  Wiring  Inspector 
One  full-time  Plumbing  &  Gas  Inspector 
Two  part-time  Plumbing  &  Gas  Inspectors 
One  full-time  Secretary 

One  October  26,  1981  we  implemented  new  building,  plumbing,  gas 
and  wiring  fee  schedules  which  resulted  in  a  total  of  $44,410.20  in 
revenues  to  the  Town.  No  changes  were  made  to  the  residential  fees 
charged  for  building,  plumbing  and  gas  permits.  The  final  total  cost  of 
operationg  the  Department  is  $35,032.43.  Thus,  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment  costs  $1.17  per  resident. 

Addition  to  Spears  Associates,  Republic  Pipe  and  the  Norwood 
Hospital  reflected  commercial  growth  within  Norwood  this  year.  Also, 
segments  of  several  buildings  were  retrofitted  to  accomodate  new  needs; 
Northrop  Corporation,  Masoneilan,  Shaw’s  Supermarket  and  the 
Nicholas  restaurant  among  others. 

New  construction  saw  three  major  buildings  ereccted.  A  two-story 
office  building  at  Sumner  Street;  an  office  building  at  Norwood  Park 
South  and  a  new  retail/office  building  for  Poirier  Sales  and  Service  Cor¬ 
poration. 

In  residential  construction  the  continuing  concern  over  energy  cost 
and  availability  prompted  the  installation  of  87  wood/coal  stoves  and 
several  families  installed  solar  energy  systems.  Also,  with  the  interest 
rates  remaining  high  additions  and  alterations  to  existing  homes  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  in  vogue.  What  appeared  to  be  a  trend  several  years  ago  is 
now  a  normal  alternative  procedure  to  growth  in  living  space. The  town 
saw  24  new  homes  built  this  year.  Further,  the  starting  of  the  elderly 
housing  turn-key  project  on  Everett  Street  will  provide  96  additional 
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units  of  living  space.  This  year  also  saw  the  former  Lithuanian  Hall 
coverted  to  a  group  residence  for  9  mentally  retarded  adults.  Morover, 
12  Vernon  Street  was  renovated  for  use  as  a  rooming  house.  Conversions 
of  single  family  dwellings  to  two  families  is  becoming  appealing  to  those 
who  can  meet  the  requirements  of  conversion. 

Each  year  this  Department  strives  for  and  sets  a  priority  on  maintain¬ 
ing  open  comunication  with  the  various  Departments  with  which  we  work 
and  with  you,  the  public.  This  year  is  no  exception.  We  acknowlege  the 
support  given  by  our  Town  agencies,  particularly;  the  men  of  the  Police 
Department,  Fire  Department  and  General  Government  staff.  Further,  we 
thank  the  people  of  Norwood  for  making  every  effort  to  inform 
themselves  of  their  responsibilities  and  abide  by  the  requirements  of  our 
local  and  state  laws.  As  a  regulatory  agency  enforcing  standards,  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  ensure  that  construction  meets  both,  local  zoning  and 
State  Building,  Plumbing,  Gas  and  Electrical  Code  requirements.  We  en¬ 
courage  your  questions  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  work 
with  this  office  to  maintain  the  highest  level  of  inspections  for  the  safety  of 
yourself  and  your  property.  It  is  our  goal,  and  we  hope  yours,  to  maintain 
a  high  standard  of  living  within  our  community. 

These  pamphlets  are  provided  for  your  use:  swimming  pool  regula¬ 
tions,  woodstove  installation,  new  home  construction,  roofing  checklist, 
filing  procedure  for  addition/alterations  —  both  residential  and  com¬ 
mercial  and  insulation  information/contracts,  fencing  information.  We 
suggest  that  if  you  are  thinking  about  working  on  your  house  that  you 
come  to  our  office  to  get  the  applicable  pamphlet  to  help  you  plan  your 
construction.  These  pamphlets  take  the  guesswork  out  of  planning. 

A  total  of  512  building  permits  was  issued  with  an  estimated  cost  of 
$27,136,476  during  the  year  1981.  A  total  of  $29,741  was  received  as 
revenue  from  these  fees  and  is  broken  down  as  follows:

The  following  is  the  1981  Annual  Report  submitted  by  the  Plumbing 
&  Gas  Inspector. 

Plumbing  permits  issued  522

Town  plumbing  and  gas  permits  issued  20 

A  total  of  940  plumbing  and  gas  permits  was  issued  during  the  year 
1981.  A  total  of  $12,397.00  was  received  as  revenue  from  plumbing  and 
gas  permit  fees. 

During  this  past  year  this  Department  made  a  concerted  effort  to 
protect  the  consumer  from  a  product  called  a  “heat  miser’’  which  when 
used  in  connection  with  gas  dryers  could  be  disasterous.  Thanks  to  an 
alert  citizen  this  product  was  brought  to  our  attention.  We  contacted  the 
appropriate  State  and  consumer  agencies  and  alerted  them  to  our  findings. 

We  wish  to  stress  upon  you  that  a  licensed  plumber  or  gas  fitter  is 
the  only  person  allowed,  under  State  Law,  to  install  appliances  or  work 
on  the  potable  water  supply  system.  This  person  must  obtain  a  permit  for 
his  work.  When  you  have  work  done  on  your  house  check  to  see  that  a 
permit  has  been  obtained.  Thank  you. 

Six  plumbers  were  brought  before  the  Board  of  Examiners  of 
Plumbers  and  Gas  Fitters  for  violations  of  the  State  Codes. 

This  Department  not  only  handled  inspections,  but  several  in¬ 
vestigations  initiated  by  consumer  complaints  as  well.

My  employment  with  the  Town  began  August  24,  1981.  During  that 
4  month  plus  period  a  total  of  164  wiring  permits  was  issued  bringing  in 
revenue  in  the  amount  of  $2,272.20. 

Although  only  a  relatively  short  period  of  time  has  elapsed  and  the  fact 
that  this  is  currently  a  part-time  position  further  limiting  the  effectiveness  of 
the  potential  of  the  position  —  a  new  fee  schedule  has  been  implemented;  a 
meeting  held  with  electricians;  new  office/technical  procedures  established; 
consumer  investigations  processed;  and  inspections  carried  out. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  to  you  that  a  wiring 
permit  is  necessary  when  doing  any  electrical  work. 

Always  keep  in  mind  a  permit  is  your  least  expensive  form  of  insurance 
to  ensure  quality  workmanship  that  meets  State  Code  Requirements.  The 
safety  of  you,  your  family  and  property  are  our  utmost  concern.

The  issues  presented  to  Town  Counsel  during  this  year  were  numerous 
and  varied  as  usual. 

They  involved  “Chapter  766“  cases,  C.A.T.V.,  A.B.C.C.  matters, 
Dog  Hearings,  sales  of  town  real  estate,  Civil  Service  and  various  aspects 
of  the  impact  of  “Prop  2Vi'\  The  opportunities,  including  Town 
Meetings,  have  afforded  Town  Counsel  with  challenges  which  have  been 
complex  as  well  as  interesting. 

Town  Counsel  does  not  claim  infallibility,  but  he  does  claim  to  be 
honest,  sincere  and  forthright  in  his  profession.  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  town  officials  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  my 
community  and  to  meet  my  responsibilities  to  my  family.

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  third  Tuesday 
of  the  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  In  addition  meetings  were  held  under  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  the  Town  Bylaw  XXV  for  hearings  on  the 
following  ten  projects:  Norwood  Park  South-Lot  1,  Turnkey  Housing 
Project,  Eugene  Smith,  Queen’s  Court  Apartments,  New  England 
Telephone  Co.,  Spear’s,  Roger  Ferris,  Andrew  Simoni,  John  Shalby  and 
Town  of  Norwood-University  Ave.  extension.  There  were  also  three  con¬ 
tinued  hearings  and  several  site  inspections. 

Mrs.  Cottrell  and  Mrs.  Bilotta  were  re-elected  as  Chairman  and  Vice 
Chairman  respectively  and  Mr.  Baker  continued  as  Financial  Secretary.

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REPORT  OF  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Norwood  Drop-In  Center,  under  the  direction  of  Harriette 
Halley  and  supervised  by  the  Council  on  Aging,  continues  to  be  the  focal 
point  for  the  senior  citizens  of  Norwood.  It  is  a  center  where  the  elderly 
are  made  welcome  and  where  something  is  going  on  all  the  time  to  spark 
their  interest  and  enjoyment. 

To  keep  the  Drop-In  Center  active  and  lively,  there  are  more  than  20 
loyal  and  dependable  volunteers  who  help  out  every  day.  These  are  the 
people  who  give  of  their  time  and  talent  and  are  responsible  for  its  success. 

The  year  1981  was  one  of  much  activity  at  the  Center.  Programs  are 
varied  and  many.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Director,  who  was  ap¬ 
pointed  in  March,  weekly  Beano,  whist  parties,  cribbage  and  board 
games  are  enjoyed.  There  are  in  addition  to  arts  and  crafts,  line  dancing 
and  exercise  classes.  Programs  on  Nutrition  and  Consumer  Education 
given  by  outside  speakers  have  proved  to  be  informative  and  helpful. 

A  number  of  outings  by  bus  were  made  during  the  good  weather. 
These  included  a  canal  boat  trip  and  a  trip  to  the  Eastern  States  Exposi¬ 
tion  in  Springfield.  Bus  trips  are  very  popular  and  very  well  attended. 

The  Annual  Senior  Ball  was  held  at  Concannon’s  in  November.  This 
affair  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  and  the  hall  was  filled  to  capaci¬ 
ty.  Everyone  enjoyed  a  delicious  dinner,  dancing  and  entertainment. 
Also,  many  door  prizes  donated  by  generous  local  merchants  were 
awarded. 

During  the  year  we  had  many  different  lunches  served  at  the  Drop- 
In  Center  headquarters.  Some  of  these  were  catered  and  others  cooked 
by  volunteer  members.  They  included  a  Pizza  party,  spaghetti  lunch  and 
a  Christmas  luncheon  of  food  donated  by  Drop-In  Center  members.  In 
order  to  raise  some  money,  we  held  a  Christmas  Fair  and  a  rummage  and 
bake  sale  which  were  successful. 

Our  mini-bus  is  constantly  used  and  provides  an  average  of  60  riders 
a  day  with  transportation  to  such  places  as  the  Peabody  School  for  their 
daily  hot  meal  and  to  medical  appointments  which  are  given  priority. 
The  bus  driver  makes  daily  trips  to  the  three  housing  projects  and  to 
South  Norwood.  The  bus  also  accommodates  seniors  who  wish  to  shop 
at  the  Walpole  Mall — two  trips  a  month  are  made. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Town  Recreation  Department  and  in  an¬ 
ticipation  of  Christmas,  some  of  our  seniors  manned  a  telephone  Santa 
Claus  hot  line  for  the  children’s  pleasure. 

Girl  Scout  Troop  #4640  of  the  Oldham  School  adopted  17  of  our 
senior  citizens  and  entertained  them  at  the  school.  This  is  good  public 
spirit  and  helps  to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  old  and  the  young. 

As  a  result  of  publicity  in  the  local  newspapers  (we  have  a  weekly 
column)  several  part-time  jobs  have  been  found  for  seniors  who  wanted 
to  supplement  their  incomes. 
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Our  monthly  newsletter  which  was  formerly  mailed  to  about  1500 
seniors  is  now  available  at  the  three  housing  projects  and  also  at  the  Stop 
and  Shop  and  Star  markets.  They  are  usually  ready  for  distribution  and 
delivered  to  these  areas  about  the  first  of  the  month. 

We  feel  we  have  had  a  very  successful  year  and  are  always  anxious  to 
provide  any  service  which  may  be  beneficial  and  interesting  to  the  elderly 
of  Norwood.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Mr.  Kinnaly: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  you  and  the  citizens  of  Norwood  the  An¬ 
nual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1981. 

Total  responses  for  the  Fire  Department  were  3,162,  an  increase  of  5 
over  1981.  Medical  responses  were  down  slightly  and  fire  responses  were 
up  slightly.  We  continued  to  show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  building 
fires.  There  were  several  serious  fires  which  caused  several  thousand 
dollars  damage  and  injuries  to  some  of  our  residents.  The  most  serious 
fire  occurred  in  early  December  when  quick  action  by  the  Department 
was  responsible  for  several  rescues  and  the  containment  of  a  fire  occur¬ 
ring  in  the  Talbot  Block. 

Personnel  assigned  to  the  Department  consists  of  1  Fire  Chief,  2 
Deputy  Chiefs,  4  Lieutenants,  56  Fire  Fighters  and  1  Clerk  for  a  total  of 
64  full-time  personnel.  A  part-time  civilian  mechanic  was  hired  early  in 
December  to  replace  the  Fire  Fighter  Mechanic  who  gave  up  the  job 
during  the  Summer. 

Fire  Prevention  programs  were  again  successfully  carried  out  in  the 
elementary  schools.  Various  public  education  programs  were  conducted 
with  nursing  homes,  business  and  industry.  Fire  Prevention  inspections 
were  carried  out  as  required  under  State  laws.  Inspections  were  also 
make  in  commercial  and  industrial  property  within  the  Town.  Quite  a  bit 
of  time  was  spent  in  assisting  the  Permanent  Building  Committee  with 
the  testing  and  approval  of  the  new  alarm  systems  in  the  Town  Buildings. 
It  is  gratifying  to  see  this  long  awaited  project  nearing  completion.

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Nursing  Service 

Public  Health  Nursing  Services  are  provided  by  the  Board  of  Health 
to  the  Community.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  health  promotion  and  disease 
prevention.  The  Nurses  assist  in  planning,  promoting  and  staffing  public 
health  programs  and  clinics. 

The  Nurses  investigate  and  report  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  institute  appropriate  control  measures,  and  educate  families  in 
the  prevention  and  control  of  diseases. 

A  weekly  immunization  clinic  is  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  office 
for  the  administration  of  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  and  Pertussis,  Polio, 
Measles,  Mumps,  and  Rubella  for  children  ages  one  year  to  eighteen 
years.  The  clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  from  1:00  P.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 

A  Polio  immunization  clinic  was  held  in  the  Norwood  Schools  on 
February  23,  1981,  and  March  9,  1981  for  those  children  who  had  not 
received  a  polio  immunization  after  age  two. 

Also,  a  Tetanus-Diptheria  immunization  clinic  was  held  on  May  11, 
1981.  These  clinics  were  held  to  assist  the  School  Department  in  fulfilling 
their  compliance  for  100  percent  immunization  for  school  and  children. 

Mantoux  tests  are  done  in  the  nurses  office  on  Mondays  and 
Tuesdays  from  1 :00  P.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  and  on  Wednesdays  from  8:30  to 
11:00  A.M. 
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The  Tuberculosis  control  program  covers  Mantoux  testing  for  the 
detection  of  Tuberculosis,  follow-up  of  Positive  reactors  and  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cases  and  their  contacts.  Positive  reactors  are  referred  to  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  for  further  medical  follow-up. 

Blood  pressure  clinics  are  held  at  the  following  locations  in  Norwood.

The  above  mentioned  clinics,  which  are  for  all  Norwood  residents  age 
20  years  or  over  for  the  purpose  of  blood  pressure  screening,  health 
counseling  in  disease  prevention,  principles  of  nutrition,  and  safety 
measures  is  provided.  In  addition,  vital  signs,  diet,  and  medication  regime 
are  monitored. 

The  Public  Health  Nurses  assisted  at  a  Scoliosis  screening  clinic  held 
at  the  Cleveland  School  on  May  21,  1981  where  1 10  children  were  examin¬ 
ed.  The  annual  testing  of  school  children  for  postural  defects  is  now  re¬ 
quired  for  grades  Five  through  Nine. 

A  clinic  was  held  October  19  &  20,  1981  in  Memorial  Hall  for  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  trivalent  influenza  vaccine. 

A  clinic  for  the  administration  of  Pneumonia  vaccine  \tfas  held  on 
November  9  and  10,  1981. 

The  Flu  and  Pneumonia  vaccine  were  administered  to  the  elderly  and 
to  those  persons  over  age  26  with  chronic  health  problems. 

In  planning  for  the  future  health  needs  of  the  Community,  there  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  need  and  a  growing  interest  for  an  evening  blood  pressure 
clinic  for  persons  who  work  and  are  unable  to  attend  our  clinics  during  the 
day. 


Attention  should  also  be  given  to  the  area  of  health  education  for  the 
Community.  People  who  are  aware  of  health  problems,  and  practicing 
good  health  habits  have  proven  to  be  healthier  citizens.

DENTAL  CLINIC 

The  Dental  clinic  has  continued  its  dental  care  program  for  the 
children  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial 
School. 

The  School  Dentist  and  assistant  visited  all  schools.  Examinations 
were  made  in  schools  at  the  start  of  the  school  year. 

A  report  of  the  children’s  dental  condition  was  sent  to  the  parents 
and  on  parents  consent,  then  the  necessary  dental  work  is  provided  at  the 
clinic. 

The  dental  program  includes:  restorative  treatments,  permanent  fill¬ 
ings,  temporary  fillings,  extractions,  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  dental 
hygiene,  plaque  control,  and  techniques  in  proper  dental  care.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  daily  home  care  of  the  teeth  is  emphasized. 

The  dentist  also  treats  emergencies,  such  as  toothaches  and  related 
discomforts,  and  is  available  for  consultation  to  the  parents. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  this  dental  care  instruction  and  treatment 
program  is  so  willingly  accepted  and  appreciated  both  by  the  children 
and  their  parents. 


SCHOOL  NURSE 

In  conjunction  with  the  school  nurses,  the  board  of  health  nurses 
provided  the  following  services, 

Vision  Testing 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  every  year  to 
screen  them  for  visual  defects.  Children  found  with  a  visual  defect  are 
referred  to  an  ophthamologist  for  further  examination. 
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Audiometer  Testing 

All  children  are  given  an  audiometer  test  via  the  Maico  Puretone 
Audiometer.  Children  failing  this  test  are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for 
further  treatment. 


BOARD  REPORT 

Patricia  A.  Talbot  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  on  April  6, 
1981  to  fill  the  seat  left  vacant  by  Clare  A.  Swift,  who  decided  not  to  be  a 
candidate  for  re-election. 

Mary  Jane  O’Donnell  was  elected  Chairperson  when  the  Board 
organized  after  the  annual  election. 

The  Board  of  Health  held  a  reception  in  Memorial  Hall  of  the 
Municipal  Building  on  March  24th  for  Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  and  Clare  A. 
Swift.  Dr.  Lydon  was  presented  with  a  plaque  in  appreciation  of  his 
service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health 
from  1954  to  1977  and  as  Public  Health  physician  from  1963  to  1981. 

The  Board  also  presented  Clare  A.  Swift  the  former  Chairman  and 
outgoing  member  of  the  Board  with  a  plaque  in  appreciation  of  her  in¬ 
terest  in  Public  Health  and  for  her  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  from 
1977  to  1981. 

Mrs.  Swift  always  showed  great  compassion  for  anyone  who  had  a 
personal  or  public  health  problem  that  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board. 

Mrs.  Swift  was  also  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  silk  flowers,  a  gift 
from  Chairperson  Mary  Jane  O’Donnell  in  appreciation  of  her  service  to 
the  Community. 

The  Reception  was  attended  by  representatives  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession,  health  profession,  town  officials,  friends  of  Dr.  Lydon  and  Mrs. 
Swift  and  their  families  and  the  Board  of  Health  Staff. 

The  Board  investigated  an  outbreak  of  Hepatitis  in  a  local  private 
day  care  center.  The  center  was  closed  until  the  illness  had  subsided. 

The  Nursing  Department  conducted  a  health  education  class  for  the 
staff  of  a  day  care  center  who  asked  for  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the 
board. 

The  board  conducted  immunization  clinics  in  the  Junior  High 
School  South  against  Diptheria  and  Tetanus. 

The  board  gave  polio  booster  shots  to  250  students  at  St. 
Catherine’s  school. 

Influenza  immunization  clinics  were  held  on  October  19-20  and 
November  3,  1981. 

The  board  held  a  Pneumonia  immunization  clinic  in  November  for 
Norwood  residents. 

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  moved  to  their  new  office  in  the 
Frank  Walsh  Housing  Unit  for  the  elderly  on  Fulton  Street  and  made 
their  former  offices  at  the  Adams  Street  and  Nahatan  Street  units 
available  to  the  publice  health  nurses.  This  provided  privacy  for  clients 
attending  the  hypertension  clinics. 
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The  Board  of  Health  filed  a  bill,  House  41 10  —  an  act  relative  to  the 
licensing  of  infirmaries,  and  nursing  homes  with  the  State  Legislature. 

The  bill  would  have  improved  the  license  and  inspection  procedure 
for  long  term  care  facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Council  promulgated  a  revision  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  licensing  of  long  term  care  facilities  in  1979.  Local 
boards  of  health  approval  was  eliminated  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  licen¬ 
sure  procedure  at  that  time. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  eliminated  twice  a 
year  surveys  of  many  long  term  care  facilities  in  1981  due  to  budget  cuts. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  need  for  in¬ 
creased  nursing  home  inspections  and  surveillance  by  public  agencies. 

The  Health  Care  Committee  of  the  State  Legislature  gave  an  adverse 
report  to  the  bill  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  nursing  home  industry. 

The  Board  of  Health  refiled  the  bill  in  the  fall  of  1981. 

Miss  Patricia  A.  Talbot  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Board  of 
Health  on  the  rubbish  study  committee.  The  committee  is  looking  into 
rubbish  disposal  methods  for  the  town  of  Norwood.  The  present  rubbish 
removal  contract  expires  in  1982. 

The  Board  of  Health  supervised  the  removal  of  chemicals  that  had 
been  stored  for  years  in  an  industrial  facility  that  terminated  its 
operation  in  Norwood. 

The  Board  ordered  a  local  transportation  company,  which  had  been 
dumping  the  effluent  from  their  over-road  vehicles  on  to  the  ground,  to 
install  an  approved  sewer  pit  that  was  connected  to  the  common  sewer. 

The  Board  conducted  housing  inspections  for  the  Norwood  Housing 
Authority  on  applications  under  the  707  rental  subsidy  program  as 
required  by  the  sanitary  code. 

The  Board  investigated  and  ordered  the  cleanup  of  nine  oil  spills  in  1981 . 

The  Board  investigated  an  air  pollution  complaint  at  the  Oldham 
school  and  supervised  the  abatement  of  the  problem. 

The  Board  conducted  housing  inspections  on  buildings  that  were 
reported  as  being  in  violation  of  the  housing  code.  One  building  was  con¬ 
demned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  court  action  was 
necessary  to  upgrade  another.  The  owners  of  all  other  buildings  that 
were  inspected  complied  with  the  orders  by  bringing  the  structures  into 
compliance. 

The  Board  asked  the  State  Examiners  of  Plumbers  and  Gas  Fitters 
to  amend  the  State  Plumbing  code  to  make  it  mandatory  that  floor 
drains  be  installed  in  areas  within  buildings  where  oily/or  flammable 
liquid  wastes  are  produced,  handled  or  stored  which  may  become  a 
hazard  to  the  building  drainage  system,  public  sewer,  sewage  treatment 
plant  or  to  the  general  public. 

A  gas  trap  has  always  been  required  in  Norwood  for  garage  and 
other  buildings  where  flammable  materials  are  used  or  stored.  Since  1980 
new  buildings  have  not  been  required  to  have  gas  traps  if  the  garage  area 
does  not  have  a  floor  drain. 

The  State  Examiners  of  Plumbers  received  the  proposed  amendment 
and  it  was  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  board  that  the  proposal  be  placed 
on  the  agenda  for  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  in  April  1982. 
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The  Board  issued  motel  licenses  to  the  Factory  Mutual  Conference 
Center  Motel  and  Inn,  1151  Boston-Providence  Highway,  and  General 
Hotels  Inc.  D.B.A.  Howard  Johnson  Motor  Lodge,  434  Boston- 
Providence  Highway. 

The  Board  received  a  request  for  a  massage  parlor  permit  in 
Norwood.  The  massage  parlor  would  employ  between  25  to  30  people  in¬ 
cluding  an  assistant  manager  and  masseurs  and  masseuses. 

A  large  number  of  people  appeared  before  the  board  to  object  to 
granting  a  permit  for  a  massage  parlor  in  Norwood. 

The  Board  voted  not  to  act  on  any  application  for  a  permit  to 
operate  a  massage  parlor  or  health  club  until  a  period  of  Fourteen  days 
has  expired  and  only  after  a  notice  has  been  published  in  a  newspaper. 

The  Board  mailed  out  a  list  of  health  clinics  to  6,900  residents  of  the 
town. 

The  Board  had  a  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  secure  ad¬ 
ditional  space  for  the  nursing  department. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  renovate  and  expand  the  present 
nursing  office. 

The  new  facility  when  completed,  will  aid  in  improving  the  health 
maintenance  program  of  the  department  which  includes  the  major  areas 
of  early  identification  of  hypertension  with  medical  referrel  when  in¬ 
dicated,  an  immunization  program  to  control  contagious  disease,  tuber- 


culosis,  cancer,  diabetic  screening, 
mothers  with  newborn  infants.

Through  its  partnership  with  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association, 
the  town  of  Norwood  is  able  to  guarantee  its  residents  —  children,  youth 
and  adults  —  access  to  an  integrated  network  of  quality  mental  health 
services.  For  example,  the  Cutler  Counseling  Center  is  a  comprehensive 
mental  health  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Association  in  partnership  with 
the  state  and  local  towns  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  outpatient  services  to 
citizens  who  need  them,  at  fees  based  on  their  ability  to  pay. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit  cor¬ 
poration,  dedicated  to  the  promotion  of  mental  health,  the  prevention  of 
mental  illness,  and  the  improved  care  and  treatment  of  the  mentally 
disabled.  Norwood  and  11  other  towns  comprise  our  health  service  area 
—  Canton,  Dedham,  Foxboro,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk,  Plainville, 
Sharon,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham. 

Among  the  major  programs  available  to  Norwood  residents  are: 
CUTLER  COUNSELING  CENTER,  an  outpatient  mental  health  center 
with  a  multidisciplinary  staff  serving  children,  youth,  adults  and  families; 
offering  the  traditional  services  of  intake,  referral,  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  special  ongoing  groups  (e.g.  Widowed  Lifeline,  Recrea¬ 
tional  Gym,  Social  Rehabilitation),  short-term  groups  (e.g.  Stress  Man¬ 
agement,  Divorce  and  Separation),  and  consultation  and  education  to 
community  agencies  and  area  industries;  NORFOLK  CLINICAL  CHIL¬ 
DREN’S  CENTER,  a  therapeutic  nursery  school  for  emotionally,  behavior- 
ally  or  developmentally  delayed  children  ages  3-8;  CASE  AIDE  PRO¬ 
GRAM,  offering  trained  volunteers  who  "befriend”  and  help  patients 
both  in  and  out  of  Medfield  State  Hospital  as  well  as  victims  of  domestic 
violence  within  the  community;  Project  HIRE,  a  comprehensive  voca¬ 
tional  rehabilitation  facility  for  adults  with  emotional,  developmental 
and/or  physical  handicaps  offering  comprehensive  diagnostic  vocational 
evaluations,  skill  training,  counseling,  job  placement  and  sheltered  employ¬ 
ment;  COMMUNITY  RESIDENTIAL  SERVICES,  a  program  recently 
established  to  help  provide  people  with  safe  and  dignified  housing  follow¬ 
ing  discharge  from  Medfield  State  Hospital,  to  provide  consultation  and 
information  regarding  residential  treatment  and  to  design  and  implement 
community  alternatives  to  inpatient  hospitalization;  COMMUNITY  EDU¬ 
CATION  AND  INFORMATION,  an  assacation-wide  activity  offering 
such  public  services  as:  publication  of  a  newsletter  and  educational 
materials,  provision  of  speakers  for  community  activities  and  meetings, 
workshops  and  adult  education  programs  for  parents,  health  providers 
and  others,  and  consultation  and  education  to  other  community  agencies. 

Norwood  residents  have  increasingly  used  our  services.  During  Fiscal 
Year  1981,  Cutler  Counseling  Center  provided  direct  service  to  683 
families  (approximately  956  people)  and  gave  consultation  services  to 
town  agencies.  The  total  value  of  service  included  8,355  units  of  direct 
service  valued  at  $296,130  and  a  variety  of  consultation  hours  worth 
$2,580.  The  total  $298,710  in  services  were  paid  for  by  an  estimated 
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$141,930  in  collections  from  insurance,  Medicaid,  self-pay  fees,  and  other 
reimbursements;  $96,250  in  state  donated  positions;  $14,000  from  the 
Norwood  United  Fund;  $15,658  in  town  contributions;  and  the  balance 
of  $30,872  was  donated  by  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association. 

In  the  past  fiscal  year,  a  large  percentage  of  Norwood  cases  were 
referred  by  institutions  or  agencies  such  as  hospitals,  clinics,  schools 
or  courts.  Others  were  referred  through  friends,  families,  or  community 
professionals  such  as  physicians  and  clergy.  The  most  common  requests 
for  help  concern  such  problems  as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties 
in  marriage  or  family  relationships,  school  or  behavior  related  problems, 
adjustment  difficulties,  and  alcohol  or  drug  abuse. 

Activities  of  particular  interest  to  Norwood  that  occurred  over  the 
past  year  involve  the  fallowing  programs: 

.  .  .  The  Child  Development  Team  (Pre-School,  Chapter  766,  and 
Adolescent  Services)  provides  direct  services  to  Norwood  chil¬ 
dren  and  their  families  as  well  as  indirect  services  to  community 
professionals  and  agencies.  In  FY  ’81  six  hours  weekly  of  .  free 
direct  service  or  consultation  hours  were  allotted  to  the  Nor¬ 
wood  schools.  Much  of  this  time  has  been  used  to  consult  on 
766  Core  Evaluations.  The  Child  Development  Team  regularly 
consults  with  Norwood  nursery  and  day  care  teachers.  This 
work  is  vital  to  the  early  identification  and  prevention  of  serious 
mental  health  problems. 

.  .  .  The  unique  Widowed  Lifeline  program  provides  supportive 
counseling  and  friendship  for  recently  widowed  residents  of 
our  catchment  area.  This  service  has  proven  to  be  quite  valuable 
and  is  available  to  all  Norwood  residents. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  governed  by  a  Board 
of  Directors  composed  of  citizens  from  each  town  in  our  health  service 
area.  Norwood  is  represented  by  Arthur  Gerome  (Sales  Representative) 
of  152  Plymouth  Drive,  Frances  Harwood  (Homemaker)  of  407  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  Robert  Green  (Real  Estate  Developer)  of  73  Hampden  Street 
and  James  Hilliard  (Lawyer)  of  19  Orleans  Road.

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies 
into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and 
economically  feasable.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  Board  is  composed  of  4  elected 
Officials  and  one  State  Appointed  member.  One  member  is  appointed 
or  elected  each  year  for  a  term  of  5  years.  The  primary  function  of 
the  Norwood  Housing  Authority’s  Program  is  to  administer  Public 
Housing  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for 
financial  assistance  to  State  and  Federal  Agencies  for  new  developments, 
when  and  if  needed. 

The  duties  of  the  NHA  and  the  objective  of  the  Public  Housing 
Legislation  is  to  provide  decent  and  adequate  housing  for  families  and 
elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  at  rents  they  can  afford. 

The  year  1981  has  been  a  fruitful  one  for  the  Authority.  Construction 
of  an  additional  96  units  for  elderly  and  handicapped  housing  was  started 
by  Dimeo  Construction  Company.  The  complex  will  be  located  on  Everett 
Street  and  is  being  built  with  funds  from  the  Federal  Government  under 
the  Turnkey  Program.  The  Authority  expects  the  projects  will  be 
completed  and  turned  over  for  occupancy  in  the  late  Spring  or  Sum¬ 
mer  of  1982. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  also  undertook  a  modernization  pro¬ 
gram.  Funds  for  this  program  were  provided  by  the  Commonwealth 
through  The  Department  of  Community  Affairs.  The  condition  of  many 
of  the  older  buildings  owned  by  the  Authority  were  upgraded  as  a 
result  of  this  project. 

Upon  completion  of  the  96  units  under  the  Turnkey  program  the 
Norwood  Housing  Authority  will  be  administering  a  596  unit  housing 
program  in  the  town.  Of  this  total,  481  units  are  owned  by  the  NHA, 
the  remaining  115  units  being  privately  owned  and  leased  under  the 
Federal  Section  8  and  State  707  rental  assistance  programs.  Within  the 
units  owned  by  the  Authority,  there  will  be  406  for  the  Elderly  and 
handicapped  and  75  units  for  families. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Selectman  and  the  various  Town  Departments  who  have 
contributed  time  and  effort  to  assist  the  Authority  this  past  year.

Mabel  Flood  was  appointed  to  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority 
in  October  of  1971.  During  her  tenure  with  this  agency  she 
assumed  great  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the 
public  housing  program  in  the  town  and  in  1978  was  appointed 
the  Deputy  Executive  Director  of  the  Authority.

The  Women’s  Community  Committee  graciously  provided  two  passes 
to  the  Aquarium,  and  the  Oldham  School  P.T.A.  thoughtfully  provided 
one  for  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

Once  again,  for  the  third  year  in  a  row,  the  library  received  awards 
from  the  New  England  Library  Association  for  brochures  on  special 
topics  prepared  by  library  staff  members.  These  brochures  have  been 
reproduced  by  and  distributed  through  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System. 

As  usual,  children’s  programs  at  the  library  have  been  enthusias¬ 
tically  received.  It  became  necessary  to  increase  story  hour  sessions 
from  two  to  four  to  accommodate  the  demand;  the  summer  reading 
program  had  more  than  50%  of  its  participants  qualify  for  certificates 
(all  written  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  participants’  schools  for 
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teacher  evaluation  of  progress).  In  addition,  many  entertainment  pro¬ 
grams  were  presented. 

Twenty-five  adult  programs  on  a  variety  of  subjects  were  presented 
and  well  received  (e.g.,  poetry  readings,  horticultural  instruction,  insur¬ 
ance  photography,  tax  planning). 

The  Outreach  Program,  serving  elderly  residents  at  nursing  homes 
and  senior  centers,  as  well  as  those  of  all  ages  confined  to  their  homes, 
continued  to  increase  both  in  circulation  and  in  the  number  of  programs 
presented  outside  of  the  library. 

The  library’s  meeting  rooms  were  used  almost  daily,  and  continue 
to  provide  meeting  facilities  for  numerous  organizations. 

Additional  energy  conservation  measures  have  been  undertaken 
which  include  self  timing  thermostats  and  low  wattage/high  output 
flourescent  bulbs.  Paddle  fans  for  more  efficient  heat  and  air  circulation 
are  planned  for  installation  this  year.  While  annual  savings  cannot  yet 
be  calculated,  observations  indicate  a  reduction  in  fuel  and  electric 
consumption. 

Once  again,  concerned  and  cooperative  support  by  the  library’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  municipal  officials  and  boards,  and  the  town’s  citizens 
has  made  for  a  successful  year  at  the  library.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Norwood  Municipal 
Light  Department  far  year  1981. 

During  1981  we  experienced  a  five  percent  growth  in  KWHS  due 
to  much  activity  in  commercial  customers. 

The  Town,  through  the  Light  Department  applied  for  and  received 
approval  for  Federal/State  funds  to  relight  roads  in  the  Town  of  Norwood 
with  826  new  high  pressure  sodium  luminaires.  The  engineering  is 
completed  and  the  installation  of  these  new  lights  was  started  in 
December  and  shall  continue  through  the  coming  year. 

Also  in  1981,  the  Light  Department  proceeded  to  redesign  its  distri¬ 
bution  system  on  Washington  Street  in  South  Norwood  to  facilitate 
removal  of  a  number  of  poles  on  one  side  of  Washington  Street.  This 
work  should  be  completed  in  early  1982. 

The  Light  Department  was  successful  in  negotiating  with  Boston 
Edison  Company  a  rate  reduction  of  S-6  and  saved  the  customers  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  $581,325.00.

Please  accept  herewith  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  for  the  year  1981. 

We  had  a  work  force  of  35  full-time  employees,  10  temporary  full¬ 
time  employees,  and  5  summer  temporary  helpers.  This  crew  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  quality  care  and  maintenance  of  all  Town  owned  lands, 
utilities  (drain,  sewer,  water),  and  the  public  right  of  way. 

It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  to  thank  you,  the  General  Manager, 
and  your  staff  for  your  continued  support  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  their  guidance.  The  Department  has  tried  to  cooperate  and  lend 
assistance  to  all  other  Town  divisions  whenever  possible. 

The  following  is  offered  as  an  overview  of  the  Department’s  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  accomplishments  for  this  past  year.

WATER  DIVISION 

Once  every  week  water  samples  are  taken  from  five  sections  of  town 
and  delivered  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  Laboratories  for 
analysis. 

Dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  as  required.  All  Hydrants  were 
inspected  in  the  Spring  and  Fall,  continuously  during  the  Winter  months, 
and  after  each  use  by  the  Fire  Department.

A  contract  for  a  12”  water  main  on  Washington  Street  from  Nahatan 
Street  to  Hoyle  Street  was  started  in  September  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  the  Spring.  This  new  line  will  update  our  fire  protection 
and  water  distribution  in  this  area. 

160LF  of  12”  D.I.  Pipe  was  installed  at  Hawes  Brook  under  the  Rail¬ 
road  Tracks  completing  the  connection  between  1A  and  Washington 
Street.

SEWER  DIVISION 

All  sewer  lines  were  checked  and  cleaned  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  Maintenance  of  the  sewer  system  required  the  following:

Due  to  the  age  and  use  of  our  sewer  system  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  Sewer  Division  initiated  a  new  preventive  maintenance  program. 
The  objective  of  the  program  is  to  cut  down  on  the  number  of  recurring 
stoppages. 

DRAIN  DIVISION 

All  catch  basins  were  cleaned  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  and  those  in 
critical  areas  were  cleaned  as  often  as  necessary. 

The  South  Norwood  relief  drain  was  completed  from  the  Neponset 
River  past  the  Balch  School  and  up  Atwood  Avenue  to  the  railroad 
tracks.  One  thousand  linear  feet  of  54”  and  five  hundred  feet  of  42” 
reinforced  concrete  pipe  were  installed. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  Highway  Department  has  had  a  very  active  and  productive  year. 
Their  crews  were  directly  responsible  for  all  street  sweeping  programs, 
sidewalk,  curbing,  guard  rail  and  bridge  repairs.  The  Highway  Crew  also 
used  a  total  of  689  tons  of  asphalt  for  the  repair  of  service  trenches  and 
other  miscellaneous  patch  work.  They  also  installed,  replaced,  maintained 
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and  made  up  approximately  605  street  identification  and  traffic  control 
signs  as  well  as  16  specialty  signs  for  various  departments.

In  addition  to  the  resurfacing  program  the  Highway  Crew  was 
responsible  for  the  following 

Paving  of  both  Ellis  playground  and  Police  Station  parking  lots 
and  approximately  450  feet  of  berm  work  on  Belmont,  Rosemary,  Rock, 
Guild  and  East  Cross  Streets  and  finally  approximately  600  feet  of 
sidewalk  work  on  Brook,  Rock  and  Chapel  Streets.  We  also  installed 
140  feet  of  Jersey  Barriers  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Dean  Street 
railroad  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  pedestrian  safety.  The  sidewalk  area 
has  also  been  recapped. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  schedule  the  Highway  Crew  installed  a 
traffic  island  at  Guild  and  Broadway  Streets  and  installed  all  necessary 
signs  for  the  abandonment  of  a  section  of  Winter  Street  by  the  Norwood 
Hospital. 

Our  snow  and  ice  operations  included  5  snow  plowing,  11  salt  and 
sanding  and  2  snow  removal  operations. 
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FORESTRY 

Again  this  year  the  Public  Works  Forestry  Division  was  manned 
by  personnel  from  our  Parks  Maintenance  Crews  and  were  responsible 
for  the  planting  of  42  shade  trees  in  South  Norwood,  on  Nahatan  Street 
and  other  private  locations  as  part  of  the  tree  planting  program. 

All  trees  planted  as  part  of  previous  programs  were  pruned  and 
fertilized  and  22  that  were  damaged  or  vandalized  had  to  be  removed. 

All  town  trees  were  sprayed  again  this  year  to  try  to  control 
the  continuing  problems  with  the  tent  caterpillars,  gypsy  moth  and 
fall  webworm. 

In  addition  to  our  4  week  leaf  pick  up  schedule,  our  town  forces 
also  picked  up  bagged  leaves  and  Christmas  trees  throughout  the 
entire  town. 

This  crew  also  responded  to  all  storm  emergencies  and  all  limbs 
and  brush  were  taken  to  the  Sanitary  Landfill  area  and  chipped. 


PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

This  was  the  first  full  year  that  our  Parks  Department  has  been 
in  operation  and  the  crew  has  received  many  favorable  comments  from 
both  the  Little  League  and  Babe  Ruth  League  Organizations  as  well  as 
from  many  of  our  townspeople. 

They  have  maintained  all  ballfields,  (with  extensive  work  being  done 
to  Pleasant  and  Wilson  Street  ballfields)  roadway  shoulders,  center 
strips,  traffic  islands,  town  parks  and  playgrounds.  All  fields  were  limed, 
fertilized  and  rolled  in  the  Spring  and  mowing  and  maintenance  opera¬ 
tions  were  continued  into  the  Fall  season. 

Our  Parks  Crew  did  a  lot  of  shrub  work,  trimming  and  thinning 
such  areas  as  Shattuck  Park,  George  Willett  Parkway,  Westover  Park¬ 
way  and  Number  2  Well  area  near  Ellis  Playground. 

At  the  request  of  the  Recreation  Department  both  pool  areas  at 
Fr.  McAleers  and  Hawes  were  made  ready  for  opening  in  June  and  both 
were  made  secure  for  the  Winter  after  Labor  Day  closing.  Other 
requests  handled  by  this  crew  were  maintenance  of  all  playground 
equipment,  bleachers,  benches  and  maintenance  at  the  Aaron  Guild 
School.  Again  this  year  we  maintained  South  I  and  South  II  Softball 
fields  after  school  closing. 

Skating  areas  at  Hartshorn  Swale,  Hawes  and  Ellis  were  filled  and 
maintained  as  time  and  weather  permitted. 

As  in  the  past  this  crew  was  responsible  for  setting  up  and  dismant¬ 
ling  the  voting  booths  for  all  town  elections  and  finally  they  repaired 
and  put  out  all  Christmas  Decorations  and  Mangers. 
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CEMETERY  DIVISION 

In  the  past  year  the  cemetery  crew  consisting  of  five  permanent 
and  five  temporary  full  time  employees  prepared  and  conducted  a  total 
of  272  interments  and  4  inter  cemetery  transfers.  In  addition  to  making 
interments,  the  expertise  they  have  shown  in  caring  for  the  34  acre 
Highland  and  the  2  acre  Old  Parish  Cemeteries,  by  grooming  of  the 
grounds,  trimming  and  edging  of  walk,  roadways  and  monuments  has 
been  a  credit  to  the  town  and  very  much  appreciated  by  the  residents.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  reflect  to  you  the  activities  that  have  taken  place 
at  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  year  just  concluded. 

The  year  1981  was  a  year  of  changes  in  the  Norwood  Recreation 
Department.  The  Norwood  Hospital  expanded  to  the  Civic  area  in  April. 
All  the  staff  and  activities  except  for  the  swimming  program  are  now 
located  at  the  Aaron  Guild.  The  question  of  where  the  permanent  home 
for  the  Community  Center  will  be  located  still  remains  to  be  answered. 
It  is  hoped  that  a  final  decision  will  be  made  soon,  so  that  the  department 
can  move  forward  and  provide  a  total  recreation  program  for  the  town. 

The  Aaron  Guild  was  the  Hub  of  recreational  activity  and  meetings 
for  both  recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups.  All  athletic  activities  are 
continuing  to  be  successful  some  of  which  include;  three  division  of  gym 
hockey,  volleyball,  basketball,  numerous  softball  teams,  table  tennis. 
Special  instruction  is  also  offered  in  many  different  areas  incuding  body 
awareness  for  men  and  women,  boxing,  soccer,  photography,  baton,  rifle 
and  gymnastics  at  South  and  High  School. 

Making  use  of  the  meeting  room  for  organizational  meetings  were 
many  Norwood  athletic  groups  such  as;  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth,  Legion, 
Pop  Warner,  softball  leagues  and  the  adult  basketball  league.  Other 
local  groups  using  the  facilities  included  Boosters’,  Key  Cub  and  the 
Recreation  Commission  and  many  more.  The  Recreation  Department 
co-sponsored  special  activities  with  fraternal  organizations  including  the 
Norwood  Elks  free  throw  basketball  contest,  4th  of  July  Road  Race. 

The  summer  program  centered  around  the  playgrounds  with  another 
fun  filled  and  a  safe  season.  Along  with  the  regular  activities  that  were 
offered;  the  department  provided  instruction  in  arts  and  crafts,  soccer, 
track  and  gymnastics.  Special  trips  were  provided  on  a  weekly  basis 
to  various  places.  The  department  offered  the  Sports  Clinic  and  the

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Wilderness  Camp  at  Hale  Reservation  in  Westwood.  Also  the  Day  Camp 
fox  special  needs  children.  There  were  twenty-seven  participants  involved 
in  this  program  and  their  daily  activities  ranged  from  swimming,  arts 
and  crafts,  to  games  and  9  trips  to  various  locations.  The  Day  Camp 
program  has  grown  since  it  started  seven  years  ago  and  is  one  of  the 
brightest  spots  in  our  summer  schedule. 

The  outdoor  pools  opened  on  Saturday,  June  27th  to  the  public  for 
swimming.  Pools  hours  were  from  Monday  through 'Saturday  from  12:30 
to  dusk  and  on  Sunday  from  1  p.m.  to  dusk.  This  schedule  was  maintained 
through  August  22nd  when  the  scheduled  changed  for  public  swimming 
from  11  a.m.  to  dusk.  This  shift  occurs  because  of  earlier  sunset  (the 
two  pools  are  not  equipped  with  lights).  The  summer  was  unusually 
hot  and  humid  yet  with  relatively  few  rainy  days,  resulting  in  record 
numbers  of  patrons  at  both  pools. 

Swimming  lessons  offered  to  every  child  in  Town,  seven  years  of 
age  or  older.  Registration  is  conducted  through  the  schools  in  May 
with  additional  publicity  throughout  the  local  newspapers.  The  Sting- 
Rays  participated  in  12  league  meets.  In  addition  they  took  part  in  two 
regional  meets  and  the  mile  swim  competition.  The  swim  team  finished 
its  season  with  a  field  trip  to  Canobie  Lake  an  enjoyable  way  to  cap  off 
a  good  season.  The  entire  swimming  program  was  completed  without 
any  serious  accident  or  injury;  due  in  great  part  to  the  diligence  and 
competence  of  the  staff,  and  for  this  they  should  be  congratulated. 

The  program  described  briefly  above  represents  the  efforts  of  the 
Recreation  Department  to  provide  interesting  and  attractive  leisure  time 
activities  for  the  citizens  of  Norwood.  We  are  hopeful  of  being  able  to 
go  forward  in  our  effort  to  realize  our  goals.  With  the  continued  inprove- 
ments  of  our  facilities  and  our  programs,  we  are  confident  that  Norwood 
can  take  its  rightful  place  as  a  leader  in  the  field  of  Recreation  as  it 
is  in  so  many  other  fields. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  groups  and 
individuals  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  My 
thanks  also  to  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Public  Works  Department,  and  other  town  departments  and  boards  with 
whom  the  department  had  contact  during  the  year.

Buckley  and  Mr.  James  E.  Sullivan  presided  as  Chairman  and  Vice 
Chairman  respectively;  William  J.  Carr,  Esq.  of  Randolph  as  Counsel, 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Brennan  of  Randolph  as  Superintendent-Director  and 
Mr.  Paul  C.  Murphy  of  Canton  as  Treasurer. 

During  16  years  of  operation,  Blue  Hills  has  consistently  offered 
quality  vocational  education  programs  to  the  young  people  in  our  area.

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  Day  Pro¬ 
grams  remained  constant  during  the  1980-1981  school  year. 

Important  changes  took  place  during  1981  due  to  budgetary  con¬ 
straints,  the  most  important  of  which  was  the  vote  of  the  District  School 
Committee  to  put  all  degree  granting  programs  at  the  Technical  Institute 
level  on  a  self  supporting  basis.  This  was  accomplished  by  increasing  the 
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student  tuition  from  $520  per  year  to  $1975  per  year,  resulting  in  a 
savings  to  our  taxpayers  of  $700.00.  The  District  School  Committee 
also  put  all  adult  evening  programs  on  a  self  supporting  basis. 

The  following  departments  in  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  com¬ 
pleted  work  projects  for  the  seven  towns  in  our  district  during  the  1980- 
1981  school  year  with  a  total  market  value  in  excess  of  $168,000:  Auto 
Repair,  Auto  Body,  Metal  Fabrication,  Machine  Shop,  Structural  Wood, 
Health  Services,  Electrical,  Data  Processing,  Advertising  Art  &  Design, 
Drafting  and  Graphic  Arts. 

Our  student  construction  crews  built  a  single  family  home  for  one 
resident  and  added  a  large  addition  to  an  existing  residence  for  another 
resident  with  a  market  value  in  excess  of  $100,000. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  restaurant,  “Chateau  de  Bleu”  is 
open  five  days  a  week  from  11:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  serving  excellent 
lunches  to  the  residents  of  aur  seven  towns. 

We  continue  to  offer  one  of  the  finest  programs  for  the  profoundly 
hard-of-hearing  youngsters  with  two  licensed  instructors  for  the  deaf 
and  three  interpreters  working  with  these  students.  For  our  other  special 
needs  students  we  offer  resourc-  help  in  English,  mathematics  and  study 
skills,  as  well  as  adaptive  physical  education,  speech  therapy  and  psy¬ 
chological  counseling. 

The  Blue  Hills  Booster  Club  had  a  very  successful  year  and  among 
other  things  sponsored  two  Award  Banquets  for  students  involved  in 
athletics,  yearbook,  student  government,  cheerleading,  radio  station  and 
for  academic  excellence. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Career  Development  programs  at  Holbrook 
and  Randolph  High  Schools  continue  to  offer  excellent  training  to 
student  participants. 

This  past  year  saw  an  appreciable  increase  in  females  pursuing  train¬ 
ing  in  non-traditional  areas. 

The  Blue  Hills  Computer  Center  has  expanded,  making  more  Data 
Processing  opportunities  available  to  our  town  school  departments  and 
town  governments.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RETIREMENT  BOARD 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norwood,  Ma. 

Gentlemen: 


The  following  report  is  submitted  for  the  Norwood  Retirement  Board 
which  covers  the  period  from  January  1,  1981  to  December  31,  1981.  The 
financial  statements  and  other  records  of  this  Board  are  required  by 
statute  to  be  maintained  on  a  calendar  year  basis. 


Election 

The  term  of  Chairman  Thomas  Collins  expired  on  September  18, 1980. 
In  an  election  duly  held  on  that  date,  Mr.  Collins  was  re-elected  to  the 
Board,  his  current  term  to  expire  on  September  18,  1983.  Mr.  Collins 
was  first  elected  to  the  Board  by  the  members  of  the  System  on  July  14, 
1969. 

Meeting  Dates 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Retirement  Board  were  held  in  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Building  on  the  second  Monday  of  every  month. 

Investment  Results 

Acting  upon  recommendations  made  by  the  Board’s  investment 
advisor,  New  England  Merchants  National  Bank,  the  Retirement  Board 
continued  its  program  of  improving  the  investment  portfolio.  During  1981 
seventeen  (17)  bond  issues  were  sold  and  seven  (7)  new  bonds  were  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  retirement  portfolio.  The  positive  impact  that  these  trades 
had  on  the  portfolio  may  be  seen  from  the  following  summary:

Unfunded  Liability 

The  Retirement  Board  recommended  continuation  of  the  funding 
plan  that  was  initiated  in  1980  to  reduce  the  Retirement  Syystem’s  actu- 
arially-computed  unfunded  pension  liability.  The  continued  support  of 
both  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Commission  resulted  in  Town 
Meeting  approval  of  $350,000.00  in  1981  for  funding  of  this  unfunded 
liability.  The  purpose  for  continuing  with  this  funding  plan  is  to  even¬ 
tually  have  a  fund  established  which  will  generate  sufficient  investment 
revenues  to  offset  the  ever-increasing  burden  of  pension  appropriations 
on  the  town’s  budget.  The  annual  appropriation  for  the  Pension  Fund 
is  determined  by  the  Actuary  of  the  State  Division  of  Insurance. 

The  following  graph  illustrates  the  severity  of  the  growth  over  the 
last  20  years  in  the  “pay-as-you-go”  pension  outlays  required  to  be 
appropriated:

Non-Contributory  Pensions 

During  1981  the  administrative  responsibility  for  benefits  paid  to 
non-Contributory  retirees  was  -transferred  to  the  Retirement  Board.  Non- 
Contributory  retirement  recipients  are  individuals  who  were  employed 
by  the  town  prior  to  July  1,  1937  and  did  not  become  members  of  the 
Contributory  System  before  retiring.  Thirty-four  (34)  Non-Contributory 
pensioners  and  their  beneficiaries  are  receiving  aggregate  yearly  allow¬ 
ances  at  the  current  rate  of  $225,000.  These  allowances  are  paid  from 
the  appropriation  voted  each  year  for  Non-Contributory  Pensions  and 
Annuities.  Appropriations  for  these  pensions,  and  administrative  respon¬ 
sibilities  were  previously  handled  through  the  various  departments  where 
these  retirees  were  originally  employed.

This  past  year,  we  have  experienced  the  use  of  a  laser  scanner  at 
the  supermarket  checkout  counter  which  speeds  transactions;  hopefully 
reducing  errors,  providing  customer  printed  tapes  identifying  purchases 
and  updating  store  records.  Price  changes  are  controlled  daily  by  insert¬ 
ing  correction  data  into  memory  system. 

Electronic  systems  of  automation  are  also  being  encountered  in 
self-service  gas  stations  and  vehicular  fuel  trucks.  The  old  basics  still 
apply  to  the  new  revolutionalization  of  measurement  instruments  by 
coordinating  the  old  direct-read  mechanical  devices  with  different  and 
numerous  computerized  devices.  All  of  these  new  innovations  are  coor¬ 
dinated  together,  adjusted  as  needed  and  sealed  for  accuracy  within 
permitted  tolerances  of  error. 

The  reality  of  electronic  and  computer  transition  in  measurement 
devices  has  arrived  in  the  marketplace,  even  to  a  vocal  cash  register 
informing  transactions  by  sound  in  conjunction  with  issuing  a  printed 
tape.  However,  these  challenges  of  supervision  are  being  met  and  the 
public  may  rest  assured  that  their  interests  have  been  served. 

There  has  been  some  instances  whereby  a  questionable  failure  appeared 
on  customer  read-out  computer  at  self-service  gas  station  which  brought 
about  several  complaints.  Investigations  and  tests  indicated  meters 
were  pumping  correctly.  I  have  been  assured  of  this  awareness  by  the 
state  dept.,  company  management  and  different  equipment  suppliers 
that  the  problem  is  universal  and  being  worked  upon. 

Again,  without  my  being  facetious  or  repetitious  yearly,  customers 
must  follow  posted  notices  on  any  equipment.  All  mechanical  devices 
must  be  operated  according  to  their  instructions  to  function  properly. 

Received  a  complaint  regarding  a  price  charge  for  a  part-filled 
propane  gas  tank.  Investigation  revealed  customer  failed  to  see  posted 
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sign  stating  required  minimum  service  charge.  There  appeared  to  be 
no  violation  but  the  dealer  did  offer  to  give  a  refund. 

One  out  of  town  food-canteen  vehicle  was  found  peddling  without 
a  license.  Widowed  owner  furnished  sufficient  proof  of  law  compliances 
and  difficulties  with  licensing  process  which  warranted  filing  case. 

A  taxi  complaint  concerning  policy  of  establishing  fees  and  question¬ 
ing  possible  overcharge  fare  from  rail-station  128  to  a  local  location. 
Test  of  specific  cab  meter  indicated  proper  functioning. 

This  dept,  wishes  to  offer  a  recommendation  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  establish  the  adoption  of  a  Town  Bylaw  requiring  all  dealers 
in  gold  or  silver  commodities  (used,  coin  or  bulk),  to  be  required  to 
have  a  special  license  from  the  police  debt.  Such  licensee  being  required 
to  maintain  daily  transaction  records,  monthly;  identifying  name  and 
address  of  all  sales  and  purchases,  all  of  which  must  be  made  available 
to  law  enforcement  authorities  upon  request. 

Proposition  21/z  brought  about  permissive  state  legislation  which 
if  accepted  by  town-meeting  action,  would  allow  town  to  increase  sealing 
fees.  The  last  increase  after  a  study,  was  state  mandated  four  years  ago. 
Presently,  the  state  dept,  and  the  Mass.  Wts.  &  Meas.  Association  have 
not  agreed  to  offer  any  suggestions  other  than  to  have  a  possible  stan¬ 
dard.  It  is  my  opinion  that  any  action  at  this  moment  would  be  quite 
technical  to  resolve. 

I  wish  to  thank  Town  Manager  Mr.  Carroll,  The  Selectmen,  Police 
Dept.,  Local  Industry  and  the  Public  for  their  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES

Dear  Sir: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1981. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Director  and  a  Clerk. 
With  the  energy  crisis,  an  increase  in  unemployment,  Veterans’ 
benefits  may  reach  an  all  time  high  as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness 
cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the 
customary  requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  four  years  the  Department  of  Veterans  Services  has 
taken  applications  for  the  fuel  energy  program.  This  program  was  for 
the  benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year 
over  400  families  were  aided  by  this  program. 
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Veterans’  services  continue  to  increase  as  more  and  more  servicemen 
and  women  return  home  and  need  assistance  in  finding  jobs  or  schooling. 
They  are  thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from  the  armed 
forces  and  brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal  benefits  available 
and  they  are  personally  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans  Administration  to 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  Fiscal 
year  1980  was  close  to  3  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  com¬ 
pensation  to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of 
service  connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disability  compensations, 
burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with 
service  connected  disabilities,  vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the 
disabled,  their  sons,  daughters,  wives  or  widows,  education  readjustment 
training,  veterans  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  to  two 
component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance 
cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty 
percent  (50%)  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
As  of  December  1981  we  have  received  from  the  Commonwealth  a  total 
of  $34,805.79  for  the  first  six  months.  We  anticipate  additional  reimburse¬ 
ments  in  the  last  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  infor¬ 
mation  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or 
other  educational  opportunities,  G.I.  loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care, 
compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance, 
burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  any  other  benefits 
granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependants  the 
best  service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations 
affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’  organizations  that  interest  them¬ 
selves  in  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this 
department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans 
Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other  Town 
Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans 
Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COORDINATOR

Dear  Sir: 

The  first  priority  of  the  Youth  Coordinator’s  office  is  crisis  inter¬ 
vention,  counseling  and  casework  with  young  people  and  their  parents. 
The  referrals  may  come  from  a  variety  of  sources  including  but  not 
limited  to,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  other  area  schools,  the  Norwood 
Police,  other  counseling  agencies  and,  in  some  cases,  other  young  people 
who  are  familiar  with  the  office.  This  office  is  open  to  any  young  person 
or  member  of  their  family  who  needs  help  or  wishes  to  be  referred  to 
another  type  of  agency  or  service.  All  inquiries  are  confidential.  A  twenty 
four  hour  a  day  answering  service  is  available  seven  days  a  week  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  respond  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

In  addition,  this  office  also  offers  information  and  referral  for 
social  services,  youth  advocacy,  cooperative  planning  with  Youth  Com¬ 
mission  members  including  Youth  Commission  meetings,  operation  of 
the  Rent-A-Kid  program,  informative  meetings  concerning  youth,  etc. 
Obviously,  it  is  important  to  be  in  touch  with  as  many  young  people 
and  parents  as  possible.  This  is  accomplished  through  contact  with 
schools,  recreation  department,  discussion  groups,  school  classes,  public 
forums,  etc. 

One  of  the  ever  present  problems  for  Norwood  and  other  area  towns 
has  been  the  lack  of  an  emergency  shelter  for  adolescents  in  need  of 
temporary  placement  outside  their  own  homes.  Until  this  year,  such  a 
place  did  not  exist  and  some  of  these  young  people  were  left  on  the 
streets.  This  year,  however,  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  many 
agencies,  including  this  office,  a  shelter  has  been  opened.  The  shelter 
is  located  in  Walpole  and  can  accommodate  six  adolescents  at  one  time. 
The  length  of  stay  is  thirty  to  forty  five  days  during  which  time  a  plan 
is  developed  between  parent  and  child  to  either  return  home  or  to  a 
new  placement.  This  facility  is  a  welcomed  improvement  in  adolescent 
care  for  our  town  and  area. 

My  thanks  to  all  town  departments  and  other  agencies  for  their 
constant  cooperation  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  - 1981 

For  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  the  1980-81  school  year  proved  to 
be  a  period  of  intensive  planning  for  further  consolidation  and  fiscal 
constraint.  The  1981-82  budget  of  the  Norwood  School  System  was 
reduced  by  almost  one  million  dollars  because  of  the  financial  impact 
of  Massachusetts  Proposition  2V2  and  the  continuing  problem  of  declin¬ 
ing  enrollment. 

During  the  months  of  work  on  budget  development,  it  was  the 
prime  aim  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools’  Administration  to  continue 
to  provide  the  students  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  quality,  com¬ 
prehensive  educational  programs  and  services.  In  coping  with  the 
problems  of  diminishing  enrollment  and  Proposition  2V2,  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  —  working  with  staff  —  developed  a  budget  which  in  no  way 
compromised  the  quality  of  instruction  in  the  areas  of  English,  Mathe¬ 
matics,  the  Sciences,  Social  Studies,  and  Foreign  Language.  However, 
as  part  of  the  budgetary  planning  to  reduce  costs,  it  was  determined 
that  the  George  F.  Willett  Elementary  School  would  be  closed  —  as  a 
school  —  a  the  end  of  the  1980-81  school  year.  The  budget  which  was 
finally  produced  was  applauded  at  Town  Meeting. 

Despite  the  fact  that  serious  decisions  were  being  made  and  stringent 
austerity  measures  were  required,  the  entire  staff  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  continued  to  demonstrate  professionalism  and  a  sense 
of  dedication. 

A  Commonwealth  In-service  Grant  for  the  planning  of  elementary 
programming  for  the  gifted  and  talented  provided  monies  to  help 
staff  with  the  shaping  of  new  activities  for  the  academically  talented 
to  be  introduced  in  the  elementary  schools.  These  activities  focus  on 
creative  thinking. 

Also,  for  the  elementary  level,  a  number  of  Apple  Computers  were 
introduced,  the  school  system  having  initiated  the  first  phase  of  its  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  incorporation  of  computer  literacy  programming  into 
the  curriculum  of  the  elementary  schools.  Efforts  were  continued  to 
improve  the  articulation  of  programs  and  services  at  all  levels  of 
instruction:  elementary,  junior  high  school,  and  senior  high  school. 

Meantime,  the  professional  staff  continued  to  address  the  further 
improvement  of  basic  skills  instruction.  During  the  1980-81  school  year, 
approximately  twenty  work  sessions  were  held  in  the  skill  areas  of 
reading,  writing,  and  mathematics. 

With  regard  to  Athletics,  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School’s  Mustang 
Football  Team  won  the  Bay  State  League’s  Varsity  Football  Champion¬ 
ship.  Later,  the  Mustang  Football  Team  won  the  Class  A  Super  Bowl 
Championship  against  Brockton’s  Boxers. 
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The  Mustang  Marching  Band  again  placed  first  in  statewide  compe¬ 
tition  and  then  proceeded  to  win  the  New  England  Championship.  That 
same  school  year,  Norwood’s  musical  organization  participated  in  the 
Bermuda  Music  Festival  winning  four  medals:  two  gold,  one  silver, 
and  one  bronze. 

During  the  1980-81  school  year,  Miss  Ruth  M.  Shea,  the  Director 
of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  retired  from  the  service  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools.  She  was  replaced  by  Mr.  William  P.  Maher.  Miss  Shea’s 
retirement  was  certainly  a  loss  to  the  Norwood  School  System.  However, 
Mr.  Maher,  her  successor,  immediately  commenced  to  demonstrate 
that  he  is  most  worthy  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  position. 

Also,  during  the  1980-81  school  year,  James  R.  Donovan,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools  —  Secondory,  retired.  His  position  was  phased 
out  because  of  the  demands  for  fiscal  constraint.  Umberto  V.  C.  Napoleone 
became  the  system-wide  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Finally,  during  this  school  year,  John  F.  Monahan  was  appointed 
School  Business  Administrator  and  performed  admirably  in  his  new 
role.  Formerly,  Mr.  Monahan  had  served  as  the  Principal  of  the  Charles 
J.  Prescott  Elementary  School. 

Although  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  continue  to  experience  the 
impact  of  declining  enrollment  and  fiscal  austerity,  the  overall  high 
caliber  of  the  staff  —  both  professional  and  classified  personnel  —  has 
made  possible  the  maintaining  of  the  high  standards  for  which  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  have  earned  recognition  throughout  the  years. 

I  extend  to  all  of  the  members  of  the  staff,  system-wide,  my 
sincere  thanks.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHQOLS 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  must  point  out  that  because  of  space 
limitation,  it  will  be  possible  to  make  only  brief  mention  of  some  of 
the  highlights. 

The  Year  of  Proposition  “2  */2  ” 

It  was  the  year  of  “214”.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  experienced  an  unprecedented  curtailment  of  programs 
and  services  because  of  cost  considerations.  Enrollments  continued  to 
decline.  This,  along  with  the  impetus  of  “214”,  resulted  in  a  professional 
staff  reduction  of  36  positions.  The  Willett  School  was  dosed  as  an 
elementary  instructional  facility,  and  the  price  of  school  lunch  was 
raised  in  order  to  place  the  program  on  a  self-sustaining  basis. 
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An  Expression  of  Concern  for  Public  Education 

In  my  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Norwood,  written  in  1978,  I 
attempted  to  convey  a  message  of  concern.  The  impression  I  conveyed 
in  my  report  of  1978  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  about  the  future  pros¬ 
pects  of  Public  Education  was  not  encouraging.  In  the  year  1982,  I  find 
that  this  concern  was  well  founded.  The  responsibility  given  to  the 
schools  to  educate  children  with  a  wide  range  of  abilities  (average,  gifted, 
mentally  handicapped,  emotionally  disturbed,  physically  impaired)  is 
awesome.  The  task  is  compounded  because  of  the  divergent  values  in 
our  pluralistic  society.  These  factors,  coupled  with  the  disintegration  of 
the  traditional  family  unit,  contribute  to  an  instability  which  was 
hitherto  unknown. 

Criticism  Stems  from  Widespread  Dissatisfaction 
Public  education  emerges  as  the  object  of  criticism  which  stems  from 
widespread  dissatisfaction.  We  quote  again  from  Fred  M.  Hechlinger, 
President  of  the  New  York  Times  —  “not  within  recent  memory  have 
public  schools  had  so  few  friends  or  so  many  detractors.” 

It  is  essential  that  the  citizens  of  Norwood  be  ever  mindful  of  these 
conditions  which  currently  prevail  and  under  which  its  schools  presently 
function.  More  than  ever  before,  it  is  essential  that  the  citizens  of 
Norwood  be  made  acutely  aware  of  how  societal  and  economic  conditions 
impact  on  programs  and  services.  It  is  essential  now,  more  than  ever 
before  because  the  advent  of  Proposition  “2W  has  taken  away  the  fiscal 
autonomy  which  School  Committees  of  the  Commonwealth  formerly  held. 

The  Citizens  Now  Have  More  Responsibility 
The  citizens  of  Norwood  and  their  representatives  of  Town  Meeting 
now  have  the  power,  more  than  ever  before,  to  determine  how  much 
money  will  be  spent  for  education  in  Norwood.  That  commensurate 
responsibility  accompanies  this  power  must  be  understood  and  appre¬ 
ciated. 


The  Norwood  Public  Schools  Persevere 

In  spite  of  the  anxieties  and  uncertainties  that  stem  from  “2%”, 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  have  persevered. 

The  Basic  Skills  Program  is  Implemented 

The  program  for  the  improvement  of  basic  skills  in  Reading,  Arith¬ 
metic,  and  Writing  (Grammar  and  Composition)  was  implemented. 
This  was  achieved,  system-wide,  after  much  planning  and  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  administration,  department  heads,  and  professional  staff.  At 
each  grade  level,  learning  objectives  were  developed  and  minimum 
standards  were  established. 

In  this  effort,  Mr.  Roderick  W.  Smith,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel 
Services  played  a  key  leadership  role.  In  conformance  with  regulations 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  standards  were  developed  in  the 
areas  of  Reading,  Math,  and  Writing. 
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These  standards  were  developed  through  formal  procedures  and 
approved  by  the  Basic  Skills  Advisory  Board.  Formal,  standardized 
tests,  approved  by  the  Department  of  Education  were  used  to  measure 
the  achievement  of  these  minimum  competency  standards.  The  results 
are  included  in  the  report  which  follows: 

Grade  III  —  Reading 

Instrument  used  — 1977  California  Achievement  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  must  answer  correctly  41  or  more 

of  85  questions. 

Results  —  259  students  or  99%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

2  students  or  1%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  III  —  Math 

Instrument  used  — 1977  California  Achievement  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  must  answer  correctly  48  or  more 

of  85  questions 

Results  —  241  students  of  92%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

20  students  or  8%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  III  —  Writing 

Instrument  used  —  locally  devised  writing  topic. 

Minimum  Standard  —  Based  on  a  maximum  score  of  8,  students 

must  obtain  a  score  of  3  or  more. 

Results  —  236  students  or  90%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

26  students  or  10%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  V  —  Reading 

Instrument  used  — 1977  California  Achievement  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  must  answer  correctly  26  or  more 

of  70  questions. 

Results  —  333  students  or  99%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

2  students  or  1%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  V  — Math 

Instrument  used  — 1977  California  Achievement  Test. 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  mustt  answer  correctly  33  or  more 

of  85  questions. 

Results  —  324  students  or  97%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

11  students  or  3%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 
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Grade  V  —  Writing 

Instrument  used  —  locally  devised  writing  topic. 

Minimum  Standard  —  Based  on  a  maximum  score  of  8,  students 
must  obtain  a  score  of  3  or  more. 

Results  —  331  students  or  98%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

7  students  or  2%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  VIII  —  Reading 

Instrument  used  —  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  must  answer  correctly  31  or  more 

of  55  questions. 

Results  —  362  students  or  94%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

24  students  or  6%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  VIII  —  Math 

Instrument  used  —  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Students  must  answer  correctly  31  or  more 

of  59  questions. 

Results  —  372  students  or  96%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

14  students  or  4%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

Grade  VIII  —  Writing 

Instrument  used  —  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Test 

Minimum  Standard  —  Based  on  a  maximum  score  of  8,  students 

must  obtain  a  score  of  4  or  more. 

Results  —  348  students  or  89%  passed  the  minimum  standard. 

42  studentts  or  11%  failed  to  pass  the  minimum  standard. 

In  general,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  were  pleased  with  the  results 
obtained  during  this  first  year  of  implementing  the  Basic  Skills  Improve¬ 
ment  Program.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  careful  monitoring  of  the 
process  will  continue.  Further,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done.  Procedures 
for  remediation  are  being  determined  and  planning  is  underway  to 
develop  in  the  very  near  future  the  measurement  of  competencies  in 
Speaking  and  Writing. 

The  Articulation  of  Curriculum  Continues 

The  articulation  of  curriculum,  particularly  in  the  academics  con¬ 
tinues  os  Department  Heads  review  and  coordinate  the  grade  by  grade 
content  of  the  subject  matter  areas. 

The  lineal  development  of  programs  from  the  Junior  High  to  the 
Senior  High  level  is  under  the  closest  scrutiny  and  emerges  as  a  critical 
determinant  for  textbook  adoptions. 
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Further,  both  Junior  High  Schools  are  jointly  developing  identical 
curriculum  guidelines  and  course  descriptions. 

Electronic  Data  Processing  and  Computer  Assisted  Instruction 

Many  of  our  students  at  the  Senior  High  School  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  become  involved  with  computers  at  least  at  an  introduc¬ 
tory  level.  Some  have  had  rather  “in  depth”  experiences  by  way  of 
formal  instruction  in  computer  science  courses. 

The  program,  although  more  limited  at  the  Junior  High  level,  shows 
promise  of  growth,  and  micro-computers  are  being  introduced  at  the 
elementary  school  level. 

There  is  rapidly  growing  interest  in  this  technology  and  we  expect 
to  be  hearing  much  more  about  the  use  in  schools,  of  this  fascinating 
resource. 


Enrollments 

Although  our  kindergarten  enrollments  appear  to  be  levelling  off,  (at 
a  figure  slightly  over  two  hundred)  we  project  that  our  overall  enroll¬ 
ments  (Kindergarten  through  Grade  Twelve)  will  continue  to  decline. 
Our  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  is  conducting  a  comprehensive 
study  of  enrollment  trends  in  Norwood.  Their  report  is  forthcoming. 

In  the  time  being,  you  will  be  interested  in  the  statistical  data 
contained  in  the  five  charts  which  follow.  The  charts  depict  the  trend 
over  the  past  several  years.  They  are  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

My  sixth  annual  report  is  submitted  with  pleasure  in  being  part  of 
an  educational  institution  that  continues  to  have  outstanding  academic 
results  and  a  genuine  concern  for  the  well-being  of  all  its  students.  The 
year  began  with  the  phasing  in  of  new  promotional  and  graduation 
requirements.  The  strengthened  educational  standards  mean  that  ulti¬ 
mately  graduates  will  have  passed  four  years  of  English,  two  years  of 
mathematics,  two  years  of  science,  two  years  of  social  studies  (including 
United  States  History),  three  years  of  physical  education  and  the  health 
course  offered  at  the  Senior  High  School,  as  well  as  the  successful 
completion  of  80  credits. 

Mary  Cleary,  co-valedietorian  and  historian  of  the  Class  of  1975, 
was  awarded  a  Rhodes  Scholarship.  She  is  the  first  Norwood  Senior 
High  School  student  and  also  the  first  woman  from  Dartmouth  College 
to  have  been  awarded  this  honor.  As  a  summa  cum  laude  graduate  with 
highest  distinction  in  her  major  of  English,  Mary  will  be  studying 
philosophy,  politics,  and  economics  programs  for  the  next  two  years 
at  Oxford  University  in  England.  Our  congratulations  and  best  wishes 
to  Mary  for  continued  success.

Because  of  parental  cooperation  and  the  importance  that  many 
parents  place  on  school,  average  student  attendance  was  91.3%.  This 
is  the  best  year  for  student  attendance  in  the  last  twelve  years.  Twenty- 
seven  students  achieved  perfect  attendance.  During  the  past  school  year, 
51  new  students  were  enrolled,  and  30  students  transferred  to  other  high 
schools.  Thirty-three  students  withdrew  from  school. 

Two  ramps  which  allow  handicapped  students  to  gain  entrance  to 
the  gymnasium  and  to  the  first  floor  of  the  main  building  were  con- 
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structed.  A  toilet  for  handicapped  students  was  also  installed.  A  few 
classrooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  main  building  were  modified  to 
accommodate  wheel-chair  students.  Other  handicapped  students  will  be 
enrolling  this  coming  school  year  which  will  require  adjustments  in 
scheduling  in  an  attempt  to  make  some  educational  programs  available 
to  them.  However,  most  of  the  building  areas  and  educational  programs 
are  not  accessible  to  the  handicapped. 

A  Two-Year  Progress  Report  was  submitted  to  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  which  indicated  the  status  of  each 
recommendation  by  the  Visiting  Committee  of  November  4-7,  1979.  Every 
response  would  be  categorized  by  one  of  the  following: 

1.  COMPLETED.  Progress  has  been  made  to  fully  implement  or 
exceed  that  specified  in  the  recommendation. 

2.  IN  PROGRESS.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  carry  out  the  recom¬ 
mendation,  but  it  is  not  yet  fully  in  operation;  it  is  partially 
completed  with  mare  still  to  be  done. 

3.  PLANNED  FOR  THE  FUTURE.  Although  these  items  have  not 
gone  beyond  the  planning  stage,  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
carried  out  as  soon  as  conditions  warrant. 

4.  REJECTED:  These  items  may  be  unacceptable,  impractical,  or 
invalid. 

5.  NO  ACTION.  Items  on  which  nothing  has  been  accomplished 
or  planned  but  which  are  valid  recommendations.

Chief  concerns  raised  by  the  Commission  on  Public  Schools  were 
the  inadequacies  of  the  Norwood  High  School  library  which  have  yet 
to  be  acted  upon  since  the  1969  evaluation  of  the  high  school;  the  lack 
of  adequate  funding  to  develop  an  ongoing  preventive  maintenance 
program;  and  the  non-compliance  with  Section  504  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  to  provide  physically  handicapped  students  access  to  all  the  high 
school  instructional  programs. 

CURRICULUM  NOTES 

Guidance 

The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time  coun¬ 
selors.  Students  are  assigned  on  an  alphabetical  basis  to  each  counselor 
and  remain  with  that  counselor  for  three  years.  It  is  the  intention  of 
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the  counselors  that  a  growing  rapport  will  develop  between  each  student 
and  counselor  so  that  by  grade  twelve  students  will  be  ready  to  make 
career  choices  that  are  challenging  and  productive. 

In  the  Spring  counselors  meet  with  the  junior  high  school  counselors 
to  review  the  achievement  and  goals  of  the  ninth  grade  students.  Also, 
high  school  counselors  meet  with  their  future  tenth  grade  counsels 
to  explain  tenth-grade  course  requirements,  curriculum  options,  and 
high  school  life  in  general.  An  evening  meeting  is  held  for  grade  nine 
parents  in  March  to  review  course  offerings  and  high  school  programs. 
In  September,  as  part  of  a  High  School  orientation,  the  sophomore  class 
meets  as  a  group  with  the  High  School  counselors.  A  manual  describing 
counseling  services  is  distributed  at  this  time  to  every  tenth  grade 
student.  In  October  sophomore  students  are  given  two  tests  and  an 
interest  survey.  The  results  of  the  Otis-Lennon/Mental  Ability  Test,  The 
School  and  College  Ability  Test,  and  the  Ohio  Vocational  Interest  Survey 
are  made  available  to  sophomore  parents  at  an  evening  meeting  in 
March.  Other  tests  administered  by  the  counselors  to  students  are  the 
following: 

Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test/National  Merit  Scholarship 

Qualifying  Test: 

Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (College  Board) 

Achievement  Tests  (College  Board) 

To  help  seniors  learn  more  about  colleges  and  universities,  admission 
representatives  are  invited  to  the  high  school  counseling  center  from 
September  through  December.  Eighty-five  such  visits  were  held  last 
year.  Also,  a  regionally  planned  higher  education  night  was  held  at 
Wellesley  High  School  in  October.  Over  one  hundred-fifty  admissions 
representatives  were  available  to  meet  with  parents  and  students.  To 
provide  information  for  parents  and  students,  a  regionally  planned 
Financial  Aid  Information  Night  was  held  at  Norwood  High  School  in 
November.  Experts  from  the  Financial  Aid  field  were  available  to  answer 
all  questions  dealing  with  sources  of  financial  aid.  To  assist  students 
and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning,  an  evening  meeting  was 
held  in  March  for  grade  eleven  families,  and  an  evening  meeting  was 
held  in  September  for  grade  twelve  families. 

A  career  day  is  held  once  during  every  student’s  attendance  at  the  high 
school.  Over  one-hundred  speakers  make  presentations  on  specific  occu¬ 
pational  areas  including  a  description  of  personal  and  academic  require¬ 
ments  and  employment  trends  in  the  world  of  work.

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describ¬ 
ing  post-high  school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational  informa¬ 
tion.  A  terminal  teletypewriter  is  located  in  the  counseling  center,  and 
students  are  able  to  instantaneously  receive  computer-based  information 
in  regard  to  the  following:  relating  of  individual  interests  and  goals 
with  appropriate  careers;  descriptions,  bibliographies,  and  required  prep¬ 
aration  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools  which  offer 
a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a  geographic  area;  lists  of 
schools  which  offer  specific  varsity  sports  areas;  lists  of  schools  which 
offer  specified  support  facilities  for  handicapped  students;  and  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  financial  aid  for  education  or  training  which  might  match 
an  individual’s  needs,  abilities,  and  preferences. 

Many  employers  contact  the  high  school  in  regard  to  part-time  and 
full-time  employment  opportunities.  Such  information  is  available  to 
all  students  and  is  posted  on  a  bulletin  board  in  the  counseling  center. 

A  guidance  counselor  is  on  duty  twenty  nights  each  semester  of  the 
year  to  make  available  the  resources  in  the  department  for  all  citizens 
in  the  community.  Any  interested  person  may  call  the  counseling  center 
for  an  appointment. 


English 


During  the  academic  year,  the  English  department  continued  a  phased 
evolutionary  progression  toward  implementing  a  more  structured  and 
traditional  program  in  the  language  arts.  In  line  with  national  educa¬ 
tional  trends  in  curriculum  development,  the  elective  programs  of  the 
past  decade  have  been  largely  implemented  with  the  relevent  materials 
and  course  content  absorbed  into  self-contained  year-long  courses. 

Some  electives  remain  in  our  course  of  study;  we  offered  several 
sections  of  SAT  Review,  a  class  designed  to  sharpen  test-taking  skills 
and  to  increase  awareness  in  reading  and  vocabulary  development;  and 
one  section  of  DRAMA  WORKSHOP,  an  activity  program  for  students 
interested  in  play  production  and  acting.  Insufficient  interest  forced 
cancellation  of  a  planned  elective  course  in  PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

The  English  department  continued  this  year  the  phased  introduction 
of  a  new  language  series  textbook  and  several  literature  textbooks,  allow¬ 
ing  for  the  expansion  of  a  sequential  language  and  literature  curriculum. 
It  is  anticipated  that  further  purchases  within  the  next  few  years  will 
complete  acquisition  of  several  series  of  such  textbooks. 
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In  addition,  members  of  the  department  are  working  in  committees 
to  implement  the  suggestions  and  directives  of  the  1979  evaluation  under¬ 
taken  by  the  visiting  committee  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges. 

Mathematics 

Two  new  textbooks  in  Algebra  2  and  Geometry  were  purchased  and 
replaced  twenty  year  old  books.  These  books  provide  current  informa¬ 
tion,  techniques,  and  long-term  trends  such  as  metrics,  non-sex  bias, 
and  computer  literacy. 

The  Mathematics  Staff  has  also  developed  a  computer  test  scoring 
program.  This  program  was  used  by  several  departments  to  assist  in  the 
grading  of  final  examinations.  The  English,  Science,  Business,  and  Social 
Studies  Departments  used  this  method  to  a  great  extent. 

The  Computer  Science  curriculum  was  upgraded  with  the  addition  of 
a  second  sequential  computer  science  course,  Computer  Science  2.  This 
course  is  most  rigorous  and  carries  the  status  of  college  credit. 

Annually,  the  Math  Dept,  administers  the  Mathematics  Olympiad 
Competition.  State  wide,  over  six  thousand  students  are  examined.  In 
Norwood,  over  sixty  students  chose  to  participate.  Our  high  scorer, 
William  Dailey,  ranked  in  the  top  one  hundred  and  was  awarded  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  merit. 

Foreign  Language 

As  society  turns  more  toward  utilitarian  pursuits,  the  study  of  lan¬ 
guages  pales  as  a  “valid  endeavor.”  Nothing  could  be  more  disastrous 
than  this  trend.  The  United  States  loses  political  and  economical  superi¬ 
ority  daily  as  our  representatives  become  less  able  to  converse  with 
colleagues  of  other  nationalities  in  their  native  tongue. 

For  the  last  3  years  the  enrollment  in  the  language  program  has 
been  approximately  50%  of  the  student  body.  This  year,  the  enrollment 
of  54%  was  divided  in  the  following  manner:

Five  percent  of  our  students  engage  in  the  study  of  two  languages.  The 
need  to  learn  to  speak  Spanish  appears  more  urgent  as  the  Spanish- 
American  speaking  population  increases. 

We  are  proud  of  our  student  enrollment  and  the  language  courses 
that  we  offer,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  imperative  that  public  awareness  be 
increased.  We  attempt  to  keep  the  view  of  an  ever  decreasing  world  before 
our  students  through  the  review  of  articles  and  current  news  items  that 
demonstrate  the  dearth  of  language  proficiency  among  the  American 
youth. 
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In  the  areas  of  student  motivation,  the  staff  continues  to  plan  crea¬ 
tive  field  trips  such  as  participation  in  the  Whole  World  Celebration;  to 
authentic  restaurants;  and  to  plays  of  cultural  and  linguistic  interest. 

Annually  in  June,  the  Spanish  department  sponsors  a  verb  contest. 
The  winners  receive  their  medals  during  a  program  of  songs  and  speeches. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  the  German  students  was  a  tour  of 
Germany  and  Austria  planned  by  their  teacher,  Mrs.  Ruth  Andersen. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  publicly  thanks  the  Women’s 
Community  Committee  for  its  recognition  of  our  premier  students.  The 
committee  sponsors  prizes  awarded  to  June  graduates. 

Business 

During  the  school  year,  students  who  were  enrolled  in  advanced 
typing  and  office  practice  courses  were  given  the  opportunity  to  develop 
new  skills  through  the  acquisition  of  two  word  processing  typewriters 
with  memory.  One  typewriter  was  purchased  through  federal  funds  and 
the  other  through  school  funds.  Students  who  learned  word  processing 
skills  gained  a  skill  which  is  used  in  many  offices  today.  In  February, 
fifty-five  students  who  were  enrolled  in  the  Distributive  Education  pro¬ 
gram  attended  a  Career  Development  Conference  which  was  sponsored  by 
the  Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of 
America,  District  4.  Twenty-seven  trophies  were  awarded  to  our  stu¬ 
dents  in  competition  against  other  students  who  attended  14  suburban 
Boston  Schools  in  such  areas  as  food  marketing,  finance  and  credit; 
apparel  and  accessories,  food  service,  general  merchandising,  and  petro¬ 
leum  marketing. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  health  and  physical  education  department  at  the  high  school 
engaged  in  a  variety  of  successful  aecomplisments.  In  addition  to  tradi¬ 
tional  curricular  programs,  there  were  a  number  of  curricular  related 
events  that  bear  special  note.  These  programs  were: 

1.  Physical  Assessment  Testing  —  This  was  administered  to  all 
sophomores.  It  provided  homogeneous  grouping  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  fitness  improvement. 

2.  Sexual  Assault  Awareness  Program  —  The  Norwood  Police 
Department  and  the  Norfolk  County  Court  provided  lecturers 
who  presented  to  all  female  students  a  program  on  this  topic. 

3.  Teenage  Marriage  Film  Program  —  Problems  of  unwanted  preg¬ 
nancy  and  teenage  marriage  were  addressed  in  a  very  well  made 
and  sensitive  film. 

4.  Burdett  College  Personal  Image  Program  was  conducted  by  Bur- 
dett  College  and  dealt  with  essentials  of  good  grooming,  personal 
presentation  at  job  interviews,  and  other  related  areas. 

5.  A  Spinal  Cord  Injury  and  Rehabilitation  Program  was  presented 
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by  University  Hospital.  This  somber  program  was  given  by  para¬ 
plegics  who  tried  to  impress  upon  students  the  possible  finality 
of  foolishness  and  the  adjustment  that  is  necessary  to  live  in 
a  wheelchair. 

Industrial  Arts 

This  has  been  an  adjusting  and  productive  year  for  the  Industrial 
Arts  Department.  With  a  new  department  head  and  several  staff  changes, 
the  department  continued  to  maintain  the  service  tradition  of  printing 
all  of  the  school  stationery  forms,  the  school  newspaper  and  the  newly 
instituted  high  school  newsletter.  Most  of  this  printing  was  handled  on 
a  student-project  job-shop  basis.  The  wood  and  metal  classes  combined 
their  talents  to  build  sets  for  the  senior  play.  A  new  mass  production 
unit  was  initiated  that  generated  a  lot  of  interest  and  led  to  the  building 
of  ten  grandfather-clock  cases. 

This  year  was  also  the  concluding  year  of  a  five-year  equipment 
update  program.  Much  needed  hand  tools  and  test  equipment  were  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  Wood  and  Metal  courses.  The  graphic  arts  area  made 
the  final  purchase  of  a  computerized  photo  type  setting  system.  This 
system  will  give  us  the  ability  to  introduce  the  latest  type  setting  tech¬ 
niques  and  to  produce  professional  quality  work. 

Art 

Again  this  year  our  students  were  actively  involved  in  the  displaying 
of  art  work  for  all  in  the  community  to  enjoy.  Regal  Instant  Press  spon¬ 
sored  monthly  art  contests  for  students  in  the  public  school  system. 
Participants  received  certificates,  and  winners  were  awarded  savings 
bonds.  Art  exhibits  were  on  display  in  the  School  Committee  room 
monthly  and  at  the  winter  and  spring  concerts.  Student  portfolios  were 
on  display  in  the  windows  of  various  business  in  town.  The  department 
was  involved  in  making  posters,  signs,  and  decorations  for  the  Senior 
Citizens,  the  V.A.  hospital,  American  Legion,  Norwood  Art  Association, 
Burger  King,  and  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club. 

Students  designed  and  painted  scenery  and  posters  for  the  school 
play.  During  Youth  Art  Month  student  art  work  was  displayed  in  class¬ 
rooms  throughout  the  school.  The  Fine  Arts  Magazine  is  a  combination 
of  literary  and  artistic  work  by  students. 

The  artistic  works  of  two  students  received  state  recognition  in  the 
Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards.  Sophomore  Robert  Morrissey  received 
honorable  mention  in  the  National  Scholastic  Art  Award. 

Social  Studies 

The  following  activities  took  place  in  the  Social  Studies  Department 
during  the  past  year: 

1.  After  a  good  deal  of  study  and  research,  the  department  proposed 
the  establishment  of  an  accellerated  United  States  history  course 
for  students  who  have  developed  a  high  degree  of  competence  in 
the  social  studies  skills  and  are  able  to  advance  at  a  more  rapid 
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rate  in  the  study  of  history.  The  School  Committee  approved 
this  course. 

2.  Mrs.  Reilley  took  a  group  of  students  to  a  Model  Congress  held 
at  Oceanside,  New  York.  This  was  a  three-day  congress  organized 
by  students  and  involved  about  three  hundred  representatives 
from  the  New  York  and  New  England  areas.  Six  student  delegates 
participated  •  in  plenery  sessions,  committees  and  debates  and 
also  learned  the  process  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

3.  In  March,  Mr.  Gregory  and  a  group  of  students  took  part  in  the 
Close-up  Program  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  Close-up  provides  a 
week-long  exposure  to  the  United  States  government  with  an 
active  itinerary  involving  interviews  with  senators,  congressmen, 
heads  of  agencies,  lobby  groups,  and  members  of  the  media. 
Through  this  experience,  a  student  is  made  aware  of  how  govern¬ 
ment  actually  works  in  Washington.  One  result  of  this  program 
has  been  the  selection  of  four  Norwood  students  to  serve  as 
pages  in  congress. 

4.  In  May,  the  department  organized,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
George  Usevich,  a  student  government  day  program.  This  activity 
has  been  an  annual  event  for  a  number  of  years.  Students  cam¬ 
paign  for  town  offices  and  hold  elections  for  the  elective  office 
of  their  choice.  Other  students  are  appointed  to  the  appointive 
positions  in  town  government  after  they  have  written  an  essay 
explaining  why  they  want  that  position.  The  elected  candidates 
choose  the  best  candidates  from  the  numbered  essays.  On  the 
appointed  day,  students  shadow  their  governmental  counterpart. 
This  event  has  been  a  valuable  experience  for  students  in  the  past. 


Science 

The  school  year  was  the  second  year  of  our  new  course,  Physical 
Science,  a  course  open  to  the  general  student.  The  course  appears  to 
be  well  liked  by  the  students. 

A  sophomore  student,  Jeannette  Nadeau,  entered  a  biology  project 
in  the  Boston  Globe  Science  Fair.  We  are  sure  that  the  time  and  effort 
spent  by  Jeannette  on  her  project  will  benefit  her,  and  we  hope  that 
more  students  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  enter  the  fair. 

During  the  summer  months,  Bette  Bridges,  a  teacher  of  Chemistry 
at  the  high  school  since  1972,  resigned  to  accept  a  teaching  position  at  a 
private  school  in  Kingston,  Pennsylvania.  We  wish  Bette  well. 

Library 

The  High  School  Library  was  fortunate  this  past  year  in  the  quality 
of  its  exhibits  and  the  continuing  support  of  the  Women’s  Community 
Committee,  Inc.  This  organization  gave  a  matching  contribution  toward 
the  purchase  of  a  laminator  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  book 
binder  previously  funded  by  the  same  group.  In  addition,  the  Ecology 
Committee  of  The  Women’s  Community  Committee  provided  a  display 
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of  renewable  and  reusable  resources  as  well  as  pamphlets  on  noise  con¬ 
trol  and  refuse  energy  systems. 

Items  of  Interest: 

The  High  School  Art  Department  displayed  award-winning  examples 
of  student  art.  A  model  of  the  Globe  Theater,  the  original  of  which  was 
the  scene  of  Shakespeare’s  plays,  and  the  work  of  Raymond  Goulet, 
1982,  is  on  permanent  display. 

The  library  is  adding  to  its  microfilm  collection  by  subscribing 
to  the  New  York  Times  school  microfilm  collection. 

Approximately  250  students  a  day  used  the  library.  In  addition, 
many  classes  were  scheduled  for  library  orientation,  instruction  in  media 
resources,  as  well  as  research  for  class  projects  and  papers. 

The  deficiencies  of  the  library  are  still  apparent,  and  there  is  need  for 
a  larger  book  collection  and  student  access  to  audio-visual  materials. 

Special  Education  Service 

There  were  132  students  who  received  766  assistance  at  Norwood 
High  School  during  the  1980-1981  year.  The  following  is  a  specific  break¬ 
down  of  students  with  respect  to  the  services  they  received: 

72  students  received  academic  assistance  in  the  Learning  Center. 

60  students  received  Adjustment  Counseling  services. 

24  students  worked  with  the  Speech  and  Language  Therapist. 

10  students  were  in  the  Resource  Room. 

65  students  met  with  the  school  Psychologist  for  testing. 

7  students  worked  with  the  Adapted  Physical  Education  Teacher. 

There  were  22  students  who  were  discussed  as  possible  referrals  for 
evaluation  whom  the  Team  felt  were  not  in  need  of  one  because  adjust¬ 
ments  could  be  made  through  regular  education.

The  Norwood  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society 
inducted  78  members  this  past  year.  To  be  eligible  for  membebrship  in 
the  National  Honor  Society,  a  student  must  demonstrate  the  qualities 
of  scholarship,  leadership,  service,  and  character.  The  Norwood  High 
School  Scholarship  requirement  is  twofold.  A  student  must  conform  to 
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the  National  requirement  of  an  85  per  cent  average  each  term,  and 
the  student  must  be  named  to  the  Norwood  High  School  Honor  Roll  for 
five  consecutive  terms,  two  of  which  shall  be  first  honors  or  above.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

This  fall,  Ms.  Ruth  Shea,  Director  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School 
for  the  past  15  years,  retired,  and  on  November  1st,  William  P.  Maher, 
Guidance  Counselor  at  the  school  for  the  past  10  years,  was  appointed 
Director.  In  mid-December,  Pauline  H.  Gorman,  a  Guidance  Counselor 
in  Norwood  for  the  past  11  years,  was  appointed  to  the  Guidance  position. 

On  January  14th,  a  Classical  French  Dinner  was  prepared  and  served 
by  Ms.  Martin’s  Dining  Room  Management  Students,  in  honor  of  retiring 
Director  Shea,  with  trustees,  school  committee  members  and  new 
appointees  also  attending.  A  reception  followed,  giving  people  in  educa¬ 
tion,  business  and  the  communitty  at-large,  an  opportunity  to  thank 
Ms.  Shea  for  her  years  of  dedicated  service,  and  to  meet  Mr.  Maher, 
the  fourth  director. 

At  the  Awards  Day  Ceremony  on  June  23rd,  a  portrait  of  Ms.  Shea 
was  unveiled  —  presented  to  the  school  by  the  faculty  and  student  rep¬ 
resentative  organization.  The  portrait  is  presently  located  in  the  main 
office  of  the  school,  designating  Ms.  Shea  as  the  third  director,  from 
1965  to  1980. 

The  number  of  Norwood  residents  enrolling  in  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  is  increasing,  with  more  townspeople  taking  advantage  of  the 
school’s  offerings.  In  1980-81,  there  were  18  juniors  and  19  seniors,  as 
well  as  31  post-graduates  from  the  Town  of  Norwood.  232  students  con¬ 
stituted  the  Peabody  School  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1980,  with  209 
completing  their  program  in  June.  On  Awards  Day,  169  received  a 
Diploma  of  Proficiency  or  Completion,  and  50  will  return  for  a  second 
year  in  their  program. 

Exploratory  courses  in  Cosmetology,  Fashion  Design,  Health  Occu¬ 
pations  and  Marketing  were  offered  to  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
students.  144  participated  in  these  courses.  Many  of  these  students  even¬ 
tually  matriculate  at  the  Peabody  School. 

The  Evening  Practical  Arts  Program  has  had  a  successful  year  with 
423  people  enrolling.  The  Senior  High  School  Girls’  Gym  was  filled  with 
evening  school  projects  on  display  at  our  Open  House.  Information  was 
available  on  the  23  program  offerings  planned  for  September  1981. 

Presentations  of  the  6  course  offerings  at  the  school  were  made  by 
Mrs.  Gorman  to  the  entire  ninth  grade  at  Junior  High  School  South 
and  to  a  group  of  interested  students  at  Junior  High  School  North.  Later 
in  the  spring  a  tour  was  arranged  for  students  from  each  of  the  Junior 
High  Schools  to  tour  the  Peabody  School  and  to  spend  a  morning  in  the 
laboratory  area  of  their  choice.  Research  has  shown  that  many  of  these 
ninth  graders  who  visit  the  school,  ultimately  enter  a  Peabody  program. 
Mrs.  Gorman  also  made  presentations  to  guidance  and  career  counselors 
at  department  meetings  in  South  Easton,  Franklin,  Brockton,  Sharon 
and  Waltham.  Mr.  Maher  represented  the  School  in  the  fall  at  North 
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Attleboro,  Attleboro,  Brockton,  Waltham  and  Medfield  at  Career  Nights. 
A  Career  Exploration  Program  was  presented  at  each  of  the  6  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  in  Norwood,  with  10  students  from  the  various  programs 
showing  the  sixth  graders  some  of  their  learnings,  in  an  action-type 
program.  It  not  only  made  these  young  people  more  aware  of  additional 
careers  in  the  world  of  work,  but  also  showed  them  additional  secondary 
school  choices. 

Both  Mrs.  Gorman  and  George  Fahey,  the  Adjustment  Counselor, 
were  involved  in  the  testing  and  counseling  of  Peabody  students.  The 
guidance  department  made  arrangements  with  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Employment  Security  to  interview  students  interested  in  job 
placement,  both  full-time  and  part-time.  Throughout  the  year,  the 
Guidance  Counselor  assists  employers  seeking  applicants  with  skills 
taught  at  the  Peabody  School. 

Social  Studies  &  Related  Math 

Seniors  in  the  Contemporary  Issues  Courses  followed  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  this  year’s  major  foreign  and  domestic  issues.  In  addition  to 
studying  the  background  and  significance  of  news  events,  the  students 
also  enhanced  their  basic  skills  by  writing  position  papers  and  editorials. 
A  tour  of  the  Old  Granary  Burial  Ground,  the  State  House  where  stu¬ 
dents  met  with  Representative  Sullivan,  and  Quincy  Market,  as  well 
as  attendance  at  “Where’s  Boston?”,  provided  the  students  with  an 
interesting  comparison  of  old  and  new  Boston.  A  more  mature  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  issues  to  be  faced  in  today’s  society  was  the  class  objective. 

The  Fashion  Design  students  studied  a  wide  variety  of  life  skill 
subjects  in  their  Math  and  Independent  Living  Course.  One  of  the  most 
enthusiastically  received  units  dealt  with  buying  a  home.  Such  topics 
as  the  various  types  of  mortgages,  points  and  closing  costs  were  dis¬ 
cussed.  Taxes,  life  and  car  insurance,  calculating  the  cost  of  utilities 
and  long  distance  telephone  calls,  were  among  the  many  other  areas 
investigated. 

The  Human  Relations  course  taken  by  Cosmetology  students  afforded 
them  an  opportunity  to  examine  vitally  important  social  skills  which 
are  needed  for  success  in  today’s  business  world;  human  relations  com¬ 
petencies,  such  as  effective  communication,  good  listening  habits  and 
values  clarification. 

As  an  introduction  to  their  Related  Math  course,  Culinary  Arts  stu¬ 
dents  concentrated  on  strengthening  basic  skills.  Topics  such  as  con¬ 
verting  standard  recipes,  daily  food  production  reports,  pricing  the 
menu,  and  portion  control  were  studied.  Knowledge  of  this  material  will 
prove  invaluable  in  the  students’  future  employment. 

English 

As  an  introduction  to  the  English  classes  in  the  1980-1981  school 
year  all  students  participated  in  a  public  speaking  improvement  program. 
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Students  were  taught  the  elements  of  good  public  speaking,  and  were 
required  to  give  an  introductory  speech. 

The  Business  English  students  had  intensive  grammar  and  punc¬ 
tuation  training.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  correct  spelling,  better  business 
letters,  and  individual  vocabulary  development.  Organizational  and  verbal 
skills  were  encouraged  as  each  student  was  responsible  for  many  work¬ 
book  projects  simulating  actual  business  experiences.  Whenever  pos¬ 
sible  English  assignments  were  correlated  with  major  subject  areas. 

Cosmetology  students  were  given  a  diagnostic  test  in  the  fall.  The 
test  evaluated  each  student,  gave  a  grade  level,  and  indicated  strengths 
and  weaknesses  in  areas  such  as  vocabulary  comprehension,  phonetic 
and  structural  decoding,  and  speed  reading.  Reading  centered  around 
making  proper  judgments,  distinguishing  facts  from  opinions,  and  deter¬ 
mining  main  ideas.  A  new  reading  anthology  aided  in  achieving  success 
in  the  reading  development  program,  as  well  as  the  continued  use  of  a 
controlled  reader  which  helped  students  improve  their  reading  speeds. 
Students  were  encouraged  to  increase  their  vocabulary,  including  the 
learning  of  cosmetology  terms  related  to  science. 

The  Culinary  Arts  students  became  aware  of  the  working  conditions 
and  the  sanitary  conditions  in  the  early  1900’s  by  reading  Upton  Sinclair’s 
novel,  The  Jungle.  Menu  planning  responsibilities,  standardized  recipes, 
and  other  pertinent  information  was  derived  from  Menu  Planning:  A 
Blueprint  for  Better  Profits.  Students  were  required  to  design  and  write 
a  menu  according  to  the  principles  of  menu  planning.  Extensive  prepara¬ 
tion  was  done  by  each  student,  including  the  study  of  food  related 
vocabulary  terms.  Both  Fashion  Design  and  Merchandising  students 
developed  vocabularies  related  to  the  fashion  industry  as  well  as  specific 
style,  design,  color,  and  texture  vocabularies.  The  latter  were  an  extremely 
important  part  of  their  fashion  comentaries  for  the  annual  spring  fashion 
show  in  which  the  fashion  design  students  participated.  Both  groups  used 
the  Fashion  Writing  textbook  which  covered  fashion  reports,  press 
releases,  fashion  new  stories,  fashion  shows,  and  many  aspects  of  mer¬ 
chandising  writing.  Much  of  what  was  covered  in  class  aided  the  students 
with  not  only  their  fashion  show,  but  also  their  writing  skills.  In  addi¬ 
tion  these  students  were  required  to  give  weekly  oral  fashion  reports 
based  on  current  fashion  designers  and  various  aspects  of  merchandising. 

The  remainder  of  the  curricula  for  all  the  programs  centered 
around  basic  skills.  Each  class  covered  the  proper  grammatical  and 
punctuation  skills  deemed  necessary  for  success  in  its  related  profession. 

Belated  Science 

A  window  display  this  spring  for  students  and  visitors  featured 
nutrition;  “Eating  Right,  Exercising  and  Enjoying  Life”.  The  theme  and 
materials  were  from  the  American  Dietetic  Association’s  celebration  of 
National  Nutrition  Week.  Posters  and  handout  puzzles  testing  knowledge 
of  good  nutrition  were  placed  in  th  ecafeteria. 

The  science  display  at  Open  House  highlighted  the  importance  of 
nutrition,  i.e.,  the  7  dietary  guidelines  of  the  Senate  Select  Committee  on 
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Nutrition.  Puzzles,  buttons,  informative  literature  on  these  guidelines 
as  well  as  vegetarianism  were  handed  out  to  the  public.  Continuous 
showing  of  2  filmstrips  on  nutrition  during  Open  House  attracted  many 
people.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  such  sciences  and  nutrition  related 
topics  as  clean  water,  additives,  excess  vitamin  supplements,  public 
issues  affecting  us  all.  There  has  been  dissension  on  the  use  of  vegetable 
proteins  as  alternate  protein  sources,  to  trim  food  budgets  in  these  infla¬ 
tionary  times. 

The  Early  Childhood  Education  class  added  a  mini-unit  on  considera¬ 
tions  before  pregnancy,  emphasizing  how  important  it  is  for  future 
mothers  to  protect  their  bodies  from  damage  which  would  affect  their 
future  offspring.  Preschool  age  children  were  again  invited  to  the  class¬ 
room  for  purposes  of  observation. 

Mr.  Francis  McDermott  visited  the  Health  Occupations  class  and 
described  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health’s  plan  for  moving  institutionalized 
patients  into  community  homes,  where  they  begin  to  function  as  others 
in  their  neighborhood  and  no  longer  seem  “different”.  Mr.  McDermott 
is  presently  a  resident  manager  in  one  of  these  homes. 

Two  new  pieces  of  audio-visual  equipment  have  been  purchased. 
One  is  a  filmstrip  cassette  player  and  the  other  a  record  player  with  a 
pause  control.  Both  make  it  easier  to  pause  for  discussion  during  film¬ 
strips  without  causing  damage  to  the  materials,  or  loss  of  place. 

A  set  of  humorous  nutrition  posters  were  purchased  which  generated 
a  great  deal  of  discussion,  and  questions  about  worthwhile  diets.  The 
new  Apple  computer  in  the  Main  office  has  been  put  to  work  to  print 
the  daily  attendance.  An  initial  report  is  issued  early  in  the  day  and  a 
corrected  report  is  available  the  next  morning. 

The  Blue  Hills  terminal  located  at  the  High  School  is  also  more 
satisfactory  than  previous  methods.  The  attendance  can  be  entered  daily 
to  store  for  report  cards. 

Cosmetology 

The  Cosmetology  department  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  with 
instructors  Genevieve  Crescenzi  and  Maureen  Borghi  had  another  suc¬ 
cessful  and  rewarding  year.  The  department’s  enrollment  consisted  of 
18  juniors,  11  seniors,  30  post  graduates  and  12  exploratory  students. 

The  year’s  special  activities  started  on  October  24  with  a  trip  to 
Shakour’s  Beauty  Supply  House  in  Westboro,  Massachusetts,  where 
students  were  introduced  to  various  beauty  supplies  and  equipment.  Fea¬ 
tured  was  the  Tress  Testtor  Hair  Analyzer,  a  unique  new  scientific  instru¬ 
ment  which  meets  the  needs  of  the  professional  stylist,  in  making 
truly  scientific  hair  analysis  of  the  customer’s  hair.  This  eliminates 
the  problems  of  guess  work  in  permanent  waving,  hair-coloring,  and 
hair  straightening. 

The  classroom  has  a  tress  testor  now  in  operation  with  appropriate 
wall  posters  explaining  its  function  to  patrons  and  students.  This  com- 
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plimentary  service  shows  the  prospective  patron  factual  information 
why  hair  services  will  be  successful  in  their  individual  case.  This  pre¬ 
testing  his  considerably  reduced  failures  in  chemical  hair  treatments 
and  correspondingly  increased  the  sale  of  hair  conditioners. 

On  December  16  and  January  27,  members  of  the  Wrentham  State 
Hospital,  Wrentham,  Massachusetts  visited  our  facilities  for  a  group 
hair  servicing  and  manicuring. 

Carmen  and  Marcy  Accolla,  Carol  Gardin,  Joseph  Creonte,  Kathy 
Malafronte,  Ron  Roccolo,  Michele  Kaplan,  Kathy  Sullivan  and  Julie 
Repucci,  a  Peabody  Fashion  Merchandising  student  and  licensed  beau¬ 
tician,  demonstrated  the  proper  application  of  cosmetics  and  the  art  of 
sculptured  nails  and  skin  care  on  student  models  as  well  as  the  latest 
techniques  in  hair  cutting  and  blow  waving. 

On  February  24th,  Diane  D’Olimpio,  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Occupational  Education,  Boston,  and  also  a  representative  of 
V.I.C.A.  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America),  lectured  and  showed 
slides  of  the  yearly  competition  between  the  various  member  vocational 
schools  in  the  United  States.  She  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  belonging 
to  this  club.  Hopefully,  in  the  school  year  1981-1982,  we  will  join  V.I.C.A. 
and  become  eligible  to  participate  in  the  country-wide  competition. 

On  April  15th  as  a  result  of  intra-departmental  cooperation  and  a 
blitz  of  media  publicity,  an  unprecendented  turn-out  of  residents  and 
non-residents  attended  our  Annual  Open  House.  It  was  most  gratifying 
and  inspirational  to  the  school,  and  above  all  resulted  in  a  dramatic 
increase  in  patrons  for  our  department,  thus  assuring  the  present  class 
of  continued  invaluable  clinical  experiences. 

Five  students  from  Dedham  Junior  High  School’s  Shadowing  Pro¬ 
gram  participated  in  our  school’s  activities  for  a  day. 

This  year  the  vogue  in  hairdressing  continues  to  be  the  “Bo  Derek 
Braided  Look”.  The  cosmetology  department,  keeping  up  with  the  trend, 
is  offering  “Cornrowing”,  “French  Braiding”,  and  “Cobra  Braiding”  as 
well  as  promoting  creativity  in  innovative  styles. 

Fashion  Design 

The  addition  of  the  Fashion  Group  curriculum  has  been  an  invaluable 
segment  of  the  Fashion  Design  program.  Upon  the  successful  completion 
of  this  specialized  curricula,  these  graduates  have  attained  a  high  level 
of  practical  and  creative  skills.  These  professional  accomplishments  are 
channeled  toward  employment  in  mid-level  entry  positions  or  into  pri¬ 
vate  business  enterprises.  Some  acquire  the  confidence  and  proficiency' 
they  need  to  pursue  and  succeed,  beyond  expectations,  at  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  Self-employed  Fashion  Design  graduates  are  frequently 
requesting  and  hiring  Peabody  students. 

Contact  with  industry  and  fashion  personnel  is  scheduled  throughout 
the  year.  Students  toured  Jordan  Marsh’s  “Orient  Expressed”  exposition 
on  September  25th.  Store-wide  exhibits  and  demonstrations  included 
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works  of  art,  fashion  jewelry,  gifts  and  home  furnishings  from  China, 
Hong  Kong  and  Japan.  A  guided  tour  of  the  Museum  of  American  China 
Trade  in  Milton  provided  the  students  with  a  history  of  commercial 
exchanges  between  our  country  and  China.  Students  are  now  able  to 
understand  more  fully  Oriental  culture  and  traditions. 

The  Career  Day  workshop,  sponsored  by  the  Fashion  Group  of 
Boston,  was  held  at  the  Sheraton-Boston  on  March  4th.  Students  viewed 
the  spring  collection  of  sweaters  and  sportswear  by  Perry  Ellis,  a  famous 
New  York-based  designer.  A  winner  of  the  cherished  Coty  and  Nieman- 
Marcus  Awards,  he  told  of  his  dedication  to  fashion  —  the  long  hours,  hard 
work  and  perseverance  against  odds  to  achieve  his  goal.  This  annual 
presentation  is  an  opportunity  for  students  to  learn  about  the  great  scope 
and  future  potential  that  the  fashion  world  offers  from  distinguished 
guests  currently  involved  in  the  industry.  Other  guests  spoke  on  chal¬ 
lenges  and  requirements  of  careers  in  manufacturing,  retailing  and  pro¬ 
motion  in  advertising  and  writing. 

The  Fashion  Group  was  taken  to  Newbury  Street  to  meet  a  former 
student,  Eddy  Kent.  Mr.  Kent  has  met  with  much  success  in  the  Boston 
area  and  he  graciously  showed  the  students  many  of  his  “new  wave’’ 
designs  which  he  had  for  sale  at  a  Newbury  Street  shop  called  High 
Society.  As  a  follow  up  to  this  trip,  Eddy  Kent  visited  the  school  on 
March  15,  and  showed  his  portfolio  to  the  Cosmetology,  Fashion  Merchan¬ 
dising  and  Fashion  Design  students.  He  spoke  of  his  experiences  in  the 
field,  inspiring  many  of  the  students  to  pursue  careers  in  the  design  field. 

Shirley  Smith,  Coordinator  of  India  Imports  of  Rhode  Island  gave 
an  extensive  tour  of  the  design,  promotion  and  shipping  offices  of  her 
company.  Students  saw  the  entire  procedure  of  clothing  production,  from 
the  first  design  concept,  first  pattern  and  sample  garment.  They  viewed 
a  taping  of  how  fabric  is  dyed,  batiked  or  block-printed  by  hand  in 
India.  Ann  Russo,  assistant  designer,  explained  the  manufacturing  pro¬ 
cedures  of  pattern  drafting,  grading,  stitching  and  trimming  of  the 
seasonal  lines.  Student  questions  regarding  job  opportunities  and  employ- 
ment  requirements  were  answered  honestly  and  objectively. 

A  totally  different  design  collection  of  7th  Avenue  “Timeless  Classics” 
by  American  sportswear  designer,  Vera  Maxwell,  was  viewed  in  the 
afternoon  at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  Museum  of  Art.  Students 
became  aware  of  quality  fabrics,  couture  workmanship  and  attention 
to  detail. 

All  students  were  involved  in  a  fashion  make-up  session  at  Enid 
Goldsmith’s  modeling  studio  on  Newbury  Street,  Boston.  Individualized 
analysis,  combined  with  the  proper  application  of  make-up,  inspired  an 
awareness  of  the  importance  of  a  totally  professional  image  for  fashion 
show  modeling  and  good  grooming  habits  for  individuals  in  fashion- 
oriented  careers. 
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Fantasmia  ’81  was  presented  at  Concannon’s  Village,  Norwood  on 
the  evening  of  May  13th.  The  collection  of  over  100  projects  included 
original  designs  in  menswear,  sportswear  and  elegant  formals.  Also 
shown  were  silk-screened  beachwear,  2-3  piece  suits  and  coats.  Planning, 
writing  commentary,  accessorizing  the  outfits  and  modeling,  some  for 
the  first  time,  was  a  successful  learning  experience  for  all. 

Money  earned  by  the  students  operating  the  coffee  break  and  profits 
from  the  sale  of  tickets  for  the  fashion  show  helped  finance  a  3  day 
tour  of  New  York  City  on  June  3,  4  and  5th.  First  on  the  itinerary  was 
a  visit  to  the  Gallerie  at  Fashion  Institute  of  Technology.  A  comprehen¬ 
sive  exhibition  of  the  Venetian  designer,  Museo  Fortuny,  displayed  tex¬ 
tiles  and  costumes  in  luxurious  silks,  woven  in  cut  pile,  satin  or  printed 
in  gold  and  silver.  Intricate  pleating,  beading,  gilt  printing  and  corded 
detail  were  examined  with  concentrated  interest  and  appreciation  of  the 
fine  art  of  originality  and  the  execution  of  design  ideas. 

The  responsibility  of  designing  children’s  wear  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
Marybeth  Boughton  (a  former  Peabody  School  Instructor)  at  Fried  and 
Fried,  manufacturer.  Students  saw  an  extensive  line  of  school,  summer 
and  holiday  fashions  in  sizes  3-6  and  7-14.  She  stressed  that  ingenuity, 
creativity,  efficiency  and  productivity  were  skills  a  designer-pattern- 
maker  must  possess.  Exploring  the  unique  shops  in  Greenwich  Village 
and  Fifth  Avenue  fashions  of  Valentino  and  Gucci,  students  became 
aware  of  the  variety  of  opportunities  and  potential  for  success  in  fashion- 
related  careers.  A  reunion  with  a  current  designer  at  Christian  Dior 
Lingerie,  gave  students  the  opportunity  to  meet  and  question  another 
successful  Peabody  graduate,  Miss  Carol  Vaughn. 

A  new  system  of  teaching  photography  to  both  the  senior  and  post¬ 
graduate  Fashion  Design  and  Fashion  Group  students  was  implemented 
during  the  midyear.  Students  were  given  written  descriptions  of  assign¬ 
ments  and  due  dates  fox  their  completion.  The  objective  was  to  teach 
the  postgraduate  and  senior  Fashion  students  basic  black  and  white 
photography.  The  Fashion  Group  completed  assignments  which  involved 
reinforcement  of  basics  and  were  taught  techniques  to  increase  creative 
control  in  printing. 

Fashion  Merchandising 

As  the  11th  year  of  the  Distributive  Education  Fashion  Merchandis¬ 
ing  Program  closes  one  should  look  back  and  review  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  decade:  well  developed  curriculum  that  covers  maximum 
ground  in  one  year,  the  successful  transition  from  a  general  retailing 
curriculum  to  fashion  merchandising,  matured  employer  relationships, 
excellent  vendor  relations,  equipment  that  meets  the  program  needs 
including  adequate  and  efficient  office  and  boutique  facilities,  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  DECA  Scholarship,  successful  graduates  utilizing  their  mar¬ 
keting  skills,  and  a  viable  program  for  those  wishing  to  spend  one  year 
to  gain  essential  business  management  skills. 

To  expose  the  students  to  one  of  the  best  examples  of  a  merchandising 
promotion,  a  field  trip  to  Jordan  Marsh  Co’s  “Orient  Expressed”  promo- 
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tion  launched  them  into  the  school  year,  along  with  buying  trips  to 
the  Center,  Burlington  and  Apparel  Show  at  the  Northeast  Trade  Center, 
Halmar  Associates  in  Canton  and  Holiday  Sales,  Newton.  Mr.  Ed  Lipof 
of  Fashion  Affiliates,  Brockton  guided  them  through  their  dress  design¬ 
ing,  pattern  making  and  manufacturing  operations  and  arranged  for  a 
visit  to  “see  the  line”,  the  last  step  in  the  marketing  process  at  their 
NYC  showroom  during  their  June  trip. 

A  visit  to  Yolanda’s,  Waltham  enlightened  them  to  a  fashion  mer¬ 
chandising  operation  considered  the  “ultimate”  in  retail  circles.  Yolanda 
caters  to  the  total  woman  via  a  health  spa,  beauty  salon,  designer  and 
ready-to-wear  boutique,  all  under  one  roof.  A  few  Beauty  Culture  stu¬ 
dents  came  along  and  invited  her  to  come  to  the  school.  In  May  her 
visit  to  the  school  served  to  inspire  the  Beauty  Culture,  Fashion  Design 
and  Fashion  Merchandising  students  to  aspire  to  the  broader  goals 
which  exist  for  them. 

During  the  3  day  New  York  City  field  experience,  the  students  saw 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Arts’  Costume  Exhibition  of  Chinese  Robes 
of  the  Ch’ing  Dynasty,  the  J.  C.  Penney  facility,  the  DuPont  Fabric 
Library,  Fashion  Affiliates’  line,  the  Fashion  Institute  of  Technology 
Exhibit,  Fifth  Avenue  and  area  retailing  and  also  managed  to  get  a 
ride  on  the  Staten  Island  Ferry,  dine  at  New  York’s  oldest  restaurant, 
the  Frances  Tavern  and  see  Mickey  Rooney  in  “Sugar  Babies.” 

Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  (DECA)  provides  many 
opportunities  for  personal  and  professional  growth.  The  Fall  Conference 
took  the  students  out  of  the  country  to  Toronto,  Canada  and  exposed 
them  to  a  new  merchandising  frontier  and  the  world’s  largest  shopping 
mall,  the  Eaton  Center.  Once  inspired  by  the  “how  to”  techniques  which 
they  gained,  several  went  on  to  Wilmington,  Delaware  to  compete  in 
regional  competitions.  Nettie  Duran  won  Honorable  Mention  in  the 
Food  Marketing  Series  of  the  Competency-Based  events. 

Stacey  Lewis,  last  year’s  student  and  entrepreneur  came  in  the  Fall 
to  excite  the  students  toward  DECA  involvement  and  to  tell  the  Fashion 
Merchandising  and  Beauty  Culture  students  how  she  attained  her  esthe- 
tician’s  license  during  the  summer  and  to  explain  the  processes  involved 
in  starting  her  own  business  by  Christmas.  Mr.  Howard  Metcalf  came 
to  show  them  how  important  types  of  lettering  is  to  signs  and  display 
and  the  general  boutique  image.  The  Fashion  Group  Career  Day  intro¬ 
duced  them  to  Perry  Ellis,  famous  New  York  designer  and  to  other 
career  specialists  from  manufacturing,  advertising,  fashion  publications 
and  retailing. 

Since  Math  is  such  an  integral  and  essential  part  of  merchandising, 
next  year’s  math  curriculum  will  be  increased  to  3  periods  a  week  giving 
the  students  a  firmer  foundation  in  Merchandising  Math.  All  other  aspects 
of  curriculum  are  well  developed.  The  coordinator  visited  many  of  the 
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area  high  schools  during  the  winter.  Next  year  a  more  determined  effort 
will  commence  earlier  in  the  year  to  visit  all  the  area  schools  to  talk 
to  Home  Economics  and  Distributive  Education  students.  This  year’s 
class  presented  “Holiday  Madness”,  a  holiday  fashion  show,  to  Norwood 
High  School  students. 

Last  June  a  DECA  Scholarship  was  established  to  encourage  a 
Fashion  Merchandising  student  toward  further  educatiton.  It  is  planned 
that  this  will  be  continued  on  an  annual  basis.  One  student  plans  to  attend 
Massassoit  Community  College  with  the  option  of  going  on  to  a  4  year 
program;  another  is  planning  to  start  her  own  business,  redirecting  her 
career  from  nursing.  Other  graduates  plan  to  enter  the  merchandising 
field  directly,  one  having  been  selected  for  Thom  McAnn’s  Management 
Training  Program,  and  another  planning  to  attend  modeling  school. 
There  are  no  limits  for  the  motivated  and  ambitious  in  the  marketing/ 
merchandising  field. 

Business  Department 

In  the  business  machines  lab,  a  Word  Processing  Skill  Development 
Program  was  begun  with  the  use  of  electronic  typewriters.  Received 
were  ojie  QYX  Level  2  electronic  typewriter  which  has  a  working  file 
memory  of  approximately  5  pages  and  also  electronic  error  correction 
and  document  storage,  one  QYX  level  1-plus  with  approximately  2-4  pages 
of  memory  and  also  electronic  error  correction,  and  3  QYX  Level  1 
electronic  typewriters  which  combine  the  familiar  standard  typewriter 
keyboard  with  many  time-saving  automatic  functions.  These  features 
include  automatic  centering  and  decimal  tab,  automatic  erase  backspace 
and  automatic  carrier  return.  Monies  to  purchase  this  equipment  were 
received  from  a  federal  grant. 

An  Apple  II  microcomputer  was  added  to  the  business  machines  lab 
through  the  use  of  alumni  funds.  This  microcomputer  can  function  as 
a  word  processor  or  be  used  to  perform  accounting  problems.  Students 
will  be  able  to  become  familiar  with  some  of  today’s  most  modem  office 
equipment  through  the  use  of  both  the  electronic  typewriters  and  the 
microcomputer.  The  addition  of  6  new  electronic  typewriters  has  helped 
considerably  to  update  both  the  Secretarial  and  Business  Machines  pro¬ 
grams.  A  grant  to  receive  federal  funds  for  updating  equipment  in  the 
Business  Machines  lab  was  written.  If  acted  upon  favorably,  additional 
microcomputers  will  be  purchased. 

Mr.  Brian  Kaveney  of  the  Frank  Morrill  Insurance  Agency,  Nor¬ 
wood,  spoke  to  the  business  students  describing  the  many  jobs  available 
in  the  insurance  field,  and  emphasizing  the  chances  for  advancement  and 
career  development  with  an  insurance  agency.  Mr.  Kaveney  also  discussed 
1981  car  insurance. 

Mrs.  Charlotte  Fleming,  a  New  England  Telephone  Company  rep¬ 
resentative,  spoke  to  the  business  students  on  proper  telephone  tech¬ 
niques.  Her  presentation  was  the  introduction  to  their  5-week  course 
in  teletraining. 
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Ms.  Joanne  McKenzie  of  Unicom,  Inc.,  demonstrated  the  Apple  II 
microcomputer  to  the  business  students.  She  explained  the  different 
functions  of  the  microcomputer  such  as  word  processing,  and  account¬ 
ing.  Students  were  able  to  see  how  this  type  of  equipment  functions 
in  today’s  office. 

Mrs.  Ann  Buckingham  of  Buckingham  Personnel,  Norwood  spoke  to 
the  business  students  on  the  proper  approach  to  obtaining  a  job.  She 
discussed  job  availability,  skill  requirements,  and  the  need  for  a  neat 
appearance  when  going  on  job  interviews.  Mrs.  Buckingham  also 
explained  how  Buckingham  Personnel  functions  and  invited  all  students 
to  visit  her  office  to  explore  job  opportunities. 

Practical  Nursing  Program 

The  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  change,  growth,  turmoil,  and  activity 
in  the  Practical  Nursing  Program. 

On  August  2,  1980,  24  graduates  proudly  received  their  diplomas  and 
school  pins.  Mrs.  Barbara  Cenderelli,  an  L.P.N.  from  Pennsylvania,  was 
awarded  a  certificate  of  completion  in  Maternal-Child  Health  Nursing  and 
became  licensed  by  endorsement  in  Massachusetts.  She  had  received  no 
Maternal-Child  Health  Experience  in  her  basic  program  and  was  thus 
unable  to  meet  requirements  for  licensure  in  Massachusetts.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  she  and  23  of  the  24  graduates  are  now  actively 
employed  in  nursing. 

On  August  18,  1980,  40  candidates  participated  in  the  practical  nurs¬ 
ing  orientation  program.  The  goal  of  the  orientation  program  is  to 
acquaint  incoming  students  with  the  rules  and  regulations,  necessary 
study  skills,  program  objectives,  and  expectations  for  the  coming  year. 

We  were  all  delighted  to  welcome  back  Miss  Sydnee  Trinceri  after 
her  sabbatical  year.  Miss  Trinceri,  who  already  had  a  BS  in  Sociology 
and  an  MS  in  Health  Education,  was  awarded  a  BS  in  Nursing  by  Salve 
Regina  College  in  May.  She  is  to  be  congratulated  for  having  completed 
a  4-year  program  in  2  years. 

Miss  Priscilla  Jenkins,  R.N.  was  appointed  to  the  full-time  staff  to 
teach  Fundamentals  of  Practical  Nursing,  Life  Span  Development,  and 
Pediatric  Nursing  as  her  major  course  areas. 

Mrs.  Mary  Jean  Coughlin,  R.N.  was  appointed  as  a  permanent  part- 
time  clinical  nursing  instructor. 

Mrs.  Elaine  Winer,  R.D.  was  appointed  to  teach  Nutrition.  Mrs. 
Winer  is  an  ADA  approved  dietitian,  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University, 
with  a  varied  background  including  experience  as  a  therapeutic  dietitian. 

Each  of  these  instructors  brings  a  broad  experiential  background  with 
them,  as  well  as  specialized  skills  which  enhance  the  educational  program. 
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As  a  direct  result  of  Proposition  2%,  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Nursing  notified  all  schools  of  Practical  Nursing  that  it  would  permit 
them  to  submit  requests  for  shortened  programs  for  the  1981-’82  school 
year.  If  approved,  the  Class  of  1982  would  graduate  on  July  16,  1982 
instead  of  August  27,  1982.  This  permits  the  placement  of  graduates  into 
the  job  market  earlier,  as  well  as  representing  a  considerable  savings 
to  the  town,  in  salaries  to  full-time,  permanent  part-time,  and  substitute 
instructors. 

Community  resources  continue  to  be  a  major  part  of  the  learning 
experience  for  our  nursing  students.  The  basic  educational  experience 
is  enhanced  by  speakers  who  deal  with  such  issues  as  legal  aspects  of 
nursing  care,  concepts  of  mental  health  nursing,  and  principles  of 
patient  education  in  diabetes,  cancer,  alcoholism,  family  centered  care 
and  family  counseling. 

The  students  also  participate  in  field  trips  which  increase  their 
knowledge  of  Oncology,  Rehabilitation  Nursing,  Alcohol  Treatment  and 
Education,  and  Nursing  of  children  with  multiple  handicaps  in  a 
community  setting. 

In  the  clinical  areas  of  Charlwell  House  Nursing,  Norwood  Hospital, 
and  South  Shore  Hospital,  the  students  are  able  to  participate  in  educa¬ 
tional  experiences  through  their  work  with  the  fine  nursing,  medical 
and  educational  staffs  at  each  institution.  Students  also  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  observe  in  the  various  specialty  areas  which  provide  the  sup¬ 
port  services  so  vital  to  excellent  patient  care.  Due  to  the  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation  from  our  affiliating  agencies,  our  students  enjoy  a  superior 
clinical  education  and  our  graduates  continue  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  tradition  of  excellence. 

During  the  summer,  students  will  again  be  certified  in  Cardiopul¬ 
monary  Resuscitation  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Tom  Cummings,  Coor¬ 
dinator  for  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Mrs.  Knight  has  been  appointed  to  the  Norwood  Council  on  Aging 
for  a  4-year  term.  She  looks  forward  to  active  involvement  in  the  fine 
work  of  the  Council. 

On  Wdenesday,  June  3, 1981  the  35  members  of  the  Practical  Nursing 
Program  participated  in  a  disaster  drill  held  at  Norwood  Hospital.  This 
kind  of  experience  provides  the  nursing  student  with  the  unique  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  being  participant  and  observer  in  yet  another  vital  phase  of 
community  health  care  team  work. 

Culinary  Arts 

The  Culinary  Arts  Program  consists  of  the  Cafeteria  or  mass  food 
preparation  area,  the  Dining  Room  Management  area,  and  the  Bakery. 
An  average  of  42  senior  citizens  are  transported  to  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
cafeteria  each  week  day  by  the  Norwood  Drop-in  Center.  For  many,  this 
is  the  high  point  of  their  day.  The  restaurant  business  suffered  due  to  a 
lack  of  available  parking  facilities  and  the  likelihood  of  a  parking  ticket.

To  compensate  for  this  loss  of  weekly  patronage,  the  class  reverted  to 
catering  projejcts  and  functions  as  a  means  of  fostering  public  relations. 
Among  the  local  organizations  served,  were  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club, 
the  Bowling  League  of  the  local  Temple,  the  Norwood  Welfare  Office, 
Polaroid,  and  the  Telephone  Company. 

The  bakery  continues  to  fill  orders  for  special  events,  with  students 
creating  beautiful  designs  to  suit  the  occasion.  The  public,  as  well  as 
students,  patronize  the  bakery  the  3  days  a  week  it  is  open. 

Field  trips  are  an  extension  of  the  laboratory  learning  experience, 
relating  it  to  the  real  world.  Hotel  shows  in  New  York,  New  Hampshire 
and  Connecticut  were  preludes  to  the  annual  Boston  Show  in  which  our 
Culinary  Team  participated  and  again  won  first  prize  in  the  area  of 
confectionary  artistry  and  baked  products.  A  trip  to  Jamco  Company  of 
Medford  enabled  students  to  observe  the  manufacture  of  baking  supplies, 
and  a  tour  of  ITT  Continental  Bakery  showed  students  the  commercial 
baking  process.  Two  Peabody  graduates  are  foremen  at  Continental. 
Behind-the-scenes  visits  at  the  Castle  Restaurant  in  Leicester,  and  the 
famous  Daniel  Webster  Inn  in  Sandwich  added  to  the  pleasure  of  these 
two  field  trips. 

A  group  of  students  attended  a  3  day  seminar,  sponsored  by  the  Food 
Service  Educational  Council,  at  University  of  Mass.  Ms.  Martin,  an 
officer  in  this  organization,  has  also  been  accepted  for  membership  in 
the  Boston  Chapter  of  Les  Dames  des  Amis  d’Escoffier,  and  is  the  first 
professional  chef  to  be  a  member  of  this  group.  Recognizing  the  high 
standards  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  a  first-time  scholarship  of 
$500  was  awarded  to  a  Peabody  student  who  was  approved  by  the 
chapter  screening  committee. 

Approximately  40  students  have  been  certified  in  Applied  Food 
Service  Sanitation  at  the  national  level.  Many  awards  were  won  by  Cul¬ 
inary  students  this  year,  including  seven  Olympic  medals  from  the  Food 
Service  Executives  Association,  the  highest  student  award  in  Connecticut 
as  well  as  in  Boston,  and  the  coveted  Anthony  Colucci  Award. 

On  May  15th,  five  members  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  Board 
of  Trustees  toured  the  school  and  attended  a  business  luncheon  in  the 
Dining  Room.  For  many,  it  was  the  first  time  to  see  the  school  “in 
operation”.  The  meeting  allowed  the  Trustees  to  view  the  microcomputer 
presented  to  the  school  in  memory  of  a  former  trustee,  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Adams.  The  Director  personally  thanked  each  member  for  the  dedication 
and  involvement  with  the  Peabody  Fund  and  its  growth.  This  year  the 
fund  presented  over  $79,000.  to  the  Town  of  Norwood.

Mr.  Fulton  was  also  an  active 
participant  in  local  and  regional  guidance  associations. 

The  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools,  in  appreciation  of  the  fine  services  rendered  by 
Mr.  James  R.  Fulton,  extend  their  very  best  wishes  for  a  long,  pro¬ 
ductive  retirement. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  NORTH 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North. 

Enrollment 

Junior  High  School  North  began  its  twelfth  year  on  September  3, 
with  children  from  the  Callahan,  Oldham,  and  Willett  districts  in  com¬ 
bination  with  some  students  from  the  Cleveland  district. 

Of  the  51  Grade  8  students  from  St.  Catherine’s  who  live  in  the  North 
district,  28  entered  Grade  9  this  year,  and  three  entered  in  Grade  7. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  school,  32  students  have  transferred  to  North, 
while  24  have  moved  to  other  communities  or  schools. 

Based  on  current  projections,  our  enrollment  for  next  year  should  be 
about  520.  The  final  figure  depends  on  a  number  of  factors,  such  as  the 
number  of  students  who  actually  enter  from  St.  Catherine’s;  students 
who  attend  private  schools,  such  as  Xaverian,  Catholic  Memorial,  Noble 
and  Greenough,  etc.;  students  who  enroll  in  vocational  schools,  such  as 
Blue  Hills  and  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High  School;  and  the  effects 
of  increases/decreases  in  apartment  house  dwellers. 

Guidance 

During  the  past  year,  the  Guidance  Department  has  been  comprised 
of  three  full-time  counselors  and  no  secretary.  For  the  several  years  prev¬ 
ious  to  this,  we  had  been  working  with  a  part-time  secretary.  The  absence 
of  this  assistance  has  added  to  the  already  heavy  burden  of  paperwork 
and  record  keeping  activities  in  our  department.  We  are  involved  with 
scheduling,  programming,  report  cards,  tutoring  forms,  transcripts,  home¬ 
work  requests,  etc.,  and  we  continue  to  process  Chapter  766  material 
through  our  office.  This  presents  a  burden  on  the  counselors,  who  must 
constantly  try  to  balance  their  increasing  paperwork  and  office  duties 
with  responsibilities  of  personal  involvement  regarding  students.  This 
involvement  includes  meetings  with  students,  parents,  teachers,  766 
Evaluation  Teams,  special  services  personnel,  social  workers,  and  admin¬ 
istrators,  with  the  goal  of  providing  the  most  complete  individualized 
services  for  each  student.  Unfortunately,  the  counselors  are  continually 
faced  with  either  ignoring  routine  office  duties  to  be  available  to  these 
people,  or  ignoring  the  immediate  needs  of  the  students  to  fulfill  paper¬ 
work  responsibilities!  This  situation  presents  an  even  greater  concern 
as  we  now  look  to  the  coming  school  year.  Our  staff  for  next  year  has 
been  reduced  from  three  counselors  to  two,  as  the  result  of  cutbacks  gen¬ 
erated  by  Proposition  2%.  This  will  mean  that  the  remaining  two  counse¬ 
lors  (including  the  Department  Head,  who  must  continue  to  fulfill  the 
requirements  of  this  role)  must  assume  responsibility  for  an  additional 
200-plus  students,  while  still  maintaining  the  present  and  increasing  load 
of  office  duties.  It  is  a  concern  that  this  change  will  greatly  affect  our 
ability  to  spend  the  counseling  time  necessary  to  best  meet  our  stu¬ 
dents’  needs. 
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During  this  year,  counselors  met  with  many  parents  as  well  as  stu¬ 
dents  to  review  and  discuss  information  in  students’  cumulative  folders. 
Meetings  with  students  were  held  in  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts 
law  of  1975  governing  rights  of  access  to  records.  Our  students  and  their 
parents  are  made  aware  of  this  law  through  the  office  of  Junior  High 
North. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  organized  a  number  of  assemblies  this 
year,  including  Blue  Hills  High  School,  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High 
School,  and  the  Peabody  School.  In  addition,  interested  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  tour  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  High  School  and  the  Peabody 
School  accompanied  by  a  Counselor. 

From  late  January  to  the  end  of  April,  the  main  concentration  of  the 
Guidance  Department  was  on  the  programming  of  over  750  students  for 
next  year’s  classes.  This  involved  several  activities,  besides  the  individual 
scheduling  conferences  with  students  at  Junior  High  North.  We  held  a 
meeting  for  Grade  6  teachers  regarding  curriculum,  a  Parents’  Night  to 
discuss  the  programming  procedure  and  curriculum  offerings,  and  also 
visited  Grade  6  classes  as  well  as  St.  Catherine’s  School. 

Particular  attention  is  focused  on  the  programming  and  orientation 
of  Grade  6  students  about  to  enter  the  Junior  High.  This  change  is  a  sig¬ 
nificant  one  for  these  students,  both  academically  and  emotionally.  Stu¬ 
dents  entering  the  Junior  High  are  faced  with  new  responsibilities,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  meeting  new  students  and  teachers.  In  addition  they  must 
learn  to  cope  with  a  larger  school  in  which  they  may  face  up  to  seven 
teachers  daily,  in  as  many  different  classrooms,  as  opposed  to  one  or  two 
teachers  and  classrooms  in  the  elementary  setting.  Counselors  attempt 
each  year  to  make  the  move  from  Grade  6  to  Grade  7  as  comfortable 
as  possible. 

In  this  regard,  in  addition  to  the  meetings  with  Grade  6  teachers  and 
students,  elementary  students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  visit  the 
Junior  High  School  and  tour  the  building.  Students  met  in  the  auditorium 
for  a  meeting  with  the  counselors,  and  a  slide  presentation  and  discussion 
period.  In  addition,  student  guides  led  the  elementary  students  in  small 
groups  on  a  tour  of  the  building,  observing  classes  in  session. 

In  addition  to  our  Grade  6  orientation  program,  we  again  organized 
group  meetings  for  Grade  9  students  with  their  Senior  High  Counselors. 
At  this  time,  information  was  presented  regarding  curriculum  and  Senior 
High  School  policies,  and  a  question  and  answer  period  was  held. 

Once  again  this  year  the  bulk  of  our  testing  program  was  done  in 
Grade  8  (the  Short  Form  Test  of  Academic  Aptitude,  the  California 
Achievement  Test,  and  the  Gates  MacGinitie  Reading  Test).  In  addition, 
the  Reading  Test  was  also  administered  to  students  in  grades  7  and  9. 
These  tests  were  administered  in  the  Fall,  and  results  were  sent  home 
when  available  from  the  scoring  service.  As  mandated  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth'  of  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  Test  of  Basic  Skills  was  also 
administered  for  the  first  time  this  year  to  our  grade  8  students.  The 
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Reading  and  Math  sections  were  administered  by  the  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment,  which  also  coordinated  the  administration  of  the  Writing  Skills 
test  through  the  English  Department.  As  of  this  date,  the  results  of  the 
Reading  and  Math  tests  have  been  sent  heme.  Results  of  the  Writing 
Skills  test  will  be  sent  home  when  scoring  is  completed. 

Publications  from  the  Guidance  Department  have  been  somewhat 
limited  by  the  unavailability  of  secretarial  services.  Typing,  duplicating, 
collating  and  dissemination  of  materals  requires  a  great  deal  of  time,  and 
it  is  difficult  to  publish  worthwhile  information  if  secretarial  assistance 
is  as  restrictive  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  eleven  years.  However,  the 
1981-1982  Information  Booklet  on  Courses,  Clubs,  and  Activities  was 
again  prepared  and  published  this  year  by  the  Guidance  Department. 
The  booklet  was  distributed  to  over  550  students  for  their  use  in  planning 
for  the  next  academic  year,  as  well  as  to  parents  who  attended  our 
programming  P.T.A. 

Once  again  this  year,  the  Guidance  Department  worked  together  with 
the  Social  Studies  Department  in  a  unit  on  planning  for  future  education 
and  exploring  careers.  Resource  material  was  provided  by  the  Guidance 
Department,  and  Counselors  worked  with  individual  students  in  locating 
information  and  discussing  alternatives  for  the  future.  As  part  of  this 
program,  counselors  were  also  involved  in  classroom  discussions.  In 
the  fall,  a  counselor  met  with  all  Grade  9  Social  Studies  classes  to  present 
and  discuss  specific  career  opportunities  and  educational/training  pro¬ 
grams.  Later,  in  February,  all  counselors  visited  classrooms  to  discuss  a 
unit  on  specific  information  about  the  Senior  High  School  and  its  cur¬ 
riculum,  as  well  as  data  relevant  to  planning  for  post-secondary  educa¬ 
tion  and  employment.  This  year,  this  activity  was  expanded  to  include 
all  grade  8  as  well  as  grade  9  students.  The  need  was  seen  for  eighth 
graders  to  receive  more  information  to  aid  in  planning  for  high  school. 

During  the  year,  the  Guidance  Department  has  been  a  liaison  between 
school  and  community.  Through  our  office,  students  have  been  notified 
of,  and  applications  have  been  processed  for,  the  annual  babysitting  course 
offered  by  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community  Committee,  as  well  as 
summer  jobs  available  through  CETA.  In  addition,  the  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment  screened  the  ninth  grade  and  organized  a  student  guide  program. 
This  program  provides  student  aides  to  help  during  P.T.A.  nights,  music 
concerts,  open  house,  visits  of  elementary  students,  and  other  meetings 
sponsored  by  Junior  High  North.  Besides  providing  assistance  to  the 
school,  this  program  allows  students  the  opportunity  to  act  as  represen¬ 
tatives  of  Junior  High  North,  and  to  have  a  new  and  positive  experience 
in  dealing  with  other  people. 

In  late  spring,  counselors  review  report  cards  and  notify  students  of 
summer  school  registration  to  meet  minimal  requirements  for  promotion. 

In  addition  to  these  projects,  counselors  are  continually  involved  with 
student  interviews  regarding  academic  progress,  school  adjustment,  pro¬ 
gramming,  vocational  planning,  etc.  The  Guidance  Department  continues 
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to  serve  as  a  resource  to  students,  as  well  as  to  others  who  deal  with  our 
students  —  parents,  teachers,  administrators,  and  the  community. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

The  goal  of  our  Physical  Education  and  Health  Department  is  to 
develop  well  rounded  individuals  with  a  positive  attitude  toward  them¬ 
selves  and  life.  We  feel  our  curriculum  addresses  our  goal  by  stressing 
participation  with  peers,  meeting  new  challenges,  and  experiencing 
success  through  achieving. 

Health  Education  is  a  careful  blend  of  contemporary  needs,  state 
mandates,  and  a  coordinated  and  sequential  curriculum  involving  the 
secondary  schools.  The  three  year  program  at  North  provides  students 
with  facts  and  experiences  to  aid  in  their  future  decision  making.  Sub¬ 
ject  areas  studied  by  our  students  include  fitness,  nutrition,  first-aid 
and  C.P.R.,  drugs  (substantial  effects),  drugs  and  the  law,  and  con¬ 
sumes  health. 

In  Physical  Education,  our  students  may  select  activities  from  a  wide 
range  of  electives.  The  activities  within  our  elective  program  involve 
team  and  individual  games  as  well  as  stressing  lifetime  sport  units. 
Our  elective  program  includes  the  following  activities:  soccer,  football, 
field  hockey,  tennis,  jogging,  volleyball,  dance,  weight  training,  gym¬ 
nastics,  basketball,  archery,  golf,  racketball,  yoga,  slimnastics,  fitness 
test,  hand  ball,  floor  hockey,  track  and  field  events  and  softball.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  our  experimental  units  in  darts,  table  tennis,  and 
shuffle  board  have  been  very  successful  and  will  be  incorporated  in 
our  curriculum  permanently. 


Art 

This  has  been  a  very  eventful  and  exciting  year  for  our  Art  Depart¬ 
ment.  Our  Art  teachers  were  elated  with  the  establishment  of  several  new 
exhibits  this  year  as  annual  events  in  addition  to  those  already  in  exis¬ 
tence.  These  include:  the  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards  Exhibit  in  which 
we  placed  one  state  winner;  the  Annual  K-12  Art  exhibit  which  was 
coordinated  with  teachers  on  all  levels  and  the  work  of  the  students 
displayed  in  the  front  windows  of  many  of  the  stores  in  the  center  of 
town.  This  year  the  Regal  Art  Exhibit  was  established  in  cooperation 
with  the  Regal  Press.  Here  schools  will  display  monthly  their  art  work 
on  a  rotating  basis  and  winners  will  receive  a  saving  bond.  We  feel 
that  these  exhibits  will  greatly  enhance  the  creative  efforts  of  our 
students  and  also  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  public  to 
view  students  achievement. 

Our  program  this  year  was  further  enriched  by  several  field  trips 
that  included  a  Student  Exhibit  at  the  Prudential  Center;  a  water  color 
show  at  the  Underwood  Gallery;  and  a  Saturday  trip  to  New  York  City  to 
view  the  Metropolitan  and  Guggenheim  Museums.  We  feel  our  students 
developed  an  awareness  as  well  as  a  broader  perspective  and  appre¬ 
ciation  far  various  art  forms  as  a  result  of  these  experiences.

A  major  contributing  factor  to  our  art  renaissance,  we  believe,  in 
the  increased  coordination  and  articulation  between  all  the  levels  of  our 
school  system.  This  was  a  primary  goal  of  our  teachers  this  year  and 
they  are  all  delighted  with  the  results  to  date. 

Foreign  Language 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  offers  all  our  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  explore  French  and  Spanish  as  a  minor  subject  in  grade  seven. 
This  exploratory  course  stresses  high-interest  activities  and  study  skills. 
Most  of  our  students  continue  the  study  of  one  of  these  languages 
through  grades  eight  and  nine  in  a  two  year  sequence  which  covers  Level 
One  material  at  a  more  relaxed  pace  with  time  for  individual  attention. 
Exceptionally  talented  students  may  begin  a  five-year  sequence  in  grade 
eight.  In  addition  ninth  grade  students  still  have  the  opportunity  to 
begin  French,  Spanish,  Latin,  or  German.  Unfortunately,  the  latter  two 
courses  will  not  be  offered  next  year. 

I  am  particularly  pleased  to  report  that  we  still  are  attracting  about 
85%  of  our  students  into  studying  a  language  in  our  school.  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  this  statistic  is  certainly  highlighted  when  one  reads  the  current 
government  reports  and  the  opinions  of  leading  educators  who  are 
advocating  more  language  study  to  avert  a  critical  national  crises.  The 
credit  for  such  a  wide  acceptance  belongs  solely  to  the  devotion,  dedica¬ 
tion,  and  hard  work  of  our  language  teachers. 

Their  efforts  and  plans  to  assure  our  students  experience  field  trips* 
to  the  Goethe  Institute  or  see  a  Moliere  play,  or  visit  a  Spanish  Treasure 
exhibit,  or  participate  in  a  Whole  World  Celebration,  have  excited  our 
students  and  encouraged  them  to  continue  pursuing  the  study  of  a  lan¬ 
guage.  Probably  the  high  light  of  our  teachers  efforts  is  found  in  Foreign 
Language  Week  at  North.  Here,  students  and  teachers  participate  in 
wearing  costumes,  buttons,  signs,  foreign  language  announcements  and 
a  Latin  Banquet  complete  with  Chariot  Race. 

Social  Studies 

This  year  our  Social  Studies  Department  undertook  a  major  project 
in  initiating  and  establishing  an  annual  Seventh  Grade  Library  Skills 
Course.  Our  teachers,  with  the  assistance  of  our  school  librarian,  reviewed 
elementary  library  skills;  outlined  our  library  rules;  taught  the  use  of 
our  Card  Catalog;  introduced  the  use  of  audio  visual  materials;  practiced 
using  the  Dewey  Decimal  System ;  and  expanded  the  students  background 
using  Encyclopedias,  reference  materials,  and  the  Readers  Guide.  Through 
the  use  of  worksheets,  tests,  and  hands-on  participation,  we  feel  this 
course  will  be  extremely  beneficial  to  our  students  in  the  future. 

Our  teachers  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  this  year  evaluating  American 
History  texts  in  preparation  for  replacing  our  out-of-date  books.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  social  studies  vocabulary  lists  were 
revised  to  reflect  current  needs  and  expectations. 
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In  addition  to  our  usual  program  on  career  opportunities,  this  year 
we  initiated  a  TEC  Career  Activities  for  the  first  time  for  our  seventh 
graders.  Our  hope  is  to  develop  this  program  into  a  continuous  sequential 
Career  Program  for  all  our  grades. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  a  wide  variety  of  educational  experiences,  we 
have  continued  our  field  trips  to  the  J.F.K.  Library,  the  Bunker  Hill 
Pavillion,  Quincy  Market,  The  Boston  Public  Library,  and  our  annual 
ninth  grade  Washington  Trip.  These  experiences  were  enriched  with 
speakers  from  law  enforcement,  the  Educational  Cooperative  career 
speakers,  and  a  local  dentist  who  travels  extensively  serving  the  needs 
of  people  in  Central  America.  It  is  our  intention  to  attempt  to  present  to 
our  students  next  year  even  broader  opportunities  for  experiences  of 
enrichment  from  outside  the  walls  of  our  school. 

English 

The  State  Board  of  Education  highlighted  the  current  academic  year 
by  implimenting  its  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy  for  the  public 
schools  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  major  policy  directive  focused  on 
curriculum  and  communication  skills.  This  year  our  8th  grade  students 
were  tested  for  minimum  standards  in  reading,  writing,  and  mathematics. 
We  are  pleased  to  report  that  only  five  students  in  mathematics  and  ten 
students  in  reading  did  not  achieve  minimum  standards  as  set  by  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools.  We  feel  these  results  reflect  our  excellent 
curriculum  and  the  devoted  and  dedicated  hard  work  of  our  staff. 

In  accordance  with  the  mandate  of  the  “Regulations  for  Implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  Policy  on  Basic  Skills  Improvement,  our  English  staff  has 
spent  considerable  time  this  year  in  preparing  plans,  materials,  and 
strategies  for  implementing  remedial  programs  for  those  students  who 
do  not  achieve  minimal  competency  in  reading  and  writing.  In  addition, 
considerate  effort  and  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  curriculum  in 
preparation  for  preparing  our  students  for  the  implementation  of  the 
Speaking  and  Listening  tests  next  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  California  Achievement  Test  results 
that  are  based  on  national  norm  are  still  far  above  grade  level  as  they 
have  been  since  we  initiated  the  use  of  this  test  in  1975.  The  resuLs  of 
this  year’s  test  are  as  follows:  2  years,  6  months  above  grade  level  in 
Reading  Vocabulary;  2  years,  2  months  above  grade  level  in  Reading 
Comprehension;  4  years,  4  months  above  grade  level  in  Mathematics 
Computation;  1  year,  9  months  above  grade  level  in  Mathematics  Con¬ 
cepts;  2  years,  2  months  above  grade  level  in  Language  Mechanics;  2 
years,  8  months  above  grade  level  in  Language  Usage;  one  year,  4 
months  above  grade  level  in  spelling;  and  2  years,  1  month  above  grade 
level  in  reference  Skills.  I  believe  the  aforementioned  are  excellent  indi¬ 
cations  that  our  students  are  learning  and  that  our  curriculum  is  viable 
and  relevant  to  their  academic  needs. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our  Gates  MacGinitie  Reading  Test 
Scores  are  also  well  above  grade  level  despite  national  trends  that  seem 
not  as  positive  as  our  local  results. 
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Our  staff  is  pleased  at  the  result  of  our  mandatory  year  round 
reading  program.  We  feel  it  has  encouraged  and  motivated  our  students 
to  read  more  as  well  as  the  accompanying  obligation  to  write  a  summary 
of  the  books  read. 

Our  current  concerns  seem  to  become  more  critical  each  year  as 
additional  skills  are  delineated  as  part  of  the  English  curriculum  and 
responsibility  and  more  methods  of  accountability  are  devised.  The  prob¬ 
lem  for  our  teachers  is  to  find  the  time  during  the  year  to  be  able  to 
adequately  cover  and  review  all  the  material  that  our  students  are 
expected  to  have  a  reasonable  degree  of  competency. 

Mathematics 

This  year,  Mr.  McKenna,  our  Math  Department  Head,  has  expanded 
our  mathematics  league  competition  to  the  national  level.  Fifty-six  of 
our  students  from  grades  7  thru  9  participated  in  a  series  of  tests  that 
spanned  five  monthly  “meets”.  This  competition  included  over  two  hun¬ 
dred  seventy-five  ninth  grade  teams  and  over  six  hundred  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  teams.  Included  in  the  competition  were  private,  parochial, 
and  public  schools.  We  were  extremely  pleased  that  in  this  highly 
competitive  testing,  our  students  scores  in  the  top  30th  percentile. 

I  believe  the  results  of  this  year’s  California  Achievement  tests 
reflect  the  quality  of  our  mathematics  department  as  well  as  the  strength 
of  our  curriculum.  Our  mathematics  computation  scores  rose  two  years 
over  last  years  performance.  This  score  was  12.5  grade  level  which  is 
outstanding.  In  addition,  our  mathematics  concepts  and  application  scores 
continued  to  stay  about  2  years  above  grade  level. 

Last  March,  the  minimal  competency  tests  were  administered  to  our 
students  for  the  first  time.  Again,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  over 
97%  of  our  eighth  grade  students  successfully  demonstrated  competency 
in  the  basic  skills  by  “passing”  the  test.  Our  staff  has  been  spending  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  developing  remedial  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of 
those  students  who  did  not  attain  minimal  competency. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  computer  programming  efforts  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  expanded  and  integrated  into  our  mathematics  curriculum. 
Last  October  our  Wang  Computer  System  was  delivered,  installed,  and 
ready  for  student  involvement.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Patrick 
Murphy  who  wrote  the  grant  that  enabled  us  to  purchase  this  valuable 
and  educational  equipment  with  federal  funds.  This  year  our  students 
have  been  learning  how  to  operate  the  hardware  and  software  of  the 
system  with  great  enthusiasm. 

Career  Educattion 

During  the  last  twenty  years  we  had  developed  a  superior  sequential 
career  education  curriculum  that  encouraged  exploration,  created  career 
awareness  experiences,  and  enrichment  for  our  students.  However,  this 
year  as  a  result  of  continued  decreased  enrollment  and  the  passage  of 
Proposition  2%,  we  have  had  to  seriously  cut  back  on  our  course  offerings 
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consequently  regret  to  report  that  we  have  eliminated  the  following 
courses  from  our  curriculum:  World  of  Construction,  Mechanical  Draw¬ 
ing,  Electricity  Electronics,  Wood  Enrichment,  Power  Mechanics,  Graphic 
Arts  Enrichment  and  Design,  and  Plastics.  We  feel  it  is  unfortunate  that 
our  future  students  will  miss  these  excellent  courses  that  did  much  to 
enhance  student  backgrounds.  Starting  next  year  our  industrial  arts 
courses  will  reflect  the  curriculum  of  the  60’s  with  general  courses  in 
woodworking,  metals,  and  graphic  arts.  This  is  indeed  a  sad  turn  of  events 
and  does  create  a  great  deal  of  apprehension  for  the  future. 

Conclusion 

Last  year,  in  the  conclusion  of  my  annual  report,  I  stated  that  I 
was  confident  and  enthusiastic  that  public  schools  could  meet  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  academic  quality  for  students  in  the  future.  I  believe  my  confi¬ 
dence  was  well  placed  as  we  look  at  the  results  of  our  school  testing 
this  year.  Our  California  Aptitude  Test  results,  based  on  national  norms, 
showed  an  average  score  of  at  least  two  years  above  grade  level.  The 
Gates  MacGinitie  Reading  Tests  results  showed  that  students  in  all 
three  grades  mean  score  was  well  above  grade  level.  Finally,  we  should 
be  most  proud  of  the  excellent  results  achieved  in  the  Basic  Skills  Com¬ 
petency  Tests.  We  are  pleased  in  the  performance  of  our  eighth  graders 
in  this  first  state  mandated  test  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  students  demonstrated  competency  in  the 
mathematics  test;  ninety-four  percent  “passed”  in  he  reading  test;  and 
eighty-eight  percent  showed  a  passing  proficiency  in  writing.  We  feel 
our  school,  and  our  community,  can  justifiably  be  proud  of  these  results. 
I  believe  it  also  shows  to  our  taxpayer  that  our  school  system  is  worthy 
of  their  confidence  and  support. 

The  1980-81  academic  year  for  educators  has  been  a  most  difficult 
and  frustrating  experience.  We  have  witnessed  and  encountered  the 
strongest  anti-public  school  sentiments  expressed  since  the  advent  of 
this  noble  institution.  A  multiple  of  circumstances  that  have  emerged 
on  the  national  scene  appears  to  have  been  instrumental  in  fostering  a 
loss  of  confidence  in  the  public  school.  We  have  experienced  economically 
across  the  nation  high  unemployment,  sky  rocketing  inflation,  teacher 
strikes,  and  a  deep  anger  at  higher  taxes  and  public  employees.  Two 
additional  factors  have  aggravated  the  attitude  concerning  public  educa¬ 
tion  that  cannot  be  minimized  in  terms  of  their  negative  effects  on  local 
situations.  The  first  is  feelings  against  schools  in  the  big  city  that  are 
deteriorating  due  to  decreased  budgets  and  student  discipline.  The  second 
factor  is  probably  the  most  serious.  It  is  the  constant  negative  reporting 
of  a  hostile  press  that  never  hesitates  to  hail  our  failures  and  is  not 
interested  in  reporting  our  successes. 

It  is  therefore  not  difficult  to  understand  the  skepticism  that 
envelopes  public  education  today.  It  is  also  not  too  difficult  to  understand 
why  teachers’  moral  is  so  low  in  our  society.  On  one  hand  we  have  an 
unfriendly  press  generalizing  the  ills  of  the  big  city  as  characteristics 
of  all  school  systems.  On  the  other,  we  add  the  effects  of  strong  com¬ 
munity  approval  for  legislation  such  as  Proposition  2V2  that  reduces 
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drastically  financial  support.  It  is  important  to  the  educational  issue 
that  we  remember  that  such  financial  cuts  are  not  based  on  student 
enrollments  but  rather  on  a  very  clouded  and  ambiguous  tax  issue. 
The  effects  of  the  foregoing  are  real  and  close  to  the  classroom  since 
they  eliminate  parts  of  the  curriculum  and  increase  class  size. 

Unfortunately  for  educators  the  American  press  is  dedicated  ta  the 
proposition  that  anything  good  about  public  schools  is  not  worth  printing. 
This  is  why  we  do  not  find  in  our  newspapers,  magazines,  etc.  that  the 
American  public  gives  the  public  school  the  second  highest  confidence 
rating  among  American  institutions,  trailing  only  the  church.  According 
to  the  Gallup  poll,  following  behind  the  schools  are  the  courts,  local 
government,  state  government,  national  government,  labor  unions,  and 
big  business.  I  believe  this  says  a  great  deal  about  the  public’s  con¬ 
fidence  in  schools. 

It  is  my  contention  that  our  Public  School  System,  and  Norwood  in 
particular,  will  more  than  hold  its  own  under  close  scrutiny.  All  we  ask, 
in  fairness,  is  that  citizens  look  at  our  curriculum  and  our  test  results 
rather  than  the  generalization  and  innuendoes  that  are  not  relevant, 
accurate,  or  true  to  our  particular  school  system.  I  believe  our  course 
of  study,  the  result  of  our  standardized  test  scores,  and  the  demonstrated 
proficiency  of  our  students  in  the  mandated  state  test  will  more  than 
justify  community  faith  and  support. 

Lastly,  we  urge  citizens,  office  seekers,  as  well  as  the  press,  not  to 
use  the  public  schools  as  “whipping  boys”  for  the  ills  of  our  state  or 
community.  We  all  must  remember  the  public  school  is  probably  the 
last  vestige  of  what  our  forefathers  conceived  as  a  truly  public  and 
democratic  institution.  If  this  important  institution,  which  has  enabled 
this  nation  to  achieve  its  greatness,  disappears  or  falters,  then  certainly 
what  will  replace  it  will  be  less  democratic.  This  will  be  a  serious  loss 
to  us  individually  as  well  as  a  nation.  The  real  challenge  for  all  of  us  is 
to  rally  to  strengthen  and  improve  this  singular  and  unique  American 
institution  that  has  been  the  backbone  of  our  democracy. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  SOUTH 

In  September,  1980  we  welcomed  623  students  to  Junior  High  South. 
We  also  welcomed  three  (3)  teachers  to  the  staff. 

Jean  Poce  and  Doris  Duncan  transferred  from  Junior  High  North 
to  our  Language  Arts  and  Fine  Arts  Departments  respectively,  Cynthia 
Zinni  joined  our  Music  staff  from  the  elementary  level. 

In  October,  Robert  Moccia,  was  hired  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Science 
Department  created  by  the  resignation  of  Dennis  Corcoran.  Pauline 
Gorman,  of  our  Guidance  Department  was  transferred  to  the  H.  O.  Pea¬ 
body  School  in  January  and  Richard  Dunn  was  transferred  from  our 
Language  Arts  Department  to  fill  that  vacancy. 

Ann  Malone  was  hired  to  replace  Mr.  Dunn  for  the  remainder  of 
the  academic  year. 
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Language  Arts 

Some  changes  were  made  in  the  Language  Arts  curriculum  this  year 
when  Mrs.  Poce  joined  our  staff.  The  reading  program  has  been  revitalized 
through  her  skillful  planning  and  enthusiastic  efforts.  We  now  offer  two 
separate  but  sequential  remedial  reading  courses  in  addition  to  the 
developmental  reading  classes. 

The  staff  also  devoted  considerable  time  and  effort  to  the  implemen¬ 
tation  of  the  state-mandated  basic  skills  testing  program.  During  two 
in-service  programs  we  received  special  training  in  the  holistic  scoring 
method,  which  we  then  used  to  grade  the  writing  sample  tests  adminis¬ 
tered  to  all  eighth  graders. 

Department  activities  include  field  trips  to  theatrical  performances. 
Seventh  graders  attended  a  performance  in  Boston  of  “A  Christmas 
Carol,”  starring  Orson  Bean.  In  May,  more  than  100  ninth  grade  students 
saw  the  North  Shore  Music  Theatre’s  production  of  “Romeo  and  Juliet.” 

A  new  and  highly  successful  event  in  the  Language  Arts  Department 
this  year  was  the  writing  contest,  which  was  open  to  all  students  in 
the  school.  Entries  ranged  from  poems  and  essays  to  mysteries  and 
short  stories.  From  more  than  100  entries,  three  prize  winners  from  each 
grade  were  chosen  as  well  as  an  overall  grand  prize  winner.  The  Lions 
Club  of  Norwood  generously  sponsored  this  contest. 

Mathematics 

The  Mathematics  Department  continued  to  operate  a  mathematics 
laboratory.  The  two  major  goals  of  the  lab  are  to  offer  our  students 
some  experience  with  computers  and  to  provide  some  individual  help  to 
students  who  were  experiencing  difficulty.  For  most  of  the  year  an  old 
Hewlett-Packard  computer  was  housed  in  the  lab.  This  was  used  on 
occasion  by  individual  students  as  well  as  by  entire  classes.  However, 
this  computer  is  frequently  in  need  of  minor  repairs  and  thus  is  not 
dependable.  A  new  Wang  computer  has  been  purchased  by  a  Federal 
grant  to  be  used  by  both  junior  high  schools.  Due  to  circumstances  beyond 
our  control  we  were  not  able  to  utilize  this  computer  during  this  school 
year.  We  will  have  it  for  the  first  semester  next  year  and  hope  to  put  it 
to  great  use  at  that  time. 

We,  also  have  a  TR5-80  micro-compuer  in  the  lab.  This  was  in  opera¬ 
tion  for  the  entire  year,  and  was  used  regularly  by  many  students. 

Math  teachers  were  scheduled  into  the  lab  on  a  regular  basis  and 
were  able  to  provide  extra  help  to  students  who  came  to  the  lab  for 
such  help.  However,  due  to  a  shortage  of  substitute  teachers  many 
times  the  lab  had  to  be  closed  so  that  the  math  teachers  cover  other 
classes.  Overall,  the  math  lab  goals  were  met  with  limited  success  with 
plenty  of  room  for  future  growth. 

In  February,  many  of  our  7th  and  8th  grade  accelerated  students 
participated  in  the  New  England  Mathematics  League  contest.  Top 
scorers  in  both  grades  received  award  certificates  recognizing  their 
accomplishments.

The  Math  department  spend  considerable  time  reviewing  its  cur¬ 
riculum  so  as  to  indicate  how  the  objectives  of  the  state  mandated  basic 
skills  test  were  being  met.  The  test  was  administered  for  the  first  time 
this  year. 

During  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  year,  the  department  utilized  a 
computer  terminal  which  was  tied  up  to  an  occupational  data  bank.  Ninth 
grade  classes  as  well  as  some  eighth  grade  classes  participated.  Students 
took  a  survey  test  which  provided  an  individual  profile  of  each  student. 
By,  feeding  this  profile  into  the  terminal  a  list  of  occupations  was  pro¬ 
duced  which  might  give  each  student  some  occupational  goals  to  con¬ 
sider  as  they  continue  on  to  high  school  and  beyond. 

Science 

This  year  we  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Dennis  Corcoran, 
a  ten  year  veteran  of  the  Norwood  School  System.  Mr.  Corcoran  was 
replaced  by  Robert  Moccia,  a  recent  graduate  of  Stonehill  College. 

The  Science  department  sponsored  many  field  trip  including  ones  to 
the  Science  Museum,  and  the  Aquarium.  The  World  of  Snakes  presenta¬ 
tion  to  our  7th  grade  classes  again  proved  very  exciting  and  educationally 
beneficial. 

In  the  Spring  the  bi-annal  School  Fair  was  highlighted  by  many 
science  projects. 

Outdoor  classes  were  again  conducted  in  the  Fall  and  Spring  as 
the  science  department  continued  to  make  use  of  the  nearby  conserva¬ 
tion  grounds. 

Social  Studies 

The  recently  completed  school  year  saw  grade  7  classes  finally  adopt¬ 
ing  appropriate  text  for  each  ability  level.  However,  we  have  observed 
that  more  and  more  of  our  middle  and  lower  ability  groups  have  improved 
their  reading  and  comprehension  abilities  to  the  point  that  we  are 
seriously  considering  the  use  of  more  of  the  advanced  text  for  next 
years  classes. 

Grade  8  classes  in  American  History  have  progressed  nicely,  and 
more  individual  projects,  group  discussions  and  debates  have  been 
observed  this  year.  This  class  also  had  the  benefit  of  several  field  trips 
to  Boston,  Fall  River  and  Lexington,  all  of  which  were  coordinated  with 
current  class  work. 

Grade  9  Government  classes  were  actively  involved  with  the  Presi¬ 
dential  Election  Campaign,  as  well  as  the  annual  trip  to  Washington,  D.C. 
In  Ancient  Civilization,  we  saw  a  larger  number  enrolled  and  we  expect 
an  even  larger  number  next  year,  when  social  studies  will  be  required  of 
all  9th  graders. 

In  summary,  we  can  say  that  the  Social  Studies  Department,  has 
improved  its  position  with  the  adoption  of  new  and  additional  texts,  an 
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adequate  supply  of  maps  and  visual  aids,  and  an  expanding  AV  Library, 
all  designed  to  meet  the  collective  and  individual  needs  of  aur  students. 

Career  Education 

The  Career  Education  Department  produced  many  positive  results 
this  year. 

The  curriculum  in  all  areas  was  basically  the  same.  We  are  interest¬ 
ing  more  and  more  girls  in  our  Industrial  Arts  courses. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  handled  all  the  printing  for  the  school 
and  community. 

The  news  of  losing  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics  and  part  of  a 
Business  teacher  was  very  disturbing.  This  will  require  reducing  several 
courses  offerings  which  the  students  looked  forward  to  selecting. 

Foreign  Language 

The  Foreign  Language  Departmenzt  has  sponsored  various  cultural 
activities  to  enhance  the  program  and  to  heighten  student  interest.  In 
the  fall,  125  eighth  grade  students  participated  in  the  Whole  World 
Celebration  at  Commonwealth  Pier  in  Boston.  Ninth  grade  French  stu¬ 
dents  attended  a  Canadian  folk  music  concert  followed  by  lunch  at  a 
French  restaurant.  At  the  Goethe  Institute,  German  students  enjoyed  a 
Chirstmas  program,  and  Spanish  students  attended  a  Spanish  rock  con¬ 
cert  followed  by  lunch  at  Paco’s  Tacos.  Highlighting  the  list  of  cultural 
activities  is  the  four-day  trip  to  Quebec  and  Montreal  where  thirty-nine 
Foreign  Language  students  experienced  life  in  an  authentically  French 
setting. 

Foreign  Language  students  eagerly  participated  in  the  “International 
Cafe”  featured  by  the  Language  Department  for  the  1981  School  Fair. 
With  its  assortment  of  foreign  foods  and  its  waitresses  garbed  in  foreign 
costumes,  the  cafe  was  a  success  with  parents  as  well  as  students. 

A  new  French  curriculum  was  implemented  this  year  in  all  Level 
One  courses  and  we  are  hoping  to  update  our  Spanish  program  com¬ 
mencing  September,  1981. 

Physical  Education 

The  Physical  Education  classes  enjoyed  an  interesting  year  with 
many  co  educational  activities. 

Track  and  Field  events  were  very  popular  this  year  along  with  Aero¬ 
bic  Dancing,  Softball,  Basketball,  Tennis  and  Flag  Football  competition 
was  also  of  high  interest. 

However,  the  most  popular  activity  for  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
was  the  Square  Dancing  Unit  which  culminated  in  the  Ninth  Grade 
“Hoedown.” 

All  in  all,  an  enjoyable  year  in  Physical  Education. 
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Health 

Health  classes  in  grade  nine  followed  last  years’  format,  beginning 
with  the  Family  Unit  and  ending  with  the  Drug  Unit.  Student  interest 
was  very  high  this  year  and  as  usual  the  drug  unit  was  based  on  student 
selections.  This  year  the  students  expressed  interest  on  information 
about  “Angel  Dust”,  “Marijuana”  and  “L.S.D.” 

A  major  change  took  place  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  program 
by  including  the  current  eighth  grade  program  into  grade  seven.  This 
meant  that  both  grades  were  taught  the  same  units  this  year.  However, 
next  year  grade  eight  will  pick  up  where  grade  seven  stopped.  Grade 
seven  will  include  the  structural  composition  of  the  Body,  the  Skelton, 
Muscles,  Respiration,  Fitness,  Skin,  Tobacco  and  Alcohol. 

It  is  felt  that  grade  seven  will  benefit  from  this  physical  aspect  of 
health  and  grade  eight  will  be  able  to  incorporate  more  into  next 
years’  curriculum. 

Fine  Arts 

The  1980-81  school  year  emphasized  growth  for  Junior  High  South’s 
Art  Department.  Re-establishment  and  unity  to  the  total  K-12  Fine  Arts 
Program,  and  community  exposure  and  recognition  were  achieved. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included:

2.  Entry  and  acceptanc  eof  3  art  students  projects  to  the  BOSTON 
GLOBE  Scholastic  Awards  (2  went  on  to  N.Y.  for  possible  accep¬ 
tance  in  National  competition.) 

3.  First  Annual  Fine  Arts  Exhibition,  Washington  Street,  Norwood 
in  nine  stores,  for  two  weeks  in  April. 

4.  School  Committee  Room  Bulletin  Board  display,  alternating  with 
elementary  and  high  school  Art  Department. 

5.  Regal  Instant  Press,  Washington  Street,  Norwood  Exhibits  with 
elementary  and  high  school  Art  Departments. 

6.  Participation  in  School  Fair  with  student  demonstrations  in  clay 
and  print-making. 

Guidance 

The  following  activities  were  selected  for  the  purpose  of  delineating 
some  of  the  educational  programs  currently  going  an  in  the  area  of 
Guidance. 
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The  Guidance  Department  continued  its  regular  program  of  orien¬ 
tation  of  all  sixth  graders,  inviting  these  students  for  a  day’s  visit  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  physical  plant,  classes,  and  personnel. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  with  parents  to  explain  curriculum  and 
career  opportunities  for  their  children. 

Tours  to  various  vocational  schools  were  conducted  for  interested 
students.  Schools  such  as  Peabodyy,  Norfolk  Agricultural,  Blue  Hills 
Regional  were  visited. 

The  usual  testing  program  for  all  classes  was  prepared  and  admin¬ 
istered  and  the  results  mailed  home  to  parents. 

Throughout  the  year,  an  intensive  counseling  program  was  carried 
out  on  all  grade  levels.  Conferences  wree  held  on  a  scheduled  basis  and 
at  the  request  of  teacher,  parents  and  pupils.  Referrals  were  made  to 
other  authorities  when  indicated. 

New  students  were  programmed  and  current  students  screened  to 
determine  whether  program  changes  were  necessary. 

Many  activities  were  planned  for  our  student  body,  which  included  a 
“Dress-Up”  Day,  Rent-a-Kid  Day,  Awards  Assembly  and  Class  Day  which 
are  all  annual  events  at  Junior  High  South. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  which  was  re-instituted  at  Junior 
High  South  three  years  ago  was  again  very  active  and  inducted  13 
new  members. 

Mr.  James  R.  Fulton,  a  member  of  our  Guidance  Department  for 
32  years  retired,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Margaret  Sanphy  aur  head  Cook  after 
19  years  of  service  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Taris,  Mr.  Napoleone  and  the  School 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  BALCH  SCHOOL 

As  Principal  of  the  Balch  School  I  submit  my  tenth  annual  report 
for  the  period  July  1,  1980  to  June  30,  1981. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

Balch  has  twenty  classroom  teachers,  one  reading  specialist,  a  Learn¬ 
ing  Center  teacher,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  Bi-Lingual  teacher,  a  teacher 
for  English  as  a  second  language,  a  Special  Needs  teacher,  and  two  full 
time  aides  in  the  Resource  Room. 

Next  Fall  our  classroom  teachers  will  number  eighteen.  We  will  have 
one  Kindergarten  teacher  operating  two  sessions  . 
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Programs  Offered 

(A)  Bi-Lmgual  (Portuguese) 

The  Bi-Lingual  Program  in  Norwood  was  established  six  years  ago 
Although  approximately  50%  of  the  students  have  been  in  this  country 
for  less  than  three  years,  they  have  all  adapted  well  to  their  new  sur¬ 
roundings. 

The  students  continue  to  attend  Portuguese  language  classes.  We 
also  involve  secondary  students  of  Portuguese  background.  The  objectives 
of  the  program  have  been  to  develop  reading  and  writing  skills  in  both 
English  and  Portuguese,  and  to  develop  speaking  and  oral  comprehension 
skills  in  English. 

(B)  Counseling 

In  conjunction  with  Chapter  766,  the  responsibilities  of  the  Adjust¬ 
ment  Counsellor  took  on  additional  dimensions.  Organizationally  the 
Counselor  assumed  the  role  of  Chairperson  (Principal  co  chaired)  of  the 
intermediate  evaluation  team.  This  worked  well,  especially  in  coordina¬ 
tion  of  scheduling,  referral  process,  notifying  parents,  conferences,  and 
development  and  implementation  of  the  educational  plans. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Jaffe,  a  Core  facilitator,  was  assigned  to  the  Balch  in 
October,  1979,  and  it  was  her  duty  to  make  all  the  necessary  schedules, 
contact  people,  and  act  as  liason  for  the  GET. 

Group  counseling  (for  pupils  in  grades  3-6)  focused  an  the  objectives 
of  more  responsible  social  relationships  and  more  positive  self-images. 

(C)  Resource  Center 

The  Resource  Center  at  Balch  services  all  the  elementary  schools  in 
Norwood  via  a  step-by-step  procedure  with  Chapter  766.  The  program 
is  geared  to  assist  special  needs  children  adjusting  to  a  regular  classroom 
procedure.  Work  is  individualized  and  the  curriculum  is  based  on  each 
child  s  particular  need.  The  materials  are  varied,  but  come  primarily 
from  the  child’s  classroom  plus  any  supplementary  materials  needed. 
The  classroom  teacher  and  two  Resource  teachers  meet  as  the  need 
occurs  to  develop  the  ideal  situation  for  the  child. 

Next  year  the  program  will  anticipate  several  m,ore  children,  thus 
bringing  it  up  to  the  maximum  level  of  the  law.  We  use  a  regular  class¬ 
room  and  also  a  conference  room  to  accommodate  the  children  in  a 
proper  educational  setting. 

The  aim  of  the  program  is  successful  integration  into  the  regular 
program  of  the  classroom,  and  I  am  delighted  and  optimistic  when  I 
see  positive  results. 

(D)  The  Balch  Learning  Center  provides  diagnostic  evaluation  and 
remedial  therapeutic  assistance  to  children  with  learning  disabilities.  Each 
child’s  program  is  individually  designed  and  includes  work  in  academic 
and/or  non-academic  areas.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to  learning  style,  so 
that  each  child  can  best  “learn  to  learn”  using  strategies  most  effective 
for  him/her. 
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The  Learning  Center  services  children  in  grades  K-6,  and  attempts 
to  have  each  child’s  program  complement  his/her  classroom  experience 
whenever  possible. 

(F)  Reading  Enrichment 

The  Librarian  worked  with  the  gifted  readers  in  small  groups  of  six 
to  eight  at  grade  levels  five  through  six.  It  provides  additional  reading 
extensions  to  develop  interests,  inferential  and  comprehension  skills  on 
a  higher  level.  Units  included  fairy  tales,  poetry,  creative  work,  and 
famous  literature  —  Caldecott  winning  books.  The  children  were  very 
enthused,  and  worked  well  with  Mrs.  Conrad.  Miss  Sheila  Cough  worked 
with  enrichment  pupils  grades  1-4,  and  this  was  very  successful.  We 
plan  to  provide  opportunities  for  grade  1-6  enrichment  pupils. 

(G)  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Reading  Department  to  develop  a  favorable 
self-image  and  reasonable  academic  aspirations  and  achievements  in  the 
students,  using  a  variety  of  interesting  and  meaningful  materials.  To 
insure  successful  and  rewarding  experience  in  the  Remedial  Areas,  the 
goals  are  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  reading  and  re-enforce  basic  phonetic 
skills,  visual  and  auditory  discrimination,  increase  attention  span  and 
cultivate  power  in  oral  readings. 

(H)  Science 

Perhaps  a  Science  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart,  or  some  suitable  guide¬ 
line  could  be  developed  in  order  that  overlapping  not  occur. 

Grades  5  and  6  were  involved  in  science  fairs  this  year.  All  the  classes 
had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  cafeteria  to  see  the  projects  devised  by 
these  pupils.  This  gave  the  pupils  of  Grades  5  and  6  an  experience  which 
will  prepare  them  for  secondary  education.  We  need  a  town-wide  science 
basal  text. 

(I)  Penmanship 

This  is  an  area  needing  reenforcement.  We  do  enough,  as  we  have 
handwriting  guides,  but  more  pride  should  be  incorporated.  At  Balch,  we 
have  a  yearly  “contest”  and  select  the  two  best  papers  from  each  room 
for  display  in  the  library.  Certificates  are  given  to  the  deserving  recip¬ 
ients.  We  hope  this  small  token  instills  pride  and  concern  in  Penmanship. 

(J)  The  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  Programs 

These  programs  have  completed  their  fifth  years  and  marked  improve¬ 
ment  can  be  seen  in  their  levels  of  ability  to:  Listen  to  directions  accur¬ 
ately,  discriminate  consonant  sounds,  identify  rhyming  words  and  pic¬ 
tures,  sequencing  events,  oral  language  development,  auditory  memory, 
motor  control,  eye-hand  coordination,  special  development  and  self-control. 

(L)  Grade  Six  International  Days 

In  June  Balch  School  sixth  grades  participated  in  their  ninth  Annual 
International  Day.  The  day  was  highlighted  by  three  events.  The  chil¬ 
dren  and  parents  provided  and  prepared  delicious  and  varied  meals  com¬ 
mon  to  European  and  Asian  countries.  All  had  plenty  to  eat  and  found 
it  fun  to  sample  foods  from  their  ancestors’  countries. 
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Each  child’s  report  on  the  country  of  their  family’s  origin  was 
on  display  for  all  visitors  to  view  and  enjoy.  These  reports  depicted  and 
explained  what  makes  up  a  country.  The  day  was  concluded  with  the 
children  providing  entertainment  from  foreign  countries  in  the  form 
of  dances,  magic  acts,  solos,  duets,  etc.  Also,  dolls  representing  the 
various  countries  were  on  display  for  all  to  enjoy.  The  sixth  grade  teachers 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  planning  and  successful  implementation 
of  this  annual  educational  and  social  program. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association 

The  PTA  had  a  successful  year  with  the  result  that  two  scholarships 
were  awarded  to  two  outstanding  Norwood  High  School  graduates.  The 
Cub  Pack  has  been  effectively  organized  at  Balch  and  the  scouting  pro¬ 
gram  which  was  definitely  needed  made  great  headway,  thanks  to  some 
energetic  parents  and  PTA  support. 

The  PTA  organization  is  well  interested  in  the  educational  welfare 
of  the  pupils  of  the  Balch  School. 

Building  Maintenance 

The  cleanliness  standards  of  the  building  and  grounds  is  being  prop¬ 
erly  maintained,  and  credit  goes  to  our  three  custodians,  who  continually 
da  excellent  work. 

Professional  Growth 

T.E.C.  has  become  vital  to  my  professional  growth  this  past  year. 
The  annual  Craigville  Conference  for  Elementary  Principals  of  the  ten 
T.E.C.  towns,  along  with  our  quarterly  meetings,  have  helped  to  stim¬ 
ulate  my  professional  growth. 

In  the  future  I  again  stress  the  need  for  an  ongoing  In-Service  Pro¬ 
gram  for  Administrators  be  made  available.  Through  T.E.C.  this  can 
be  planned  and  carried  out  in  order  that  all  T.E.C.  principals  will  benefit. 

Title  I  (ASPIRE) 

At  the  Balch  School  we  are  engaged  in  a  daily  ESEA  Title  I  Program. 
Each  child  in  our  Title  I  program  must  have  approval  and  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  classroom  teacher  and  written  permission  of  the  parent. 

The  program  is  geared  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  child  who  will  visit 
the  Title  I  tutor  on  a  regular  basis  several  times  weekly. 

The  purpose  of  ASPIRE  is  to  provide  additional  and  supportive  help 
to  children,  who  by  performance  have  displayed  a  need  in  the  areas  of 
reading  and/or  math. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  Dr.  Taris,  Mr.  Napoleone,  Mr.  Maleiko,  and  the  personnel  at 
Central  Administration  for  their  continuous  cooperation,  assistance  and 
understanding  in  working  for  the  betterment  of  the  children  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools.

The  dropping  of  two  classrooms,  a  third  and  a  fourth,  yeilded  some 
badly  needed  spaces.  The  Learning  Center  was  moved  from  ground  level 
to  a  regular  classroom  on  the  first  floor.  The  vacated  room  was  assigned 
to  the  Title  I  Tutors,  the  first  time  they  have  had  a  private  space. 

The  other  room  in  the  “new”  wing  is  a  large  ro.om  with  a  sink 
and  is  designated  as  an  all  purpose  room.  The  Art  teacher  meets  her 
classes  there  as  do  the  instrumental  music  teachers.  It  means  that  the 
art  teacher  need  not  carry  her  materials  from  room  to  room  making  for 
more  efficient  scheduling. 

Basically  we  have  two  rooms  for  each  grade  and  have  spaces  for 
most  of  the  auxiliary  personnel.  The  adjustment  counselor  must  still  use 
the  teachers’  dining  room  as  a  place  to  meet  his  clients.  The  school  psy¬ 
chologist  schedules  her  visits  when  the  speech  therapist  is  at  her  other 
school.  The  nurse  shares  the  secretary’s  office  which  has  worked  out 
rather  well  as  ill  children  have  to  be  dismissed  through  the  secretary. 

The  basic  skills  competencies  were  testd  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
Math  and  Reading  were  tested  in  the  third  and  fifth  grades.  Results  were 
awaited  anxiously.  Results  were  reported  the  last  week  of  school.  Only 
one  pupil,  a  third  grader,  didn't  pass  the  Math  test.  Much  remediation 
had  taken  place  and  his  teacher  feels  that  he  could  pass  now. 
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The  writing  competencies  were  administered  and  are  in  the  process 
of  being  scored  by  a  special  team.  Tribute  must  be  paid  to  Miss  Evelyn 
Wall,  Reading  Specialist,  for  guidance  and  assistance  in  the  whole  area 
of  minimum  competencies.  She  has  spent  many  hours  over  and  above 
her  regular  day  assisting  Mr.  Smith  on  this  state-mandated  program. 

To  prove  that  school  can  be  fun  as  well  as  work,  two  separate  sports 
nights  are  held  for  the  boys  and  girls.  These  events  are  sponsored  and 
organized  largely  by  the  four  male  faculty  members.  However,  some 
ladies  do  assist.  The  P.T.A.  provided  prizes  and  refreshments.  Many 
parents  attend  and  it  is  a  fun  night  for  all. 

On  the  evening  of  the  last  full  day  of  school  a  ceremony  is  held  for 
the  sixth  grade.  Each  pupil  is  presented  with  a  certificate  and  a  class 
picture  in  color.  One  of  these  properly  mounted  and  marked  is  mounted 
in  the  corridor  outside  the  sixth  grade  classrooms.  There  are  brief 
remarks  from  representatives  of  the  class.  Refreshments  are  served  by 
the  P.T.A. 

A  highlight  of  the  ceremonies  is  the  awarding  of  two  scholarships 
to  a  boy  and  girl  member  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  graduating 
class  who  was  a  Callahan  pupil.  This  years  awards  went  to  Marjorie 
Zyirek  and  Paul  Pazniokas.  It  is  hoped  that  this  is  an  inspiration  to  the 
sixth  grader. 

The  P.T.A.,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Ferrari 
have  been  a  source  of  support  to  the  faculty  and  pupils  of  the  school. 
A  book  fair  was  provided  in  the  early  fall  to  give  the  students  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  purchase  good  literature  inexpensively.  The  mid-winter  doldrums 
received  a  lift  with  a  presentation  of  live  theater  by  the  Children’s 
Theatre  Guild.  It  was  a  rare  opportunity  for  the  children  to  experience 
live  theater  which  they  relished  very  much. 

The  P.T.A.  also  assumed  the  balance  of  the  costs  of  busing  for 
field  trips  so  that  each  pupil  in  each  grade  level  had  a  chance  to  take 
part  in  an  enriching  experience  outside  the  classroom  walls.  These 
excursions  were  carefully  planned  learning  experiences  worthy  of  the 
expense  and  time  expended. 

Probably  the  highlight  of  the  year’s  events  was  the  celebration  of 
the  golden  anniversary  of  the  school’s  opening.  It  was  a  child-centered 
celebration  held  on  Friday  afternoon,  May  12th  with  all  classes  present. 
There  were  many  exhibits  of  past  events  at  the  Callahan.  There  were 
formal  speeches,  but  we  were  pleased  to  hear  from  Mr.  James  Donovan, 
retired  assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  a  former  Callahan  pupil. 
Bringing  greetings  from  the  Superintendent’s  office  was  Mr.  Napoleone, 
Assistant  Superintendent.  Special  guests  were  retired  teachers,  Miss 
Mary  Duffy,  Miss  Mary  Toomey,  and  Miss  Ina  Talbot.  The  celebration 
concluded  with  the  serving  of  delicious  refreshments  prepared  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Hospitality  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  F.  A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

Our  society  continues  to  change  in  respect  to  population,  technology, 
forms  of  power,  and  social  values.  Likewise,  the  elementary  school 
philosophy  and  curriculum  is  changing.  Today  there  is  a  public  concern 
and  pressure  to  emphasize  the  develpment  of  basic  concepts  and  skills, 
to  introduce  certain  traditional  subjects  earlier,  and  to  increase  indi¬ 
vidual  enrichment  programs.  The  Massachusetts  Special  Education  Act, 
Chapter  766,  mandates  programs  be  individualized  to  meet  the  child’s 
needs.  In  addition  to  the  expansion  of  content,  teaching  procedures 
have  shifted  from  heavy  reliance  on  rote  learning  of  printed  materials  to 
a  wide  range  of  approaches.  Instructional  materials  such  as  textbooks 
and  supplementary  reading  materials,  films,  records,  tapes,  maps  and 
television  have  increased  substantially  in  variety,  quality  and  availabilty. 

Although  the  content,  programs  and  procedures  continue  to  change, 
it  is  universally  recognized  all  school  learning  builds  on  the  work  Of  the 
elementary  school.  The  potential  for  influencing  the  child  and  society 
entrusts  the  elementary  school  with  unique  opportunities  and  awe¬ 
some  responsibilities. 

The  Staff 

There  are  seventeen  teachers  and  one  administrator.  In  addition 
there  are  three  full-time  special  education  teachers  —  one  responsible 
for  the  supportive  reading  program;  one  assigned  to  our  learning  center; 
and  the  other  co-ordinates  the  speech  and  language  program.  There  are 
also  two  teachers  in  the  ASPIRE  program  who  assist  students  who  are 
experiencing  difficulty  in  the  area  of  Math  and  Reading.  The  other  per¬ 
sonnel  assisting  the  classroom  teachers  include  specialists  in  the  areas  of 
physical  education,  art,  vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  library  as 
well  as  an  adjustment  counselor  and  school  psychologist. 

The  teachers  new  to  the  Cleveland  School  this  year  include  Miss 
Anne  Tobin,  grade  one,  Mr.  William  Pruyn,  grade  four,  Mrs.  Gail  Leonard, 
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vocal  music,  Miss  Christine  Focht,  physical  education,  Mrs.  Joanne  Kinch, 
Diagnostic  Center,  and  Mrs.  Linda  Samels,  teacher  of  the  TEC  program. 

The  Plant 

The  Cleveland  School  was  open  in  1958  and  the  addition  was  com¬ 
plete  in  1966.  There  are  twenty-two  classrooms  and  two  larger  rooms 
designed  far  kindergarten.  In  addition  we  have  a  library,  a  gymnasium, 
cafetorium,  a  conference  room,  a  primary  activities  room,  an  art  room 
and  two  small  group  instruction  areas  for  Math  and  Reading.  This  year 
we  used  seventeen  rooms  for  regular  instruction.  The  additional  rooms 
were  used  for  the  TEC  program,  the  pre-school  Diagnostic  Center,  the 
ASPIRE  program,  a  learning  center,  and  one  was  used  as  a  multi-purpose 
room  and  included  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  individual  and  small 
group  testing,  and  counselling. 

The  building  is  a  modern,  practical  structure,  and  the  physical  sur¬ 
roundings  are  comfortable  and  pleasant. 

Reading  Program 

The  Reading  Program  at  the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School  is  comprised 
of  three  parts:  classroom  instruction,  remedial  reading,  and  enrichment 
classes.  The  classroom  teachers  provide  the  basic  reading  instruction. 
Remedial  and  enrichment  programs  are  provided  by  specialists. 

The  “Ginn  720  Rainbow”  Series  is  used  as  the  primary  basal  reader 
in  grades  one-three.  A  multi-basal  approach  is  used  in  the  intermediate 
grades.  The  1979  revision  of  Ginn  has  proven  highly  successful  in  develop¬ 
ing  sequential  reading  skills  from  readiness  to  advanced  levels.  The 
“Core”  strands  of  this  program  include  ward  attack  or  decoding,  vocab¬ 
ulary  development,  and  comprehension.  The  texts  are  supplemented  with 
skilpaks,  study  books,  and  mastery  level  testing.  Supplementary  mater¬ 
ials  are  available  at  all  levels  to  provide  flexibility  in  meeting  indi¬ 
vidual  needs. 

Supplementary  instruction  is  offered  for  both  remedial  and  advanced 
readers.  Individual  testing  is  provided  by  the  Reading  Specialist  to  deter¬ 
mine  placement  in  either  program  and  to  determine  classroom  grouping. 

After  individual  diagnosis  and  evaluation,  remedial  readers  receive 
small  group  instruction  three  to  five  times  weekly.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  additional  classes  will  correct  or  alleviate  individual  problems  so 
that  students  will  meet  with  success  in  reading. 

Enrichment  reading  classes  usually  meet  twice  weekly  with  a 
specialist.  The  goals  of  this  differentiated  program  are  to  develop  fluency, 
to  increase  high  level  comprehension  skills,  to  develop  the  ability  to 
compile  and  to  organize  information,  and  to  stimulate  creative  thinking. 
The  cultural  aspects  of  the  program  included  art  and  poetry  appreciation, 
dramatization,  creative  writing  and  the  study  of  “current”  cultural  events. 

Other  Basic  Programs:  Language 

This  year  the  language  text,  Building  EngUsh  Skills,  published  by 
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McDougal,  Littell  and  Co.,  was  adopted  by  the  Language  Textbook  Com¬ 
mittee  for  grades  three  through  six.  The  teachers’  initial  reaction  to 
this  text  is  extremely  favorable.  Composition  is  heavily  emphasized 
with  a  continuous  dependent  program  of  fundamental  skills  and  pro¬ 
cedures  for  writing.  Grammar,  word  usage  and  mechanics  are  intro¬ 
duced  and  stressed  at  each  level.  Vocabulary  enrichment  and  speaking 
and  listening  skills  are  developed  through  a  steadily  increasing  range  of 
creative  and  functional  language  experiences.  Other  related  language 
skills  that  are  systematically  developed  include  literary  appreciation, 
hand  writing,  letter  writing,  use  of  library  and  reference  materials. 

Social  Studies 

In  the  area  of  social  studies  we  continue  to  use  the  Follett  series, 
Exploring  Our  World.  It  is  an  inter-disciplinary  social  studies  program 
that  uses  a  regional  study  approach.  The  program  introduces  and 
develops  facts,  skills  and  concepts  necessary  for  the  students’  under¬ 
standing  of  their  physical  and  social  environment. 

Mathematics 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  teachers  continue  to  rate  the  Laidlaw 
publication,  Mathematics,  as  an  excellent  program.  The  book  stresses 
computational  skills  and  mastery  of  concepts.  The  development  of  mathe¬ 
matical  skills  is  presented  in  a  well-ordered  sequence  and  there  is  a  con¬ 
tinual  agreement  with  the  scope  and  sequence  outline  developed  by  the 
Norwood  Math  Committee.  At  each  level  teaching  procedures  are 
emphasized  to  insure  understanding,  and  lessons  are  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  and  abilities  of  all  students. 


Spelling 

Spell  Correctly  is  the  spelling  program  used  at  the  elementary 
school  level.  The  main  goal  is  to  help  pupils  build  permanent  spelling 
power.  At  each  level  a  Weekly  Plan  is  suggested  that  includes  pre-test 
activities,  dictionary  exercises,  hand  writing  suggestions,  as  well  as  a 
progress  check  and  word  challenge  section.  Unit  tests  provide  the 
teacher  with  information  to  measure  the  learning  progress  of  each  child. 

Speech  Program 

During  this  academic  year  fifty-five  students  were  serviced  in  the 
Speech  and  Language  Program.  Cases  involved  remediation  of  speech, 
language  and  expression  difficulties.  In  anticipation  of  future  Basic 
Skills  requirements,  emphasis  was  placed  on  written  as  well  as  oral 
expression.  Care  was  taken  to  coordinate  the  language  program  with 
that  of  the  classroom  teacher.  Reinforcement  of  material  taught  in  the 
classroom,  e.g.  spelling,  sentences,  grammar  and  vocabulary  from  texts, 
was  emphasized. 

Many  speech  and  language  evaluations  were  performed.  As  a  result 
of  these  evaluations  children  were  either  services  in  the  program, 
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determined  to  need  no  special  services  or  were  referred  to  other  special¬ 
ists  (e.g.  Learning  Disabilities  Specialist,  Occupation  Therapist,  Psychol¬ 
ogist,  Adjustment  Counselor  or  Adaptive  Physical  Education  Specialist) 
for  further  testing  and/or  service. 

An  important  part  of  the  Speech  and  Language  Program  is  the 
Speech  Improvement  Lessons  taught  to  grade  one  from  September- 
January  and  grade  kindergarten  from  February- June.  These  lessons  are 
developed  to  teach  basic  language  in  grade  one  and  speech  skills  at 
the  kindergarten  level. 

Pre-School  Diagnostic  Center 

The  Diagnostic  Center  continued  to  provide  comprehensive  early 
childhood  services  during  the  past  school  year.  This  townwide  early 
intervention  program  for  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five 
implements  the  mandates  of  Massachusetts  Chapter  766  and  Public 
Law  94-142.  The  components  of  the  program  include  outreach,  screening 
and  evaluation,  program  placement,  direct  service,  consultation  and 
support  to  parents. 

1.  Pre-School  screening  was  conducted  throughout  the  year  to 
identify  those  children  needing  further  evaluation  and  early  inter¬ 
vention  services. 

2.  Approximately  sixty  children  were  screened  by  the  Diagnostic 
Center  Team  during  the  past  year. 

3.  Referrals  for  screening  came  from  such  sources  as  parents,  com¬ 
munity  day  care  centers  and  nursery  schools,  agencies,  pedia¬ 
tricians  and  hospitals. 

4.  Special  needs  in  the  following  areas  of  child  development  were 
identified:  speech  and  language,  fine  and  gross  motor,  cognitive, 
physical/medical,  and  social/emotional. 

The  Diagnostic  Center  offers  a  variety  of  services  appropriate  to 
the  special  needs  of  the  child.  A  center-based  program  and  a  speech 
and  language  program  were  conducted  at  the  Cleveland  School.  Con¬ 
sultation  services  were  given  to  community  early  childhood  programs  in 
order  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  identified  children  attending  those  pro¬ 
grams.  Additional  services  available  included  occupational  therapy,  phys¬ 
ical  therapy,  adaptive  physical  education,  and  counselling.  Over  forty  chil¬ 
dren  had  individualized  educational  plans  specifying  some  type  of  early 
intervention  service  or  combination  of  services  during  the  past  year. 

The  Diagnostic  Center  program  continued  to  work  closely  with  both 
parents  and  community  agencies  in  delivering  early  intervention  services 
to  young  children  with  special  needs. 

Basic  Skills 

The  Basic  Skills  Competency  Program,  mandated  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  was  implemented  this  year  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
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At  the  elementary  level  all  children  in  grades  three  and  five  were  tested 
in  the  basic  areas  of  Math,  Reading  and  Writing.  Educational  objectives 
for  these  subjects  were  identified  and  minimum  levels  of  achievement 
were  established.  The  California  Achievement  Test  (CAT)  was  the  instru¬ 
ment  used  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and  Math,  and  the  writing  samples 
were  evaluated  by  a  team  of  teachers  from  the  third  and  fifth  grades. 
The  results  of  this  testing  program  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Director 
of  Pupil  Personnel  for  an  annual  report  on  the  basic  skills  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Education.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

1980  - 1981 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  Annual  Report  as 
Principal  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

Enrollment  -  Personnel 

This  year  348  students  enrolled  at  the  John  P.  Oldham  School  with 
a  compliment  of  thirteen  full-time  classroom  teachers.  Supportive  to 
our  regular  classroom  staff,  we  had  a  full-time  Reading,  Speech  and 
Learning  Center  teacher.  In  addition,  our  school  is  complimented  by  a 
Resource  Room  and  a  Primary  Generic  Class  giving  us  a  total  full-time 
professional  staff  of  eighteen. 

Due  to  large  numbers  and  many  learning  problems,  Mr.  DeFronzo’s 
fifth  grade  and  the  second  grades  (Mrs.  Dolan  and  Mrs.  Stanton)  had 
instructional  aides  appointed  for  the  school  year:  Mr.  DeFronzo,  one 
aide;  two  second  grades,  one  aide  shared  between  the  two  classes. 

Curriculum 

As  in  past  years,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being  reviewed  and 
refined.  With  the  implementation  of  the  State-mandated  competency 
tests,  however,  the  meaning  of  the  basics  has  taken  on  deeper  significance. 
Therefore,  our  emphasis  on  the  core  subjects  of  math,  reading  and 
writing  has  taken  on  special  consideration.  The  Curriculum  Committee 
served  as  coordinators  between  staff  and  administration.  This  committee 
is  represented  by  both  primary  and  intermediate  teachers  with  the  Learn¬ 
ing  Center,  Remedial  Reading  and  head  teacher  completing  the  group. 

Basic  Skills 

As  mentioned  before,  with  the  implementation  of  the  minimum  com¬ 
petency  testing  program,  the  emphasis  on  the  basic  skills  has  taken  on 
even  greater  importance. 

The  basic  skills  area  has  always  been  of  major  concern  at  the 
Oldham  School. 
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We  have  done  much  to  improve  and  reinforce  our  offerings  in  math 
and  language  arts  by  our  new  basal  text  adoptions.  As  always,  the 
strengthening  of  the  basic  skills  area  is  an  ongoing  process  with  staff 
and  administration  always  trying  to  improve  the  learning  process. 

Plant-Grounds 

The  building  and  grounds  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School  are  gen¬ 
erally  in  good  shape  with  a  few  exceptions  as  noted  below: 

1.  Added  hardtop  needed  in  play  areas. 

2.  Further  clearing  of  woods  to  enlarge  play  area. 

3.  Interior  of  building  needs  painting. 

4.  Reseeding  of  some  play  areas. 

5.  Added  exterior  lighting  needed  (security  reasons). 

6.  Repairing  of  roof  leaks. 

7.  Installation  of  exterior  bell  system. 

8.  Reglazing  of  windows  fox  energy  conservation. 

Conclusion 

As  my  second  year  comes  to  a  close  at  the  Oldham  School,  I  can 
look  back  on  these  two  years  with  much  pride  and  accomplishment. 
Dedicated  teachers,  a  concerned  P.T.A.  and  supportive  services  have  all 
worked  together  to  make  these  two  years  as  a  school  administrator  a 
very  rewarding  experience.

iREPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  C.  J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 

1980  - 1981 


1.  Enrollment 

The  September  1980  enrollment  of  two  hundred  sixty-one  pupils 
represented  a  drop  of  twenty-four  pupils  from  the  June  1980  organization. 

The  June  1981  enrollment  was  two  hundred  fifty-nine  which  repre¬ 
sented  a  move  of  only  two  students  out  and  no  other  transfers  in  or  out. 

The  School  Committee  decision  of  June  4,  1981  to  transfer  students 
living  at  Windsor  Gardens  and  attending  the  G.  F.  Willett  School  will 
increase  the  population  slightly  at  each  grade  level  in  September  1981, 
and  increase  the  professional  staff  by  two  regular  classroom  teachers 
and  a  special  needs  teacher. 

Mary  Boyle,  kindergarten  teacher,  remained  full  time  this  school 
year,  an  increase  of  an  additional  kindergarten  session.  Paula  Clifford, 
third  grade  teacher,  was  transferred  to  the  J.  P.  Oldham  School  and 
Natalie  Bohan,  second  grade  teacher,  moved  into  the  third  grade  posi¬ 
tion.  The  second  grade  position  vacated  by  Natalie  Bohan  was  abolished 
due  to  declining  enrollment. 
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Lonnie  Stowe,  adjustment  counselor,  replaced  Terry  Schubach  and 
was  assigned  half  time  to  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  and  half  time  to 
the  High  School. 

John  Monahan,  Principal,  was  appointed  Business  Manager  for  the 
School  Department  at  Central  office,  and  I  was  transferred  from  the 
G.  F.  Willett  School  to  replace  him  on  August  28,  1980. 

Three  meetings  were  planned,  one  during  the  school  day  and  two 
evenings,  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  Windsor  Gardens  parents  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  staff  and  physical  facility.  One  evening 
meeting  was  designed  to  inform  parents  of  fourth  grade  pupils  about 
the  yearly  fifth  grade  field  trip  week  to  Nature’s  Classroom  in  New 
Hampshire. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  other  parents  who  could  not 
make  the  planned  meetings  and  all  pupils  were  bussed  from  the  G.  F. 
Willett  School  for  a  tour  and  brief  visit  to  the  classroom. 

II.  Curriculum 

Monies  allocated  in  the  new  equipment  budget  for  fiscal  1980-1981 
were  used  to  purchase  an  Apple  11  computer  for  use  at  the  elementary 
level.  The  C.  J.  Prescott  School  remained  the  home  base  for  the  com¬ 
puter  and  an  initial  phase  for  pupil  use  was  designed  around  the  limited 
software  programs  which  were  purchased.  One  sample  disk  which 
arrived  with  the  computer  contained  several  games  which  were  used  to 
excite  pupils’  interest  and  help  them  learn  th  code  wards  and  symbols 
to  operate  it. 

Two  pupils,  one  boy  and  one  girl,  were  selected  from  each  classroom, 
kindergarten  through  grade  six,  to  learn  how  to  load  the  disks  and 
run  the  computer.  After  several  sessions  of  instructions  the  students  in 
each  classroom  took  turns  working  with  small  groups  to  explain  the 
code  words  and  operation  of  the  computer  to  their  peers. 

A  limited  amount  af  instruction  time  was  devoted  to  working  witn 
color  graphics  and  if  additional  computers  are  purchased  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  area  be  studied  by  teachers  and  administrators  for  pos¬ 
sible  inclusion  in  the  curriculum. 

The  computer  was  taken  to  each  elementary  school  and  its  numerous 
uses  demonstrated  to  teachers  who  volunteered  to  attend  the  sessions. 
One  disk  of  three  spelling  programs  prepared  during  a  Norfolk  County 
Teachers  Association  course,  first  semester,  was  used  to  demonstrate  the 
simplicity  of  re-programing  new  spelling  words  each  week.  The  pro¬ 
grams  involved  word  scramble  and  statistaschope  activities  which  could 
easily  be  used  by  all  students. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  procedure  be  established  for  the  purpose  of 
screening  the  software  programs  which  are  flooding  the  market  and 
coordinate  this  effort  with  secondary  personnel  through  the  audio-visual 
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aids  department  in  an  effort  to  avoid  unnecessary  duplication.  A  library 
of  disks  which  could  be  used  at  various  levels,  similar  to  the  film  library, 
should  also  be  established  at  a  central  location. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  an  inservice  course  for  classroom 
teachers  be  planned  to  begin  when  the  new  computers  arrive  so  that 
a  minimum  amount  of  time  will  be  lost  by  a  greater  number  of  pro¬ 
fessional  staff  members  who  wish  to  learn  how  to  operate  the  computer. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  the  parents  of  kindergarten  children,  and  the 
parents  of  future  kindergarten  children,  with  a  better  understanding  of 
the  kindergarten  program  and  support  services  of  the  special  services 
department,  a  series  of  meetings  were  held  during  the  month  of  March. 

Mary  Boyle,  kindergarten  teacher,  discussed  her  philosophy  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  gave  a  “thumbnail  sketch”  of  past  experiences.  She  explained 
the  daily  classroom  program,  what  is  expected,  what  would  be  comfort¬ 
able  for  each  child  and  the  availability  of  special  services.  Many  hints 
were  given  on  what  could  be  done  to  prepare  children  for  school  and 
parents  were  asked  to  discuss  their  experiences  for  new  mothers. 

Noreen  Burke,  learning  disabilities  specialist,  discussed  the  develop¬ 
mental  stages  of  the  pre-school  child  and  activities  parents  could  do 
with  them.  She  also  described  what  a  learning  disability  is  and  the  many 
methods  used  to  teach  children  with  specific  learning  disabilities.  These 
discussions  took  place  in  her  classroom  and  parents  were  able  to  see 
many  of  the  materials  used  in  daily  activities. 

Lee  Stowe,  counselor,  presented  an  introduction  to  parenting  which 
included  some  of  the  basic  concepts,  goals  of  behavior,  encouragement, 
logical  and  natural  consequences,  and  the  significance  of  birth  order 
in  the  family.  Handouts  were  prepared  for  parents,  a  simulation  activity 
was  conducted  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  questions  and  answers. 

The  sessions  were  conducted  on  different  days  during  the  week  and 
different  hours  during  the  day  to  work  around  scheduling  so  that  direct 
pupil  service  loss  was  at  a  minimum.  Several  parents  informed  me  that 
the  program  was  excellent  and  most  informative. 

Alan  Whitty  and  selected  members  of  Junior  High  South  faculty 
and  students  organized  a  Christmas  Party  for  a  few  needy  first  grade 
students.  The  first  grade  students  were  provided  with  transportation 
to  the  Junior  High  School  South,  met  Santa,  enjoyed  a  party,  and 
received  a  gift,  all  from  some  wonderful  and  dedicated  people. 

Police  Officer  Costello  made  a  special  effort  in  November  to  talk 
with  every  classroom  of  students  about  not  taking  rides  with  strangers 
and  his  lecture  was  reinforced  with  the  filmstrip  “Patch  The  Pony” 
designed  for  primary  grade  students.  This  program  was  a  direct  result 
of  several  reported  events  of  attempted  abduction  which  occurred  at 
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that  time.  Officer  Costello  attempted  to  vary  his  comments  appropriately 
for  each  grade  level  and  provided  a  question  and  answer  period. 

Lieutenant  William  Turner  and  members  of  the  Norwood  Fire 
Department  scheduled  grade  level  meetings  in  the  Fall  and  presented 
an  excellent  fire  prevention  safety  program  appropriate  for  each  level. 
Handouts  were  provided  for  all  children,  material  used  by  the  firemen 
were  handled  and  a  question  and  answer  period  added  considerably  to 
the  brief  lecture. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  physical  plant  remains  in  very  good  condition,  however,  several 
bricks  need  pointing  to  prevent  costly  damage  in  the  future. 

An  energy-saving  recommendation  would  be  to  install  a  fifty-gallon 
gas  hot  water  tank  to  be  used  during  the  warm  weather  months  and 
avoid  using  the  boilers. 

The  gate  to  control  traffic  from  entering  school  grounds  at  Cherry- 
wood  Dr.  continues  to  need  reinforcement  due  to  vandalism  and  it  is 
recommended  that  a  complete  overhaul  begin  as  soon  as  possible  with 
a  strong  and  bolt  and  lock  attached. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  a  shallow  ditch  approximately  fifty 
feet  in  length  be  dug  at  the  rear  of  the  blacktop  behind  the  cafetorium 
to  prevent  flooding  which  occurs  regularly.

Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office 
resulted  in  a  collection  of  $25,590  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy 
in  FY  1982.

Once  again  in  1982,  the  town  of  Norwood  utilized  the  computerized 
electronic  voting  system  to  process  the  election  results.  We  would  like  to 
acknowledge  the  fine  spirit  of  community  involvement  of  the  Factory 
Mutual  Engineering  Company  who  again  donated  the  use  of  their  com¬ 
puter  and  personnel  to  process  the  election  ballots  in  1982. 

A  complete  summary  of  the  results  of  these  elections  is  incorporated 
into  this  report. 
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Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  1982  census  conducted  by  this  office  revealed  that 
there  are  currently  30,001  residents  in  Norwood.  The  number  of 
registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  1982  totaled  16,169.  The  following 
analysis  of  the  population  and  number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood 
in  the  last  three  years  reveals  a  condition  of  stability,  with  negligible 
growth  or  decline  patterns  noted.

Town  Meetings: 

The  results  of  the  votes  taken  at  town  meetings  held  in  1982  were 
recorded  and  made  a  part  of  the  town’s  permanent  records  by  this  office. 
During  1982  there  were  three  Special  Town  Meetings  held  in  addition  to 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  May.  A  few  of  the  more  important 
articles  that  were  approved  at  these  Special  Town  Meetings  in  FY  1982 
were  as  follows:  a  vote  to  rescind  a  previous  action  which  would  have 
called  for  renovating  the  Guild  School  building  to  replace  the  Civic; 
votes  to  fund  renovation  projects  for  the  town  hall  and  the  police/fire 
building;  a  vote  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  Armory  building  for  $1 
from  the  State;  a  vote  to  fund  an  engineering  study  for  the  purpose  of 
renovating  the  Armory  into  the  new  Civic  Center;  a  vote  to  fund  a  $1.5 
million  water  main  project  in  several  areas  of  town;  a  vote  to  .authorize 
the  sale  of  the  former  Winslow  School  building;  a  vote  to  fund 
Norwood’s  21/2%  share  of  a  $1.3  million  airport  construction  project;  a 
vote  to  fund  a  subsidized  taxi  service  for  Norwood’s  elderly  and 
handicapped  residents. 

A  complete  listing  of  each  town  meeting  held  during  the  year  is 
incorporated  as  part  of  this  report.

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant 
financial  transactions  that  transpired  in  Norwood  during  FY  1982  as 
recorded  through  the  Town  Accountant’s  office: 

Cash  and  Investments: 

The  town’s  financial  position  in  this  area  as  of  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  is  worse  when  compared  with  the  end  of  the  previous  fiscal  year 
1981.  Total  cash  and  investments  declined  from  $15,654,495  in  1981  to 
$10,581,416  in  1982,  a  drop  of  $5,073,079.  This  condition  is  only  tem¬ 
porary,  however,  and  was  caused  by  the  cash  flow  setback  that  resulted 
from  setting  the  town’s  tax  rate  so  late  in  the  fiscal  year.  This  delay  was 
the  result  of  the  comprehensive  real  estate  revaluation  program  con¬ 
cluded  last  year. 

Edison  litigation  proceeds: 

The  town  of  Norwood  received  $136,042  from  Boston  Edison  in 
proceeds  from  settlement  of  litigation  in  the  S-6  light  rate  case.  Various 
litigation  proceed  amounts  received  from  Edison  over  the  past  few  years 
have  been  used  as  offsets  to  the  tax  levy  in  funding  certain  projects.  The 
net  amount  invested  at  the  end  of  FY  1982  from  all  Edison  litigation  pro¬ 
ceeds  was  $1,878,350. 

Sale  of  Winslow  School 

The  town  realized  $337,250  upon  the  sale  of  the  Winslow  School 
building. 

Excise  tax  revenues: 

Due  to  the  continued  impact  of  the  Proposition  2Vi  legislation  on 
reduced  auto  excise  tax  rates,  Norwood  realized  a  reduction  in  excise 
revenues  in  FY  1982  of  $330,000,  a  30%  decline. 
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State  Cherry  Sheet  Aid: 

Net  Cherry  Sheet  aid  to  Norwood  increased  in  FY  1982  by  $659,412. 
The  net  State  Aid  increased  from  $2,463,920  in  1981  ro  $3,123,332  in 
1982. 

State  Highway  Aid: 

The  town  was  reimbursed  $434,000  from  the  State  for  highway- 
related  construction  work  in  FY  1982. 

Interest  earnings: 

Total  interest  earnings  increased  again  in  FY  1982  by  about  7%. 
Total  interest  income  in  FY  1982  was  approxiamately  $2,400,000.  The 
main  components  of  interest  earnings  were  as  follows: 


Interest  on  Surplus  Revenue  invested  1,062,815 

Interest  on  Edison  investments  546,500 

Interest  on  Civic  fund  investments  412,026 

Interest  on  Stabilization  fund  investments  137,781 

Interest  on  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  fund  107,560

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In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked 
“Official  Ballots  September  15,  1981”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  sta¬ 
tioned  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in 
public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found 
to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  8:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o’clock  p.m.  At 
the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  forty 
four  hundred  and  sixty  four  (4464)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the 
total  number  of  names  so  checked  was  forty  four  hundred  and  sixty  four 
(4464).

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SCHEDULE  1 

EXPLANATION  OF  BALANCE  SHEET  FLUCTUATIONS 

FY  1982 

(1)  Cash  and  Investments  —  decrease  of  $5,073,079: 

The  main  reasons  for  this  reduction  are  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Cash  decreased  $4,300,000.  The  tax  rate  for  FY  1982 
was  not  established  until  June  due  to  the  revaluation  project. 
This  resulted  in  tax  revenues  being  received  in  cash  after  the 
fiscal  year  end  of  June  30. 

(b)  Edison  investments  decreased  $1,300,000.  Edison  litigation  pro¬ 
ceeds  previously  invested  were  reduced  to  pay  for  several  large 
construction  projects. 

(c)  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  investments  increased  by  $300,000  due 
to  entitlements  and  interest. 

(d)  Stabilization  investments  increased  $250,000  due  to  additional 
appropriations  and  interest. 

(2)  Accounts  Receivable  for  taxes  —  increase  of  $7,437,058: 

This  balance  increased  due  to  the  fact  that  the  tax  rate  was  not 
approved  until  June  of  1982.  These  taxes  were  therefore  still  outstan¬ 
ding  at  June  30,  1982. 

(3)  Departmental  Accounts  Receivable  —  decrease  of  $263,759: 

The  main  reason  for  this  reduction  was  due  to  reduced  electric  light 
accounts  receivable  compared  to  FY  1981. 

(4)  Revenue  —  increase  of  $799,419: 

This  is  a  budgetary  account.  The  main  budgetary  account  increase 
over  FY  1981  was  the  Retirement  budget. 

(5)  and  (6)  Reserves  for  Uncollected  Taxes: 

These  changes  are  strictly  caused  by  the  reasons  given  for  the  changes 
in  accounts  receivable  for  taxes  and  departmental  receivables 
explained  above. 

(7)  Trust  Fund  Income  —  decrease  of  $43,466: 

This  decrease  was  caused  by  using  income  from  cemetery  perpetual 
care  investments  to  reduce  the  tax  levy. 

(8)  Receipts  Reserved  for  Appropriation  —  decrease  of  $89,694: 

This  decrease  was  also  caused  by  using  Parking  Meter  Funds  and  Pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  to  reduce  the  tax  levy. 

(9)  Edison  Fund  —  decrease  of  $1,319,209: 

This  fund  was  reduced  because  several  construction  projects 
approved  in  FY  1982  were  funded  by  using  Edison  proceeds. 
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(10)  Surplus  Revenue  —  increase  of  $2,270,201: 

This  increase  was  caused  by  two  main  factors: 

(a)  There  was  an  unspent  balance  remaining  in  the  “Free  Cash”  ac¬ 
count  at  the  end  of  FY  1982  of  $1,500,000. 

(b)  Unspent  balances  in  appropriation  accounts  of  $2,500,000  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  were  closed  out  to  Surplus  Revenue. 

(11)  Miscellaneous  Fund  Balance  —  increase  of  $2,673,278: 

The  main  reason  for  this  increase  is  because  at  June  30,  1981,  the  Civic 
Proceeds  account  fund  balance  of  about  $2,500,000  had  been 
transferred  out  to  the  appropriations  accounts  because  of  town 
meeting  action.  This  action  was  rescinded  in  FY  1982  and  the  Civic 
fund  was  restored. 

(12)  and  (13)  Appropriation  Accounts: 

These  are  budgetary  accounts  only.  The  reason  for  the  decrease  in  the 
prior  year  appropriation  balances  brought  forward  is  due  to  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  several  construction  projects  during  FY  1982.  The  increase 
in  appropriations  control  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  gross  appropria¬ 
tions  (disregarding  receipts  and  offsets)  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

(The  Selectmen’s  Staff  consists  of  two  regular  employees) 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  held  in  the 
Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers  of  the  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal 
Building  on  Tuesday  evenings  and  at  other  times  and  locations  as 
required.  The  1982  Annual  Municipal  Election  was  held  on  Monday, 
April  5th. 

Selectmen  William  J.  Plasko  resigned  as  Selectman  on  February  10, 
1982,  after  nearly  four  years  of  distinguished  service  on  the  Board,  in 
order  to  accept  the  position  of  Assistant  Executive  Director  of  the 
Norwood  Housing  Authority. 

In  addition  to  innumerable  conferences  and  public  hearings  on 
specific  subjects  of  vital  concern  and  interest  to  the  community,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  a  total  of  forty-three  regular  meetings  and 
six  special  meetings  during  the  calendar  year  1982. 

With  appropriate  boards  and  officials,  the  Selectmen  continued  to 
advance  major  projects  such  as  the  Uptown  Urban  Systems  Project,  new 
water  mains  on  Washington  Street,  Walpole  Street  and  Neponset  Street, 
repair  and  renovation  of  the  Municipal  Building,  University  Avenue 
extension,  elimination  of  drainage  and  backup  problems,  and  the 
Nahatan  Street  Corridor.  Numerous  meetings  with  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  hearings  were  conducted  on  the  subjects  of  revaluation 
and  classification  of  property  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Met  with  key  department  heads  on  a  monthly  basis  to  receive  status 
reports,  to  discuss  problems  and  to  act  on  recommendations  for  change 
and  improvement. 
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On  Student  Government  Day,  April  13,1982,  the  following 
Norwood  Senior  High  School  students,  having  been  duly  elected  by  their 
peers,  served  as  honarary  Selectmen:  Neal  Romanelli,  Chairman,  Tom 
Armour,  Gerry  Foley,  Tom  Nee  and  Cathy  Way;  as  honorary  Town 
Manager,  Jeanette  Devlaminck. 

A  set  of  By-Laws  was  adopted  indicating  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Norwood  Cable  Communications  Commission,  to  serve  as  the 
designee  and  appointed  commission  in  accordance  with  the  license  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc., 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  and  Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc.  Final  License 
for  Cable  Television  was  signed  on  July  27,  1982  and  filed  with  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Community  Antenna  Television 
Commission  on  August  4,  1982. 

The  Selectmen  took  pleasure  in  presenting  Employee  Cost  Savings 
Awards  to  Julie  Bugeau,  Frank  Ciavattone,  Brenda  Babel  and  Virginia 
MacDougald. 

Proclaimed  1982  as  the  NATIONAL  YEAR  OF  DISABLED 
PERSONS  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  were  privileged  to  have  John  F. 
Rockett,  Chairman  of  the  Norwood  Council  for  IYDP,  accept  an  award 
from  Governor  King,  the  Town  of  Norwood  having  been  selected  as  one 
of  the  six  IYDP  communities  in  the  State  to  be  so  honored. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks  #1124,  the  Select¬ 
men  issued  a  Proclamation  designating  the  week  of  February  15th  to  the 
21st  as  PATRIOTISM  WEEK. 

The  Selectmen  publicly  commended  Timothy  McDonough  for  his 
thoughtfulness  and  concern  in  raising  money  for  a  victum  of  last 
December’s  Talbot  Block  fire  and  John  Siderwicz,  Brendon  King  and 
Todd  Maxon  for  their  alert  and  heroic  assistance  rendered  at  a  house  fire 
where  their  quick  action  undoubtedly  resulted  in  the  saving  of  life. 

The  petition  of  the  Norwood  Citizens  Concerned  About  Nuclear 
Arms  was  forwarded  to  Washington,  D.C.  and  to  Soviet  Russia. 

Established  a  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District  in  three 
specific  areas  to  encourage  commercial  development  in  older  commercial 
areas  by  providing  financial  incentives  to  developers  and  businesses 
investing  in  a  CARD  district. 

Initiated  an  energy  conservation  program  for  the  community  with 
Mass.  SAVE. 

Advertised  for  proposals  for  the  lease  and  renovation  of  the  old  fire 
station  at  the  corner  of  Nahatan  and  Central  Streets,  and  voted  to  lease 
the  property  to  the  only  bidder,  Carla’s,  Incorporated,  for  operation  as  a 
licensed  restaurant  when  all  criteria  have  been  met. 
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Succeeded  in  purchasing  the  Norwood  Armory  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  sum  of  $1.00,  for  future 
municipal  purposes,  specifically  as  the  Civic  Center  replacement  and  also 
as  a  center  for  senior  citizens’  activities  —  to  be  known  as  the  World  War 
II  Memorial  Community  Center.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  Permanent 
Building  Construction  Committee  pertaining  to  the  conversion  of  the 
Armory  building  to  the  Civic  Center. 

Continued  efforts  t?  develop  a  recreational  area  for  residents  in  the 
vicinity  of  Sumner  and  TJnion  Streets. 

With  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  voted  unanimously  to  name 
Roger  Pelletier  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Norwood  School  Committee 
created  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Rudith  Berkowitz. 

Various  other  appointments  during  the  year  included  that  of  John  J. 
Donovan  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  replacing  the  late 
Frederick  B.  Sheehan;  reappointment  of  Mrs.  Bernice  Staller  and 
Bernard  Cooper  as  MBTA  Designee  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  and 
Alternate  Designee,  respectively;  establishment  of  a  “blue  ribbon  com- 
mittee”to  study  the  administration  and  the  financial  reporting  system  of 
the  Municipal  Light  Department:  Walter  F.  Abel,  William  J.  Plasko, 
James  Hilliard,  Walter  Flaherty,  Michael  Iwanowicz,  A.  Robert  Armour 
and  William  D.  Fiske;  and  that  of  George  Thomas  as  Veterans’  Agent 
and  Paul  Wollenhaupt  as  Tree  Warden,  both  posts  formerly  held  by  the 
General  Manager.

Self-Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  anti-poverty  agency  dedicated 
to  improving  the  Quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority  needs. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1982,  Self-Help, 
Inc.,  received  a  total  funding  of  $10,294,302  and  provided  351,835  direct 
services  to  the  area’s  limited-income  individuals  and  families.  Norwood 
residents  received  2,262  direct  services  totaling  $281,199  during  our 
program  year. 

The  total  funding  of  $10  million  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of 
human  services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self-Help’s  funding 
enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $787,298  of  other  community 
resources  such  as  CETA,  Commonwealth  Service  Corps,  and  local  city 
and  town  contributions  as  well  as  volunteers.  The  gross  volume  of  Self- 
Help,  Inc.  during  the  past  program  year  was  $11.1  million. 

Self-Help  currently  employs  203  individuals,  many  of  whom  are 
limited-income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/81  to  9/30/82  was  a  successful 
one  for  Self-Help,  Inc.,  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  popula¬ 
tion.  We  thank  the  area’s  Board  of  Selectmen  and  town  volunteers  for 
helping  to  make  our  program  a  success.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Building  Department  for  the  calender 
period  1982  is  presented  to  the  people  of  Norwood,  as  follows: 

The  Department  Staff  is  comprised  of  seven  people: 

One  full-time  Inspector  of  Buildings 

One  part-time  Asst.  Inspector  of  Buildings 

One  part-time  Wiring  Inspector 

One  full-time  Plumbing  &  Gas  Inspector 

Two  part-time  Asst.  Plumbing  &  Gas  Inspectors 

One  full-time  Secretary 

The  state  of  the  economy  had  a  profound  affect  on  new  housing 
starts  this  year  with  only  8  new  single  family  units  and  one  two  family 
unit  being  built.  Three  units  were  added  to  existing  homes  to  convert 
them  to  two  family  units.  Multi-family  dwellings  were  represented  by  the 
construction  of  67  units  on  Dean  Street  which  are  appropriately  named  , 
“Stonebridge  Apartments”.  The  renovation  of  the  former  Village  Inn 
also  bolsted  the  market  of  available  housing. 

Sixty-seven  homeowners  found  it  necessary  to  reroof  their  homes. 
The  average  cost  of  this  work  amounted  to  $1,467  per  dwelling.  Another 
45  Norwoodites  decided  to  beautify  their  property  and  eliminate  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  painting  by  applying  vinyl  siding.  Approxiamtely  $215,036  was 
colllectively  spent  by  these  people  with  an  average  cost  of  $4,779  per 
household.  Somewhat  suprisingly  woodstove  installations  were  down  a 
bit  as  51  homes  opted  for  this  method  of  supplementary  heating  versus 
87  the  year  before.  Once  considered  luxury  items  swimming  pool 
companies  found  24  new  customers  with  one  semi-public  inground  pool 
on  the  commercial  side  of  the  ledger.  These  changes  along  with  the  now 
common,  ‘‘additions  and  alterations”  to  dwellings  rounded  out 
Norwood’s  residential  market  this  year. 

Leaders  in  private  industry  —  Northrop,  Boch  Inc.,  and  Barletta 
Construction  found  themselves  competing  for  the  position  of  Norwood’s 
largest  commercial  builder  this  year.  Northrop  added  a  two  story  addi¬ 
tion  to  their  Morse  Street  plant  and  a  four  story  addition  —  to  their 
Washington  Street  complex.  The  combined  estimated  cost  for  these  pro¬ 
jects  totaled  over  $4  million  dollars.  Norwood  Park  South  (Barletta  Con¬ 
struction)  erected  it’s  second  office  building  during  1982,  staying  in  line 
with  their  estimated  completion  of  their  office  park  on  Route  One.  Boch 
Inc.  saw  three  of  it’s  enterprises  affected  by  new  construction  starts.  The 
Oldsmobile  building  received  a  new  service  bay  addition;  the  Toyota 
building  a  new  second  floor  and  the  Mitushubishi  salesroom  and  head¬ 
quarters  are  now  housed  in  a  brand  new  building. 
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Adams-Russell,  Norwood’s  cable  T.V.  affiliate,  spent  over  one-half 
a  million  dollors  on  a  new  building  to  establish  their  headquarters  at 
Park  Place.  Also,  local  plumber  Joseph  King  has  a  new  warehouse  under 
construction  at  the  corner  of  Pleasant  and  Sumner  Street.  Star  Market 
provided  added  space  to  accomodate  the  needs  of  it’s  tenants. 

Renovations  to  existing  buildings  were  a  strong  factor  in  the  com¬ 
mercial  construction  market.  New  business  to  Norwood  such  as  Sym’s, 
Osco  Drug,  Cambridge  Diagnostics  and  more  familiar  names  such  as 
Norwood  Hospital,  Winslow  Avenue  Trust,  Centros  Realty,  Pioneer 
Management,  Gerber  Electronics,  Hoyt  Labs,  Page  Realty,  Central 
Motors,  The  Guild  Square  block  and  The  Inn  (former  Village  Inn)  found 
it  necessary  to  expand  or  retrofit  their  buildings.  We  applaud  them  for 
their  efforts. 

Each  year  our  Department  sets  a  priority  on  maintaining  open  com¬ 
munication  with  the  various  Departments  with  which  we  work  and  with 
you,  the  public.  This  year  is  no  exception.  We  acknowledge  the  support 
given  by  our  Town  agencies,  particularly;  the  men  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  and  the  General  Government  staff.  We  also  want  to  thank 
the  people  of  Norwood  for  making  every  effort  to  inform  themselves  of 
their  responsibilities  and  abide  by  the  requirements  of  our  local  and  state 
laws.  As  a  regulatory  agency  enforcing  standards,  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  ensure  that  construction  meets  both  local  zoning  and  State  Building, 
Plumbing,  Gas  and  Electrical  Code  requirements.  We  encourage  your 
questions  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  work  with  this  of¬ 
fice  to  maintain  the  highest  level  of  inspections  for  the  safety  of  yourself 
and  your  property.  It  is  our  goal,  and  we  hope  yours,  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  living  within  our  community. 

These  pamphlets  are  provided  for  your  use:  swimming  pool  regula¬ 
tions,  woodstove  installation,  new  home  construction,  roofing  checklist, 
filing  procedure  for  additions  and  alterations  —  both  residential  and 
commercial  —  and  fencing  guidelines.  We  suggest  that  if  you  are  think¬ 
ing  about  working  on  your  house  that  you  come  to  our  office  and  get  the 
applicable  pamphlet  to  help  you  plan  your  construction.  These  pam¬ 
phlets  take  the  guesswork  out  of  planning. 

A  total  of  507  building  permits  was  issued  with  an  estimated  cost  of 
$17,452,355  during  the  year  1982.  A  total  of  $61,503  was  received  as 
revenue  from  these  fees  and  is  broken  down  as  follows:

The  Conservation  Committee  met  regularly  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
the  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  In  addition  meetings  were  held  under  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  the  Town  Bylaw  XXV  for  hearings  on  the 
following  fifteen  projects:  Lost  Brook  Office  Park,  Town  of  Norwood 
—  water  mains,  Simoni’s  shopping  mall,  Duggan,  Zoppo’s  office  park, 
Boch’s  houses,  Adams-Russell  buildings,  Bamber’s  house,  Shalby’s  of¬ 
fice  buildings,  Park  Place-Lot  68,  Norwood  Park  South  —  Building  2, 
Norwood  Airport,  &  Ventnor  over  all  plan.  There  were  also  a  number  of 
continued  hearings  and  meetings  and  several  site  inspections. 

Mrs.  Cottrell  was  re-elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  Baker  was  elected 
Vice  Chairman.  Mr.  Hern  was  elected  Financial  Secretary. 

Members  have  been  active  in  the  Neponset  Conservation  As¬ 
sociation  and  have  also  attended  other  meetings  and  workshops.  The 
Commission  was  represented  at  the  MACC  conferences.  Mr.  Baker  has 
represented  the  Commission  on  the  Acquifer  Study  Committee. 

Funding  for  the  repair  of  Ellis  Dam  was  a  priority  item  pursued  by 
our  legislators  albeit  unsuccessfully.  However  next  year  their  efforts  may 
be  better  rewarded. 

Flowering  trees  with  small  fruits  attractive  to  birds  were  placed  in  a 
small  park  area  as  part  of  a  Public  Works  Department  project.

On  July  1,  1982  the  debt  outstanding  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was 
$5,260,000,  with  maturities  during  1982-83  of  $620,000. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  requests  for  appropriations 
for  FY  1983  which  were  submitted  by  all  town  departments,  met  with 
department  heads  and  committees  that  are  charged  with  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  appropriations  to  discuss  their  budget  requests  and  then  made 
detailed  budget  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  sum  of  $200,000  was  appropriated  for  the  FY  1982  Reserve 
Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Mr.  Butters 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  Norwood  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1982. 

Total  responses  of  the  Fire  Department  were  increased  to  sixty-five 
calls  over  1981.  The  Fire  records  show  that  there  were  significant  reduc¬ 
tions  in  building  fires  —  45 Vo,  grass  fires  —  69 Vo,  and  false  alarms  — 
20Vo.  Total  fire  responses  were  down  17 Vo  with  an  increase  in  public  ser¬ 
vice  class. 

Several  fires  were  caused  by  arson  both  in  buildings  and  motor 
vehicles.  There  were  three  arrested  for  arson  with  one  conviction  anf  two 
awaiting  trial.  Motor  vehicle  arson  is  on  the  rise  and  account  for  over 
60Vo  of  our  motor  vehicle  loss.  Many  of  these  vehicles  are  stolen  in  areas 
outside  the  Town  and  then  are  burned  in  Norwood.  Because  of  the  high 
rate  of  car  theft  and  arson  in  the  State,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  ap¬ 
prehend  the  persons  responsible. 

Early  in  1982  there  was  one  fire  death  which  occurred  in  the  rear  of  a 
van  truck  parked  off  Washington  Street.  This  was  the  first  fire  related 
death  in  Norwood  in  over  ten  years. 

The  year  1982  brought  many  changes  and  improvements  in  the  Fire 
Department  organization.  Early  in  the  year  a  part-time  civilian  mechanic 
was  hired.  Working  less  than  twenty  hours  per  week,  he  has  improved 
our  maintenance  greatly.  Apparatus  is  kept  in  repair,  a  1000  gallon  pump 
was  rebuilt  inhouse  saving  over  $2,500,  a  preventive  maintenance  pro¬ 
gram  was  implemented.  Our  equipment  is  in  the  best  condition  of  several 
years. 
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In  July,  the  Department  hired  civilian  fire  dispatchers  to  operate  the 
communication  center.  This  released  a  Fire  Fighter  from  this  job  and 
allowed  the  Department  to  further  reduce  overtime  and  improve  mann¬ 
ing.  In  1982  the  Department  expended  less  money  for  overtime  than  the 
year  1974. 

The  Department  itself  was  reorganized,  eliminating  one  Fire 
Fighter’s  position  and  changing  the  former  Fire  Fighter’s  position  to  that 
of  Lieutenant.  There  is  now  two  officers  on  each  shift  which  has  greatly 
improved  supervision  and  productivity.  With  permanent  appointments 
awaiting  Civil  Service  examination  results,  many  personnel  in  the 
Department  are  receiving  experience  while  acting  in  higher  positions. 
This  gives  many  people  the  incentive  to  look  forward  to  promotion  and 
resulted  in  twenty-seven  Fire  Fighters  taking  the  Lieutenant’s  exam,  the 
most  people  ever  to  try  for  promotion  in  the  history  of  the  Department. 

Our  fire  prevention  activities  increased  and  paid  dividends  in 
reduced  fire  losses  and  the  number  of  fires.  We  feel  our  school  fire 
prevention  program  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  and  is  directly  respon¬ 
sible  for  reducing  the  number  of  juvenile  associated  problems  with  false 
alarms  and  grass  fires. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  efforts  extended  by 
the  personnel  of  the  Department  and  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
direction  given  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
various  Town  Departments  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Nursing  Department 

Public  Health  nursing  services  are  provided  by  the  Board  of  Health 
to  the  community.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  health  promotion  &  disease 
prevention.  The  nurses  assist  in  planning,  promoting,  and  staffing  public 
health  programs  and  clinics. 

Diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health  are  investigated  &  reported. 
The  nurses  institute  appropriate  control  measures,  and  educate  families 
in  the  prevention  and  control  of  diseases. 

A  weekly  immunization  clinic  is  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  offices 
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for  the  administration  of  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  Pertussis,  Polio,  Measles, 
Mumps,  and  Rubella  for  children  ages  one  to  eighteen  years.  The  clinic  is 
held  every  Tuesday  from  1:30  to  4:30  P.M. 

Tetanus  Diphtheria  immunizations  were  given  in  the  public  and 
parochial  schools  on  March  20,  1982  in  order  to  assist  the  school  depart¬ 
ment  in  fullfilling  their  compliance  for  100  per  cent  immunization  for  all 
school  age  children. 

A  clinic  was  held  on  October  18  &  19,  1982  for  the  administration  of 
the  Trivalent  Influenza  vaccine.  An  evening  Flu  clinic  was  held  on 
October  26,  1982  for  those  persons  who  could  not  attend  the  daytime 
clinic. 

A  clinic  for  the  administration  of  Pneumonia  vaccine  was  held  on 
November  1st  &  2nd,  1982.  The  Flu  and  Pneumonia  vaccine  were 
administered  to  the  elderly  and  those  persons  over  age  26  with  chronic 
health  problems. 

A  scoliosis  screening  clinic  was  held  at  St.  Catherine’s  school  on 
March  1,  1982.  The  annual  testing  of  school  children  in  grades  5  through 
9  for  postural  defects  is  now  required. 

Tuberculin  tests  are  done  in  the  nurse’s  office  on  Mondays  and 
Tuesdays  from  1:00  to  4:00  P.M. 

Tuberculosis  control  program  covers  mantoux  testing  for  the  detec¬ 
tion  of  tuberculosis,  follow-up  of  positive  reactors,  and  tuberculosis 
cases  and  their  contacts. 

Keep  well  clinics  are  held  at  the  following  locations  in  Norwood.

Brookview  Village  will  have  a  clinic  starting  January  11,  1983  on  the 
2nd  &  4th  Tuesdays  of  the  month. 

These  clinics  provide  health  counseling  in  disease  prevention,  blood 
pressure  screening,  monitoring  of  diet  and  medication  regime,  and 
checking  of  vital  signs.  The  keep  well  clinics  are  open  to  all  Norwood 
residents  over  20  years  of  age.  In  planning  for  the  future  needs  of  the 
community  there  appears  to  be  a  need  and  growing  interest  for  an 
evening  keep  well  clinic  for  persons  who  work  and  are  unable  to  attend 
the  clinics  during  the  daytime. 
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Attention  should  also  be  given  to  the  area  of  health  education  for  the 
community.  People  who  are  aware  of  health  problems  and  practicing 
good  health  habits  have  proven  to  be  healthier  citizens.

DENTAL  CLINIC

The  school  Dental  clinic  is  continuing  its  dental  education 

and  care 

program  for  the  pupils  of  the  Norwood  public  schools  including  St. 
Catherine’s  Parochial  school,  for  the  year  of  1982-83. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  school  dentist  and  the  dental 
clinic  nurse  visited  all  the  schools  and  conducted  examinations  and 
evaluations  of  the  teeth  and  oral  hygiene  of  the  pupils.  The  findings  were 
recorded  by  both  the  school  nurses  and  the  dental  clinic  nurse. 

Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  for  parental  consent  for  the 
prescribed  treatment  to  be  performed  at  the  school  dental  clinic. 

The  clinic  treatment  includes:  fillings,  extractions,  cleanings,  in¬ 
structions  in  proper  dental  hygiene  and  advice  in  good  nutrition  for  heal- 
ty  teeth  &  gums. 

The  school  dentist  realizes  the  importance  of  winning  the  confidence 
of  the  pupils  and  putting  them  at  ease.  For  many  of  the  pupils  this  is  their 
first  introduction  in  proper  dental  care.  This  could  shape  their  lifelong 
attitudes  toward  good  dental  care  and  healthy  teeth. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  pupils  willingly  accept  this  dental 
education  and  seem  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  good  dental  care. 
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Dr.  John  O’Day,  the  school  physician,  made  routine  visits  and  ex¬ 
amined  those  referred  for  physical  examinations.  Parents  were  notified 
of  any  physical  defects  found  at  this  time  and  advised  to  consult  their 
family  physician. 

In  accordance  with  the  schoool  immunization  Law,  booster  doses  of 
necessary  vaccines  were  given.  Records  are  checked  and  parents  notified 
of  necessary  vaccines. 

Vision  Testing 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  every  year  to 
screen  them  for  visual  defects.  Children  found  with  a  visual  defect  are 
referred  to  an  ophthamologist  for  further  examination. 

Audiometer  Testing 

All  children  are  given  an  Audiometer  Test  via  the  Maico  Puretone 
Audio  meter.  Children  failing  this  test  are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for 
further  treatment. 

Dental  Care 

All  children  grade  one  through  six  were  examined  by  the  school 
dentist,  Dr.  Krivoshlokoff.  The  results  of  the  findings  are  sent  home. 
The  children  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  school  dental  clinic  or 
having  the  work  done  by  their  own  dentist.  The  toothbrushing  program 
conducted  by  Tufts  school  of  dental  medicine  is  continuing. 

A  Scoliosis  screening  clinic  was  held  for  children  in  grades  5-9  by 
Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon,  health  physician.  This  is  not  a  diagnostic  service,  but 
a  program  to  identify  young  people  who  should  have  further  medical 
evaluation.  If  any  unusaul  findings  are  detected  the  parent  is  asked  to 
consult  their  family  physician. 

BOARD  REPORT 

Patricia  A.  Talbot  was  elected  Chairperson  when  the  Board  of 
Health  was  reorganized  after  the  annual  Town  election  of  1982.  Michael 
C.  Donahue  was  elected  to  replace  Mary  Jane  O’Donnell  who  was  not  a 
candidate  for  re-election. 

The  Board  conducted  a  public  hearing  as  required  by  Law  to  hear  all 
persons  who  were  interested  in  the  expansion  of  Highland  cemetery  for 
burial  purposes. 

The  Board  voted  to  approve  approximately  3  acres  of  land  which 
lies  westerly  of  the  water  tanks  at  the  end  of  Bellevue  Avenue  and 
southerly  of  Highland  cemetery. 

The  Lions  Club  conducted  a  Glaucoma  eye  screening  program  on 
March  16,  17,  18  and  20  at  Memorial  Hall  of  the  Municipal  Building. 
There  were  400  people  examined  at  the  clinic. 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Health  petitioned  the  State  Board  of 
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Examiners  of  Plumbers  and  Gas  Fitters  to  amend  the  State  Plumbing 
Code  to  make  it  mandatory  that  floor  drains  be  installed  in  areas  within 
buildings  inflammable  where  oily  and/or  liquid  wastes  are  produced, 
handled,  or  stored  which  may  become  a  hazard  to  the  building  drainage 
system,  public  sewers,  sewage  treatment  plants  or  to  the  general  public. 
Garages  in  Norwood  have  not  been  required  to  have  a  gas  trap  by  the 
local  plumbing  inspector  or  building  department  if  the  building  did  not 
have  a  floor  drain. 

The  amendment  to  the  State  plumbing  code  received  the  support  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Enviromental  Quality  Engineering, 
Representatives  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  others  at  a  public  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  examiners  of  Plumbers. 

The  Code  was  amended  by  the  State  Examiners  and  approved  by  the 
Public  Health  Council. 

The  new  regulations  requires  all  garages  and  other  buildings  in  Nor¬ 
wood  and  throughout  Massachusetts  where  liquid  or  inflammable  wastes 
are  stored  or  produced,  to  have  floor  drain  and  gas  traps  when  connected 
to  the  public  sewer  to  protect  the  public  from  fire,  explosion  of  injury. 

The  Board  approved  a  two  lot  subdivision  on  Sixth  Street. 

The  Board  recommended  that  the  sewer  be  extended  from  Westview 
Drive  to  741  Neponset  to  alleviate  a  local  sewage  disposal  problem  in  that 
area. 

The  Board  recommended  an  extension  of  the  common  sewer  on 
Pleasant  Street  to  serve  347,  349,  351  Pleasant  Street  and  64  Lenox 
Avenue. 

The  Board  approved  a  modified  definitive  subdivision  plan  of  Nor¬ 
wood  Park  South.  The  Board  required  the  Developer  to  deposit  $20,000. 
in  a  tri  party  agreement  account  to  cover  the  cost  of  required  drainage 
work  in  the  subdivision. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  asked  the  School  Committee  for  space  to 
house  the  school  Dental  clinic  which  must  be  moved  when  the  former 
Aaron  Guild  school  is  sold,  probably  in  1983. 

A  small  polychlorinated  biphenyl  (PBC)  leak  occured  in  the 
generator  room  at  Junior  High  School  South  on  February  6,  1982. 

Food  samples  from  the  cafeteria  were  tested  for  contamination. 
Samples  were  also  taken  from  the  floors,  walls  and  ventilating  system  of 
the  building  and  tested  for  (PBC)  contamination.  All  samples  were 
found  to  be  normal  and  safe. 

Due  to  a  possible  contamination  with  clostridium  botulism,  the 
Federal  Food  &  Drug  administration  announced  a  recall  on  February  8, 
1982  of  all  3/i  ounce  cans  of  Alaska  salmon. 

All  Norwood  Food  stores  were  visited  and  checked  by  a 
representative  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  40  brands  of  salmon  bearing 
the  code  no.  K  13  stamped  on  the  container.  A  number  of  cans  were 
found  in  Norwood. 

A  second  salmon  recall  was  made  in  the  month  of  April  by  the 
Federal  Food  &  Drug  administration  which  involved  hundreds  of 
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thousands  of  potentially  defective  cans  of  the  product.  All  Norwood 
rood  stores  were  checked  to  assure  that  the  salmon  was  removed  from 
sale. 

On  October  6,  1982  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
ordered  all  non  prescription  Tylenol  products  removed  from  sale  due  to  a 
tampering  problem  in  Chicago.  The  recall  included  Tylenol  regular 
strength  capsules,  Tylenol  extra  strength  capsules,  and  Co-Tylenol 
capsules. 

The  manufacturer  was  not  involved  in  the  tampering  and  the 
packaging  process  was  changed  to  protect  the  consumer. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  did  not  have  any  reported  cases  of  Measles 
last  year.  There  were  no  cases  of  Rubella,  however  2  cases  of  Mumps 
were  reported  to  the  Board. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  has  reported  that  Tuberculosis  increased  in  Massachusetts 
by  11.5%  in  1981  over  the  number  of  cases  reported  in  1980. 

The  Board  investigated  several  oil  skills  and  tank  leaks  in  1982. 

The  Board  investigated  complaints  on  violations  of  the  minimum 
standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitation.  Legal  action  was  required  to 
resolve  some  of  the  violations. 

The  Board  conducted  immunization  clinics  for  Influenza  & 
Pneumonia  during  the  fall  and  early  winter  for  Norwood  residents. 

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  approved  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Health  to  open  a  Keep  well  clinic  for  Norwood  residents  at  the 
Brookview  Village  housing  for  the  elderly.

Through  its  partnership  with  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  town  of  Norwood  is  able  to  guarantee  its  residents  —  children, 
youth  and  adults  —  access  to  an  integrated  network  of  quality  out¬ 
patient  mental  health  services.  Town  contribution  enables  -Cutler 
Counseling  Center,  a  comprehensive  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Association 
with  limited  support  from  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health,  to 
provide  a  wide  range  of  outpatient  counseling  services  to  citzens  who 
need  them  at  fees  based  on  their  ability  to  pay. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit  cor¬ 
poration,  governed  by  a  citizen  Board  of  Directors  who  represent  each  of 
the  twelve  towns  in  its  service  area.  Canton,  Dedham,  Foxboro,  Med- 
field,  Millis,  Norfolk,  Norwood,  Plainville,  Sharon,  Walpole, 
Westwood,  and  Wrentham. 

The  major  programs  of  NMHA  available  to  Norwood  residents  are: 
CUTLER  COUNSELING  CENTER,  which  has  a  large  multi¬ 
disciplinary  staff  serving  individuals,  couples  and  families.  Services 
include  evaluation,  referral,  treatment,  educational  and  support  groups 
(e.g.  Widowed  Lifeline,  Recreational  Gym,  Social  Rehabilitation,  Single 
Life  Group,  Divorce-Separation  Workshops.  Stress  Management 
Workshops,  Cancer  Support  Groups,  Bereavement  Groups,  Music 
Therapy,  Weight  Management,)  children’s  groups,  parent-toddler 
groups,  as  well  as  consultation  and  training  services  to  community  agen¬ 
cies,  schools,  and  local  industries.  NORFOLK  CLINICAL 
CHILDREN’S  CENTER,  a  therapeutic  day  program  for  emotionally, 
behaviorally  or  developmentally  distressed  childredn  ages  3-8.  SUPER¬ 
VISED  APARTMENT  PROGRAM,  a  residential  program  providing 
supervised  living  for  deinstitutionalized  mentally  ill/mentally  retarded 
adults.  PROJECT  HIRE,  a  sheltered  vocational  rehabilitation  facility 
for  people  with  emotional,  developmental  or  physical  handicaps.  Pro¬ 
grams  include  comprehensive  diagnostic  evaluations,  electronic  skill 
training,  work  adjustment  training  and  counseling,  sheltered  long-term 
employment,  and  transitional  employment  and  job  placement.  CASE 
AIDE  AND  PARENT  AIDE  PROGRAMS,  offering  trained  and  super¬ 
vised  volunteer  aides  who  provide  one-to-one  help  to  clients  both  in  and 
out  of  Medfield  State  Hospital,  families  and  individuals  in  crisis,  victims 
of  domestic  violence,  parents  at  risk  of  abusing  or  neglecting  their 
children,  isolated  elderly.  COMMUNITY  EDUCATION  AND  INFOR¬ 
MATION,  offering  publication  of  an  informative  newsletter  The 
Reporter  to  every  home  in  the  service  area,  speakers  for  community 
meetings,  workshops,  consultation  and  educational  materials. 

During  fiscal  year  1982,  Cutler  Counseling  Center  provided  direct 
services  to  approximately  1,010  people  from  Norwood.  It  also  provided 
113  hours  of  consultation  to  schools  and  community  agencies.  The  total 
value  of  these  services  was  $311,950  of  which  the  town  of  Norwood 
allocated  $14,666.  The  balance  was  paid  for  by  collections  of  fees  from 
health  insurance,  Medicaid,  self-pay  fees  and  other  private  donations 
and  grants,  $108,000  in  State-donated  positions,  and  $21,284  donated  by 
the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association. 
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In  the  past  year,  people  from  Norwood  who  came  to  us  for 
assistance  were  often  referred  by  friends,  neighbors  or  family,  may  have 
read  our  newspaper,  or  were  referred  by  clergy,  schools,  physicians  or 
community  agencies.  The  most  common  requests  for  help  concerned 
such  problems  as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties  in  marriage  or 
family  relationships,  school  or  behavior-related  problems,  alcohol  or 
drug  abuse,  and  work-related  problems. 

Activities  of  particlar  interest  to  Norwood  included: 

The  Child  Development  Team  provided  direct  services  to  Norv 
wood  children  and  their  families  as  well  as  indirect  services  to  com¬ 
munity  professionals  and  agencies.  113  hours  of  free  direct  service 
or  consultation  hours  were  offered  to  the  Norwood  schools  and 
other  community  agencies. 

The  unique  Widowed  Lifeline  program  provided  support  prov 
grams  and  friendship  for  recently  widowed  residents. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  Board  of  Directors  includes 
Arthur  Gerome,  Robert  Green,  James  Hilliard  and  John  Murphy  from 
Norwood.

Family  Support  and  Clinical  Resource  Services

The  Operational  Project  Program  intergrates  all  proven 
technologies  into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  ef¬ 
fective  and  economically  feasable. 
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All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on 
the  draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  maintenance  of 
existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources.

Catch  basin  application .  Adulticide  and  larvicide  4 1 6  count 

Surveys,  inspections  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs  in¬ 
clude  locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,  larval  and  adult  collections 
and  fieldwork  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  Project  received  72  calls  from  residents  for  information  and 
assistance.

Annual  circulation  continues  to  grow,  and  has  increased  some  three 
percent  by  year’s  end.  This  growth  may  be  a  by-product  of  a  revolt 
against  television  offerings,  but  conversations  with  patrons  also  indicate 
a  growing  awareness  of  the  rich  variety  of  materials  and  subject  coverage 
offered  by  the  library. 

Museum  passes  continue  to  be  popular,  they  are  in  use  almost  con¬ 
stantly  and  the  usage  numbers  only  inadequately  reflect  the  actual  family 
benefits  afforded  by  the  passes  (significant  financial  savings,  no  need  to 
wait  in  line  at  ticket  offices,  discounts  at  some  museum  shops  and  in 
some  parking  lots,  the  opportunity  to  see  the  latest  exhibits  within 
budget).

Once  again  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community  Committee 
graciously  sponsored  two  passes  to  the  Aquarium,  and  the  Oldham 
School  P.T.A.  thoughtfully  provided  one  for  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

Support  for  the  library  has  come  in  many  unanticipated  forms:  an 
anonymous  gift  of  some  superb  and  expensive  art  and  photography 
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books  (they  were  simply  left  in  a  package);  the  Norwood  Women’s  Com¬ 
munity  Committee  gift  of  an  Overhead  Projector  to  the  children’s 
department  im  memory  of  Anne  Gotovitch;  a  patron’s  sponsorship  of  a 
periodical  subscription.  Each  of  these  gifts  may  appear  small  in  view  of 
the  overall  budget,  but  they  are  warmly  appreciated  and  (in  a  year  of  2Vi 
limitations)  most  useful. 

A  group  of  interested  patrons  have  orgainized  a  Friends  of  the 
Library  group  and  their  support  of  various  library  activities  is  an¬ 
ticipated  as  their  organization  becomes  active. 

Children’s  programs  continue  to  attract  full  audiences,  and  story 
hours  remain  as  popular  as  ever.  The  summer  reading  program  was 
rowsing  success,  and  all  written  reports  were  again  forwarded  to  the  par¬ 
ticipants’  schools  for  teacher  evaluation. 

Adult  and  Outreach  programs  were  very  active  with  meaningful 
presentations  on  a  variety  of  subjects  (such  as  -  “Sumercraft” 
“Memory  Improvement”,  and  “Calligraphy”).  Outreach  has  also 
established  a  satellite  book  collection  at  the  Shattuck  Housing  recreation 
center,  in  addition  to  collections  at  other  housing  units. 

Energy  conservation  continued  with  the  purchase  and  installation  of 
paddle  fans  on  the  ceiling  to  force  heat  down  to  areas  where  it  can  be 
used  to  reduce  the  amount  of  heating  required  to  maintain  comfortable 
reading  and  working  conditions. 

Two  lone-time  staff  members  retired  late  in  the  year,  Margaret  Bart- 
sch  after  13  years  and  Sophia  Thompson  after  11  years. 

Esther  C.  Pearson,  a  trustee  of  14  years,  chose  not  to  be  a  candidate 
for  a  new  term  and  was  replaced  by  Thomas  Cummings. 

Once  again,  concerned  and  cooperative  support  by  the  library’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  staff,  municipal  officials  and  boards,  and  the  town’s 
citizens  has  made  for  a  successful  year  at  the  library.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1982. 

During  1982  we  experienced  a  2.5  percent  growth  in  KWHRS  due  to 
activity  in  commercial  customers. 

The  town  through  the  Light  Department  has  received  Federal/State 
monies  to  relight  the  Urban  System  Roadways  within  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood.  The  installation  of  826  new  high  pressure  sodium  lights  was 
started  in  December  1981  and  through  December  1982.  There  have  been 
451  new  lights  installed.  This  project  will  be  continuing  into  1983. 

The  Light  Department  signed  an  agreement  to  join  Mass-Save  on 
November  24,  1982.  This  program  allows  homeowners  to  have  subsidiz¬ 
ed  home  energy  audits  performed,  and  other  energy  conservation 
services. 

On  December  15,  1982  there  was  a  tentative  agreement  negotiated 
with  our  whole-sale  supplier  Boston  Edison  Company  to  settle  a  pending 
rate  change  of  S-7.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE  (1982) 

This  is  the  seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent  Building 
Construction  Committee.  In  this  reporting  period,  the  Committee 
continued  to  meet  on  a  frequent  basis  to  fulfill  its  obligation  for  the 
supervision  of  construction  projects  and  studies  as  mandated  by  Town 
Meeting.  Efforts  were  expended  as  follows: 

CHARLES  W.  ELIOT  PARK  —  For  all  intents  and  purposes, 
constrution  on  this  facility  is  complete,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  turned 
over  for  Town  use  in  the  early  spring  of  1983.  The  park  was  dedicated  in 
May  of  1982.  Guest  speakers  at  the  dedication  were  Mr.  David  Bird 
whose  father  donated  the  land  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Eliot,  II,  whose 
grandfather  the  park  was  named  after. 

POLICE  &  FIRE  STATION  —  Renovations  will  be  completed  at 
the  Police  &  Fire  Station  in  early  1983.  Renovations  consist  of  re¬ 
configuration  of  existing  space  into  office  and  storage  areas,  the 
renovation  of  the  Fire  Department  kitchen  area,  air  conditioning  in 
specified  areas,  and  modification  of  the  Police  Department  booking  area 
for  better  traffic  control. 

NORWOOD  ARMORY  —  A  major  portion  of  the  Committee’s 
time  was  spent  developing  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  con¬ 
version  of  the  Amory  into  a  Recreation  Center.  A  report  was  rendered 
and  accepted  by  Town  Meeting  and  funds  appropriated  for  final  plans 
and  construction. 

ENERGY  SAVINGS  —  Energy  Conservation  measures  were  taken 
in  all  schools  from  funding  ($180,300)  received  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Energy  Resources.  Depending  on 
the  school,  the  conservation  measures  included  the  addition  of  thermal 
insulation,  heating  and  ventilating  controls,  hot  water  heaters,  and 
lighting  conversions.  It  is  estimated  that  these  measures  will  result  in  an 
annualized  energy  savings  of  $66,000  per  year. 

The  Committee  continues  to  receive  and  is  appreciative  of  the 
support  provided  by  all  Town  departments  and  offices.

Please  accept  herewith  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  for  the  year  1982. 

We  had  a  work  force  of  35  permanent  full-time  employees  and  10 
temporary  full-time  employees  at  the  P.W.D.;  and  7  permanent  full-time 
employees  and  3  temporary  full-time  employees  at  the  cemetery.  We 
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have  an  administrative  staff  of  5  full-time  employees.  This  combined 
work  force  is  responsible  for  handling  and  assigning  all  work  requests 
and  providing  the  quality  care  of  all  Town  owned  lands,  construction 
and  maintenance  details,  parks,  sewer,  water,  drain  and  street  mana- 
gement.  We  are  called  upon  to  assist  in  the  renovation  and  maintenance 
ot  1  own  buildings  and  to  provide  free  maintenance  of  water,  sewer  and 
dram  services  to  all  Town  buildings  including  schools. 

The  Public  Works  Department  through  its  make-up  and  capabilities 
is  constantly  called  upon  by  all  public,  semi-public,  and  civic  organiza- 
Uons  to  render  assistance.  It  is  our  pleasure  to  work  with  these  groups  to 
make  Norwood  a  better  place  to  live  for  its  residents. 

R  would  be  appropriate  to  thank  you,  the  General  Manager,  and 
your  staff  for  your  continued  support,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
guidance,  and  to  the  personnel  of  the  Department  for  carrying  out  their 
tasks  in  the  most  professional  manner. 

The  enclosed  is  offered  as  an  overview  of  the  accomplishments  of 
the  Department  as  provided  by  Joseph  Welch,  Superintendent  of 
Cemeteries,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  and  Martin 
Feeney,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Public  Works.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

All  maintenance  of  our  town  roadways  and  sidewalks  throughout 
the  past  year  have  been  handled  by  our  Highway  Crews.  Some  of  their 
duties  included  our  street  sweeping  program,  sidewalk  and  roadway 
repair  and  maintenance  of  curbing,  guardrails  and  barriers,  bridges  and 
culverts  and  finally  emptying  roadway  containers. 

The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  582  Vi  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  in  caring  for  our  service  trenches  and  miscellaneous 
citizens  complaints. 

The  Highway  Sign  Crew  installed  a  total  of  545  street  and  traffice 
control  signs  and  41  specialty  signs  through  out  the  town.  They  were  also 
responsible  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  our  parking  meters 


This  year  we  added  a  Highway  Masonry  Crew  and  it  has  been  quite 
productive.  In  the  past  year  they  have  replaced  a  number  of  concrete 
sidewalks  slabs  that  had  been  damaged  by  water  breaks  or  vehicle  traffic. 
They  have  also  rebuilt  a  number  of  sewer  and  drain  manholes  as  well  as 
catch  basins  at  a  considerable  savings  to  the  town.

24)  Morse  Street  —  castings  raised  and  street  leveled  only. 

In  all  approxiamately  5  miles  of  streets  have  been  paved. 

The  Highway  Crew  did  some  minor  resurfacing  to  the  Railroad 
Avenue,  Ceder  Street  and  Bullard  Street  sidewalks,  while  major  con¬ 
struction  and  berm  work  was  done  to  the  Dean  Street  sidewalk  between 
Pleasant  Street  and  the  railroad  bridge. 

Some  of  the  Highway  Departments  miscellaneous  responsibliities  in¬ 
cludes  clean  up  of  any  storm  damages,  implementing  our  leaf  pick  up 
program,  working  at  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Area,  repairing,  placement 
and  maintaining  all  Highway  sandboxes  and  finally  co-ordinating  all  ice 
and  snow  operations. 


FORESTRY  DIVISION 

The  Public  Works  Forestry  Division  as  in  previous  years  has  been 
manned  by  personnel  from  the  Parks  and  Highway  Divisions.  In  the  past 
year  this  crew  was  responsible  for  the  planting  of  123  shade  and  or¬ 
namental  trees  on  various  streets  and  park  areas  throughout  the  town. 

In  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  to  remove  43  diseased  or  damaged 
trees  14  or  which  were  taken  down  by  town  forces.  27  of  the  new  trees 
planted  had  to  be  replaced  and  all  other  trees  planted  as  part  of  previous 
programs  were  pruned  and  fertilized. 
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Again  this  year  all  town  trees  were  sprayed  in  the  Spring  to  control 

the  spread  of  the  gypsy  moth  and  again  in  the  fall  to  combat  the  web 
worm. 

Some  of  the  other  duties  performed  by  this  division  was  the  clearing 
or  trees  and  brush  for  the  test  holes  at  the  proposed  Sumner  Street 
playground,  cleaned  the  vacant  lot  at  Plimpton  Avenue  and  Stearns 
Drive,  and  finally  did  extensive  maintenance  to  the  Bond  Street 
playground  and  adjacent  area. 


PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  DIVISION 

Our  Parks  Maintenance  Crews  maintained  all  town  commons  road¬ 
way  shoulders,  center  strips,  traffic  islands,  all  ballfields  and 
playgrounds. 


All  town  owned  parks  and  playgrounds  were  limed  and  fertilized 

Sn«r.n£Jor  imP[ovements  were  made  to  Pleasant  and  Wilson  Streets 
ballfields  as  well  as  the  Bond  Street  Playground 


This  crew  planted  approximately  1000  tulip  bulbs  in  the  Town 
Square,  Victoria  Circle  and  various  memorials  throughout  the 
community. 


In  addition  to  pruning  and  fertilizing  all  newly  planted  trees  the 
Parks  Crew  trimmed  all  town  owned  shrubbery. 

The  Parks  Crew  used  approximately  250  lbs.  of  seed  in  caring  for 
our  roadway  shoulders,  an  easement  on  Garden  Parkway  and  a  drain 
project  on  Juniper  Drive. 


The  Parks  Crew  was  also  responsible  for  setting  up  and  maintaining 
the  mangers  and  Christmas  lights  in  the  common  and  Town  Hall. 

Some  of  the  other  projects  handled  by  this  division  were:  painting  of 
bleachers,  barriers  and  fences,  installing  Belgium  block  on  the  island  at 
Guild  and  Broadway  Streets,  working  on  plow  damage,  installing  a 
retaining  wall  at  Washington  and  Lenox  Streets,  installing  a  stockade 
rence  along  the  entrance  to  the  Cemetery  expansion  area,  putting  out  the 
ballot  boxes  and  voting  booths  and  finally  at  the  request  of  the  Recre¬ 
ation  Department  both  pool  areas  were  made  ready  for  opening  in  June 
and  secured  after  Labor  Day. 


CEMETERY  DIVISION 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  Crew  prepared  and  conducted  230 
interments  and  one  intercemetery  transfer.  There  were  no  burials  at  Old 
Pansh  Cemetery.  In  spite  of  a  level  funded  budget  the  Cemetery  Crew 
was  able  to  maintain  the  grounds  at  Highland  Cemetery  in  their  usual 
professional  manner  although  some  services  had  to  be  discontinued. 

Other  duties  and  services  provided  by  this  department  are  as  follows: 

FOUNDATIONS:  75  new  foundations  dug  and  poured,  6  re¬ 

capped  and  45  repaired  and  reset. 

LOTS  SOLD:  49  common  lots.  (7  of  which  are  preneed),  19 

garden  lots  (4  of  which  are  preneed),  5  single 
graves  (1  preneed). 
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35  plants  at  the  request  of  lot  owners,  .14  in 
order  to  make  interments  and  1 1  trees  had  to  be 
removed. 


Reseeded,  repaired  or  sodded  a  total  of  293 
grave  areas  —  900  pounds  of  seeds,  18  tons  of 
lime,  18  tons  of  fertilizer  and  20  gallons  of  weed 
killer. 

38  Veterans  markers  and  32  private  markers. 

16  vigil  lights,  21  upright  water  faucets, 
cemetery  overhead  garage  doors,  theft  of  plants 
and  flowers  and  approximately  25  monuments 
at  Highland  and  Old  Parish  Cemeteries.

WATER  DIVISION 

Once  every  week  water  samples  are  taken  from  five  sections  of 
Town  and  delivered  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
Laboratories  for  analysis.  Also  four  times  per  year  water  samples  are 
taken  and  brought  to  the  State  Laboratories  in  Lawrence  for  analysis. 

Dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  as  required.  All  hydrants  were 
inspected  in  the  spring  and  fall  and  continuosly  during  the  winter  months 
and  after  each  use  by  the  Fire  Department.  A  Leak  Survey  was  com¬ 
pleted  by  Pipe  Line  Testing  Company  of  Winchester.

The  year  1982  saw  the  playing  fields  at  Elliot  Park  in  South  Nor¬ 
wood  completed  and  dedicated  and  should  be  ready  for  use  in  the  Spring 
of  1983.  The  Permanent  Building  Committee  has  also  finished  the  plans 
for  the  new  Recreation  Center  to  be  located  in  the  Old  Armory.  It  is  with 
great  hope  that  the  Recreation  Department  will  finally  be  getting  its  new 
home  by  the  end  of  1984. 

The  Recreation  Department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many 
varied  and  interesting  programs.  The  list  of  activities  ranged  from  the  old 
faithful  neighborhood  playgrounds  to  special  events  like  White  Water 
Rafting,  Wilderness  Camp  and  family  oriented  programs.  We  are  quite 
happy  with  the  interest  and  participation  of  some  of  our  novel  programs 
and  look  forward  to  expanding  on  them  next  summer.  The  playgrounds 
closed  on  Friday,  August  20th. 

The  pools  opened  on  Saturday,  June  26th  and  remained  opened  for 
the  next  seventy-three  (73)  days,  closing  on  Monday,  September  6th  at 
five  o’clock  (5  p.m.).  The  facilities  were  open  to  the  public  Monday 
through  Saturday  from  12  noon  to  dusk  and  Sundays  from  1  p.m.  to 
dusk.  This  schedule  was  maintained  through  the  middle  of  August  when 
the  scheduled  change  for  public  swimming  from  11  a.m.  to  dusk,  this 
shift  occurs  because  of  the  earlier  sunset.  The  summer  was  unusally 
warm,  yet  with  relatively  few  rainy  days  resulting  in  record  numbers  of 
patrons  at  both  pools. 

Swimming  lessons  were  offered  to  every  child  in  Town,  seven  (7) 
years  of  age  or  older.  This  year  the  department  enrolled  1,425  children 
and  issued  approximately  900  certificates.  Each  child  received  instruction 
in  the  basic  swimming  skills  set  down  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  The 
program  ran  for  eight  (8)  weeks  beginning  Monday,  28th  and  ended 
Friday,  August  20th. 

A  Special  Needs  program  was  conducted  by  the  department  for  six 
(6)  weeks  period  starting  on  Tuesday,  July  6th  through  Friday,  August

the  swimming  pool  program  which  was  held  daily  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool. 

The  Sting-Rays  had  107  registered  swimmers  who  participated  in 
“age  group”  competition  as  members  of  the  Suburban  Swim  League. 
Team  members  are  boys  and  girls  ranging  in  age  from  7  to  18  years  old. 
Workouts  were  conducted  Monday  through  Friday  from  7  a.m.  to  9 
a.m.,  additional  practices  were  held  from  12  noon  to  1  p.m.  at  the  same 
locations.  The  Swim  Team  finished  up  its  season  with  a  field  trip  to 
Canobie  Lake,  an  enjoyable  way  to  cap  off  a  successful  season. 

The  entire  program  was  completed  without  any  serious  accident  or 
injury  due  in  great  part  to  the  diligence  and  competence  of  the  staff,  and 
for  this  they  should  be  congratulated. 

The  Aaron  Guild  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and  meeting 
rooms  for  Recreation  and  Town  sponsored  groups.  Programs  that  are 
repeated  by  popular  demand  and  have  remained  popular  over  the  years 
are:  gymnastics,  at  Junior  High  South  and  High  School,  three  division  of 
gym  hockey,  volleyball,  basketball,  baton,  body  awareness  for  both  men 
and  women,  weight  lifting,  karate,  soccer,  photography,  baton,  arts  and 
crafts.  Also  keeping  with  Recreation  trend  toward  Special  Events  we 
offered  trips  to  the  Circus,  day  and  week-end  Ski  Trips,  Ice  Capades, 
Boston  Bruins,  Walt  Disney  Ice  Show  and  our  monthly  Junior  High 
Dances  and  our  Costume  Halloween  Party. 

Makin  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meetings  were 
many  Norwood  athletic  groups  such  as  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth, 
Legion,  Pop  Warner,  soft  ball  leagues  and  adult  basketball  league.  Local 
groups  using  the  facilities  included  Key  Club,  Rec-Tops,  Norcaps, 
SNCARC.  The  Recreation  Department  co-sponsored  special  activities 
with  fraternal  organizations  including  the  Norwood  Elks  Free  Throw 
basketball  contests,  4th  July  Road  Race,  Hershey  Track  and  Field  and 
the  Pepsi-Cola  NBA  Hotshot  contest. 

The  programs  described  briefly  above  represents  the  efforts  of  the 
Recreation  Department  to  provide  interesting  and  attractive  leisure  time 
activities  for  the  citizens  of  Norwood.  We  are  hopeful  of  being  able  to  go 
forward  in  our  effort  to  realize  our  goals.  With  the  continued  im¬ 
provements  of  our  facilities  and  our  programs,  we  are  confident  that 
Norwood  can  take  its  rightful  place  as  a  leader  in  the  field  of  Recreation 
as  it  is  in  so  many  other  fields. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  groups  and 
individuals  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  My 
thanks  also  to  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  Public  Works  Department  and  the  School  Department,  and  other 
town  departments  and  boards  with  whom  the  department  had  contact 
during  the  year.

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  and  the 
Technical  Institute  Day  Programs  remained  constant  during  the 
1981-1982  school  year. 

The  Technical  Institute,  operating  for  the  first  time  on  a  self- 
supporting  basis,  enjoyed  a  successful  year  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
tuition  went  from  $600  per  school  year  to  $1,975  per  school  year. 

The  Adult  Evening  Program,  on  a  self-supporting  basis  for  the  first 
time,  had  an  increase  in  fees  per  student  from  $20.00  in  prior  years  to  an 
average  of  $75.00  per  student.  With  this  increased  cost,  the  enrollment 
increased  from  320  students  in  1981  to  610  students  in  1982. 
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The  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  continues  to  support  the  com¬ 
munities  by  completing  projects  in  our  auto  repair,  auto  body,  metal 
fabrication,  machine  shop,  structural  wood,  health  services,  graphic  arts 
and  electrical  departments. 

The  Chateau  de  Bleu  Restaurant  serves  our  residents  on  a  daily  basis 
with  gourmet  meals. 

The  Computer  Center  served  our  towns  in  a  multitude  of  school 
department  and  town  government  operations. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  indebted  to  our  local 
School  Committees,  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee  members  and  local  Advisory  Board  members  who  so 
ably  assisted  with  their  continued  and  dedicated  support  in  1982. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  District  towns,  the  parents  of  students 
and  Town  Meeting  Members  who  have  given  us  their  vote  of  confidence, 
we  are  deeply  grateful  for  your  public  trust  and  approval.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norwood,  MA 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  report  is  being  submitted  for  the  Norwood  Retire¬ 
ment  Board  to  reflect  the  activities  of  this  board  from  January  1 ,  1982  to 
December  31,  1982.  The  financial  statements  and  other  records  of  the 
retirement  system  are  required  by  statute  to  be  maintained  on  a  calendar 
year  basis. 

Meeting  Dates 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Retirement  Board  were  held  in  the 
Municipal  Building  on  the  second  Monday  of  every  month.  In  addition 
to  the  twelve  regular  monthly  meetings,  two  special  meetings  were  held  in 
1982. 
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Organization: 

In  1982  the  Retirement  Board  was  organized  as  follows:

On  November  2,  1982  Mr.  Riley  was  re-appointed  to  the  Board  for  a 
term  of  three  years  pursuant  to  Section  20,  Chapter  32  of  the  General 
Laws. 


Investment  Results: 

Acting  upon  recommendations  made  by  the  Board’s  investment 
advisor,  Bank  of  New  England,  the  Retirement  Board  continued  its 
program  of  improving  the  investment  portfolio.  During  1982  eighteen 
(18)  bond  issues  were  sold  and  thirteen  (13)  new  issues  were  purchased 
for  the  retirement  portfolio.  The  positive  impact  that  these  trades  had  on 
the  portfolio  may  be  seen  from  the  following  summary:

Unfunded  Liability: 

The  Retirement  Board  again  recommended  continuation  of  the 
funding  plan  that  was  initiated  in  1980  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
Retirement  System’s  actuarially-computed  unfunded  pension  liability. 
The  continued  support  of  both  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Commission  for  this  program  resulted  in  Town  Meeting  approval  of 
$800,000  in  1982  for  funding  of  this  unfunded  pension  liability.  The 
purpose  for  continuing  with  this  funding  plan  is  to  eventually  have  a 
fund  established  which  will  generate  sufficient  investment  revenues  to 
offset  the  ever-increasing  burden  of  pension  appropriations  on  the 
town’s  budget.  The  annual  “pay  as  you  go’’  appropriation  for  the 
Pension  Fund  is  determined  by  the  Actuary  of  the  State  Division  of 
Insurance. 


The  total  appropriated  for  this  Unfunded  Liability  fund  to  date  is 
$1,300,000.  This  money  is  currently  invested  in  various  high-grade 
investments  with  yields  ranging  from  10.2%  to  15.8%.  Total  interest 
generated  from  the  plan’s  inception  date  through  December,  1982  is 
$147,000.

Weights  &  Measures  protection  have  come  a  long  way  with  having 
adopted  commitments  to  a  national  type  approval  program  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  served  the  consumer  well.  Since  time  and  money  is  in  a 
more  short  supply,  it  definitely  has  resulted  in  newer  improved  devices 
and  technology,  all  of  which  creates  more  efficiency  for;  operating  use 
measurement  inspections  and  preventive  use  abuses. 

One  gas  station  was  about  to  start  a  sales  promotion  by  giving  prizes 
and  the  operation  was  stopped.  The  owner  willingly  ceased  the  operation 
upon  learning  that  our  motor  fuel  sales  laws  prohibited  gas  stations  from 
giving  prizes  or  conducting  lotteries  in  conjunction  with  motor  fuel  sales 
operations. 

Gas  stations  are  now  allowed  to  give  “discounts  for  cash’’  on 
gasoline  only,  not  tires,  batteries  etc.  Customers  must  be  made  aware  of 
the  discount  policy  before  purchases  are  made.  When  credit  card  price  is 
posted,  a  discount  for  cash  is  permitted  to  be  given;  but  if  the  discount 
price  is  posted  and  a  credit  card  customer  is  charged  a  higher  amount, 
such  surcharge  is  in  violation  of  the  law. 

Simply  all  dispenses,  Cash  or  Credit,  must  have  their  price 
computers  set  to  agree  with  the  price  posted  atop.

Dept.,  local  industry  and  the  general  public  for  their  cooperation.

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Director  and  a  Clerk. 

With  the  energy  crisis,  an  increase  im  unemployment,  Veterans’ 
benefits  may  reach  an  all  time  high  as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness  cases, 
rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the  customary 
requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  five  years  the  Department  of  Veterans  Services  has  taken 
applications  for  the  fuel  energy  program.  This  program  was  for  the 
benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  over 
400  families  were  aided  by  this  program.  Norwood  residents  received 
direct  services  totaling  $281,199.  during  the  past  year. 


Veterans  services  continue  to  increase  as  more  and  more  servicemen 
and  women  return  home  and  need  assistance  in  finding  jobs  or  school¬ 
ing.  They  are  thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from  the  armed 
forces  and  brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal  benefits  available 
and  they  are  personally  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veteran  Administration  to 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  Fiscal 
year  1981  was  close  to  3  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensa¬ 
tion  to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service 
connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disability  compensations, 
burial  awards,  and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with 
service  connected  disabilites,  vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the 
disabled,  their  sons,  daughters,  wives  or  widows,  education  readjustment 
training,  veterans  insurance  and  indemnities. 


The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  to  two  com¬ 
ponent  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance 
cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty 
percent  (50%)  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  As  of  December  1982  we  have  received  from  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  a  total  of  $43,042.16  for  the  first  six  months.  We  anticipate 
additional  reimbursements  in  the  last  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  infor¬ 
mation  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or 
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other  educational  opportunities,  G.I.  loans,  hospitalization,  medical 
care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training, 
insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  any  other 
benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best 
service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting 
them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’  organizations  that  interest 
themselves  in  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this 
department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans 
Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other 
Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of 
Veterans  Services  in  the  performances  of  his  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COORDINATOR

Dear  Sir: 

The  primary  function  of  the  Youth  Coordiantor  is  crisis  inter¬ 
vention,  counseling  and  casework  with  young  people  and  their  parents. 
Some  of  the  most  common  problems  presented  are  family  problems, 
truancy,  drug  involvment,  court  involvment  and  runaways.  The  referrals 
may  come  from  a  variety  of  sources  including  but  not  limited  to:  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools,  other  area  schools,  the  Norwood  Police  and 
young  people  themselves.  This  office  is  open  to  any  young  person  or 
member  of  their  family  who  needs  help  or  wishes  to  be  referred  to 
another  type  of  agency  or  service.  All  inquiries  and  counseling  sessions 
are  confidential.  There  is  a  twenty  four  hour  a  day  answering  service 
available  seven  days  a  week  and  every  effort  is  made  to  respond  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

In  addition,  this  office  also  offers  information  and  referral  for 
social  services,  youth  advocacy,  operation  of  the  Rent-A-Kid  program, 
informative  meetings  concerning  youth,  etc..  Obviously,  it  is  important 
to  be  in  touch  with  as  many  young  people  and  parents  as  possible.  This  is 
accomplished  through  contact  with  the  schools,  in  classes,  assemblies 
and  P.T.A.  meetings,  recreation  department,  public  meetings,  civic 
organizations,  etc. 
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A  growing  need  in  Norwood,  as  well  as  other  surrounding  towns  has 
been  an  Emergency  Shelter  for  adolescents  in  need  of  temporary  place¬ 
ment.  This  is  often  necessary  if  the  home  situation  is  too  unstable, 
volatile  or  even  dangerous.  Sometimes  the  shelter  can  provide  a  “cooling 
off”  period  for  parent  and  child,  while  they  work  out  a  counseling  plan 
with  the  staff  and  referring  social  service  agency.  This  year  marks  the 
first  full  year  for  this  Emergency  Shelter  which  is  located  in  Walpole  and 
services  the  twelve  town  area.  The  length  of  stay  is  thirty  to  forty  five 
days  during  which  time  a  plan  is  developed  between  parent  and  child  to 
either  return  home  or  to  a  new  placement.  The  Youth  Coordinator  serves 
on  the  Emergency  Shelter  Advisory  Board  which  offers  support  to  the 
Shelter  and  helps  develop  the  policies  which  govern  its  operation.  The 
Shelter  has  already  been  utilized  by  135  adolescents,  18  of  which  were 
from  Norwood.  It  is  obviously  a  welcomed  addition  to  the  area. 

My  thanks  to  all  town  departments  and  other  agencies  for  their  con¬ 
stant  cooperation  and  support.

As  Chairman  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  it  is  a  pleasure 
and  an  honor  for  me  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1982. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  substan¬ 
tive  accomplishment  and  progress  and  take  this  opportunity  to  cite 
the  highlights  as  follows: 

1.  A  smooth  transition  was  effected  to  the  present  new 
Superintendent  and  his  staff,  all  of  which  has  had  a 
positive  flow  from  past  to  present. 

2.  Curriculum  was  strengthened  across  the  board,  espec¬ 
ially  the  reading  program  at  the  Junior  High  level,  plus 
a  fifth  major  subject  for  High  School  seniors.  We 
have  also,  because  of  increasing  demand  and  interest, 
expanded  our  computer  program.  We  have  maintained 
our  766  program  and  extra  activities  such  as  music  and 
athletics. 

3.  We  have  moved  the  negotiations  process  with  a  two- 
year  contract  that  has  greatly  increased  morale  and 
productivity  with  all  groups. 

4.  We  adhered  to  the  spirit  of  Proposition  2^  with  a 
streamlined  budget  process  resulting  in  effective  man¬ 
agement  controls  and  approval  of  a  budget  for  1983-84 
that  is  below  level  funding  as  requested  by  the  Finance 
Commission.  This  was  accomplished  prudently,  while 
maintaining  and  even  increasing  the  quality  of  educa¬ 
tion. 

5.  Communication  was  improved  with  other  town  boards 
and  officials.  That  has  led  to  better  understanding  and 
decisions,  such  as  a  preventative  maintenance  program 
now  in  effect. 

6.  We  adhered  faithfully  to  the  Open  Meeting  Law.  We 
have  always  invited  increased  public  review  and  parti¬ 
cipation.  This  atmosphere  of  openness  has  led  to 
increased  public  confidence. 

7.  We  cooperated  with  our  very  important  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee.  Their  report  to  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  is  scheduled  for  presentation  on  March  9th. 
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Their  input  will  be  an  extremely  vital  resource  that  will 
require  challenging  decisions  in  our  educational  system. 
During  this  process,  much  dialogue  and  public  input  is 
anticipated. 

Although  we  have  exerted  a  great  deal  of  effort  to  strengthen  our 
academic  programs,  we  have  maintained  the  level  of  quality  in  our 
vocational  education  areas.  Opportunities  for  career  development 
abound  in  our  awn  secondary  schools  including  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  as  well  as  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School. 

In  conclusion,  we  express  appreciation,  in  behalf  of  all  of  us  who 
serve  on  the  School  Committee,  to  all  of  the  employees  in  the  Norwood 
ublic  Schools  for  their  dedicated  service  and  valuable  contributions. 

We  are  confident  that  the  children  of  Norwood  have  benefited 
immeasurably  through  their  collective  efforts  and  in  that  belief  we  are 
truly  grateful.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  for  the  academic  year  1981-82. 

United  States  Senator  Paul  Tsongas,  speaking  at  a  recent  Town 
Meeting,  called  Proposition  2%  “a  very  serious  mistake”  that  could 

undermine  public  school  systems  and  the  State’s  major  industry _ 

high  technology.  It  is  interesting,  in  light  of  current  public  attitudes, 
that  the  Senator  felt  the  future  of  the  Commonwealth  is  in  education 
and  human  resources.  We  obviously  support  the  Senator’s  contention 
that  education  is  the  most  important  ingredient  in  terms  of  prosperity 
for  our  State  and  its  people.  We  strongly  contend  that  public  education 
is  the  one  viable  remaining  common  denominator  that  holds  our  people 
together  as  a  nation  and  enables  a  broad  spectrum  of  our  citizens  to 
prosper.  It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  a  public  policy  prevails  which 
will  nourish  and  enhance  our  most  valuable  resource — public  school 
education. 

The  economy  of  our  society  makes  it  imperative  that  schools  join 
all  segments  of  the  public  sector  in  attempting  to  restrain  growing 
public  costs  and  fiscal  hardships.  We  certainly  must  share,  with  the 
private  sector,  all  efforts  to  implement  economic  accountability  and 
cost  management.  However,  we  must  not  let  our  zeal  carry  us  to  the 
brink  of  educational  diseaster.  We,  as  a  society,  must  make  every 
effort  to  solve  our  problems  through  methods  other  than  fiscal  neg- 
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ativism.  The  economic  welfare  of  our  nation,  as  well  as  our  State, 
depends  on  the  health  and  support  given  to  public  education.  Certainly, 
the  future  of  our  high-technology  society  depends  upon  education’s 
ability  to  attract  highly-qualified  young  educators  who  will  be  dedicated 
to  training  and  motivating  future  generations. 

Education,  in  recent  years,  has  been  under  a  vicious  siege  from  all 
elements  of  the  media.  Television,  radio,  magazines,  books,  newspapers; 
all  have  attempted  to  discredit  public  education  through  attacks  on 
teachers,  methods  of  instruction,  and  the  quality  of  curricula.  They 
have  used  innuendo,  misleading  statistics,  and  rumor.  The  real  danger 
and  threat  of  detractors  is  that  their  oft-repeated  misrepresentations 
are  being  accepted  in  the  mainstream  of  American  thought.  Parents 
have  lost  confidence  in  our  schools  and  sought  private  education  as  a 
solution.  Yet,  despite  the  negative  generalizations  beng  promulgated, 
public  education  still  possesses  the  most  qualified  teachers,  successful 
techniques,  and  the  latest  materials  and  equipment.  The  facts  are  that 
this  is  “the  golden”  era  of  American  education.  At  no  time  in  the  nation’s 
history  has  literacy  been  higher,  academic  skills  greater,  and  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities  pursued  by  a  greater  number  of  citizens.  An  over¬ 
whelming  53  percent  of  the  entire  American  population  between  three 
and  34  are  involved  in  some  form  of  education — most  of  it  public 
education.  While  the  nation’s  80,000  public  schools  are  embroiled  iff  the 
social  conflicts  of  the  times,  they  are  the  most  respected  by  the  rest  of 
the  world’s  education  establishments  for  the  demonstrated  success 
they  have  continually  shown.  Today,  more  than  88  percent  of  America’s 
public  school  graduates  perform  adequetely  or  higher  on  literacy  tests. 
No  nation  sends  more  of  its  high  school  graduates  to  college  than  the 
United  States.  These  are  all  facts  that  reflect  the  greatness  of  American 
public  education.  Despite  all  the  conflcts,  all  the  negativism,  the  future 
of  the  country,  as  well  as  this  State  and  Community,  depends,  as  it  has 
in  the  past,  on  the  strength  and  vitality  of  the  public  school  classroom.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report,  there  have  been  a  number  of  develop¬ 
ments  which  have  had  significant  impact  on  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
I  shall  attempt  to  convey  these  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  and  to  iden¬ 
tify  the  implications. 

School  Enrollments 

Enrollments  at  the  elementary  level  appear  to  be  levelling  off. 
System-wide  totals  for  kindergarten  through  grade  six  as  of  October  1, 
1982,  stood  ns  follows:

An  anaysis  af  the  above  figures  leads  us  to  project  that  by  1985, 
enrollments  at  the  elementary  level  will  have  bottomed  out  and,  there¬ 
after,  begin  to  show  a  gradual,  though  modest,  increase. 

School  enrollments  continue  to  decline  at  the  secondary  level.  This 
trend  is  expected  to  continue  until  the  end  of  this  decade.  For  complete 
data,  please  refer  to  CHARTS  which  follow. 

Implications  for  School  Reorganization 

The  decline  in  enrollments  is  affecting  the  organization  of  our 
school  system.  The  Guild  and  Willett  elementary  schools  have  already 
been  closed.  (The  Shattuck  and  Winslow  elementary  schools  had  been 
closed  in  the  year  1974.  There  are  more  closings  in  the  offing. 

In  order  to  study  the  further  impact  of  declining  enrollments  on 
our  school  plant  facilities,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  has  appointed 
a  citizens  panel  as  a  Long  Range  Planning  Committee.  Its  responsibility 
will  be  to  study  and  report  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  its  findings 
relative  to  enrollment  trends  and  school  facilities  and  to  recommend 
concerning  grade  level  configurations  and  school  closings  and  consoli¬ 
dations.  This  Committee,  consisting  of  twenty-two  members,  has  broad- 
based  representation  and  has  already  earned  for  itself  much  respect 
from  those  who  realize  how  formidable  a  task  they  have  undertaken 
and  how  enormous  the  burden  of  the  time  and  effort  involved.

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SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  RENOVATION  PROJECT 

The  Senior  High  School  has  been  cited  by  the  Governor’s  Office  for 
Handicapped  Affairs  and  the  Federal  Office  of  Civil  Rights  for  violation 
of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabalitation  Act  of  1973.  This  legislation  man¬ 
dates  that  all  public  buildings  be  made  accessible  to  the  handicapped. 
Tq  do  this  would  require  the  installation  of  elevators  or  extensive 
ramping. 

The  renovation  of  the  High  School  has  been  a  matter  of  interest 
for  a  goodly  number  of  years.  The  heating  and  ventilation  system  is 
antiquated  and  the  electrical  service  inadequate  in  the  light  of  current 
needs.  The  Library  has  been  criticized  by  the  New  England  Association 
(the  accrediting  agency),  as  being  far  below  standard  for  a  secondary 
facility  of  this  dimension.  The  laboratory  areas  require  updating  and 
some  of  the  small  classrooms  should  be  consolidated. 

We  have  met  on  several  occasions  with  a  school  plant  specialist  of 
the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau.  This  specialist,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  Mr.  John  Piccirilli,  has  come  up 
with  a  nenovation  project  which  addresses  the  needs,  i.e.,  the  educational 
considerations,  measures  to  preserve  the  school  as  well  as  the  problem 
of  accessibility.  We  will  be  undertaking  steps  to  determine  its  feasibilty 
and  appropriateness. 

Basic  Skills 

You  are  probably  aware  that  the  State  Department  of  Education 
has  mandated  that  each  school  system  in  the  Commonwealth  develop 
a  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program  and  establish  minimum  compe¬ 
tencies  which  each  student  must  meet  in  the  areas  of  reading,  math, 
writing,  listening,  and  speaking.  The  achievement  of  this  objective  has 
been  among  our  highest  priorities.  I  am  happy  we  are  well  within  the 
time  lines  of  the  regulations.  This  has  been  accomplished  as  a  result  of 
much  hard  work  and  effort  on  the  part  of  Roderick  Smith,  our  Director 
of  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  who  has  been  charged  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  coordinating  the  program.  Mr.  Smith’s  summary  of  our 
progress  to  date  appears  in  the  section  below. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  completed  its  second  year  of 
implementation  under  the  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy.  During 
this  period  of  time,  many  activit’es  have  been  developed  to  insure  the 
involvement  of  teachers,  administrators,  School  Committee,  parents, 
students,  and  local  business.  One  of  the  major  aspects  of  Norwood’s 
program  has  been  the  establishment  of  the  Adviistory  Board.  Monthly 
meetings  have  kept  the  members  completely  informed  on  all  issues 
relating  to  basic  skills. 

The  program  focuses  on  reading,  mathematics,  and  writing  areas. 
The  major  thrust  is  to  increase  the  basic  skills  in  each  area.  Students 
not  meeting  minimum  standards  would  be  remediated  until  they  meet 
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or  surpass  the  minimum  standards  established  by  our  staff  and  approved 
by  the  Advisory  Board.

Books  and  Other  Instructional  Materials — Administration 
Proposes  New  Policy 

Interest  and  concern  relating  to  some  of  the  content  in  books  and 
other  instructional  materials  has  increased  in  recent  years.  There  have 
appeared  accounts  in  the  news  media  of  confrontations  between  those 
who  question  the  suitability  of  certain  materials,  those  who  espouse 
“freedom  of  speech,”  tho.se  who  uphold  the  “individual’s  right  to  read,” 
and  those  who  regard  any  unilateral  restriction  as  constituting  cen¬ 
sorship. 

The  Administration’s  proposed  new  policy  (the  School  Committee 
has  adopted  it  as  of  this  writing)  establishes  a  procedure  which  permits 
any  individual  to  challenge  the  use  of  any  book  or  other  instructional 
material  used  in  school.  Thereafter,  an  appropriate  committee  will  hear 
the  challenge  and  render  a  decision  within  a  prescribed  time  limit.  The 
policy  provides  that  the  decision  of  the  School  Committee  is  final. 

We  are  indebted  to  our  school  librarians  who  worked  closely  with 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  in  developing  this  policy.  Having  it  in 
place  is  a  definite  plus  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 


We  Have  A  New  Superintendent 

On  July  31,  1982,  Dr.  Louis  J.  Tarts  terminated  his  tenure  of  office. 
Umberto  Napoleone  was  appointed  Interim  Superintendent.  After  an 
extensive  search,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  appointed  James  R. 
Savage,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  effective  September  1,  1982. 

A  change  in  the  executive  leadership  of  institutions  is  apt  to 
create  anxiety  among  its  members.  The  Norwood  Public  Schools  is  no 
exception.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  during  this  process,  we  continued 
to  function  without  disruption.  The  annual  reports  submitted  by  the 
other  administrators  and  which  follow  give  testimony  to  this  statement.

We  commend 
all  of  the  employees  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  carrying  on 
“business  as  usual”  during  trying  times  and,  to  those  in  positions  of 
leadership,  we  offer  a  special  word  of  appreciation  for  their  under¬ 
standing  and  support  willingly  rendered  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report.  The  school  day 
was  scheduled  into  a  seventh  period  format  including  three  lunch  seg¬ 
ments.  The  last  time  the  school  population  was  scheduled  into  a  seven 
period  day  was  1970.  The  beginning  and  closing  times  were  scheduled 
•earlier  resulting  in  no  loss  of  school  time  for  any  student  due  to 
scheduled  athletic  events. 

The  year  marked  the  completion  of  the  second  year  of  the  phasing 
in  of  promotional  and  graduation  requirements.  Graduation  deficiency 
status  was  coined  for  students  who  failed  required  courses.  Of  the 
minimum  eighty  credits  a  student  must  achieve  to  graduate  at  least  sixty 
percent  of  these  credits  must  be  accumulated  from  required  courses. 

Serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  maintenance  of  the  High 
School  plant.  Real  estate  property  of  this  magnitude  must  be  kept  up, 
otherwise  greater  expenditures  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  because 
of  increased  costs  in  material  and  labor.  The  building  is  in  need  of 
interior  painting,  exterior  waterproofing,  particularly  the  northern  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  boys’  gym  and  the  1962  addition,  and  repointing  of  the 
exterior  brick  area  is  also  necessary.  The  library  has  been  cited  in  the 
•1979  evaluation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Col¬ 
leges  as  being  inadequate  and  should  be  expanded  to  include  enough 
area  for  student  accomodation  as  well  as  conference  and  group  project 
area.  A  renovation  program  is  needed  that  will  upda+e  the  1927  and  1962 
buildings  and  make  all  education  programs  accessible  to  handicapped 
students  so  that  the  physical  facility  will  insure  that  the  curriculum 
needs  of  all  our  young  people  will  be  adequate  in  the  near  future. 

CURRICULUM  NOTES 

During  the  academic  year  the  Guidance  Department  processed  one 
thousand  and  eighty-five  college  application  forms  for  the  senior  class. 
Students  were  accepted  at  a  variety  of  public  and  private  prestigious 
educational  institutions.  The  members  of  the  class  of  1982  indicated  at 
graduation  the  following  post-high  school  plans:

To  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  educational  planning  the 
following  evening  meetings  were  sponsored  by  the  Guidance  Department: 
September — Grade  twelve  parents’  night:  October— Regionally  planned 
higher  education  night;  November— Regionally  planned  financial  aid 
information  night;  February  Grade  nine  parents*  night;  March— Grade 
eleven  parents’  night;  March —Grade  ten  parents’  night;  April— Region¬ 
ally  planned  higher  education  night. 

In  April  the  Guidance  Counselors  sponsored  a  field  trip  to  the 
National  College  Fair  in  Boston.  Two  hundred  junior  students  took 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  for  an  exploration  of  educational  and 
career  opportunities. 

In  September  as  part  ol  the  high  schoool  orientation  program,  the 
sophomore  class  met  with  the  high  school  counselors.  A  manual  describ¬ 
ing  conseling  services  was  distributed  during  the  orientation  to  every 
tenth  grade  student. 
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The  following  testing  programs  were  administered  by  the  Guidance 
Department  during  the  academic  year:  Otis  Lennon  Mental  Ability  Test, 
the  School  and  College  Ability  Test,  the  Ohio  Vocational  Interest  Survey, 
the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Qualifying  Test,  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  Achievement  Tests. 

Over  six  hundred  transcripts  of  past  graduates  were  processed  by 
the  Guidance  Department.  Frequently  and  increasingly  former  high 
school  students  contact  the  Guidance  Department  for  counseling  in 
regard  to  career  planning. 

English 

During  the  school  year  the  English  Department  implemented  full- 
year  traditional  programs  for  all  classes.  Reading  lists  and  grammar 
requirements  were  standardized  for  each  level;  emphasis  was  placed 
on  traditional  skills.  Elective  courses  in  drama  and  SAT  preparation 
were  effectively  integrated  within  the  curriculum.  Department  com¬ 
mittees  updated  standardized  examinations  and  continued  to  re-evaluate 
the  recommendations  of  the  1979  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  Colleges. 

Social  Studies 

The  Social  Studies  Department  instituted  one  new  course,  Accel¬ 
erated  United  States  History.  Students  of  high  interest  and  ability  were 
given  a  survey  of  the  major  events  and  movements  which  shaped 
American  society.  Ninety  students  elected  this  in-depth  course  which 
was  beyond  the  conventional  college  preparatory  United  States  History 
course. 

In  the  spring,  Mr.  Gregory  supervised  a  delegation  of  our  students 
to  Washington,  D.C.  to  participate  in  the  Close-up  Program.  Students 
were  able  to  view  American  Government  at  the  national  level.  Oppor¬ 
tunities  were  provided  students  to  meet  and  interview  senators,  con¬ 
gressmen,  diplomats,  cabinet  members,  justices  of  court,  lobbyists, 
and  news  media  representatives  as  well  as  students  from  other  parts 
of  the  country. 

Mathematics  Department 

Much  effort  and  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  development  and 
refinement  of  the  computer  curriculum.  A  number  of  teachers  attended 
conferences  to  gain  additional  information  pertaining  to  computer  educa¬ 
tion  and  were  enrolled  in  computer  courses.  In-service  computer  educa¬ 
tion  is  planned  for  the  fall  of  the  coming  year.  Teachers  will  be  trained 
in  the  use  of  computer  equipment  and  computer  language. 

Sophomore,  Tay  Ho  placed  first  in  the  Association  of  Math  Leagues, 
and  junior,  Kesavan  Srinivason  was  awarded  the  Rensselaer  Medal  for 
top  average  in  pre-calculus  and  physics. 
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Language 

several  activities  which  evoked  enthusiastic  student  participation 
took  place  this  yeail.  In  April,  Mrs.  Eileen  Delaney  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
Andersen  hosted,  respectively,  trips  to  Spain  and  Germany.  It  was  the 
second  such  endeavor  for  both  teachers.  A  few  French  students  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  trip  to  Paris,  France,  which  was  sponsored  by  Mr.  Robert 
Toll  of  the  Social  Studies  Department.  The  Spanish  Club  enjoyed  two 
major  events.  In  December,  the  students  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Maria 
Revilla,  went  to  University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston,  for  an  interna¬ 
tional  program  of  song  and  dance.  In  May,  the  Spanish  Club  remembered 
the  mothers  of  the  world  with  “el  dia  de  Madres;”  a  plea  for  world 
peace  and  understanding.  This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years, 
the  high  school  foreign  language  students  participated  in  the  Foreign 
Language  Week  Celebration  at  Junior  High  South  and  the  school  fair 
at  Junior  High  North.  This  kind  of  cooperative  spirit  among  the  schools 
is  productive  and  stimulating. 

There  is  a  concern  for  the  apparent  national  trend  to  diminish  the 
emphasis  of  foreign  language  study.  In  order  for  the  United  States  to 
recapture  and  maintain  admiration  among  the  various  peoples  of  the 
world,  cultural  empathy  must  be  promoted  by  all.  Foreign  language 
training  is  paramount  to  this  goal. 

Science 

Science  and  social  studies  teachers’  participated  in  a  workshop  titled 
“Food  .  .  .  Your  Choice.”  (FYC).  Its  purpose  was  to  assist  students  in 
establishing  dietary  habits  and  to.  make  nutrition  an  important  part  of 
their  daily  life.  The  (FYC)  program  taught  the  basic  principle  of 
nutrition  and  suggested  learning  activities  appropriate  to  students’ 
abilities  for  classroom  use. 

Business 

Through  federal  funding  grants,  Commodore  microcomputers  and 
accounting,  word  processing,  and  typing  software  were  purchased  and 
installed  during  March.  Students  who  were  enrolled  in  accounting, 
advanced  typing  and  office  practice  courses  gained  experience  operating 
the  systems  and  using  the  software.  The  grants  made  it  passible  to 
improve  the  business  curricula  by  providing  opportunities  for  students 
to  develop  some  computer  literacy  which  is  so  needed  in  the  business 
world  today. 

The  business  program  included  three  new  course  offerings:  Account- 
'I  (full-year  course)  fox  college  bound  students  and  Notehand  and 
Personal  Typing  (semester  courses). 

Distributive  Education  students  were  awarded  17  trophies  at  the 
Career  Development  Conference  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Chapter  of  the  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America,  District  4. 
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During  the  conference,  41  of  our  students  competed  against  over  250 
students  from  six  suburban  schools  in  such  areas  as  food  marketing, 
food  services,  creative  marketing,  general  merchandising,  finance  and 
credit,  and  apparel  and  accessories.  Two  Distributive  Education  students 
won  awards  in  creative  marketing,  and  finance  and  credit  at  the  State 
Conference  of  the  Massachusetts  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of 
America. 

Home  Economics  Department 

Mrs.  Sandra  Harris’  Fashion  Design  class  constructed  originally 
designed  clothes  for  dolls  which  were  donated  by  the  Red  Cross.  The 
dressed  dolls  were  distributed  by  the  Red  Cross  to  needy  Boston  com¬ 
munity  children  during  the  holiday  season. 

In  an  attempt  to  override  budget  cuts  of  needed  equipment  and  for 
sanitary  and  health  reasons,  a  dishwasher  for  the  food  laboratory  was 
the  goal  of  a  fund-raising  plan  called  Project  Cascade.  Students  from 
foods  classes  baked  blueberry,  cranberry,  corn,  raisin  and  bran  muffins 
and  sold  these  sweet  breads  along  with  iced  tea  and  coffee  in  the 
teachers’  cafeteria.  Students  calculated  each  days’  receipts  and  recorded 
the  progress  towards  the  accomplished  goal.  With  support  from  the 
faculty  and  other  organizations  at  the  high  school  a  dishwasher  for  the 
following  year  has  been  realized. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

During  the  year  two  unique  programs  were  conducted  for  students: 

A  cancer  awareness  program  was  held  in  which  students  were 
shown  self-examination  techniques  for  breast  ajid  test'cular  cancer. 
Oral  presentations  by  Dr.  Barbara  Ganem  to  the  girls  and  Dr.  Harold 
Just  to  the  boys  emphasized  these  techniques  and  highlighted  recent 
research. 

Mr.  Frank  Ciavattone  demonstrated  competitive  weight  lifting  tech¬ 
niques  and  followed  with  a  presentation  of  the  negative  effects  of  drugs 
on  athletic  performance. 

Industrial  Arts 

Phototypesetting  equipment  purchased  during  the  year  gave  graphic 
art  students  experience  in  computer  based  typesetting  culminating  in 
the  printing  of  the  graduation  program.  During  the  year,  graphic  arts 
students  printed  high  school  forms,  programs,  tickets  for  the  school 
department,  as  well  as  assisted  Norwood  community  groups  in  their 
printing  needs. 

Woodworking  classes  designed  and  constructed  stage  sets  for  the 
senior  play  and  cooperated  with  community  groups  in  wood  construction. 
A  rolling  tripod  device  to  assist  physically  handicapped  elementary 
school  students  during  physical  education  activities  was  built  by  the 
instructor  and  students  of  metal-work. 
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Library 

A  gift  of  books  in  memory  of  Elizabeth  O’Sullivan,  former  Head 
of  the  English  Department,  was  received  from  members  of  that  depart¬ 
ment.  Members  of  the  Norwood  community  donated  books  and  periodi¬ 
cals  which  are  available  for  student  use. 

A  microfiche  reader  was  acquired  which  will  enable  students  to 
research  back  issues  of  periodicals  which  are  preserved  only  in  micro¬ 
fiche.  This  equipment  complements  the  microfilm  readers,  which  give 
students  access  to  original  periodicals  and  newspapers  dating  back  to 
1811.  Over  260  students  a  day  used  the  library  this  past  school  year. 
Many  classes  were  scheduled  for  library  orientation,  instruction  in 
media  resources,  as  well  as  research  for  class  projects  and  papers. 

Art 


Student  art  work  was  displayed  throughout  the  year  at  a  number 
of  exhibits:  the  Regal  Press  Gallery,  School  Committee  Room,  Under¬ 
wood  Gallery  of  Westwood,  Music  Concert  Exhibits,  and  the  Youth  Art 
Months  Exhibits  within  the  school.  School  and  community  work 
included  posters  far  senior  citizens,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  American 
Legion  and  the  Norwood  Police  Department.  Decorations  for  school 
activities  such  as  the  Senior  Play,  the  Madrigal  Christmas  Banquet, 
Christmas  Concert  and  the  Senior  Variety  Show  were  performed  by 
students  of  art. 

Special  Education 

There  were  25  new  evaluations  completed  at  High  School  during 
the  year.  Fifteen  of  these  resulted  in  recommendations  of  special  educa¬ 
tion  assistance.  The  remaining  ten  resulted  in  agreement  that  there  was 
no  need  for  766  help.  Seventy-three  annual  reviews  took  place  during 
the  year.  There  were  eight  students  who  were  placed  in  alternative 
schools  and  working  toward  a  high  school  diploma.  Three  of  these 
earned  a  Norwood  High  School  diploma  this  year. 

One  hundred  and  nine  (109)  students  received  766  services  at  Nor¬ 
wood  High  School  according  to  the  following: 

— Seventy  (70)  of  these  students  received  services  in  the  Learning 
Center. 

—Thirteen  (13)  students  attended  the  Resource  Room  for  at  least 
part  of  their  curriculum. 

-Forty-seven  (47)  students  worked  with  the  Adjustment  Counselor 
on  a  regular  basis. 

—Eighteen  (18)  students  received  the  services  of  the  Speech  and 
Language  Therapist. 

—Thirteen  (13)  students  worked  with  the  Adaptive  Physical 
Education  teacher. 

-Thirty-five  (35)  students  were  tested  by  the  School  Psychologist. 
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National  Merit  Scholarship  Competition 

Edward  J.  Skricki  achieved  finalist  rating  in  the  1981  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Program.  He  ranks  in  the  top  one-half  of  one  percent 
of  the  state’s  high  school  senior  class.  Letters  of  commendation  were 
awarded  to  Judith  Martowska,  Susan  O’Brien  and  Joseph  Petrie. 

National  Honor  Society 

The  Norwood  High  School  chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society 
inducted  fifty-six  (56)  students  this  year.  To  be  eligible  for  membership 
in  the  National  Honor  Society,  a  student  must  demonstrate  the  qualities 
of  character,  service  leadership  and  scholarship.  The  Norwood  High 
School  Chapter  scholarship  requirement  is  two-fold.  A  student  must 
gain  the  eighty-five  (85)  percent  average  each  term  for  the  requirement 
o.f  the  National  organization,  and  the  Honor  Roll  for  five  consecutive 
terms,  two  of  which  shall  be  first  honors  or  above.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

In  its’  41st  year,  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  has  more  students 
than  ever.  It  presently  has  six  programs:  Business,  Cosmetology, 
Culinary  Arts,  Fashion  Design,  Fashion  Merchandising  and  Licensed 
Practical  Nursing.  All  post-graduate  programs  are  one  year  with  the 
exception  of  Culinary  Arts  and  Fashion  Design  both  of  which  my  be  two 
years.  Transfer  credit  may  be  received  on  an  individual  basis  at  several 
local  community  colleges.  A  dinner  meeting  was  held  on  June  7  to  bring 
together  several  groups  of  people,  all  of  whom  spend  many  hours  on 
behalf  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Taris, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Departmental  Advisory 
Committees,  and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  faculty  were  in  attendance.  The 
Culinary  Arts’  Department  prepared  and  served  the  fine  meal.  Each 
department  made  a  formal  presentation  followed  by  a  discussion  period, 
giving  everyone  an  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  each  other  for  the 
betterment  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Maher  was  appointed  to  the  Greater  Boston  Regional  Educa¬ 
tion  Advisory  Committee  which  meets  monthly  to  provide  information 
on  educational  issues  to  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education.  At  the 
request  of  the  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  he  attended  a  State 
Youth  Employment  Conference  which  was  held  at  Brandeis  University  in 
June.  Seventy  alumni  attended  an  organizational  meeting  for  a  more 
active  alumni  group.  This  meeting  was  arranged  by  Laurie  Keyes, 
instructor-alumna  and  the  Director.  Approximately  one-third  of  the 
student  body  and  one-half  of  the  faculty  were  certified  through  the 
Norwood  CPR  Committee  this  year.  The  Director  arranged  the  program 
with  Mr.  Thomas  Cummings  of  Norwood  with  Mrs.  Jean  Taylor 
providing  the  actual  training  at  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home.  It  is  the  goal  of 
the  school  to  have  the  entire  faculty  and  the  student  body  certified  in 
CPR. 

Dr.  Roy  Korwin,  a  clinical  psychologist,  volunteered  his  services  on 
a  referral  basis  for  Peabody  students.  This  service  is  in  addition  to  the 
guidance  counselor  and  the  adjustment  counselor,  already  on  the 
school’s  faculty.  English  as  a  Second  language  instruction  was  provided 
to  two  students  in  need  of  this  service.  All  of  the  recommended  services 
of  the  Chapter  766  evaluation  are  available  to  qualifying  students. 

With  the  current  economy,  students  with  skills’  training  such  as  that 
received  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  are  in  great  demand.  Thus, 
placement  of  graduates  continues  to  be  excellent. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Science  Department,  many  students 
participated  in  a  Norfolk  County-Newton  Lung  Association  School 
Health  Education  Project.  This  program  of  one  week’s  duration  used 
bio-feedback  machines  to  show  the  immediate  physiological  effect  after 
smoking  even  one  cigarette.  Comparing  non-smokers  with  whose 
smoking  presented  a  dramatic  picture. 
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Exploratory  programs  offered  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  for  senior 
high  students  include  Cosmeotology,  Early  Childhood  Education, 
Fashion  Design,  and  the  Health  Professions.  Each  year  a  number  of 
Cosmeotology  Exploratory  students  apply  for  and  are  accepted  into  the 
two-year  high  school  program  available  only  to  Norwood  students.  The 
Early  Childhood  Education-Health  Professions  courses  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Joan  Golden,  Science  Instructor,  had  a  number  of  speakers  from 
the  community  namely:  Dr.  Thomas  Couch,  Optometrist;  Barbara 
Nichols,  Office  Manager  for  the  Norfolk-Newton  Lung  Association; 
George  Fahey,  School  Adjustment  Counselor;  Dr.  Roy  Korwin,  Clinical 
Psychologist;  Priscilla  Harrison,  Dental  Assistant;  Marcia  Krasnow  of 
the  Diagnostic  Center  at  the  Cleveland  School;  Susan  Elliott,  Registered 
Nurse  at  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  and  Jean  Marshall, 
Coordinator  at  Pulse. 

Business  Department 

Federal  grant  monies  provided  four  Commodore  Microcomputers 
for  the  Business  Machines’  Lab.  These  microcomputers  may  be  used  as 
word  processors  or  for  performing  accounting  problems.  One  new 
electric  typewriter  has  also  been  added.  Another  grant  for  the  purchase 
of  additional  microcomputers  has  been  written  to  continue  the  updating 
of  Business  Machines’  Lab  equipment. 

The  John  Hancock  Awards  for  recognition  of  outstanding  achieve¬ 
ment  in  business  were  presented  to  Shirley  Gannon,  Secretarial,  and 
Paula  Schwartz,  Business  Machines. 

In  their  English  class,  business  students  were  given  intensive 
grammar  and  punctuation  training  with  an  emphasis  on  correct  spelling, 
better  business  letters  and  individual  vocabulary  development.  Organiza¬ 
tional  and  verbal  skills  were  encouraged  as  each  student  was  responsible 
for  workbook  and  classroom  projects  simulating  and  clarifying  actual 
business  practices.  Each  student  interviewed  a  person  employed  in  a 
business-related  area,  and  later  gave  an  oral  presentation,  based  on  the 
interview. 

Guest  speakers  included  Brian  Kaveney  of  Frank  Morrill  Insurance 
Agency  in  Norwood  who  spoke  on  business  career  development  in  the 
insurance  field.  As  an  introduction  to  the  New  England  Telephone  Com¬ 
pany’s  5  week  course  in  Telephone  Dynamics,  Kathie  Penza  spoke  on 
proper  telephone  techniques,  as  well  as  personal  qualities  valued  in  a 
secretary.  From  Buckingham  Personnel  in  Norwood,  Ann  Buckingham 
addressed  the  job  search,  job  availabilities,  skill  requirements  and 
appearance  at  the  job  interview.  Diana  Ragusa,  ’79,  currently  Executive 
Secretary  to  the  Administrator  of  Norwood  Hospital,  spoke  about  her 
career  path,  including  the  importance  of  job  skills,  job  location, 
confidentiality,  appearance,  interviewing,  benefits  and  opportunities 
locally  at  Norwood  Hospital. 

The  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  Guidance  and  Placement  Office  was 
unable  to  fill  all  of  the  openings  in  the  business  field  for  those  meeting 
required  skill  levels. 
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Cosmeotology 

Cosmeotology  students  have  classroom  courses  in  related  English, 
Science,  Art  and  Retail  Merchandising,  in  addition  to  their  laboratory 
work.  The  Science  Department,  in  conjunction  with  the  lab  instructors, 
revised  the  presentation  of  materials  taught  in  both  the  lab  and  the 
classroom.  Additional  demonstrations  of  chemical  changes  occurring  in 
beauty  care  materials  were  presented  in  class,  while  the  effect  of  pH  on 
food  and  cosmetics  was  shown  at  Open  House.  A  new  edition  of  the 
textbook  eliminates  the  need  for  two  texts. 

Included  in  the  Cosmeotology  Department’s  yearly  activities  was  a 
field  trip  to  Shakour’s  Beauty  Supply  House  in  Westboro  and  a  visit  to 
Hairdressers  Expo  ’82  at  the  Woburn  Trade  Center.  Michael  Fitzhenry 
of  John  Dellaria’s  in  Norwood  gave  a  cutting  demonstration,  while 
Joseph  Creonto  and  his  staff  of  Capri  Salon  in  Holbrook  demonstrated 
styling.  Margaret  Farrell,  now  a  graduate  esthetician  with  Catherine 
Hinds’  Skin  Care  on  Newbury  Street  in  Boston,  gave  a  skin  analyzer 
demonstration.  A  make-up  demonstration  was  given  by  Carol  Gorden, 
owner  of  Shepard’s  Cosmetics  in  Norwood.  Marcel  Blaine  of  Blaine’s 
Hair  School  in  Boston,  and  Blaine’s  Haircutting  Salon  in  Bellingham 
and  North  Attleboro,  gave  a  haircutting  demonstration. 

Culinary  Arts  Department 

The  Culinary  Arts  Program  consists  of  three  areas  of  the  food- 
service  industry:  Chef  Training,  Dining  Room  Management  and 
Commercial  Baking.  The  Chef  Training  Program  has  18  students  who 
are  subjected  to  a  concentrated  study  of  volume  feeding  in  an  institu¬ 
tional  setting,  with  exposure  to  catering  and  garde  manager  work.  A 
daily  luncheon  program  is  provided  through  this  cafeteria  program. 
Eleven  students  in  the  Dining  Room  Management  area  operated  Henry 
O’s  Restaurant,  rotating  positions  both  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  dining 
room.  These  students,  along  with  the  Chef  Training  group,  provide 
catering  service  to  the  community.  Managerial  skills  are  demonstrated 
through  the  planning  and  organization  of  monthly  ethnic  special  events. 

The  Bakery  Department  carries  a  full  line  of  baked  products  from 
the  simple  cookie  to  the  most  elegant  5-tier  wedding  cake.  All  products 
are  prepared  by  the  students  to  serve  their  varied  clientele.  Nutrition  and 
Bakery  Science  courses  were  revised  to  coordinate  more  closely  with 
related  coursework. 

During  the  past  academic  year  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  held 
four  field  trips.  Students  toured  ITT  Continental  Baking  (Wonder 
Bread)  in  Natick,  Old  Colony  Meat  Packing  in  Boston,  Ruma  Fruit  and 
Produce  Company  of  Chelsea,  and  Rothstein  Corporation  (baking 
supplies)  in  Woburn.  In  April  the  students  attended  the  Annual  New 
England  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Culinary  Exhibition  which  was  held  in  the 
Hynes  Auditorium.  Dining  Room  Management  students  used  their  tip 
monies  from  Henry  O’s  Restaurant  to  enjoy  an  evening  at  the  well- 
known  French  restaurant,  Maison  Robert,  in  Boston. 
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An  unusually  large  number  of  catering  requests  included:  the 
Norfolk  County  Sheriffs’  Association  Annual  Fundraiser  in  Quincy.  The 
Leukemia  Telethon  at  Boston’s  Copley  Plaza,  Westwood  High  School’s 
Foreign  Exchange  Students’  Annual  Dinner,  special  holiday  dinners  for 
the  Dover  Senior  Citizens’  Drop-In  Center,  and  the  Homemakers’ 
Association  of  the  Norfolk  County  Extension  Program.  In  Norwood, 
catering  was  provided  for  the  High  School  Booster’s  Banquet,  as  well  as 
the  Music  Department’s  Annual  Medieval  Dinner.  Luncheons  were 
catered  for  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club,  the  Kiwanis,  and  the  local 
Catholic  Women’s  Club,  as  well  as  a  clambake  for  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Fashion  Design 

The  economic  importance  of  the  fashion  business  confirms  the  need 
for  professional  training  in  the  design  and  manufacturing  of  apparel  for 
men,  women  and  children.  Advisory  Board  members  Ms.  Joan 
McKinnon,  designer  for  Carter’s,  Needham,  and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Robbins, 
II,  owner  and  operator  of  The  Golden  Needle  in  Braintree,  met  respec¬ 
tively  on  April  1-2,  1982.  Constructive  suggestions  emphasized  the  need 
for  more  detailed  pencil  sketching,  coloration  of  fabrics,  professional 
accuracy  and  efficiency  in  work  habits  and  the  importance  of  an  appren¬ 
ticeship  program.  The  initiation  of  an  apprenticeship  requirement  for 
second  year  postgraduates  will  be  adopted  for  the  Class  of  ’83.  Mrs.  Enid 
Goldsmith,  owner  of  a  modeling  agency,  was  unable  to  attend. 

The  addition  of  a  grading  machine  to  the  Fashion  Design  lab  equip¬ 
ment  provided  our  students  with  a  professional  tool  to  grade  patterns 
with  speed,  precision  and  accuracy.  The  use  of  this  machine  was  taught 
in  conjunction  with  hand  grading.  Field  trips  throughout  the  year  involve 
the  Fashion  Design  students  with  the  local  community,  industry  and 
fashion  personnel.  All  students  were  invited  to  set  up  the  “Victorian 
Clothing  Exhibit — 1800’’  for  the  Norwood  Historical  Society  at  Day 
House  presented  to  the  public  on  October  17-18-25,  1981.  On  December 
2nd,  students  toured  the  new  wing  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston. 
The  modern  exhibit  “Paintings  of  the  ’70s’’  by  Larry  Poons  and  “The 
Search  for  Alexander’’  exhibit  with  an  extensive  array  of  metalwork, 
sculpture  and  jewelry  from  the  3rd  and  4th  century  B.C.,  were  two 
worlds  apart.  Students  were  impressed  by  both  and  could  relate  to  the 
artistic  ingenuity  and  craftsmanship  that  created  these  artifacts. 

Jane  Fortun,  a  free-lance  fashion  illustrator,  lectured  to  our 
students  on  March  4,  1982.  She  gave  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  art  of 
black  and  white  illustration  for  newspaper  advertising,  and  also  showed 
her  portfolio  of  drawings  in  progress.  After  the  finished  art  work  was 
scrutinized,  many  questions  arose  regarding  employment  opportunities. 
The  Fashion  Group  of  Boston  was  host  for  the  Career  Day  Program  held 
at  the  Sheraton/Boston  on  March  9th.  Successful  personalities  in  retail¬ 
ing,  promotion,  advertising  and  fashion  writing  spoke  on  the  training 
and  opportunities  for  careers  in  their  respective  fields.  New  York  based 
fashion  designer,  Norma  Kamali,  was  represented  by  a  slide  presentation 
of  her  innovative  designs  for  today’s  life-style. 
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Workshop8  at  the  Franklin  Mill  Store  managed  by  Pat  Daddario  a 
Peabody  graduate,  on  March  24th  featured  demonstrations  on  a  Singer 
Memo-matic  knitting  machine.  Fabrics  and  notions  for  design  projects 
were  purchased  by  the  students.  Personalized  instruction  in  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  make-up  at  Enid  Goldsmith,  Newbury  Street,  Boston  and  a  prac¬ 
tice  session  of  modeling,  tutored  by  Suzy  Campbell,  a  Hart  model 
prepared  the  students  for  our  annual  fashion  show.  “Adventure  ‘82’’ 
was  presented  at  Concannon’s  Village  on  May  26,  1982.  Approximately 
eighty  pieces  were  created  and  modeled  by  the  Class  of  ‘82.  This  exciting 
culmination  of  a  successful  school  year  generated  funds  which  will 
finance  five  $50.00  grants  totalling  $250.00.  Students  will  be  selected  by  a 
drawing.  Those  selected  will  be  awarded  a  grant  after  they  submit  proof 
of  the  successful  completion  of  academic  or  practical  courses  in  Fashion 
Design  before  June,  1983. 


Fashion  Merchandising 

A  larger  classroom  was  assigned  to  the  Fashion  Merchandising  Pro- 
gram  this  year,  with  the  space  being  created  by  the  LPN  move  The  large 
tables  for  special  project  work,  along  with  desk  chairs  for  lectures,  give 
the  curriculum  more  flexibility.  Corky  Row  Boutique  was  moved  to  the 
former  Guidance  Office,  giving  the  boutique  a  bona  fide  gift  shop  loca- 
Uon  Though  business  suffered  at  first,  the  clientele  soon  acclimated 
itself  to  the  new  location.  More  creative  display  work  is  now  possible  in 
this  more  efficient  operation  where  display  cases  and  units  need  not  be 
moved  daily  for  the  shop’s  opening. 

Buying  trips  were  made  to  the  Gift  Show,  the  Apparel  Show 
wholesale  showrooms  at  the  Center,  and  the  Northeast  Trade  Center] 
This  teaches  students  the  fundamentals  of  buying  first-hand  as  they  stock 
their  boutique.  An  Avon  Sales  meeting  was  attended  in  October  to  learn 
about  new  Christmas  merchandise,  promotions  planned,  and  the  agenda 
of  a  well-planned  sales  meeting. 

Norma  Kamah  was  the  featured  designer  at  the  Fashion  Group  of 
Boston  s  Career  Day  this  year.  Peter  Hayes,  Vice-President  of  Merchan¬ 
dising  and  Sales  Promotion  for  Hills  Department  Stores,  outlined  the 
tantastic  growth  of  the  mass  merchandisers.  He  discussed  opportunities 

a;  tne  Uj11  s.,n^on  store  as  wel1  as  those  with  their  national  chain  of 
stores.  Mrs.  Matthys  had  previously  visited  Glen  Ryerson  of  the  Person¬ 
nel  Department  to  familiarize  him  with  our  one-year  program.  This 
organization  is  most  receptive  to  DECA-oriented  students. 

Other  field  experiences  led  the  students  to  Jerry  Margil’s  Sportswear 
wuhere  {,erry  escorted  them  through  his  Brockton  facility  where  they 
observed  a  garment  from  its  design  to  fabrication,  to  showroom  sales 
Trips  were  also  made  to  Yolanda’s  in  Waltham  where  they  saw  en¬ 
trepreneurship  at  work,  to  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  Fashion 
Show  and  to  the  Quincy  Market.  At  the  Whiting  and  Davis  plant  they 
saw  the  manufacture  of  elegant  handbags,  evening  halters  and“T” 
shirts.  Judy  Mir  told  her  fascinating  marketing  story  and  Ted  Meals 

Personnel  Manager,  gave  job  hunting  tips  as  well  as  describing  realities 
of  the  world-of-work. 
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Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  (DECA),  Jr.  Collegiate 
Division  serves  as  a  motivating  and  learning  tool.  Many  students  attend¬ 
ed  the  fall  conference  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  they  gained  new  in¬ 
sights  from  attendance  at  the  excellent  workshops.  Students  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  visit  the  new  Georgetown  Mall  along  the  Potomac,  as  well  as 
the  ususal  D.C.  sights:  The  Senate  Chambers,  Lincoln  Memorial,  as  well 
as  the  costume  and  jewelry  exhibits  at  the  National  Museums. 

Good  fortune  in  this  period  of  recession  enabled  us  to  combine  our 
New  York  City  field  trip  with  the  DECA  National  Conference  which  was 
scheduled  in  NYC  April  25-30.  Along  with  a  multitude  of  competitions, 
activities  and  out-standing  speakers,  DECA  provided  lower-cost  hotel 
space  and  several  worthwhile  field  experiences  at  the  Kinney  head¬ 
quarters  in  the  Woolco  building  and  the  J.C.  Penney  Company. 
Through  Advisory  Committee  member,  Marilyn  Wolfson,  arrangements 
were  made  for  us  to  visit  Kline’s  Buying  Office. 

Other  stimulating  NYC  exposures  included:  The  DuPont  Fabric 
Library,  the  Fashion  Institute  of  Technology  student  exhibitions,  The 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  Exhibit  of  18th  and  19th  century  costumes, 
a  fantastic  one  and  one  half  hour  lecture  and  presentation  of  the  line 
from  the  manufacturer’s  viewpoint  by  Vice-President  Hy  Elias  at  Russ 
Togs,  the  Broadway  show  “Evita”,  the  50th  anniversary  “Revues”, 
celebration  of  the  Rockettes,  and  the  fabulous  comparison  shopping  ex¬ 
plorations  at  Bloomingdales  and  the  Fifth  Avenue  stores  and  boutiques. 

Last  year’s  student  Beth  Helms,  who  attended  modeling  school, 
came  to  give  the  students  pointers.  Advisory  Committee  member, 
Howard  Metcalf  taught  them  lettering  and  Mr.  Cliff  Lander,  represen¬ 
ting  Lander  Associates,  came  to  “show  them  the  line”  and  discuss  the 
life  of  a  salesman.  Julie  Repucci,  last  year’s  DECA  scholarship  winner, 
spoke  to  the  students  about  the  importance  of  education  in  one’s  career 
development. 

Norwood  High  School  Distributive  Education  instructors,  Bob 
Weber,  and  John  Sullivan  invited  our  students  to  judge  the  High  School 
Regional  DECA  Competitive  Event  Manuals.  Not  only  was  this  an 
honor,  but  an  excellent  learning  experience  for  the  students. 

To  acquaint  high  school  students  with  career  opportunities  in 
Fashion  Merchandising,  Mrs.  Matthys  visited  as  many  of  the  area  high 
schools  as  possible.  In  this  process  she  was  able  to  convey  the  attributes 
of  the  Fashion  Merchandising  Program  and  the  other  Henry  O.  Peabody 
programs.  Brockton,  Dedham,  Randolph,  Canton,  Braintree  were 
among  the  towns  visited.  She  also  spoke  to  Norwood  Senior  High  D.E. 
and  Home  Economics  classes. 

In  the  related  areas,  Merchandising  Math  was  increased  to  3  periods 
a  week,  permitting  Mrs.  King  to  complete  the  material  essential  to  basic 
merchandising  math  needs.  Mrs.  Brown’s  English  classes  gave  them  a 
basic  skill’s  update,  and  then  moved  on  to  oral  Fashion  Designer  reports, 
written  fashion  show  commentaries  and  reports  on  various  aspects  of 
consumerism  and  merchandise  information.  Through  these  avenues, 
both  essential  marketing  skills  and  public  speaking  were  emphasized. 
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A  fabric  identification  file  which  included  eighty  swatches  of  both 
classic  and  current  fabrics  was  required  in  her  Textile  course.  This  will 
become  a  reference  tool  which  the  student  can  continuously  utilize  and 
update.  To  increase  their  awareness  of  graphic  art,  students  designed  a 
logotype  for  the  Advertising  and  Display  class,  then  developed  this  into  a 
promotional  piece  of  artwork.  In  the  Costume  History  course,  the 
students  were  shown  two  film  strips  entitled  “American  Women:  Two 
Hundred  Years  of  Authentic  Fashion”.  This  overview  expanded  the  cur¬ 
riculum  beyond  the  Renaissance,  and  enabled  the  students  to  see  a  period 
of  fashion  which  they  could  relate  to  modern  costume. 

Practical  Nursing  Program 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  major  change,  exciting  innovation, 
productive  activity,  and  strong  growth  in  the  Practical  Nursing  Program. 

Last  year’s  class  of  35  graduates  were  the  proud  recipients  of  their 
diplomas  and  school  pins  on  August  28,  1982.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  all  are  gainfully  employed  in  the  nursing  field  in  a  broad  variety  of 
settings. 

On  August  20,  1981,  an  orientation  program  was  held  to  acquaint 
incoming  students  with  the  rules,  regulations,  and  requirements-for- 
study  of  the  Practical  Nursing  Program. 

On  September  9,  1981,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted  to 
relocate  the  Practical  Nursing  Program  from  its  former  crowded 
quarters  in  Room  259  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  to  the  very 
spacious  quarters  at  the  George  F.  Willett  School.  A  very  excited  faculty 
and  class  of  nursing  students  made  the  necessaty  preparations  to  ac¬ 
complish  the  move  with  as  little  disruption  as  possible.  On  October  2, 
1981  we  started  using  the  former  kindergarten  rooms.  The  greater  space 
has  meant  more  effective  teaching,  greater  accessibility  of  equipment, 
and  more  effective  use  of  audiovisual  aids  due  to  easier  access. 

The  September  1981  class  is  also  the  first  class  to  participate  in  the 
newly  approved  42  week  curriculum  of  study.  We  expect  to  refine  those 
areas  which  require  further  adjustment  over  the  next  year.  When  the 
evaluation  period  is  completed,  work  will  begin  on  developing  curricula 
for  continuing  education  programs  in  Practical  Nursing  and  to  design  a 
Nursing  assistant  curriculum  to  be  implemented  in  January  of  1983  at  the 
earliest  and  in  January  of  1984  at  the  latest.  Our  first  major  continuing 
education  program  will  be  a  refresher  program  for  L.P.N.’s.  This  will  be 
a  large  undertaking  and  will  probably  not  begin  prior  to  March  of  1983. 

Community  resources  continue  to  provide  a  broad  base  of  educa¬ 
tional  experiences  for  our  nursing  students.  The  affiliations  with 
Charlwell  House,  Norwood  Hospital  and  South  Shore  Hospital  provide 
a  vital  component  of  hands-on  experience  in  patient  care  in  Fundamen¬ 
tals  of  Practical  Nursing,  Medical-Surgical  Nursing,  and  Maternal-Child 
Health  Care.  We  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  participate  with  institutions 
with  such  high  standards  of  care.  We  have  been  approached  by  the  Ellis 
Nursing  Home  for  a  potential  expansion  of  our  first  term  experience  and 
will  be  exploring  that  as  a  possible  affiliate  for  the  1983-‘84  academic  year. 
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The  nursing  faculty  have  been  actively  involved  in  continuing  educa¬ 
tion  programs  and  activities  throughout  the  year. 

On  July  16,  1982,  31  women  and  1  man  were  graduated.  We  are 
proud  to  be  part  of  their  accomplishment  and  to  share  in  their  joy  as  they 
enter  the  world  of  nursing. 

Guidance 

The  Guidance  Office  moved  to  more  accessible  quarters  adjacent  to 
the  Main  Office,  with  Ms.  Ann  Sullivan,  the  school’s  secretary  moving  to 
the  outer  office,  a  better  location  for  meeting  the  needs  of  prospective 
students  and  visitors.  To  keep  abreast  of  current  technologies,  an  Apple 
Micro-computer  and  microfiche  reader  with  COIN  software  have  been 
added  to  the  guidance  offerings.  These  two  pieces  of  equipment  were 
obtained  through  a  federal  grant.  As  soon  as  the  monitor  arrives,  this  ad¬ 
ditional  source  of  career,  continuing  education  and  financial  aid  infor¬ 
mation  will  be  ready  for  student  use. 

The  school  was  represented  at  several  Higher  Education  Nights  by 
the  Director  and  Polly  Gorman,  Guidance  Counselor.  Included  in  these 
information-giving  evenings  were  presentations  at  the  TEC  Fair  in 
Wayland,  North  Quincy,  Norton  and  Holliston.  Mrs.  Gorman  spoke  to 
all  ninth  graders  at  Junior  High  South  and  some  interested  students  at 
Junior  High  North  to  make  them  more  aware  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  and  its  offerings  to  residents  of  the  town  of  Norwood.  Each  year 
more  Norwood  residents  are  realizing  the  educational  opportunities 
available  to  them  at  minimal  expense  at  both  the  high  school  eleventh 
and  twelfth  grade  level  and  at  the  post-graduate  level.  As  options  were 
discussed  at  class  meetings,  Senior  High  School  students  were  reminded 
about  the  six  programs  offered  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

As  a  result  of  the  effects  of  Proposition  2Vz,  a  number  of  students 
found  it  necessary  to  take  out  loans  to  help  meet  their  educational  ex¬ 
penses.  Thus,  the  guidance  counselor  attended  two  Massachusetts 
Higher  Education  Loan  Corporation  meetings  for  financial  aid  staff 
members  from  qualifying  post-graduate  institutions.  Mrs.  Gorman  was 
invited  to  be  a  member  of  the  New  England  School  and  College 
Accreditation  Committee  at  the  South  Shore  Vocational  Technical 
School’s  evaluation  in  Hanover,  Massachusetts.  She  spent  a  day  at  the 
fall  conference  of  the  Massachusetts  Vocational  Guidance  Directors,  as 
well  as  attending  Guidance  Directors’  meetings  at  the  Bristol  County 
Agricultural  School  in  Segreganset. 

Graduating  students  had  typed  resumes  ready  for  the  job  market 
and  second  semester  interviews.  Five  grade  14  Culinary  students  inter¬ 
viewed  with  Mr.  Ron  Brown,  the  Personnel  Director  of  the  Ground 
Round  after  he  spoke  to  all  students  in  that  department  on  “Managerial 
Careers  in  the  Food  Service  Industry”.  Many  part-time  as  well  as  full¬ 
time  job  offerings  continue  to  be  listed,  with  more  employers  interview¬ 
ing  on  school  premises.  Mrs.  Gorman  spoke  to  students  in  various 
departments  regarding  job  placement  and  continuing  education.  Each 
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year  a  number  of  graduates  work  toward  a  degree  through  tuition  reim¬ 
bursement  programs  of  their  employers.  Others  choose  to  seek  more 
advanced  training  at  such  professional  schools  as  the  American  Institute 
of  Baking.  One  Peabody  alumnus  was  invited  to  join  the  staff  of  this 
well-known  school  after  completing  the  advanced  baking  program.  An 
increasing  number  of  alumni  are  returning  to  the  guidance  office  for 
career  and  educational  information.

department.  We  are  involved  with  scheduling,  programming  eoor 
cards,  tutoring  forms,  transcripts,  homework  requests? and  we  con 
tinue  to  Process  some  Chapter  766  material  through  our  office  This 
presents  a  burden  on  the  counselors,  who  must  constantly  try  to  balance 
their  increasing  paperwork  and  ottice  duties  with  responsibilities  ol  per¬ 
sonal  involvement  regarding  students.  This  involvement  includes 
meetmgs  with  students,  parents,  teachers,  766  Evaluation  Teams,  special 
services  personnel,  social  workers,  and  administrators,  with  the  goal  of 
providing  the  most  complete  individualized  services  for  each  student 
Unfortunately,  the  counselors  are  continually  faced  with  either  ignoring 
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routine  office  duties  to  be  available  to  these  people,  or  ignoring  the 
immediate  needs  of  the  students  to  fulfill  paperwork  responsibilities. 

During  the  year,  however,  counselors  did  meet  with  parents  as  well 
as  students  to  review  and  discuss  information  in  students’  cumulative 
folders.  Meetings  with  students  were  held  in  compliance  with  the 
Massachusetts  law  of  1975  governing  rights  of  access  to  records.  Our 
students  and  their  parents  are  made  aware  of  this  law  through  the  office 
of  Junior  High  North. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  organized  a  number  of  assemblies 
this  year,  including  Blue  Hills  High  School,  Norfolk  County  Agricultural 
High  School,  and  the  Peabody  School.  In  addition,  interested  students 
had  the  opportunity  to  tour  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  High  School  and  the 
Peabody  School  accompanied  by  a  Counselor. 

From  late  January  to  the  end  of  April,  the  main  concentration  of  the 
Guidance  Department  was  on  the  programming  of  over  660  students  for 
next  year’s  classes.  This  involved  several  activities,  besides  the  individual 
scheduling  conferences  with  students  at  Junior  High  North.  We  held  a 
meeting  for  Grade  6  teachers  regarding  curriculum,  a  Parents’  Night  to 
discuss  the  programming  procedure  and  curriculum  offerings,  and  also 
visited  St.  Catherine’s  School  in  order  to  present  an  assembly  for  Grade  8 
students  as  well  as  meeting  with  the  students  individually. 

Particular  attention  is  focussed  on  the  programming  and  orientation 
of  Grade  6  students  about  to  enter  the  Junior  High.  This  change  is  a 
significant  one  for  these  students,  both  academically  and  emotionally. 
Students  entering  the  Junior  High  are  faced  with  new'  responsibilities, 
particularly  in  meeting  new  students  and  teachers.  In  addition,  they 
must  learn  to  cope  with  a  larger  school  in  which  they  may  face  up  to 
seven  teachers  daily,  in  as  many  different  classrooms,  as  opposed  to  one 
or  two  teachers  and  classrooms  in  the  elementary  setting.  Counselors 
attempt  each  year  to  make  the  move  from  Grade  6  to  Grade  7  as  com¬ 
fortable  as  possible. 

In  this  regard,  in  addition  to  the  meetings  with  Grade  6  teachers, 
elementary  students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Junior  High 
School  and  tour  the  building.  Students  from  Grade  6  at  Oldham, 
Callahan,  and  Cleveland,  as  well  as  Grade  8  students  from  St. 
Catherine’s  participated  in  this  orientation  program.  Students  met  in  the 
auditorium  for  a  meeting  with  the  counselors,  and  a  slide  presentation 
and  discussion  period.  In  addition,  student  guides  led  with  elementary 
students  in  small  groups  on  a  tour  of  the  building,  observing  classes  in 
session. 

In  addition  to  our  Grade  6  orientation  program,  we  again  organized 
two  group  meetings  for  Grade  9  students  with  their  Senior  High 
Counselors.  During  these  sessions,  information  was  presented  regarding 
curriculum  and  Senior  High  School  policies,  and  a  question  and  answer 
period  was  held. 

Once  again  this  year  the  bulk  of  our  testing  program  was  done  in 
Grade  8  (the  Short  Form  Test  of  Academic  Aptitude,  the  California 
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Achievcmcrn  Test,  and  The  Gates  MacGinite  Reading  Test).  In  addition, 
the  Reading  Test  was  also  administered  to  students  in  grades  7  and  9. 
These  tests  were  administered  in  the  Fall,  and  results  were  sent  home 
when  available  from  the  scoring  service.  As  mandated  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  Test  of  Basic  Skills 
was  again  administered  this  year  to  grade  8  students  and  to  some  students 
in  Grade  9.  The  Reading  and  Math  sections  were  administered  by  the 
Guidance  Department,  which  also  coordinated  the  administration  of  the 
Writing  Skills  test  through  the  English  Department.  As  of  this  date,  the 
results  of  all  test  have  been  sent  home.

Physical  Education  and  Health 

The  goal  of  the  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  is  to 
wel1  rounded  mdmduals  with  a  positive  attitude  toward 
themselves  and  toward  life.  Active  participation  with  peers,  meeting  new 
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challenges,  and  successfully  accomplishing  achievements  while  in  a 
clean,  wholesome  environment,  helps  promote  this. 

In  Physical  Education,  students  participate  in  a  wide  variety  of  team 
sport,  individual  sport,  and  life-time  sport  activities.  The  framework 
includes:  Fall — Football,  Soccer,  Lacrosse,  Basketball,  Floor  Hockey, 
Rainy  day  recreational  Games.  Winter— Gymnastics,  Self-defense, 
Conditioning,  Volleyball  Skill  course.  Spring— Tennis,  Track  &  Field, 
Softball,  Golf,  Field  Hockey. 

Health  Education  is  a  careful  blend  of  contemporary  needs,  State’s 
recommendations,  and  coordinated  efforts  at  the  secondary  level.  The 
three  year  program  of  Health  and  Physical  Education  will  give  a  student 
a  blend  of  facts  and  experiences  that  will  aid  in  decision  making  now  and 
in  a  very  important  future. 


Art 

This  has  been  a  year  of  great  achievement  and  community  involve¬ 
ment  for  our  Art  Department.  We  have  had  many  activities  which 
enhanced  the  curriculum  and  gave  the  students  an  opportunity  to  see  the 
practical  application  of  their  art  experience.  During  the  holiday  season, 
students  received  many  compliments  for  the  beautiful  decorations  which 
they  designed  and  applied  to  windows  in  town  businesses.  In  addition, 
they  designed  posters  to  promote  the  Meals  on  Wheels  program  and  to 
advertise  a  reading  campaign  by  the  Area  Reading  Council. 

We  were  also  very  proud  of  the  student  work  which  was  displayed  in 
several  exhibits  this  year.  Three  students  were  selected  to  have  work 
displayed  at  the  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards  Exhibit  (one  was  a  Gold 
Key  regional  winner;  one,  a  Blue  Ribbon  State  Finalist).  Our  annual 
comprehensive  town  exhibit  and  Regal  Gallery  Exhibit  were  overwhelm¬ 
ing  successes. 

Several  opportunities  were  provided  for  students  to  experience  “the 
arts”  outside  the  classroom.  Shirley  Glubok,  noted  author  of  children’s 
art  books,  gave  an  excellent  lecture  on  the  history  of  art.  Students  also 
attended  field  trips  to  Newport  and  Boston. 

We  would  like  to  note  that  due  to  the  very  heavy  use  of  our  kiln  in 
the  ceramic  program,  it  is  in  desperate  need  of  repair  and  we  are  hoping 
this  can  be  done  next  year. 

We  are  extremely  pleased  to  announce  that  the  continued  coopera¬ 
tion  and  articulation  of  all  levels  has  produced  a  significant  highlight  of 
the  year  which  was  the  set  up  and  preparation  for  a  12  week  Artist-In- 
Residence  Program.  This  program  which  will  take  place  next  year  will 
provide  an  excellent  opportunity  to  view  the  artist  at  work  as  a  viable 
career  choice. 


Foreign  Language 

During  the  1981-82  school  year,  the  foreign  language  courses 
enrolled  approximately  80%  of  the  school  population  at  North.  Grade 
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seven  students  explore  French  and  Spanish  as  a  minor  subject.  This 
course  emphasizes  high-interest  activities  and  study  skills.  Most  students 
choose  to  continue  one  of  these  languages  in  grades  eight  and  nine, 
covering  the  level  one  material  over  a  two-year  period.  Selected  high- 
ability  students  may  begin  a  five-year  sequence  in  grade  eight.  Students 
may  also  begin  French  or  Spanish  in  grade  nine.  In  Fall,  1982,  we  will 
also  have  a  Latin  I  class. 

The  Language  Department  makes  extensive  use  of  the  language 
laboratory,  using  the  excellent  tapes  and  filmstrips  which  accompany  the 
text  to  develop  listening  and  speaking  skills.  This  year,  French  classes 
attended  a  performance  of  Le  Petit  Prince  in  Boston.  Several  classes 
organized  cafes  serving  foreign  specialties.  Spanish  classes  enjoyed 
Mexican  pinatas.  Much  of  the  departments  energy  during  the  spring  was 
directed  toward  the  organization  of  June  Jubilee,  our  school  fair,  which 
was  a  great  success.  In  addition,  department  members  continued  to 
maintain  their  professional  expertise  through  attendance  at  various 
foreign  language  conferences  throughout  the  year. 

Social  Studies 

The  Social  Studies  Department  undertook  several  major  activities 
this  year.  Our  major  project  was  the  creation  of  the  Social  Studies 
award.  It  was  decided  that  students  in  each  of  the  grades  would  compete 
by  taking  a  test  based  on  the  subject  matter  for  that  grade.  Seventh  grade 
students  were  tested  on  their  ability  to  recognize  places  and  things  on  a 
world  map.  Eighth  grade  students  were  tested  on  their  knowledge  of 
American  History.  Ninth  grade  students  were  tested  on  their  knowledge 
of  current  events.  Trophies  and  prized  were  awarded  to  the  top  three 
winners  in  each  grade.  The  tests  that  were  given  were  created  by  the 
department  members  who  taught  each  particular  grade.  The  award  was 
very  successful  and  will  be  continued. 

The  department  also  undertook  two  other  major  projects.  The  first 
was  a  year-long  articulation  with  Junior  High  South  aimed  at  imple¬ 
menting  a  new  levelling  pattern  and  making  the  programs  at  the  schools 
more  uniform.  We  also  undertook  a  major  review  of  all  American 
History  texts  for  our  level.  Because  our  texts  are  rapidly  aging,  this 
project  was  necessary  to  pick  the  most  appropriate  successor  text. 

The  department  continued  to  offer  a  wide  variety  of  field  trips, 
guest  speakers,  and  activities.  Field  trips  brought  classes  to  the  Kennedy 
Library,  USS  Constitution  and  Bunker  Hill  Pavillion.  We  also  sponsored 
our  12th  annual  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.  for  ninth  grade  students.  In 
short,  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  had  a  very  active  and  rewardine 
year. 


English 

The  current  year  has  been  a  satisfying  one  for  the  English  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  attitude  and  cooperation  of  students  and  teachers  are  reflected 
in  continued  high  scores  in  standardized  tests,  a  decrease  in  the  number 
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of  students  not  achieving  minimum  standards  on  the  state’s  mandated 
basic  skills  tests  in  reading  and  writing,  and  remarkable  success  in  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  run  by  the  department. 

California  Achievement  Test  results  indicate  that  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  our  students  are  achieving  at  approximately  two  years 
above  the  norm  in  the  areas  of  reading,  language,  and  spelling.  The  same 
can  be  said  for  the  results  of  the  Gates  MacGinitie  Reading  Tests. 

Whereas  in  the  prior  school  year  21  students  failed  to  meet 
minimum  standards  in  the  state  writing  samples,  only  three  were 
deficient  in  both  halves  of  the  test  this  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  all 
students  who  were  remediated  this  year  successfully  met  the  standards  in 
their  second  attempts,  which  speaks  highly  of  the  plans  and  materials 
developed  by  our  department  to  correct  deficiencies. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  reviewing  the 
curriculum  in  preparation  for  the  implementation  of  the  state-mandated 
Listening  tests  to  begin  next  year.  A  renewed  emphasis  on  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  notetaking  and  outlining  skills  has  resulted  in  the  packaging  of  a 
sequential  program  of  study  in  both  areas  in  all  three  grades. 

All  members  of  the  department  again  were  actively  involved  in 
voluntarily  participating  in  activities  designed  to  bring  out  the  special 
talents  and  interests  of  students  in  English.  Over  200  entries  were  sub¬ 
mitted  in  the  annual  poetry  contest  sponsored  by  our  PTA.  A  highly 
talented  group  of  public  speakers  mesmerized  the  student  body  with  per¬ 
formances  beyond  anyone’s  expectations.  Finally,  a  quartet  of  writers 
with  representation  in  all  three  grades  received  a  total  of  $250  in  bonds 
for  success  in  a  commercially  sponsored  writing  contest. 

Mathematics 

The  state  minimal  competency  examination  in  Mathematics  was 
given  for  the  second  time  this  year.  Once  again  fewer  than  3%  of  our 
students  failed  to  reach  the  minimum  standard.  This  small  group  will  be 
programmed  into  a  remedial  program  for  next  school  year.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  those  students  who  failed  the  first  year  participated 
in  a  remedial  program  and  successfully  passed  the  test  this  year. 

This  year  102  students  participated  in  Math  Contest  Competitions. 
These  competitions  involved  over  300  ninth  grade  teams  and  approx¬ 
imately  600  seventh-eighth  grade  teams.  Our  ninth  grade  team  scored  at 
the  68th  percentile  and  our  combined  seventh-eighth  grade  team  scored 
at  the  77th  percantile.  The  competition  involved  many  private  and 
parochial  as  well  as  public  schools. 

This  year  was  the  formation  of  the  Computer  Curriculum  Commit¬ 
tee.  Mr.  Daniel  McKenna  served  as  a  member  of  this  committee.  The 
purpose  of  the  committee  was  to  establish  a  K-12  computer  curriculum. 
Next  year  the  program  will  be  started  and  hopefully  will  become  an 
elective  offering  the  following  year.  It  is  hoped  that  funding  will  be 
available  to  purchase  adequate  hardware  and  software  for  this  program. 
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Science 

As  the  1981-1982  school  year  draws  to  a  close,  there  have  been  many 
changes  to  reflect  upon. 

After  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  study  by  the  teachers  of  both 
junior  highs,  we  are  ready  to  introduce  a  new  Life  Science  text.  The 
present  text  has  been  used  for  the  last  ten  years.  We  hope  to  reach  some 
agreement  in  the  near  future  about  updating  the  ninth  grade  Earth 
Science  program. 

For  the  first  time,  classes  participated  in  the  National  Science 
Olympiad.  This  is  a  contest  to  measure  the  general  science  knowledge  of 
students  compared  to  others  participating  in  this  program.  It  worked  so 
well  this  year  that  we  are  planning  to  expand  the  program  next  year. 

Changes  in  staff  and  programs  will  make  the  future  a  little  more 
challenging  for  teachers  as  well  as  students.  Our  schools  may  be  getting 
smaller  but  our  ideas  and  programs  are  still  growing.  Science  and  science 
programs  are  always  changing. 

Career  Education 

Reflecting  on  the  school  year  81-82,  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
impact  on  our  programs,  with  better  than  one-half  of  them  being 
eliminated.  All  the  ninth  grade  exploratory  offerings  that  were  so 
popular  with  the  students  are  gone. 

These  are  some  of  the  constraints  that  have  been  placed  on  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  past  year.  Programs  that  took  years  to  develop  have  simply 
been  wiped  out. 

Despite  the  cuts,  we  have  continued  to  provide  quality  programs  to 
all  our  students.  In  the  7th  grade  Graphic  Arts  program,  we  introduced 
Silk  Screen  Printing  on  Teeshirts  which  was  hightly  successful.  This 
course  uses  a  hands-on  approach  and  is  highly  motivational.  Also  in  the 
7th  grade  we  introduced  a  unit  on  the  installation  land  code  of  practical 
residential-house  electrical  wiring.  This  was  met  with  great  enthusiasm. 

We  still  maintained  our  highly  successful  9th  grade  Industrial  Arts 
program  which  is  an  elective  major. 

Conclusion 

It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  this  Annual  Report  is  to  be  my  last  as 
Principal  of  Junior  High  School  North.  I  leave  this  school  with  many 
happy  memories  and  assume  the  Superintendency  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools. 

During  my  Principalship,  I  have  enjoyed  the  support,  cooperation, 
and  enthusiastic  help  of  our  parents.  I  will  always  be  most  grateful  for 
their  encouragement  and  friendship.  I  want  to  now  thank  all  our  parents, 
through  the  year,  whose  efforts  helped  us  to  enjoy  our  annual  concerts, 
fairs,  and  fund-raising  projects.  Through  their  dedication  to  North,  this 
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school  became  a  viable  and  important  institution  in  our  Community  as 
well  as  the  districts  it  served. 

I  also  want  to  thank  the  teachers  and  department  heads  who  believe, 
as  I  do,  that  it  is  important  for  a  school  to  be  dedicated  to  doing  two 
things  for  its  students — to  make  students  happy  and  to  help  students  to 
learn.  I  believe  our  professional  staff  accomplished  these  goals.  I  am 
most  grateful  to  the  teachers  at  North  for  their  dedication,  sacrifice, 
concern,  sensitivity,  and  commitment  to  the  students  over  these  many 
years.  I  was  indeed  fortunate  to  be  their  Principal  and  colleague. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  and  parents  whose  contribu¬ 
tions  made  North  a  successful  and  happy  school.  I  also  want  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  many  students  whose  presence  and  spirit  made 
each  day  an  exciting  and  enjoyable  experience  for  me.  I  thank  the  large 
number  of  students  who  participated  in  sports,  intramurals,  clubs,  and 
school  activities.  Their  involvement  made  North  a  viable  and  stimulating 
school.  I  thank  the  large  number  of  students  who  realized  the  importance 
of  learning  and  dedicated  themselves  to  academic  excellence.  And 
finally,  I  thank  our  students  for  the  excellent  results  we  have  continually 
achieved  in  our  standardized  testing  program.  Truly,  the  involvement 
and  commitment  of  our  teachers,  parents,  and  students  have  made  North 
more  a  home  than  a  school.

Louise  C.  Hayes  came  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  as  a 
member  of  the  Food  Services  Department  in  1965.  Over  the  past  17 
years,  she  has  served  in  a  number  of  capacities  within  this  depart¬ 
ment,  both  at  Junior  High  School  North  and  Junior  High  School 
South. 

During  her  service  at  Junior  High  School  South,  Mrs.  Hayes 
was  the  Assistant  Cook. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  and  Central  Administration 
extend  their  best  wishes  for  many  happy  years  of  retirement. 
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In  September,  1981,  we  welcomed  628  students  to  Junior  High 
South.  We  also  welcomed  seven  (7)  professionals  to  the  staff. 

Mr.  John  Hartshorn  transferred  from  Junior  High  North  to  our 
guidance  department  to  fill  the  position  created  by  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
James  R.  Fulton.  Mrs.  Patricia  Murphy  replaced  Mrs.  Eileen  Heneberry 
in  our  Math  department  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Dowd  replaced  Mrs.  Margaret 
Ransom  of  our  Learning  Center  both  of  whom  requested  and  were 
granted  one  year  maternity  leaves. 

In  our  Fine  Arts  department  Mrs.  Marianne  Trede  replaced  Ms. 
Arlene  Miller  who  resigned  and  Mrs.  Gail  Leonard  replaced  Mr.  Craig 
Caldwell  who  transferred  to  the  Senior  High  School. 

Mr.  Robert  Smith  transferred  from  Junior  High  North  to  our 
Career  Education  department. 

Finally,  Mrs.  Lorraine  Fitzpatrick  transferred  from  the  Senior  High 
School  to  our  secretarial  staff. 

Language  Arts 

This  year  the  Language  Arts  Department  was  instrumental  in 
starting  a  school  wide  reading  program,  a  25  minute  period  each  morning 
when  students  and  staff  alike  do  leisure  reading.  This  program  is 
designed  to  encourage  students  to  acquire  the  reading  habit,  and  the 
results  have  been  most  positive  since  the  program  began.  Our  regular 
reading  courses  in  the  Language  Arts  Department,  both  remedial  and 
developmental,  are  still  popular  and  heavily  enrolled. 

Our  staff  was  again  involved  with  administering  and  scoring  the 
state-mandated  Basic  Skills  Testing  program.  This  year  we  also  provided 
remediation  for  those  students  who  did  not  pass  the  Reading  and  Writing 
tests  last  year;  after  remedial  help,  the  students  were  re-tested  and  all 
passed  satisfactorily. 

For  the  second  year  the  Norwood  Lions  Club  sponsored  the  Junior 
High  South  writing  contest  in  which  $150  in  prizes  was  awarded  to  10 
winners.  We  also  participated  in  a  journalism  contest  promoted  by  Regal 
Instant  Print  of  Norwood.  Three  Junior  High  South  students  received 
savings  bonds  for  their  winning  entries  in  this  competition. 

Another  department  activity  was  the  annual  May  trip  to  the  North 
Shore  Music  Theatre  in  Beverly  where  a  group  of  ninth  grade  students 
saw  a  production  of  Shakespeare’s  “A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream.” 

Mathematics  Department 

The  Mathematics  Department  at  Junior  High  South  experienced  a 
variety  of  changes  during  the  1981-82  school  year.  Mrs.  Eileen 
Heneberry  requested  and  received  a  one  year  maternity  leave  and  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Patricia  Murphy.  However,  Mrs.  Murphy  was  hired 
only  on  a  partial  basis  teaching  three  classes  daily  instead  of  the  five  of  a 
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full  position.  This  caused  some  of  our  math  classes  to  be  larger  that 
desireable.  Also  due  to  this  reduction  and  similar  reductions  in  other 
departments,  the  Math  Lab  was  almost  completely  closed  as  math 
teachers  had  to  take  on  study  periods  instead  of  being  assigned  to  the 
Math  Lab.  Thus,  the  few  successes  we  had  began  to  experience  the  prior 
year  with  the  Lab  were  not  continued. 

On  the  positive  side  the  state  mandated  basic  skills  math  test  was 
administered  this  year  to  all  eighth  graders  and  only  a  small  minority  did 
not  pass.  These  few  students  were  re-tested  in  June  and  some  of  these 
students  passed  at  that  time.  The  few  remaining  students  who  still  did  not 
pass  will  receive  remediation  help  once  a  week  next  year,  in  addition  to 
the  help  they  receive  in  their  regularly  scheduled  math  classes. 

Many  students  througn  their  regular  classes  participated  in  two 
math  leagues:  The  New  England  Mathematics  League  and  The  Continen¬ 
tal  Math  League.  About  50  students  competed  in  the  New  England  con¬ 
test  and  about  100  students  competed  in  the  Continental  League.  In  par¬ 
ticular,  the  ninth  grade  team  consistently  did  very  well  in  the  Continental 
contest. 

We  are  optimistic  about  next  year  as  the  full  position  has  been  re¬ 
instated  and  the  Math  Lab  will  be  re-opened  at  least  on  a  partial  basis. 

Science  Department 

This  year  John  Minichiello  returned  to  the  Junior  High  South  on  a 
part  time  basis. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum  we  introduced  a  new  text  (Life,  Science- 
Prentice  Hall  Pub.  Co.)  in  our  7th  grade  classes  and  our  teachers  found  it 
to  be  very  successful. 

The  Atomic  Energy  Commission  visited  our  school  in  September 
and  presented  an  all  school  assembly  on  the  various  types  of  energy 
available  to  us.  The  assembly  was  very  enjoyable  and  well  received  by  the 
students. 

During  both  September  and  April  the  adjoining  conservation  land 
was  used  by  our  Life  and  Earth  Science  classes  for  collecting  samples 
which  were  studied  in  class. 

Our  final  assembly  of  the  year  was  the  very  popular  “World  of 
Snakes”  program  which  is  presented  to  our  7th  grade  classes.  This 
assembly  demonstrated  the  various  types  of  non-poisonous  snakes  in  the 
world  and  allowed  the  students  some  “hands  on”  experience. 

Social  Studies  Department 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  required  Social  Studies  at  the  9th  grade 
level.  There  were  no  serious  problems  encountered,  but  increased 
numbers  in  the  Government  program  will  necessitate  a  larger  book  order 
very  soon. 

The  8th  grade  history  program  is  progressing  nicely  and  we  anticipate 
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very  few  problems  when  we  reduce  our  levels  from  3  to  2.  Again,  new 
book  orders  may  place  a  strain  on  our  budget. 

Our  Grade  7  World  Geography  program  is  now  in  very  good  shape, 
with  accumulated  materials  now  coming  into  full  play.  Top  level  classes 
will  need  additional  texts  to  accomodate  larger  numbers,  but  otherwise 
no  large  expenditures  are  invisioned  in  the  near  future. 

The  loss  of  Mrs.  Baglione  for  a  year’s  materinty  leave  will  be  sorely 
felt,  but  we  feel  we  can  carry  on  for  the  time  she  will  be  gone  and  to 
continue  her  commitment  to  excellence  in  teaching. 

Career  Education 

The  Career  Education  Department  produced  many  positive  results 
this  year.  The  curriculum  in  all  areas  was  basically  the  same.  Robert 
Smith  transferred  from  Junior  High  North  to  Junior  High  South  and  has 
been  a  welcome  addition  to  our  staff.  Many  fine  projects  were  made  and 
a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was  evident  in  the  students  in  Mr.  Smith’s 
wood  classes. 

The  ninth  grade  Industrial  Arts  majors  took  a  field  trip  to  the 
General  Motors  Plant  in  Framingham  which  proved  both  interesting  and 
informative. 

Our  Home  Economics  Department  was  reduced  to  one  instructor 
who  was  responsible  for  teaching  both  clothing  and  foods. 

In  all,  it  was  a  successful  year. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

During  the  week  of  March  29th,  the  Foreign  Language  Department 
involved  students  and  faculty  members  in  a  week  filled  with  cultural, 
social  and  educational  activities.  Highlights  of  this  “Foreign  Language 
Week”  included:  guest  speakers  from  France  and  Mexico;  a  Cafe  Inter¬ 
national;  a  French/Spanish  College  Bowl;  a  Foreign  Language  Awards 
Assembly;  International  Dress-Up  Day,  and  a  performance  of  Foreign 
Language  skits  and  songs.  Foreign  Language  Week  created  a  positive 
attitude  toward  language  learning  and  it  radiated  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm  throughout  the  school. 

Annual  field  trips  to  the  “Whole  World  Celebration”  for  Grade  8 
Foreign  Language  students  and  to  French  and  Spanish  restaurants  for 
Grade  9  students,  were  held  once  again.  In  terms  of  curriculum  develop¬ 
ment,  an  updated  Spanish  curriculum  was  implemented  in  Grade  8  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  ninth-grade  Spanish  will  also  be  revised,  commencing 
September,  1982. 

Physical  Education/Health 

The  Health  program  was  taught  almost  exclusively  this  year  by  the 
department  head,  Mr.  Louis  Jennings.  This  is  the  First  time  since  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  developed  in  1967,  that  one  teacher  has  presented  the  program. 
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Eyery  smdcm  with  the  exception  of  one  seventh  grade  class,  met  weekly 
with  Mr.  Jennings.  3 

Several  meetings  were  held  between  North  and  South  departments  in 
order  to  have  both  programs  as  similar  as  possible.  The  programs  at  both 
S  ^7  b?  Quite  structured.  However,  they  will  maintain  the  flex¬ 
ibility  of  keeping  in  tune  with  our  changing  society. 

The  grade  seven  program  covered  the  structural  composition  of  the

J^e  students  in  grade  eight  had  an  in  depth  review  of  everything 
taught  in  grade  seven.  Added  topics  this  year  included,  the  circulatory 
system  (with  emphasis  on  high  and  low  blood  pressures,  and  heart 
attacks  such  as  Tony  Conigliaro’s  attack).  First  aid  for  choking  victims 
the  Heimlich  manuever,  an  overview  of  C.P.R.  fitness  and  the  effects  of 
alcohol  on  the  body  and  the  family. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  both  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were 
given  a  final  exam  covering  the  lessons  taught  in  both  programs. 

The  ninth  grade  course  was  divided  into  two  parts,  family  living  and 
f,rufs-  T.h<;  importance  of  the  family,  past,  present  and  future  along  with 
o^am!  y  S  roIe,m  society  and  how  the  family  has  changed  from  1782  to 
1982,  a  ong  with  the  construction  of  an  ideal  family  using  television 
personalities  made  up  Part  I.  The  second  half  of  the  year  (Part  II),  used 
the  ldod  family  and  the  lessons  learned  about  the  family  to  answer 
teenage  questions  and  problems  concerning  drugs  such  as  marijuana, 
L.S.D.  Angel  Dust,  Cocaine  and  Alcohol.

The  Physical  Education  Department,  in  keeping  with  the  philosophy

The  Fine  Arts  Department  had  a  very  full  and  productive  year. 

It  was  a  difficult  start  in  the  Fall  due  to  the  change  over  of  instruc¬ 
tors  and  also  from  2  full  time  to  1  and  3/5  teachers.  However,  as  the  year 
progressed,  the  program  developed  unity  and  I  feel  next  year  will  be  even 
more  successful. 

At  the  same  time,  the  music  department  also  had  staff  changes,  but 
continued  smoothly.

1981-82  have  been:

8.  Acceptance  to  the  Artist-In-Residence  Program  is  paid  in  half  by 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  and  the  National  Endownment  for 
the  Arts.  It  is  very  selective  and  we  were  delighted  to  be  chosen. 
A  practicing  painter  will  work  in  the  building  with  a  selective 
core  group  and  staff  for  three  weeks  plus  coordinate  activities 
with  elementary  students. 

The  artist  will  go  to  North  Junior  High  for  3  weeks  and  coor¬ 
dinate  with  the  High  School. 

In  the  past  two  years,  the  Art  Department  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  has  been  working  hard  at  coordinating  the  levels 
of  1-12  for  direction  and  total  unity. 

Guidance  Department 

The  Guidance  Department  had  added  responsibilities  this  academic 
year,  and  worked  under  difficult  circumstances  since  3/5  of  a  position 
was  cut.  We  continued  our  regular  program  of  orientation  for  all  sixth 
graders,  inviting  these  students  for  a  day’s  visit  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  physical  plant,  classes,  and  personnel. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  with  parents  to  explain  curriculum  and 
carreet  opportunities  for  their  children. 

Tours  to  various  vocational  schools  were  conducted  for  interested 
students.  Schools  such  as  Peabody,  Norfolk  Agricultural,  and  Blue  Hills 
Regional  were  visited. 

The  testing  program  was  expanded  since  all  8th  and  9th  graders  w  ho 
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had  not  taken  the  Basis  Skills  reading,  mathematics  and  writing  samples 
had  to  be  given  them  this  year.  This  program  is  mandated  by  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Guidance  Department  is  responsible 
for  the  preparation,  administration  and  follow  up  of  the  entire  testing 
program.  Results  of  all  tests  given  are  mailed  home  to  parents. 

An  intensive  counseling  program  was  carried  out  on  all  grade  levels. 
Conferences  were  held  on  a  scheduled  basis,  and  at  the  request  of 
teachers,  parents  and  students.  Referrals  were  made  to  other  agencies 
when  needed. 

Counselors  continue  to  be  the  student  advocates  for  all  children  get¬ 
ting  services  under  Chapter  766. 

New  students  were  programmed  and  current  students  screened  to 
determine  whether  program  adjustments  were  necessary. 

Many  activities  were  planned  for  our  student  body,  which  included  a 
“Dress  Up”  Day,  Rent-a-Kid  Day,  Awards  Assembly  and  Class  Day 
which  are  all  annual  events  at  Junior  High  South. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  which  was  re-instituted  at 
Junior  High  South  four  years  ago  was  again  very  active  and  inducted  18 
new  members. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Central  Administration  and  the  School 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  BALCH  SCHOOL 

As  Principal  of  the  Balch  School,  I  submit  my  eleventh  annual 
report  for  the  period  July,  1981  to  June  30,  1982. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

Balch  has  eighteen  classroom  teachers,  one  reading  specialist,  a 
Learning  Center  teacher,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  teacher  for  English  as  a 
second  language,  and  a  Special  Needs  teacher,  with  two  full  time  aides  in 
the  Resource  Room.  Our  enrollment  totaled  415  pupils. 

Next  Fall  our  classroom  teachers  will  again  number  eighteen.  We 
will  have  two  Kindergarten  teachers  operating  one  and  one-half  sessions. 

Programs  Offered 
(A)  Counseling 

In  conjunction  with  Chapter  766,  the  responsibilites  of  the  Adjust¬ 
ment  Counsellor  took  on  additional  dimensions.  Organizationally  the 
Counselor  assumed  the  role  of  Chairperson  (Principal  co-chairs)  of  the 
evaluation  team.  This  worked  well,  especially  in  coordinating  schedul¬ 
ing,  referral  process,  notifying  parents,  conferences,  and  development 
and  implementation  of  the  educational  plans.

Mrs.  Ruth  H.  Arner  was  appointed  to  the  secretarial  staff  of 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in  November,  1964.  During  her  18 
years  as  a  loyal  employee,  Mrs.  Arner  served  in  several  schools 
including  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Oldham  School,  the  Willett 
School  and  lastly,  the  Balch  School.

JOHN  P.  NAVICKAS 
1963—1982 


Over  the  years  since  his  appointment  in  1963,  Mr.  John  P. 
Navickas  has  earned  the  reputation  of  a  dedicated  worker  who  is 
respected  by  his  colleagues.  In  his  many  years  with  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools,  Mr.  Navickas  has  worked  at  the  Winslow  School, 
the  Oldham  School  and  the  Balch  School.  It  is  certain  that  children 
and  adults  have  benefited  from  his  enjoyment  of  life  and  the  work 
he  performed  so  well.  Many  tasks  are  performed  that  are  scarcely 
noticed,  yet  without  these  our  lives  would  be  terribly  complex. 
John  Navickas  is  a  man  who  gives  this  quality  to  everything  he 
does — our  lives  are  richer  for  his  service. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee,  Central  Administration, 
and  staff  wish  many  years  of  happiness  to  John  Navickas  in  his 
retirement. 
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A  Core  Facilitator,  was  assigned  to  the  Balch  in  October,  1979,  and 
it  is  her  duty  to  make  all  the  necessary  schedules,  contact  people,  and  act 
as  a  liason  for  the  CET. 

Group  counseling  (for  pupils  in  grades  3-6)  focused  on  the  objec¬ 
tives  of  more  responsible  social  relationships  and  more  positive  self- 
images. 

(B)  Resource  Center 

The  Resource  Center  at  Balch  services  all  the  elementary  schools  in 
Norwood  via  a  step-by-step  procedure  with  Chapter  766.  The  program  is 
geared  to  assist  special  needs  children  adjusting  to  a  regular  classroom 
procedure.  Work  is  individualized  and  the  curriculum  is  based  on  each 
child’s  particular  need.  The  materials  are  varied,  but  come  primarily 
from  the  child’s  classroom  plus  any  supplementary  materials  needed. 
The  classroom  teacher  and  the  Resource  teacher  meet  as  the  need  occurs 
to  develop  the  ideal  situation  for  the  child.  The  Resource  teacher  is 
assisted  by  two  aides,  as  mandated  by  Chapter  766.  We  use  a  regular 
classroom  and  also  a  conference  room  to  accomodate  the  children  in  a 
proper  educational  setting. 

The  aim  of  the  program  is  successful  integration  in  to  the  regular 
program  of  the  classroom,  and  I  am  delighted  and  optimistic  when  I  see 
positive  results. 

(C)  The  Balch  Learing  Center  provides  diagnostic  evaluation  and 
remedial  therapeutic  assistance  to  children  with  learning  disabilities. 
Each  child’s  program  is  individually  designed  and  includes  work  in 
academic  and/or  nonacademic  areas.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to  learn¬ 
ing  style,  so  that  each  child  can  best  “learn  to  learn”  using  strategies 
most  effective  for  him/her. 

The  Learning  Center  services  children  in  grades  K-6,  and  attempts  to 
have  each  child’s  program  complement  his/her  classroom  experience 
whenever  possible. 

(D)  Reading  Enrichment 

The  Enrichment  teacher  works  with  the  gifted  readers  in  small 
groups  of  six  to  eight  at  grade  levels  one  through  six.  She  provides  addi¬ 
tional  reading  extensions  to  develop  interests,  inferential  and  com¬ 
prehension  skills  on  a  higher  level.  Units  included  fairy  tales,  poetry, 
creative  work,  and  famous  literature  —  Caldecott  winning  books.  The 
children  were  very  enthused,  and  worked  well. 

(E)  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Remedial  Reading  Department  to  develop  a 
favorable  self-image  and  reasonable  academic  aspirations  and 
achievements  in  the  students,  using  a  variety  of  interesting  and  mean¬ 
ingful  materials.  To  insure  successful  and  rewarding  experience  in  the 
Remedial  areas,  the  goals  are  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  reading  and  re¬ 
enforce  basic  phonetic  skills,  visual  and  auditory  discrimination,  increase 
attention  span  and  cultivate  power  in  oral  reading. 
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(F)  Science 

Perhaps  a  Science  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart,  or  some  suitable 
guideline  could  be  developed  in  order  that  overlapping  not  occur. 

Grades  5  and  6  were  involved  in  science  fairs  this  year.  All  the 
classes  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  cafeteria  to  see  the  projects  devised 
by  these  pupils.  This  gave  the  pupils  of  Grades  5  and  6  an  experience 
which  will  prepare  them  for  secondary  education.  We  need  a  town-wide 
science  basal  text. 

Note:  A  committee  has  been  formed  to  adopt  a  science  text  for 
grades  3-6  for  1982-1983. 

(G)  Penmanship 

This  is  an  area  needing  reenforcement.  We  do  enough,  as  we  have 
handwriting  guides,  but  more  pride  should  be  incorporated.  At  Balch, 
we  have  a  yearly  “contest”  and  select  the  two  best  papers  from  each 
room  for  display  in  the  library.  Certificates  are  given  to  the  deserving 
recipients.  We  hope  this  small  token  instills  pride  and  concern  in  Pen¬ 
manship. 

(H)  The  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  Programs 

These  programs  have  completed  their  sixth  year  and  marked  im¬ 
provement  can  be  seen  in  their  levels  of  ability  to:  Listen  to  directions 
accurately,  discriminate  consonant  sounds,  identify  rhyming  words  and 
pictures,  sequencing  events,  oral  language  development,  auditory 
memory,  motor  control,  eye-hand  coordination,  special  development 
and  self-control.  Children  are  selected  who  are  not  ready  for  regular 
kindergarten  and  regular  grade  1 .  They  perform  grade  level  tasks  but  at  a 
deliberate  pace.  Children  from  all  other  elementary  schools  in  Norwood 
have  and  are  attending  these  programs  —  all  with  parental  approval.  We 
have  received  excellent  comments  from  the  parents  of  these  children. 

(I)  Grade  Six  International  Days 

In  June,  Balch  School  sixth  grades  participated  in  their  tenth  annual 
International  Day.  The  day  was  highlighted  by  three  events.  The  children 
and  parents  provided  and  prepared  delicious,  varied  meals  common  to 
European  and  Asian  countries.  All  had  plenty  to  eat  and  found  it  fun  to 
sample  foods  from  their  ancestors’  countries. 

Each  child’s  report  on  the  country  of  their  family’s  origin  was  on 
display  for  all  visitors  to  view  and  enjoy.  These  reports  depicted  and  ex¬ 
plained  what  makes  up  a  country.  The  day  was  concluded  with  the 
children  providing  entertainment  from  foreign  countries  in  the  form  of 
dances,  magic  acts,  solos,  duets,  etc.  Also,  dolls  representing  the  various 
countries  were  on  display  for  all  to  enjoy.  The  sixth  grade  teachers  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  planning  and  successful  implementation  of  this 
annual  educational  and  social  program,  as  are  the  P.T.A.  parents. 
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(J)  The  Parent-Teacher  Association 

The  P.T.A.  had  a  successful  year  with  the  result  that  two  scholar¬ 
ships  were  awarded  to  two  outstanding  Norwood  High  School  graduates. 
The  Cub  Pack  has  been  effectively  organized  at  Balch  and  the  scouting 
program  which  was  definitely  needed  made  great  headway,  thanks  to 
some  energetic  parents  and  P.T.A.  support. 

The  P.T.A.  organization  is  well  interested  in  the  educational  welfare 
of  the  pupils  of  the  Balch  School. 

(K)  Building  Maintenance 

The  cleanliness  standards  of  the  building  and  grounds  is  being  pro¬ 
perly  maintained  and  credit  goes  to  our  three  custodians,  who  con¬ 
tinually  do  excellent  work. 

(L)  Professional  Growth 

T.E.C.  has  become  vital  to  my  professional  growth  this  past  year. 
The  annual  Craigville  Conference  for  Elementary  Principals  of  the 
T.E.C.  towns,  along  with  our  quarterly  meetings,  have  helped  to 
stimulate  my  professional  growth. 

In  the  future  I  again  stress  the  need  for  an  ongoing  In-Service  Pro¬ 
gram  for  Administrators  be  made  available.  Through  T.E.C.  this  can  be 
planned  and  carried  out  in  order  that  all  T.E.C.  Principals  will  benefit. 

(M)  Tide  I  (ASPIRE) 

At  the  Balch  School  we  are  engaged  in  a  daily  ESEA  Title  I  Pro¬ 
gram.  Each  child  in  our  Title  I  Program  must  have  approval  and  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  classroom  teacher  and  written  permission  of  the  parent. 

The  program  is  geared  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  child  who  will  visit 
the  Title  I  tutor  on  a  regular  basis  several  times  weekly. 

The  purpose  of  ASPIRE  is  to  provide  additional  and  supportive 
help  to  children,  who  by  performance  have  displayed  a  need  in  the  areas 
of  reading  and/or  math. 

(N)  English-as-a-Second  Language  (ESL) 

The  English  as  a  Second  Language  Program  (E.S.L.)  is  designed  to 
reinforce  the  concepts  of  the  English  Language  —  both  in  the  speaking 
and  in  the  mechanics.  This  program  is  particularly  beneficial  to  children 
who  speak  another  language  at  home  and  who  have  difficulty  speaking 
English  in  school. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  personnel  at  Central  Administration  for  the  cooperation 
continually  given  the  building  Principals  in  their  endeavors  to  provide 
quality  education  for  the  children  of  Norwood.

With  declining  enrollment  we  continue  to  have  breathing  space,  one 
room  designated  an  all-purpose  room  is  used  by  the  art  teacher.  It  gives 
her  a  fixed  base  from  which  to  operate.  All  of  the  art  classes  are  taught  in 
this  room.  Most  of  the  art  supplies  are  kept  here  and  there  is  a  sink  for 
cleanup.  It  makes  for  a  much  more  satisfactory  teaching  situation  than 
traveling  from  room  to  room. 

When  the  art  teacher  is  not  assigned  to  the  Callahan,  the  instrumen¬ 
tal  music  teachers  use  the  room  to  give  individual  lessons.  These  teachers 
are  delighted  to  have  a  place  they  can  call  home.  For  years  they  have  put 
up  with  less  that  satisfactory  teaching  conditions. 

The  room  across  from  the  library  is  shared  by  the  two  Title  One 
teachers,  Mrs.  Talanian  and  Mrs.  Preskenis.  If  it  gets  too  hectic  one  of 
them  will  slip  into  the  library  or  a  corner  of  the  lunch  room.  These  two 
teachers  have  made  great  contributions  especially  in  the  areas  of  math 
and  reading.  They  work  with  small  groups  of  pupils  who  need  a  little 
extra  boost.  It  is  a  fervent  hope  that  Title  I  will  continue  to  be  funded  as 
it  is  a  most  valued  adjunct. 

Except  as  noted  above  we  have  two  rooms  of  each  grade  with  two 
sessions  of  kindergarten.  There  are  space  problems  with  itinerant 
specialists.  Provisions  are  made  for  them  given  the  space  available  at  the 
time. 

The  only  change  in  classroom  faculty  was  in  the  fifth  grade.  Miss 
Nancy  Roberts  resigned  to  go  into  the  hotel  business.  Mrs.  Gail  Vincent 
has  very  capably  taken  her  place. 
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There  was  a  large  turnover  in  Special  Services.  Art  was  taught  by 
Mrs.  Bell-Sandler  of  Junior  High  North.  Physical  Education  was  taught 
by  Mr.  Kevin  Murphy  of  Junior  High  South.  Music  was  taught  by  Mrs. 
Jerome  and  Mrs.  Triantafell.  A  nurse,  Mrs.  McCarthy,  new  to  the 
Callahan,  was  assigned  for  two  and  a  half  days.  We  kept  the  same  speech 
teacher,  Mrs.  Beverly  Hattis  who  continued  to  divide  her  time  with  the 
Prescott.  Our  library  needs  continued  to  be  met  with  Mrs.  Newell  and 
her  assistant,  Mrs.  Gaetani. 

We  had  changes  in  support  staff.  Mr.  Michel  joined  Mr.  Lydon  as 
custodian.  Mrs.  O’Brien  joined  Mrs.  Nixon  in  the  kitchen,  while  Mrs. 
Grasso  went  to  work  with  Mrs.  Nagle. 

The  staffing  of  the  Learning  Center  has  been  left  to  last  because  it  is 
a  unique  example  of  time  sharing.  Mrs.  Bisconte  while  wanting  to  keep 
on  teaching  wanted  to  spend  more  time  than  just  weedends  with  her 
young  son.  She  requested  permission  to  teach  three  days  a  week  while 
another  person,  Mrs.  Joanne  Kinch,  teach  the  other  two  days.  Mrs. 
Kinch  had  taken  Mrs.  Busconte’s  place  for  maternity  leave.  She  knew  the 
school  and  the  pupils.  The  arrangement  has  worked  beautifully  with 
everyone  benefitting. 

Certainly  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  academic  year  were  the  several 
workshops  on  the  gifted  and  talented.  We  like  to  think  that  through  the 
process  of  individualization  of  instruction  each  teacher  meets  the  needs 
of  his/her  gifted  and  talented  pupils.  These  workshops  gave  everyone 
something  they  could  carry  back  to  their  classroom  Most  teachers  agree 
that  it  was  a  worthwhile  experience. 

Another  highlight  of  the  academic  year  were  the  administration  of 
minimum  competencies  in  the  area  of  reading,  mathematics  and  writing 
skills  in  the  third  and  fifth  grades.  Everyone  at  the  Callahan  in  both 
grades  passed  the  writing  skills.  All  in  both  grades  passed  the  reading 
test.  Math  is  the  weak  area  in  grade  three  with  four  failing  by  one  or  two 
points.  Only  one  fifth  grader  failed  again  by  only  one  point.  Next  year’s 
teachers  have  been  alerted  and  will  coordinate  with  the  Title  I  tutors  an 
intensive  program  of  remediation. 

This  seems  like  the  proper  place  to  pay  tribute  to  Miss  Evely  Wall, 
the  reading  specialist  at  the  Callahan.  Once  again  she  assisted  Mr.  Rod 
Smith  in  setting  standards  and  implementing  the  holistic  scoring  of  the 
writing  samples.  Miss  Wall  also  taught  a  course  for  teachers  in  the  area 
of  reading  under  the  auspices  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion.  Her  Classes  were  held  here  at  the  Callahan  and  were  enthusiastically 
attended  by  a  large  number  of  teachers  from  the  area. 

Once  again  the  annual  sports  nights  were  held  for  boys  and  girls  in 
grades  four  through  six.  These  activities  are  above  and  beyond,  and  the 
teachers  who  organize  and  supervise  are  to  be  singled  out  for  commenda¬ 
tion.  Their  dedication  and  interest  in  young  people  should  be  an  example 
to  all.  A  word  of  praise  to  the  P.T.A.  too,  for  their  financial  support  for 
prizes  and  refreshments.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  attendance  at  these 
activities  are  as  good  or  better  that  that  of  a  regular  P.T.A.  meeting. 
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As  has  been  the  custom  on  the  evening  of  the  last  full  school  day  a 
special  ceremony  is  held  for  Grade  Six.  Each  pupil  is  given  a  certificate 
and  a  colored  photo  of  his  class.  One  of  these  photos  is  mounted  on  a 
plaque  with  an  inscription  and  hung  in  the  main  corridor  outside  the 
sixth  grade  room. 

Each  year  at  this  time  two  scholarships  are  presented  to  two  seniors 
who  attended  the  Callahan  School.  This  year’s  winners  were  Nancy 
Barnett  and  John  Laquidara.  Their  names  will  be  placed  on  the  plaque 
outside  of  the  principal’s  office.  This  ceremony,  it  is  hoped,  will  inspire 
the  sixth  graders  as  they  move  through  the  grades. 

This  ceremony  is  simple  but  meaningful.  It  is  not  a  graduation 
ceremony.  We  encourage  the  student  to  think  of  leaving  sixth  grade  as 
one  more  step  on  the  continuum  that  climaxes  with  graduation  from 
twelfth  grade. 

The  P.T.A.  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Ann  Adams  and  her  board 
of  hard  working  mothers  have  been  most  supportive  of  the  school  and  its 
staff.  They  provide  delicious  refreshments  for  all  of  the  meetings.  They 
paid  the  difference  between  budgeted  money  for  field  trips  and  actual 
cost  for  each  class  to  take  a  field  trip.  They  pay  for  a  couple  of  extra  pro¬ 
grams  that  are  enriching  for  all.  They  are  always  ready  to  provide 
chaperones  for  field  trips. 

A  word  of  commendation  to  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Pauline  Erker,  the 
custodial  staff  of  Mr.  Tom  Lydon  and  Mr.  Philip  Michel  as  well  as  to  the 
ladies  in  the  kitchen,  Mrs.  O’Brien  and  Mrs.  Nixon. 

To  our  superintendent,  Dr.  Taris,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  working 
with  you.  Thank  you  to,  Mr.  Napoleone,  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
your  support  and  counsel. 

REPORT  OF  THE  F.A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  F.A.  Cleveland  School.  At  the  conclusion  of  another  school  year  it  is 
time  to  reflect  on  the  philosophy,  curriculum  and  policy  of  the  school. 
An  assessment  of  our  goals  and  accomplishments  is  necessary  in  order  to 
plan  and  update  our  educational  program  for  the  next  school  year.  We 
believe  the  academic  year  1981-1982  was  one  of  considerable  accomplish¬ 
ment  and  it  is  our  hope,  through  critical  evaluation  and  professional 
planning,  our  programs  will  continue  to  grow  and  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  the  children. 

Willet  School  Closing 

The  closing  of  the  Willet  School  in  June,  1981,  necessitated  the 
transferring  of  ninety-one  children  and  several  staff  members  to  the 
Cleveland  School.  The  October  1,  1981,  enrollment  was  four  hundred 
seventy-six  (476)  students.  The  staff  consisted  of  nineteen-and  -a-half 
teachers  and  three  full-time  specialists;  one  responsible  for  our  suppor¬ 
tive  reading  program,  another  for  our  speech  program  and  the  third 
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assigned  to  our  Learning  Center.  The  other  personnel  assisting  the 
classroom  teachers  included  specialists  in  the  area  of  physical  education, 
art,  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  enrichment  reading  and  library,  as 
well  as  an  adjustment  counselor  and  school  psychologist. 

The  Plant 

The  Cleveland  School  has  twenty-two  classrooms.  In  addition  it  has 
a  library,  gymnasium,  cafeteria,  conference  room,  a  primary  activities 
area,  an  art  room,  and  two  small  group  instruction  areas  for  speech  and 
reading.  Regular  classes  occupied  twenty  rooms  and  the  other  two  were 
utilized  as  a  Learning  Center  and  as  a  Pre-School  Diagnostic  classroom. 
The  ASPIRE  classes  were  held  in  the  primary  activities  area.  The  School 
Adustment  Counselor  and  the  Reading  Enrichment  teacher  shared  the 
Conference  Room.  Instrumental  music  lessons  were  held  in  the 
auditorium,  library,  the  kitchen  and  unassigned  classrooms. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association 

The  Cleveland  School  P.T.A.  is  dedicated  to  the  promoting  of 
understanding  and  cooperation  between  parents  and  teachers  in  order  to 
provide  for  the  best  physical,  mental,  social  and  emotional  development 
of  each  child.  The  many  programs  and  acitivites  sponsored  by  the 
P.T.A.  over  the  years  are  indicative  of  their  enthusiasm  to  achieve  this 
goal.  The  faculty  and  I  acknowledge  and  thank  the  association  for  their 
conscientious  commitment  to  improving  communication  between  the 
home  and  school. 

This  year  the  P.T.A.  published  an  excellent  handbook  for  parents, 
helped  to  coordinate  a  computer  orientation  program  and  operated  a 
school  store.  They  also  gave  financial  support  for  buses,  for  field  trips, 
purchased  class  pictures  for  the  sixth  graders,  and  presented  scholarships 
to  two  high  school  seniors  who  attended  the  F.A.  Cleveland  School. 

Curriculum 

“Back  to  Basics”  is  a  common  phrase  heard  in  educational  circles 
during  the  last  few  years.  We  believe  the  philosophy  of  the  Norwood 
Elementary  Schools,  however,  always  emphasized  the  teaching  of  basic 
skills.  Two  years  ago  the  assistant  superintendent  of  schools  directed  that 
a  Curriculum  Committee  be  organized  in  each  school  to  review  and 
evaluate  basic  programs  and  materials.  This  plan  was  implemented  and 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  it  continues  to  function  in  a  highly  satisfac¬ 
tory  manner. 

Reading 

The  most  important  subject  taught  at  the  elementary  school  is 
Reading.  The  importance  of  a  good  foundation  in  reading  and  a  con¬ 
tinued  development  and  expansion  of  reading  skills  cannot  be  over¬ 
emphasized. 

Classroom  instruction,  remedial  reading  classes  and  enrichment 
classes  are  the  core  of  the  reading  program  at  the  F.A.  Cleveland  School. 
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The  Ginn  “720,”  Rainbow  Reading  series  is  used  as  the  primary 
basal  reader  in  grades  one  to  six.  This  series  has  been  very  successful  in 
developing  competent  readers  from  readiness  to  advanced  levels. 
Vocabulary,  word  attack  or  decoding,  and  comprehension  are  the  core 
strands  in  this  series.  The  texts  are  supplemented  with  skilpaks,  study 
books  and  mastery  level  testing.  A  phonics  program  is  also  used  in  the 
primary  grades.  Supplementary  basal  readers  are  available  at  certain 
levels  to  provide  more  individualized  instruction. 

Individual  diagnostic  testing  and  evaluation  are  provided  by  the 
Reading  Specialist  for  group  placement  or  for  remediation  plans. 

Arithmetic 

The  major  emphasis  in  the  teaching  of  Arithmetic  is  development 
and  understanding  based  on  the  knowledge  of  the  number  system.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  time  directed  to  the  mastery  of  the  com¬ 
putational  skills  of  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division  of 
whole  numbers.  Fractions  and  decimals  are  taught  in  grades  four,  five 
and  six,  and  percent  is  introduced  in  grade  six.  Problem  solving  is  taught 
at  all  grade  levels.  The  basic  text  for  our  program  is  the  Laidlaw 
Mathematics  Program.  Many  supplementary  materials  are  used.  Mental 
arithmetic  drills  are  encouraged  and  estimation  techniques  are  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  our  program. 

We  believe  the  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart  developed  by  the  Math 
Committee  is  an  excellent  guide  to  identify  the  skills  and  concepts  to  be 
taught  at  each  grade  level. 

Social  Studies 

Our  Social  Studies  program  deals  with  people,  their  geological  en¬ 
vironment,  their  activities  and  the  way  in  which  they  live  and  work.  Our 
textbook,  the  Follett  publication,  is  an  inter-disciplinary  program  that 
uses  a  regional  study  approach.  The  Home  and  School  is  introduced  in 
grade  one,  The  Neighborhood  is  presented  next  followed  by  The  Com¬ 
munities  in  grade  three.  In  grade  four  World  Regions  precede  the  study 
of  The  Americas  in  grade  five.  Our  World  Today  is  taught  in  grade  six. 
At  each  grade  level  basic  goals  are  identified  and  basic  skills  are 
developed;  they  include  social  studies  reading,  map  and  globe,  thinking, 
communication  and  reference  skills.  There  are  seventy-six  social  science 
concepts  identified  and  developed  in  the  series,  and  each  grade  level  has 
an  excellent  glossary  of  geographical  words. 

Spelling 

Spell  Correctly,  the  Silver  Burdett  series,  is  the  spelling  program  used 
at  the  elementary  school  level.  The  main  goal  of  the  program  is  to  help 
pupils  build  permanent  spelling  power.  The  emphasis  on  the  application 
of  correct  spelling  in  the  daily  written  activities  is  most  important  to  our 
program.  The  report  card  identifies  both  the  formal  study  and  the  ap¬ 
plication.  At  each  grade  a  weekly  plan  is  suggested  that  includes  pre-test 
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activities,  dictionary  exercises,  hand-writing  suggestions  as  well  as  pro¬ 
gress  checks  and  a  word  challenge  section.  Unit  tests  provide  the  teacher 
with  information  to  measure  the  learning  process  of  each  child. 

Language 

The  McDougal,  Littell  series,  Building  English  Skills,  is  the 
language  textbook  used  at  the  elementary  schools  for  the  last  two  years. 
The  teachers  continue  to  report  it  is  an  excellant  teaching  tool.  The  pro¬ 
gram  develops  essential  writing,  speaking  and  listening  skills  with  written 
composition  heavily  emphasized.  Grammar,  vocabulary  development 
and  language  mechanics  are  introduced  and  stressed  at  each  level  of 
instruction.  Other  related  language  skills  that  are  systematically  taught 
include  literary  appreciation,  handwriting,  and  use  of  the  library  and 
reference  materials.  Review  and  drill  are  important  segments  of  the  over¬ 
all  program.  A  variety  of  additional  resources  include  diagnostic,  master 
and  mid-year  tests  which  are  also  included  at  each  grade  level. 

Speech 

During  the  first  two  weeks  of  October,  kindergarten  screening  was 
held.  Through  this  testing  children  were  identified  who  may  be  potential 
candidates  for  future  remediation.  This  screeening  was  done  by  the 
Learning  Disabilities  Specialist  and  the  Speech  Therapist. 

A  new  program  was  instituted  this  year  for  third  graders,  to  create 
Awareness  and  Understanding  of  Handicaps.  The  speech  therapist 
participated  in  the  segment  regarding  Speech,  Language  and  Hearing 
Handicaps. 

In  February  the  speech  therapist  attended  a  workshop  sponsored  by 
the  Massachusetts  Special  Education  Department  regarding  Hard  of 
Hearing  Children  in  the  Public  Schools.  The  workshop  proved  a  valuable 
source  of  information. 

As  a  result  of  Basic  Skills  Testing,  children  within  the  speech  pro¬ 
gram  who  failed  this  testing  were  given  further  remediation  of  writing 
skills.  The  speech  therapist  was  also  involved,  as  a  resource  person,  in  the 
initial  planning  stages  of  the  Listening  Basic  Skills  which  will  be  started 
in  the  1982-1983  school  year. 

Throughout  the  year  seventy-one  children  have  been  either  enrolled 
or  evaluated  in  the  speech  program. 

Diagnostic  Center 

The  Diagnostic  Center  continued  to  provide  comprehensive  early 
childhood  services  during  the  past  school  year.  This  townwide  early  in¬ 
tervention  program  for  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five  im¬ 
plements  the  mandates  of  Mass.  Chapter  766  and  Public  Law  94-142. 
The  components  of  the  program  include  outreach,  screening  and  evalua¬ 
tion,  program  placement,  direct  service,  consultation  and  support  to 
parents. 
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1.  Pre-School  screening  was  conducted  throughout  the  year  to 
identify  those  children  needing  further  evaluation  and  early 
intervention  services. 

2.  Approximately  sixty  children  were  screended  by  the  Diagnostic 
Center  Team  during  the  past  year. 

3.  Referrals  for  screening  came  from  such  sources  as  parents,  com¬ 
munity  day  care  centers,  and  nursery  schools,  agencies,  pediatri¬ 
cians  and  hospitals. 

4.  Special  needs  in  the  following  areas  of  child  development  were 
identified:  speech  and  language,  fine  and  gross  motor  cognitive, 
physical/medical,  and  social  emotional. 

The  Diagnostic  Center  offers  a  variety  of  services  appropriate  to  the 
special  needs  of  the  child.  A  center-based  program  and  a  speech  and 
language  program  were  conducted  at  the  Cleveland  School.  Consultation 
services  were  given  to  community  early  childhood  programs  in  order  to 
meet  the  special  needs  of  identified  children  attending  those  programs. 
Additional  services  available  included  occupational  therapy,  physical 
therapy,  adaptive  physical  education,  and  counselling. 

The  Diagnostic  Center  program  continued  to  work  closely  with  both 
parents  and  community  agencies  in  delivering  early  intervention  services 
to  young  children  with  special  needs.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  Third  Annual  Report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

Enrollment — Personnel 

This  school  year  325  pupils  enrolled  at  the  John  P.  Oldham  School 
with  a  complement  of  thirteen  full-time  classroom  teachers. 

Supportive  to  our  regular  staff,  we  have  a  full-time  Reading,  Speech 
and  Learning  Center  teacher.  In  addition,  our  school  is  complemented 
by  a  Resource  Room  and  Primary  Generic  Class  giving  us  a  full-time 
professional  staff  of  eighteen. 

The  Primary  Generic  Class  and  the  Resource  Room  service  all  the 
elementary  schools  in  Norwood,  and  placement  is  through  Chapter  766. 
This  program  is  geared  to  assist  children  with  special  needs.  Work  is 
based  on  the  pupil’s  individual  needs  and,  where  possible,  mainstream¬ 
ing  of  the  pupils  into  regular  classrooms  is  provided. 

Curriculum 

As  a  matter  of  practice,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being  reviewed 
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and  refined.  With  the  implementation  of  the  state-mandated  competency 
tests,  the  meaning  of  the  “basics”  has  taken  on  greater  significance.  It 
should  be  noted  that  we  have  always  stressed  the  basics,  and  the  state’s 
mandate  has  only  reaffirmed  our  conviction  that  the  core  subjects  of 
Arithmetic,  English,  Reading  and  Writing  should  always  have  priority  in 
an  elementary  learning  enviroment. 

To  help  with  coordination  and  implementation  of  the  basic  skills 
mandate  and  other  curriculum  and  school-related  concerns,  the 
Curriculum  Committee  serves  as  the  school  liaison  between  staff  and 
administration.  This  committee  is  represented  by  both  primary  and 
intermediate  teachers  with  representation  from  special  services. 

As  an  adjunct  to  our  regular  programs,  Chapter  I  (formerly  Title  I) 
is  an  integral  part  of  our  academic  program.  The  purpose  of  Chapter  I 
(ASPIRE)  is  to  provide  additional  and  supportive  services  to  children 
who  by  past  performance  have  demonstrated  a  need  for  further 
strengthening  and  reinforcement  in  the  basic  skills  areas  of  Arithmetic 
and  Reading.  Chapter  I  (ASPIRE)  is  a  totally  funded  Federal  program. 

Plant  —  Grounds 

The  building  and  grounds  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School  are 
generally  in  good  condition  with  a  few  exceptions,  as  noted  below: 

1.  Added  hardtop  needed  in  play  areas. 

2.  Further  clearing  of  woods  adjoining  play  areas  to  enlarge 
playground. 

3.  Interior  of  building  needs  painting  (kitchen  and  cafetorium  are 
high  priority  areas). 

4.  Reseeding  of  some  play  areas. 

5.  Added  exterior  lighting  needed  (security  reasons). 

6.  Repairing  of  roof  leaks. 

7.  Installation  of  exterior  bell  system. 

8.  Reglazing  of  windows  for  leaks  and  energy  conservation. 

9.  Clearing  of  woods  adjoining  pathway  from  Nahatan  Street  to 
Pine  Street. 

It  should  be  noted  that  during  the  fall  of  1981  a  series  of  events  that 
affected  the  school  plant  were,  as  follows: 

1.  August,  1981  —  School  treated  for  termite  control. 

2.  September,  1981  —  Heating  problem  occurs  in  building. 

3.  Heating  engineer  uses  leak  detector  to  try  and  locate  problem 
area. 

4.  Leak  detector  emits  foul  odor.

5.  Parents  concerned  that  leak  may  have  some  connection  with  the 
application  of  termite  control  substance. 

6.  After  many  visits  from  local  and  state  authorities 
representatives  of  agencies  alleged  that  no  harmful  substance 
was  released  from  the  termite  or  heating  problems.

is  recommended  that  a  committee  be  established  to  set  guidelines  for  the 
requisition  of  software  in  the  future. 

A  Computer  Curriculum  Committee  was  organized  with  the  goal  of 
developing  a  guideline,  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve,  and  designed 
as  an  on-going  committee  which  will  make  recommendations  in  the 
future.  The  committee  was  composed  of  members  from  the  high  school, 
Peabody  school,  two  junior  high  schools  and  three  elementary  schools, 
chaired  by  Lou  Buscone.  One  recommendation  was  to  have  each  of  the 
five  elementary  schools  represented  in  the  future  composed  of  classroom 
teachers  to  assist  other  teachers  and  serve  as  a  coordinator. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  additional  computers  be  purchased  with 
town  funds  and  grant  monies  for  all  buildings. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  Carol  Raney,  representative  of 
Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc.,  Waltham,  MA,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
the  involvement  of  a  full-time  educational  access  coordinator  employed 
by  the  cable  TV  network. 

The  Computer  Curriculum  Committee  met  once  with  Carol  Raney 
and  a  technician  of  the  company  to  discuss  the  implications  of  using 
modems  to  connect  our  computers  to  the  institutional  network  of  the 
cable  system.  It  was  determined  that  the  capability  exists  and  could  be 
accomplished  with  additional  funds  that  could  be  obtained  from  profits 
returned  to  the  town  by  the  company. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  George  DiBlasi,  Police  Chief,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  organizing  a  series  of  meetings  with  safety  officer,  William 
Costello. 

Officer  Costello  was  involved  in  an  intensive  weekly  program,  talk¬ 
ing  with  students  and  showing  numerous  films  with  safety  as  the  central 
theme.  Pupils  were  grouped  on  a  grade  level  basis,  the  film  served  as  an 
introdiction,  and  Officer  Costello  discussed  various  aspects  of  the  film 
with  the  children  and  time  was  provided  for  questions  and  answers. 

A  few  of  the  films  discussed  by  Officer  Costello  were:  “Meeting 
Strangers”,  “Bus  Safety”,  “Vandalism”,  and  “Winter  Safety”. 

This  year  intensive  reading  classes  taught  by  Sheila  Gough  met  for 
second  through  sixth  graders.  Word  recognition,  word  analysis,  meaning 
vocabulary,  and  comprehension  in  silent  and  oral  reading  were  built  in 
these  classes.  The  High  interest,  graded  books  such  as  Bigfoot,  The  Loch 
Ness  Monster,  and  UFO’s  were  particularly  popular  and  successful  this 
year  in  these  classes.  Word  recognition,  word  analysis,  reading  rate,  and 
comprehension  were  promoted  through  the  use  of  these  books.  The 
magazine  Sprint  was  also  appealing  and  effective  in  building  interest  and 
reading  skills  in  this  program. 

Second,  third,  and  fifth-grade  enrichment  classes  were  also  taught 
by  Sheila  Gough  this  year.  Second-grade  enrichment  this  year  included 
listening  to*  memorizing,  reading,  and  writing  poetry.  Space  work  using 
the  materials  which  she  created  for  the  gifted  and  talented  workshop  last 
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spring  also  were  highlights  with  these  children.  Lessons  with  the  third 
graders  fostered  Use  of  the  Senses,  Visualizing  Situations,  and 
Understanding  Character.  These  children  also  created  and  finalized  ads. 
The  fifth  graders  did  in-depth,  detailed  reading  and  comprehension  of 
plays  about  famous  Americans  and  focused  on  Benjamin  Franklin  and 
his  wise  sayings.  All  enrichment  work  was  at  a  high  level. 

The  Enrichment  Program  conducted  by  Joan  Giardello,  was  based 
mainly  on  the  theme: 

“YOU  GOTTA  HAVE  ARTS!” — WBZ  TV4’s  promotional  slogan 
for  encouraging  and  perpetuating  the  “arts”. 

Issac  Stern’s  (violinist)  quotation  (“New  Year  Wishes”,  NEW 
YORK  TIMES,  Sunday,  December  28,  1980)  is  quite  apropos: 

“More  than  anything  else,  the  arts  must  be  accepted  as  a  basic 
civilized  necessity,  available  to  every  child  in  the  country  as  a  natural 
function  of  the  art  of  living,  not  as  an  occasional  social  adornment.” 

WBZ  TV4  was  involved  in  celebrating  various  “art  forms”  by 
opening  ‘the  doors”  with  dance,  drama,  classical  music,  puppetry,  light 
opera  and  art  “masterpieces”  directly  form  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to 
viewers  Friday  evenings  at  7:30  p.m. 

Further  knowledge  and  understanding  at  various  productions  were 
based  on  investigation,  (Library  research),  observation  (wide  range  of 
performances  on  television;  theatre;  museums;  B.S.O.,  and  Participa¬ 
tion  (creative  exercises). 

Kindergarten/Grade  1  also  shared  some  of  the  “arts”  program.  For 
them,  the  major  goal  was  the  development  of  a  positive  attitude  toward 
literature.  A  sampling  from  the  varied  world  of  books  fostered  and 
encouraged  interest  and  a  special  desire  to  read.  Pupils  were  exposed  to 
realistic/animal  stories;  fun/fancy;  fables;  and  poetry.  Related  activities 
included  the  sharing  of  reactions  to  a  book  —  opinions;  impromptu 
dramatizations;  character  descriptions.  Pupils  tried  their  hand  at  illustra¬ 
tion  as  a  way  of  responding  to  the  meaning  of  a  poem.  Taping  com¬ 
ments,  favorite  passages  and  displaying  objects  created  (puppets/props) 
or  items  at  home  pertaining  to  a  story  were  among  other  activities. 

Members  of  the  Department  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  presented  a 
Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  to  third  grade  students.  The  purpose 
of  this  program  was  to  promote  positive  attitudes  toward  handicapped 
students. 

The  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  consisted  of  four  45  minute 
presentations  which  covered  the  topics:  Physical  Handicaps,  visual  Han¬ 
dicaps,  Speech  and  Hearing,  and  Mental  Retardation.  Special  Needs 
Staff  in  conjunction  with  the  Principals,  classroom  teachers  and  other 
school  staff  presented  information  to  each  class.  The  children  par¬ 
ticipated  in  activities  designed  to  expose  them  to  the  experience  of  being 
handicapped.  The  session  closed  with  a  discussion  in  which  the  students 
were  encouraged  to  share  their  thoughts  and  feelings. 
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III.  Building  and  Grounds 

The  physical  plant  remains  in  good  condition,  however,  several 
projects  should  be  completed  before  it  could  be  considered  to  be  in 
excellent  condition. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  things  which  need  attention:  bricks  and 
painting;  the  gate  at  Cherrywood  Drive;  shallow  ditch  at  the  rear  of  the 
blacktop  behind  the  cafetorium;  canopy  at  the  main  entrance;  additional 
hot  top;  outside  door  frames;  weatherstrip  and  caulking;  and  grease 
trap. 

The  custodians  —  Joe  Fitzgerald  and  Fred  Dorci  —  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  conscientious  efforts,  meticulous  attention  to 
problem  areas,  and  overall  pride  in  the  building  during  these  times  of 
reduced  financial  spending  for  maintenance.  If  it  were  not  for  their 
concern,  the  building  would,  at  this  age,  have  needed  many  major  and 
costly  repairs.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel 
Services  for  the  school  year  1981-82. 

The  Department  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  undertook  the 
challenge  of  providing  quality  services  following  the  loss  of  several  staff 
members  due  to  the  school  closing  and  Proposition  2 Vi. 

Special  Education 

The  special  education  programs  lost  3  Vi  staff  members  and  adjusted 
certain  programs  accordingly.  In  spite  of  this  adjustment  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  was  able  to  maintain  all  programs,  and  has  been  able  to 
assess  the  impact  of  personnel  cutbacks.  Although  certain  service 
providers  were  experiencing  large  caseloads,  most  essential  services  were 
maintained. 

During  the  1981-82  school  year  students  were  serviced  under  special 
education.  Declining  enrollments  have  not  been  realized  in  special 
education  during  the  past  three  years;  however  it  appears  that  during  the 
next  three  years  an  appropriate  decline  will  be  observed. 

The  utilization  of  funds  from  public  laws  94-142  and  89-313  has 
provided  additional  required  services  without  impacting  on  the  School 
Committee’s  budget  requests.  These  sources  of  funds  has  assisted  the 
school  department  in  developing  and  maintaining  occupational  therapy, 
adapted  physical  education,  additional  Vi  time  school  psychologist,  team 
facilitators,  after  school  recreation  program,  and  a  summer  recreation 
program. 

Two  significant  productions  emerged  from  these  funding  sources, 
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(1)  a  special  needs  awareness  program,  and  (2)  a  Parent  Advisory  Group. 
Both  programs  have  promoted  greater  sensitivity  toward  individuals  with 
handicaps. 

Finally,  the  Office  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  implemented  a 
computer  assisted  Individualized  Educational  Plan  along  with  a  pupil 
data  service.  These  two  procedures  modernized  a  large  and  important 
aspect  of  the  special  education — an  accurate  pupil  data  base. 

Guidance  Department 

The  guidance  department  was  extraordinarily  active  during  this 
school  year.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  l-3/5th  counselor  service  were 
eliminated,  several  parent  meetings  were  held,  representing  a  range  of 
presentations  from  program  description  to  financial  aid  for  parents  of 
students  seeking  further  education.  The  high  school  department  reports 
that  many  of  the  graduating  class  went  on  to  further  education.  The 


statistics  are  as  follows:

The  evening  counseling  program  continued  to  offer  assistance  to  the 
Norwood  Community.  Parents  and  other  individuals  not  available 
during  the  day  were  encouraged  to  utilize  this  unique  guidance  service. 

Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program 

The  Basic  Skills  Improvement  program  completed  its  second  year  of 
implementation.  The  grade  levels  assessed  were: 

Reading— Math— Writing  Grades  3,  5,  and  8 

Listening  (implemented  1982-83)  Grades  2,  4,  and  9 

The  results  indicate  that  a  high  percentage  of  students  passed  the 
minimlim  standard.  The  Basic  Skills  Advisory  Board  has  been  pleased 
with  the  results  so  far,  and  plans  to  monitor  the  program  carefully. 

Generally,  the  Office  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  function  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  services  to  students  and  families  that  cannot  be  delivered  through 
the  regular  classroom  programs.  Today’s  society  with  its  multi¬ 
dimensional  forces  affecting  family  life,  require  active  support  from 
municipal  agencies  in  order  to  mitigate  the  magnitude  of  adjustment 
necessary  for  survival.  The  Office  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  is 
dedicated  to  assisting  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in  responding  to  this 
need.
